The reports by tlio Police Magistrates on crime m the town and suburbs c 
Calcutta have boon drawn up on the same plan as those of last year, though i 
bis resolution on them the Licuteuant-Governor said lie would prcler to have 
joint report drawn up by tlio Magistrates of the Northern and Southern Divi 
sums, similat to that drawn up lor tlio Small Cause Court. Tlio Magistrate, 
hovvoier, in preparing their separate reports, have acted m eommunicatioi 
and agree in the conclusions come to and the recommendations made by cat 
other 

Tlio Commissioner of Police has very fully compared and analysed tli 
figures given m his statements, and has submitted detailed explanations whci 
necessary. The total uumber of oilendhs, both cognizable and non-cognuabh 
reported in the eourso of tlmyear both in the town and suburbs, was 4S32. 
Compared with previous years the figures stand as follow : —

The increase in crime indicated by these figures is explained m part as regari 
the suburbs by the inclusion in the returns lor tlio first time of cases not enquiri 
into. False cases too have increased and tend to swell the apparent atnoui 
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of crime. There are, however, certain classes of crime, such as assaults and 
nuisance, which have undoubtedly increased largely in the town of Calcutta, 
and the same remark applies to the suburbs as regards the formor offence. 

The total number of eases of all descriptions reported in the year was 
39,169 in Calcutta and 9,153 in the suburbs. The total number of persons 
arrested or made to appear on process in theso cases was 46,510 in Calcutta 
and 11,750 m the suburbs, of whom 32,371 and 6,187 respectively were 
convicted. The distribution of crime, according as it was cognizable or non- 
cognizable, aud according as it arose under tho Penal Code or under miscella- 
neous laws was as follows . — 
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Prom this it appears that of the crime reported, about two-tlnrds arose 
under special or local laws, and an examination of the detailed returns shows 
that a large proportion of the remainder were cases of public and local nuisance. 
The figures given would also show that two out of three persons who appeared 
on arrest or on the issue of process wore convicted. This inference, however, 
is not legitimate, as in the returns of persons convicted many cases have been 
included in which it is not obvious how the offenders came before the court. 
The procedure adopted with regard to Iho 6,476 persons, whom the return of 
x non-cogmzable crime for Calcutta shows to have appealed before the court on 
charges of local nuisance, requires some explanation, as process was issued in 
four cases only,, against six persons. The return refers to offences not cogni- 
zable by the police*, while the police are not expected to enquire into such cases 
vio motn. 

The number of cases and persons disposed of by the Police Magistrates ot 
Calcutta are shown by their returns to have been as follows . —

The report shows that the total number of persons who appeared before 
a Magistrate m Calcutta was 37,211, of whom 4,286 were acquitted and 
32,366 convicted. The difference, it is presumed, is accounted for by the cases 
disposed of by tho Honorary Magistrates, who would thus seem to have dono a 
very fair share of the work. Tho large number of committals from the 
Northern Division Court is noteworthy. Mr. Dickens expresses his regret that 
the jurisdiction of the Police Magistrates is so limited, and certainly a great 
waste of time and power would seem to be involved under a system which 
compel-, committals to the Lhgh Couit in many cases of a very petty character. 
The subject is under consideration, and a remedy may be provided in tho Bill 
now hefoie the Legislative Council to amend tho procedure of the Presidency 
Police Courts. The necessity for a Reformatory for boys, alluded to by 
Mr. Dickens, has long pressed itself on Government* and a committeo has been 
appointed to report as to tho manner in which one should be provided. 

Cognizabh Cnm>\ — Mr. Hogg justly congratulates the town of Calcutta on 
the peaceable and orderly conduct of it s inhabitants. Serious crime has happily 
been infrequent in Calcutta during tho year, and thore has been a complete 
absenoe of any violent disturbance of the public peace. Both Calcutta and the 
suburbs were also free from dacoity and other offences against property attended 
with violence ; but one case of robbery was reported, which was successfully 
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dealt with. Taking town and suburbs together, there were eight cases of 
murder, jtwo of which remain still undetected. In another case the accused 
was acquitted, but it seems that the verdict of the jury could hardly have been 
anticipated. Convictions were obtained in the other cases, and considerable 
credit is due to the police for tracking and apprehending Sheikh Doman, 
one of the murderers, who, through the connivance of his neighbours, escaped 
in the first instance and fled to Purncah. Three true and four lalse eases 
of culpable homicide were reported. Of the accused in two true cases 
of attempted murder, one was unaocountahly acquitted, the other has eluded 
apprehension. With 21 true cases of grievous hurt reported, 8 persons only 
were convicted out of 42 arrested. The Commissioner of Pohco explains that 
while these results, viewed in the abstract, speak badly for the police, they are 
really independent of police action. The failure seems to anso from the delay 
which often intervenes from the detention of injured parties m hospital and 
the. attempts then made to avert prosecutions. It is a class of offence in 
which prompt and summary punishment would bo more effectual m the way 
of repression than the tedious delay of committal to the sessions m the desne 
ot a heavier punishment ; and the Lieutenant-Governor cannot help questioning 
the propriety of admitting compromises m cases of this nature. Sixteen 
persons were arrested by the police in connection with 11 charges ot’ rape and 8 
of unnatural offence; but one committal and no conviction l'esultcd. Ten' of 
the cases are said to have been undoubtedly false ones, and the action ot the 
polico in this matter would seem to have been precipitate On the other hand, 
it is satisfactory to observe that the only true easo of administering stupefying 
drugs was successfully dealt with. The conduct of the gliftt sirkar and of 
constablo Kuchha Sing in foiling an intended murder on the liver was particu- 
larly pi aiscworthy, and they should be rewarded. 

The returns of the year under review, and of the previous one, show that 
burglary is more frequent in tho subuibs than in the town, and that there has 
been a failure m dealing with this crime. It is explained that the Magistrates 
treat simple cases as cases of theft only. Considering the difficulty with 
which burglars are detected, and tho fact that they usually are habitual thieves, 
it is vety desirable that these crimes, though simple, should not he lightly 
dealt with. Taking thefts, burglaries, and house-trespass together, the figures 
lor the three yean* past were as follow . — 
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These figures show that there has been a steady deereaso in tlieso crimes 
in Calcutta, and an improvement in the number of eases detected. In tho 
suburbs, on the other hand, though these crimes were slightly less than in the 
previous year, the number of cases in which convictions were obtained was 
inconsiderable. Tho number of cases declared false in Calcutta deserves notice. 
They form more than 35 per cent, of the whole number reported, while in the 
suburbs the percentage is 17 only. There would appear to be more scope yet 
for energy on the part, of the Polico Magistrates m dealing with those who 
bring false complaints before them. Severity of punishment in a few instances 
might check what appears to be an increasing evil. The percentage of tho 
stolen property wlueli was recovered was 52 G in Calcutta and 441 in tho 
suburbs; these results are better than m tho pievious year, when „he percen- 
tages were 22 7 and 40' 9 respectively. 

Non-cogmzable Crime . — The increase in cases of assault and nuisanoo has been 
already noticed. The small number of offences against weights and measures 
is satisfactory. There w'erc 25 cases of giving false evidence" and making false 
complaints in Calcutta, and 53 in the suburbs. But little success attended the 
prosecution of these, only 9 offenders in all out of 59 tried having been convicted. 
But 9 persons were convicted of forgery, though there were but 24 cases in all. 
The intervention of tho police, who in Calcutta treat this crime as a felony, 
would seem to have been of advantage. Tho action of the Magistrate in the 
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case of the Jews Ezekiel aud Moses would appear, in the absence of fuller 
explanation, to have obstructed for a timo the course of justice. Anji explana- 
tion winch might lemove this apprehension would be acceptable. It is 
observed that in the subuibs care was taken to employ the police but sparingly 
m non-con nizable cises , of a total of 4,956 only 108 cases having been 
investigated by them, 

O/loiLCi against special or local lata — In Calcutta thcro were .335 cases 
and 500 convictions under the Gambling Act. The attention of the Police 
Magistrates should bo directed to the provisions of the law allowing imprison- 
ment m casts of second convictions, which, m the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
opinion, should be cnioieod against professional gimblers 

No less t lnm 1,960 poisons, out of 2,036 airested, wero convicted for 
cruelty to animals. There seems to be some ground to fear that theso cases 
aie too s'linmanly dealt with. The certainty with which conviction follows 
arrest is creditable to the vigilance with which these eases are piosecuted, and 
it must iest wilh the Magistiates to see that the pi oof is-” 1 ”crv onse adequate

Mr lllwr, the Magistiatc of the Southern Division, reports that, owing 
extension of the jetties, compliance with ceitain ol the Port ltules 
regardin'’’ th<> moot mg oi boats lias been rendered utterly impossible. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is not prepared without further explanation to aeeopt Ins 
statement, that the law stands so that he is bound to convict persons for not 
perf mining impossibilities Theio lias been a very large increase m the number 
of pei sons convicted lor conti avention of the Port Act Pules m Calcutta. The 
Lieutenant-Go vci nor hopes tliat while flic public convenience is guardod and 
promoted, all reasonable moderation may be exorcised m instituting charges 
of this natuie The large percentage of convictions obtained would seem 
to be suo-esuve of caution, lest, rules m themselves beneficial should be vvoiked 
m a liiiumi i calculated to be unduly tioublewmie to the people Tile Commis- 
sioner of Police should mako special enquiry as to whether any grievances in 
this repeat exist, and it they do, then lie should report, after communication 
with the Poit Commissioneis, as to the manner m which they may best be 
ri moved lie should also sav whether some relaxation is not* advisable in the 
rules which Mi Miller n polls to woik oppressively with regird to the 
obstiuction of passengei ghfits by hackney carnages If it be finally determined 
that carriages cannot he allowed access to these, notice to this eilcet should 
certainly he put up m English 

Ttuoe Hundred and s. ventv-livo persons were tried for oil'enees against the 
Shippni" Act , of these 293 were eonvieted. These facts suggest somewhat 
painful considerations. The lot ol the Hutch seaman in this port is not a 
pleasant one, and lie is likolv to continue to be troublesome till he is as well 
caied 'for as skilled Euiopeau laboreis aie on shore It is hoped that the 
disadvantages incidental to lus sojourn licic may be gradually removed. 

The Anus Act —The prosecutions instituted under this Act have not been 
successful, but one person having been convicted out of 17 charged with 
offences a-amM it. The licenses of seveial dealers were, however, suspended, and 
one was cancel b d. A cheek has been advantageously put on the import trade in 
hre-aims and ammunition m consequence of the regulation lately issued by the 
Government of India with a view to the discouragement of the import ol a 
cheap descnption of weapons The necessity of increased supervision over 
local faetoues has already been pressed by this Government on the Government 
ot India It is satisfactory to find that endeavours are being made to induce 
native de ill is to keep their hooks m an intelligible way. Considering the 
large staiF ol police officers already at the disposal of tfic Commissioner of Felice, 
lus propo'al to appoint a special officer to examine the dealers books is quite 
unneev ^saiy. 

Comlitim of the Police Pore— With a strength of 3,207 constables in 
the town and ^uhuih-', 157 vveie dismissed and 61 deserted. Ibis is an 
unpiovomont on the pievious year. The Lieutenant-Governor notices that the 
reduction ordered on Mi. A\ auchopc’s recommendation m the strength of the 
Subuihan Foiicc lias only partially been earned out. hrom a recent return ol 
the Commissioner of the Presidency Division it is found that the constables 
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have been reduced from 810 to 703, and the number of Inspectors from 15 to 
12. Any further reduction has been for the present stayed through appre- 
hensions of an increase of crime on account of the prevalent scarcity. It 
is also represented that the circumstances of the Northern Suburb requiro an 
additional force for a time on account of the opening of the Railway branch 
line at Chitpore, which has attracted a considerable floating population of 
workmen and coolies to the neighbourhood. The further diminution of the 
police force there will not bo immediately pressed. The proposal of the 
Suburban Municipality to placo the Suburban Polico under tlio Magistrate 
and District Superintendent of the 24-Pergunnahs cannot be entertained. The 
police administration under existing arrangements has been much more 
successful than formerly. 

As regards the constitution of the Calcutta and Suburban Police force, to 
which the Commissioner refers in his 34th paragraph, the Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to find that the endeavours made upon last year’s suggestion to increase 
tho number of Bengali constables do not appear to have been very successful. 
He begs that theso endeavours may he still further persevered with It may, 
as a rule, be accepted that in a populous city whore an organized system of watch 
is necessary, the up-country policeman will bn found the heller officer for the 
prevention of crime, hut there are many qualities in the Bengali winch can he 
called into use for police purposes, and especially his capacity for the detection 
of crime, of which we have many good examples in our mofussil experience 
There is room for both classes in the Calcutta Police, and neither could 
be safely dispensed with. 

The difficulties which arise in connection with tho subject of habitual 
offenders have been properly brought to special notice The Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to find that the endeavours of the Commissioner have been 
successfully directed to tho preparation of all the preliminary essentials tor 
the enforcement of the law. A careful register of recorded convictions 
is now available, and communications have been opened witli the Supci- 
intendents of the Aliporc and Presidency Jails by which proof will always no 
obtainable of former convictions against old offenders It remains now 
with the Police Magistrates to do their part of the duty required for the sup- 
pression of habitual crime. It is clear from the returns which are now hefoie 
Government, with the Commissioner’s separate letter of the 9tli instant, that the 
short sentences of punishment passed within tho summaiy power of the 
Police Magistrates are no deterrent to those who gain a livelihood hv emne, 
and both in the public interest and in support of the Police Administration 
of this largo city the Lieutenant-Governor must press upon the Magistrates 
that as long as the law remains unaltered it devolves upon them to assist in 
tho repression of the evil complained of by committing to the High Court 
all such habitual offenders. It is the Lieutenant-Governor’s hope that in the 
measure now before the Legislative Council for the amendment of the prftmlme 
in the Presidency Police Courts, arrangements may he mado to extend the 
jurisdiction of the Police Magistrates, but till this is effected the only couise 
open to secure exemplary punishment in such cases should not he neglected 

As regards juvenile criminals of this class, endeavours are being made to 
meet the increasing necessity for a reformatory institution 

For the greater part of the year under review Mr Wauehope, c n., very ably 
assisted by Mr. J. Lambert, was at the head of tho Police, and to both these 
gentlemen and the subordinate officers mentioned m the report the thanks of 
the Government are due for the efficient discharge of the difficult and 
responsible duties connected with the Police administration of Calcutta, 
Mr. Stuart Hogg rejoined his appointment as Commissioner of Polico witlun 
a short time before the close of the year. Sir Richard Temple is confident 
that under Mr. Hogg’s management the same standard of efficiency will be 
maintained, and that all requisite improvements will be gradually introduced.

hr Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that daring the Road 

Oss year 1872-73, the valuation of ‘land* 
of immovable property, and of Iiousps for 
the imposition ot the Road Cess under 
Act X. (B C ), ot 1871, a as completed in 
the 1(5 distnets noted in the nmigm 
2 ’lliese operations commenced in 
August 1S71, and were, theiefmo, completed within little nmie than two years 
in the nistiiets m question, a result which is veiy ci editable to the energy of 
i he oflneis concerned, when the huge number of estates and tenures to be 
\ allied is t.iki u into account In the distnct ot Iiurdwan. the total number of 
sepai ate valuations amounted to (5,704 estates, and 77,015 tenures, and in 
Jessoie to ,‘5,01 L estates, and 51,070 tenures The figures in the other districts 
aie not so liii.h .u these, but the totals of the 1(5 districts give no less than 
s.0,951 estates, containing 301 (55(5 tenures, and the labor attending these 
valuations is ughtly described by the Membci m charge as “enormous.” 

.5 'llic explanation given in paingiaph 9 ot the Report omits all 
lrh it nee to Reg 1 st ci IN a register which appeals opposite to the entries ot 
sevcial iiistricts in Statement" A The Lieutenant-Governor believes that 
Rcgisiei L\ includes lands held without payment of rent and paying the cess 
direct to the Collector under section 20. 

1 Piuanraphs 13 to 15 — Tt is ratifying to find that there has been no 
leal resistance to the submission ot the required returns, and that even 
m cases m which tines Itave been imposed, it has, in the great majoiity of 
instances not heen found necessary to cnlbiec their realization 'l hc figures, 
hovvev pi , given m columns 0 and 7 ol statement B show that District Officers 
must have held veiv difienng views of the necessity foi having recourse to the 
penalty pi ovisious ol UieAei In Mooislicdahad, especially, lines appear to 
have been imposed and 1 emitted As they were so largely remitted their 
unposlion to so large an extent could hardly have been necessary. 

5 '['he case noticed in paiagraph 18 of the Report is a striking instance 

oi the difficulties which hive been encountered in the pi ogress of the work 
But it in tins estate the shaies and suboidinate tenures woie formed, not of 
specific hauls, hut of fractions of the sudder jumma, it appears to His Honor 
that it rmghl have been possible to complete the valuation on the basis of any 
one ot the original returns, as flic value of each share or tenure might be 
presumed to hear the same propoifion to that of the whole estate, as the 
suddet jumma of Hut share did to the entire sudder jumma. 

(5 His Honor is inclined to agree m the optmon advanced in 
paiagraph 19 of the Report, that the returns made under Parts II and III may 
gcneially be accepted as a burly close approximation to the truth At all 
cunts t hese i< turns do noi always m on the side ol deficiency Instances have 
come to ills Honor's’ notice in which a zemindar has entered under Part III 
tcmui s which did not trail} belong to his share of the estate, and from which 
he w .is loeeivmg no lenlal As regards the neejjote lands, the difficulty is not 
m icspeil of lhc valuation, but ot the area and we have practically no check 
at all upon this It is foi lunate, therefore, that these lauds aie of so insigni- 
ficant an extent 

7 The Lieutenant Governor fully concurs in the remarks of the 21st 
paiagiaph ol the llepoit, on the necessity ol excieising lhc gieatest caution 
m tie* summmy valuation ol small tenuics or lather ol tenures which bear 
a small rental.

pepper-corn rent on payment of a bonus, or m favor of members of their own 
families, that llis Honor cannot but fear that the results of these summary 
assessments can scarcely have been so accurate as the Member in charge seems 
inclined to believe them to be. At the same time it must be ad muted that 
in dealing with so large a number of petty estates and tenures, a fine recourse 
to summary valuation was unavoidable

3. It is advisably howevei, here to recapitulate tho principles laid down by the Act for 
the conduct of the valuations, and to describe the mode in which those pnneiples have been 
earned out, the extent to which those valuations have been effected, and the financial result they 
produced.

G The Act seeks to secure the submission of these returns by the imposition of fines, 
by the suspension of recovery of rent by legal piocess during the period of recusance, and by 
granting power to Collectors to make the valuations if the letums be not submitted within 
the prescribed time 


7 The coriectncss ot the 1 etui ns is sought to he obtained by making the returns 
evidence against the submitter and not against the parties entered therein, so that 
entries of undue and excessive demands rendei tin* former liable for the cess assessed on the 
returns, while they are not recoverable from the latter, and also by rendering the submitter 
liable to a piosecution under the Penal Code for furnishing false information 


8. Pi eparatory to the commencement of the operations for valuation, printed forms of 
registers, notices, statements, accounts, &e , were issued in large numbers to the several 
Collect 01 s with instructions for their use, and as questions of difficulty in t.he construction 
or application of the Ael weie anticipated, or Actually arose in piai lice, rules for their solution 
were fiom time to lime issued These iulcs received the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor 
and now form a code ol procedure, which the experience obtained during the past year ha, 
proved sufficient to meet all the difficulties which have as yet been encountered, and this codes 

it is hoped, will suffice tor the conduct of the valuations in future years.

9 In explanation of the accompanying statements, it should be mentioned that all 
estates subject, to the Act are enloied in two legi^teps, — Register I being restucted to estates, 
revenue-paying or levenue-lree, the property of private individuals, under clauses i and 2 ol 
section 3 of the Act, and Register III to estates the piopeity of Government, and to all waste 
land sold or gianted by Government, while Register II and IV shew lespeetively the tenures 
oi the two classes of estates 


10. The operations were conducted by the Collector of each district assisted by an 
Uncovenanted Deputy Collector specially appointed for the duty. The Collector acted under 
the immediate orders and supervision of the Commissions of the Division, who was invited 
to refer freely in all eases of difficulty or doubt to the Member in charge 

11. The operations commenced from the 15th of August 1871, and were completed 
throughout the 16 distucts by the commencement of the current road cess year, 1873-74 — 
that is, by tho 1st Ottobei 1873 

12. The laboui attending the valuations has been enormous It will be seen from the 
accompanying statement that in the LG districts theic have been valued 80,951 estates, 
containing 304,656 tenures. Of that number, 29,40t estates and 63,563 tenures have been 
valued on returns submitted by the proprietors, and 59,617 estates and 211,093 tenures 
summarily under the discretion given by section 8 of the Act. 

13 It was anticipated that it would be found scarcely practicable to overcome the 
passive resistance of the landholders to the submission of the required returns. When, however, 
it was seen that the authorities were determined to cairy the measure— -that fines would be 
rigorously inflicted, the withdrawal of the power to sue f >r rents enforced, and, as a last 
rasnrt, the valuation made by the Collector after local inquiry, the landholder felt that the law 
must be obe>ed, and no determined resistance was shewn. 

Id It \\ .i- found absolutely necessary to impose fines to a very gieat extent ; but in all 
cases where good grounds were brought forward for delay, the fines were invariably remitted 
on the submission of the returns, and in only a few instances was the Deputy Collector obliged 
himself to undertake the valuation of any estates. 
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15. Out of a total of Rs. 4,87,521 imposed as flues, it was necessary to realize them only 
to the extent of Rs 16,127, or less than 4 per cent, of the amount of fine imposed. 

16. The chief obstacle to the completion of the valuations lay, not in the lecusaucy ot 
the landholders to submit their returns, but in the difficulty they experienced in prepaiing 
them. The demand for returns was novel, the leturns somewhat complicated and hard u» 
prepare, oven when the zemindars accounts contained the necessary data, and in very many 
cases no such data in sufficient detail were procui able Again, in estates held in joint 
coparceny between many sh ireholdeis, each party collecting his rents separately and often 
disproportionately to the share he held, the prepaiation ot the l etui ns became almost impos- 
sible. It was only with the assistance and the advice oi the Deputy Collectors, which were 
frequently sought, that in these latter cases the i etui ns could be prepared, hut with their 
hearty co-operation, tact, aud patience, this task was on the whole well accomplished 

17 As an instance of the minute sub-division and sub-mfcudation of estates, the follow- 
ing case that occurred m the 24-Peiguunahs may be noted 

• 

18. The original estate bore a suddci jumma of Rs. 14,781, It was subsequently sub- 
divided into 16 estates, foi mod, not oi specific poi lions ot land, but of shares m tlio whole 
estate, the hugest ol which homed 2'/ 2y Zc , and the smallest 0 a Zq 2c of the origin il 
estate. In each ot these estates theie arc nutritious shuieholdeis, and in all over M)0 temucs, 
not of specific lands, for no such spei llieation was made of the uiiginal estate when poi tinned 
off, but of the fractions of its sudder jumma, and in each ot these tenures are computed sub- 
tenuies, all, whether tenures oi sub-lcnuus, being hold bv r numeious shaunoldeis. It mav In* 
imagined how aiduous the task to umavcl such an entangled yarn 

19. The Collectois are ot opinion that undei the piessuie ot the penalty wheieby 
entries under the proper lents iu tin* returns ink the loss of the lecovuy oi such tents, the 
returns of Parts II and 111. are fmly and truthlully rnude, and do represent, if not absolutely 
conectly, at all events approximately, the gro^s rentil ot then lespeUive estates and tenmes 
and that the valuations founded on those leturns may he accepted 


20 To the neej jote lands enteied in Part I the same cheeks do not apply , but for- 
tunately such lands bear an infinitesimally small pioportiou to the other lands of the estates. 

21 The ease is, however, diffV lent with regard to the valuations summarily effected of 
the smaller estates and tenures undei section 8 btnugent orders woic issued to the Collec- 
tors to exeicise the disci* turn givc.ii under that section, ot calling foi letiutw, and not to have 
recourse to the summaiy pioeess m cases where, at the time of the peimancut settlement ot 
the estate, or the creation ot the temue, the lands may not have been fairly cultivate d, 
wheie theie may be n asou to believe that the lents have been fixed at umlulv low intes trmn^ 
interested motives, as fn the ease of tenures given to members of the landowner's family, ol 
for waste land to be brought into cultivation. 

22. This discretion has been as largely eveicised as was compatible with the completion 
of the valuations within a leasonahlc time, foi it is cleat that with small estates aud tenuiev 
(numbering in the 16 districts 09,028 of the former and 27*3,920 of the lattei,) it would 
have been impossible to \alue the mass otherwise than by the summary process Although 
the value of some of these petty estates and tenuies may exceed that at rived at summiril), 
yet the numerous instances m which proprietors have contested the smnmaiy assessment by 
submitting ot fhemselvcs letui ns shewing then value to be much less thin the a&se-sment 
fixed by the Collector, leads the Member in charge to believe that the suinin »iy assessment o r 
petty estates and tenuies has been on the whole lairly approximate 

23 Appeals fiom the Collect oi’s assessments unde i sections 1 8 and 19 have not been 
many, amounting to but J17 foi the 10 districts

25 As, however, these tables will not be* completed for some months, it has been deemed 
advisable not to delay iuither the suiunivnon ot this icport, and it is proposed, when forward- 
ing these tables, to discuss the questions connected with the incidence of the ce^s, the extent 
and nature ot the tenures, aud othei matieis which may arise from the inlbrnuliuu those tables 
contain. 
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26. It will suffice here to state that sub-mfeudation is very general throughout the 16 
istricts undei review Statement A shews that out of the aggregate valuation for all the 
districts, amounting to Rs 4,72,13,324, or nearly crores, Rs 3,14,90,811, or a little over 
3* crores, are duo to 304,656 tenuies in 80,951 estates, or fully 66 per cent, of the entire 
valuations 


27 The average ratio of the valuations to Government demand of revenue in the 16 
districts is 2*9 , but the ritio vanes much in the several districts, being highest (9‘5) m that 
of Hazarecbagh, and lowest in the Orissa districts, where it varies from 2 1 in Pooree and 
Bulasorc, to 2 4 m Cuttack 

28 In the fust named district the Government demand is light, m consequence of large 
portions of the oslat os having been at the time of the permanent settlement jungle or uncul- 
tivated while m Orissa, the temporary settlement having been made on a minute inquirv into 
their condition and assets, the Government revenue was lixed on more accurate data, and with 
a less margin for proprietary rights 

29 In the two distiicts of Rebar Proper to which alone the Road Cess Act has been 
extended, the ratio is fi 2 m Bhaugulpore, against 3 9 m Monghyr. The larger ratio m the

31 This is not the place to mention the success that has attended the realization of the 
toss, but it may be stated that the difficulties anticipated in its collection have mostly disap- 
peared, as in the (asc of those feared in completing the valuations A repoit on this subject 
will be submitted alter the close of the load cess year oil the 30th September 

32 The valuations under this part were conhncd to mines and quarries, the consent of 

the Governoi-Geneial of India not having been 
llltailwava, muu and immovable prop* rty, mulor Part ^iven to luing the guaranteed railwaj s under the 

operation of the Art 

33 These mines exist onlv in the districts of Burdwan and Hazaieebagh 

34 The Collectors obscive that no difficulty whatsoever was experienced in effecting 
these valuations 


35 The finanenl »esuh, as shewn in statement C, has been that 35 mines have been 
\alned at Rs 8,28,585 Of these, the coal mines in the Hurd wan district, to the number of 
25, have been valued at Rs 2,88,361 while the ten pot ty mines in the Hazareobagh district 
bear a value of only Rs 224 


36. As the land valuation approached completion in each district, the Collector was

37 By the Act the assessment was to be carried on by tlu punchayets appointed undei 
Act XX of 1850 and under the Village Chowkcedaree Act of 1871, and where no such

38 It was sfiongly impressed on the Collectors to exclude fiom the operation of this 
pait of the Act purely agricultural villages where the houses would be exempt from assessment 
undei section 40, and to b» cartful that m eonsideiable places of a non-agricultural character, 
Nui*h as may be classified under the head of towns, the exemption under that section should be 
borne in mind. 


39 The result has been that of 11,103 villages reported by the assessors as liable to 
assessment, 6,194 have, for the reasons above given, been freed from assessment by the Collec- 
tors, having 4, G09 villages assessed at an annual charge of Rs. 66,942-14 The assessments 
appeal to have been carefully earned out, and without undue pressure.

11 The Commissioners generally enter tamed great doubts of the expediency of the 
Act, and ot the possibility of woiking its provisions with any approximate approach to 
accuracy, and freely expiessed themselves on these points 

1° When, however, the Act was extended to their divisions, they at once addressed 
themselves to cai ry it out loyally This was specially the case with the Commissioner of 
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Orissa ; and it is due to the great attention he lias paid to the details of the valuation, 
assisted as he has been by his Collectors, that life valuations have been carried through ui 
the Orissa districts in so satisfactory a manner 


48 Where the Collectors and Deputy Collectors m charge of the road cess opeiations 
have afforded the Member in charge such general satisfaction, it is difficult to select instances 
ot special merit. It may, however, be mentioned that the work of valuation, it will be seen 
from Statement B, was, as regards the number of estates and tenures valued, and number 
of returns called for, heaviest in the districts of Butdwan, the 24-Pergunnahs Je^sote,

MUNICIPALITY FOR 1873-74. 


No. 6M.M., dated Calcutta, the 13 th June 1874. 

From Lord H. Ulick Browne, Commissioner of the Presidency Division, 

To the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department 

‘ I have the honor to submit herewith the annual administration report of the Kishnaghui 
Municipality under Act III of 1364, for the past year 1873.74, together with the usual 
statement of income and expenditure. 

2. The report calls lor very few remarks from me. As I said when submitting the labt 
report, the municipality of Kishnaghur has been thoioughly established, and has now woiked 
efficiently for several yeais, so that there is not much to be done and to report, unless some 
great work, such as a covered ’drainage system, weie introduced; but the cost of such an 
operation would, I fear, be far beyond the means of the town, and thero is a disinclination 
to increase taxation at all. 

3. It will be observed that the registration of births and deaths has been attended to 
during the year, and that the municipality have promoted vacauation at their own expense 

4. The amount of fines inflicted by tho municipal bench shews, when computed with the 
number of persons fined, that the Municipal Commissioners have exercised their magi&teual 
power with moderation.

9 The collections of house-rate have fallen short of those of last year by Us. 507-6-9, and of 
the estimate by Its 683-14-G; this is partly owing to high prices, (which have made collection 
more difficult) and partly owing to the collecting establishment not having done its utmost. The 
establishment has been recently re-organized, and it is hoped that collection will improve At 
the same time the commissioners are prepared to avoid undue pressure on the poorer taxpayers 

10 Tollhar — The decrease of collection from estimate Ks 513-1-9, under this head, is 
chiefly altibutable to the absence of check-gates, and to there being no penalty for persons 
evading tolls The carters take advantage of all tracks which can enable them to leave the 
main roads, and by somewhat circuitous routes to avoid the tollgates.

19. Conservancy — 1 The receipts under this head are recoverable expenses of a special 
conservancy cart employed solely for removing professional refuse of the stable-keepers The 
increase of R 9 . 63-7-3 upon the receipts of the vear preceding has been caused by the

1 have the honor to submit in original the annual administration report of the Midna- 
pore Municipality for the year 1873-74, together with the statement of income and expenditure, 
in the form prescribed in Government order No 2655, dated 25th April 1872 

2 The actual receipts Bhew a deficit ot Rs 453-4-9 as compared with the Budget 
estimate. The deficit was maiked under the heads of 44 house-iate” and “ fines ” The 
decrease under heading “ house-rate” was owing to the exemption of several of the houses 
which had fallen out of occupancy. I believe there is an error m the Chairman’s report, as 
no house in a municipality can be entirely exempted on account of vacancy, the maximum 
remission provided m Act II (B C ) of 1868, being one half of the rate. I have accordingly 
asked for an explanation The collections under the heading “ miscellaneous” exceed the budget 
estimate by Rs 552 This is owing to the large collections ol rent on account of 
yotobliagdrj i.e., places in the town where dead animals arc deposited 

3. The total expenditure during the year was Rs 14,782-8-3, or Rs. 2,318-7-9 less 
than the amount estimated The chief saving had been under the heading 4 local improvement,” 
in which Rs. 866-9-3 only were expended out of Rs 3,500 estimated This is on account of 
many of the works estimated not having been completed dunnsr the year 

4. The statement of collections shews a balance of Rs 693-5-9 remaining unrecovered 
at the close of the year, against Rs. 296-13-3 remaining outstanding at the close of the 
previous year.

Mr Macaulay only succeeded Mr. Davis on 7th July , Mr. Cochran was not appointed till 
Mr. Oldham had left, hence, though the .number was 14 in all, it never exceeded 12 at any one 
time. 


2. Nineteen general meetings of the commissioners were called during 1 the year. This, 
it is true, is less than the number required by law, but even as it was, there was no qnorum 
on eleven occasions, and additional meetings wene quite unneeded. 

As has often been reported, the number of commissioners is too BUial! The ex-officio 
members cannot be relied on for constant attendance, especially in the cold weather The 
ordinary members are only eight m number, and though one of them, the Vice-Chairman, is pretty 
regular in attendance, another, Mr Kimber, ordinarily cannot spare tune to attend, and 
hence success in obtaining a quorum depends on the regularity of the remaining six native 
commissioners Of these, two, Baboos Romanath Roquitte and Okhil Chunder Dutt, were 
incapacitated for attendipg to their duty during the greater part of the year, and the former 
has died since the close of the year. 

Many efforts were made to obtain an increase of the ordinary members to 15, so that five 
may vacate every year, but owing to technical difficulties arisiug from the working of the new 
Act (No. II of 1873), the appointments were not made till alter the close of the year It 
may be hoped that during the current year the meetings will be much better attended.

4. House Rate — The total demand on this acoount for the year was Rs. 11,146-4-3, to 
which must be added arrears outstanding Irom last year, Rs. 296-13-3 ; of this Rs. 10,690-13-3 
has been collected and Rs 220-13-3 has been remitted. Thore is, consequently, a balance of 
Rs. 531-7. The decrease as compared with last year is owing to several houses, fallen out of 
occupancy, having been exempted after due inquiry The balance not collected is a high ope. 
The ratepayers have been rather backward in paying and the tax collector somewhat remiss. 
The last part of the year has also been a season of some scarcity even here, and that may have 
had something to do with the large arrear. 

5. Land Zfa/e.— The actual demand of land rate was Rs 683-9-0, which with the arrear 
of last year, Rs 53-4-0, amounts altogether to Rs 736-13-0. Of this sum Re. 672-6-9 was 
collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 64-6-3. The same sum was collected on this acoount 
last year. In neither year was the budget estimate reached, but it is evident that the estimate 
was erroneous, being in excess of the actual demand 

6 Wheel Tax —There is little to remaik on this head. The budget estimate and the 
actual demand closely approximated, and a '^stance of R* 15 only was over (see Statement B) 

7. Fines — There is a considerable diffeience between the budget estimate and the 
actual realization, Rs. 180-6-6, as fewer cases were brought and fewer convictions obtained 
than in 1872-73. 
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8. Pounds . — The receipts under this head for this year, Its 873-14-9, exceed those on 
same account for last year, Rs. 786-4-0 ; but are somewhat below the budget estimate. There 
are no arrears The police impounded 340 cattle ; municipal servants none, and private 
individuals 4,038. This shews a satisfactory working of the pounds 

9. Fees tinder Section 77 —License fees imposed under this section exceed the budget 
estimate (Rs. 100), being Rs. 113, but have fallen short of last year by Rs. 13 Nineteen 
licenses were issued (see Statement B) There are no an ears 

10. Warrant Fees — 274 wai rants wero issued for the realization of rates, the fees 
amounting to Rs. 00-4-0, or with arrear of last year, its, 135-12-0 Its 106-8-0 havo beeu 
realised ; the balance is for unexecuted warrants. 

11. Ilaclery Registration Fees —The sum realised under this head, Rs 687, falls far shoit 
of the budget estimate, Rs. 1,000, and of the collection of last year, Rs 988 The carter* are 
very ready to evade payments, and it is not easy to detect them. The Municipal Benches also aie 
disposed to deal leniently with these offences, two annas being the usual fine imposed , this is 
far too little in the face of the cyasion and tuekery practised by cart owner* There aie no 
arrears. Of course special attention will be paid to tins bleach of municipal law during the 
current year. 

12 Miscellaneous — The collection, Rs $52-12, under tins head, on the other hand, fai 
exceed the budget estimate and the collections of last year, Rs 529-10-6 This is due chiefly 
to large collections on account of gowbaghd) , i.e , dead anunalb arc deposited at ceitain places 
in the town, for which (and for the use of bldus, &e ,) a rent of Rs. 231 ib paid. The

14. Expenses of Collection , — Under the first head these his been a small having, but under 
the second a considerable one, the expense having been less than expected 

15. Roads — Theie has been a larger expenditure on roads than were apparently expected. 
Fire first-class roads, two second-class roads, and six tlnrd-class roads, have been thoroughly 
repaired and metalled to a length ot 1,092 cubic yards laid down, the width varying from nine 
to 15 feet. One large budge at Kcranitollah has been constructed, and a good deal of petty 
repairs done. 

16. Conservancy. —There was a good deal saved undoi the next head. The present 
establishment consists of an overseer, two chuprassees, one sirdar, 30 coolies, and seven 
sweepers. 

17. Police — The saving under the head of Police is small It was owing to sick leave 
and leave without pay haviug been granted to certain of the police The police force consists 
of four head constables, foui second-grade constables, 50 fourrh-grade constables, and 20 fifth- 
grade constables. They are distnbutcd in four 1'haioes — Khas Phaiee, Notoon Bazar, Patna 

i Vazar, and Hobipore. 

s 18 Local Improvements — Under the head of local improvements several works have 
been m progress - (1) a second latune at Danband was made at a cost ot 11s. 117-4-9 ; (2) a 
retaining wall ot a tank in Mtab Bazar was also made at an expense of Rs. 289 , (3) the 
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Danband khall, running through the town, which has for years been a deposit for filth of all 
kinds, in fact an open 6ewer, has been excavated and embanked and a pathway mads along 
each side In two convenient places it eularges out mto tanks and thereby improves the 
water supply. Up to 31st March only Rs. 380-10-3 was paid, but something for work done 
was owing. The work has been now done, and at a total expense of Rs. 1,506-8-5. (4) Under 
tbis head is also shewn an expenditure of Rs. 50 for a survey of the river bank, which now 
forms the port of the town. The municipality were led to expect by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
when he visited Midnapoie, that they would be allowed to take up this land and construct 
warehouses and lauding places, receiving dues to be sanctioned by Government. When the 
project was ripe for approval, however, and the survey had been completed, the Government 
changed its views and declined to sanction the pioject. 

19. Miscellaneous — Undei this head there has been a very Urge excess expenditure, 
the items being, — to Pierce Charitable Dispensary, Rs. 549-12-0 ; to pension of Ram Chunder 
Chuckeibutty and Skaik Magboo, Ks. 36-6-0 , to purchase of tin tickets, Rs 34-6-0; to purchase 
of lanterns, Rs 32-0-0 , to rent of municipal land, Rs. 75-7-2 ; to law charges, Rs. 57-1-0 ; but 
the excess over budget estimate of collection helps to balance the large expenditure, 

20. At a meeting held this year, Rs. 100 was voted to be given to vernacular schools, 
and Rs. 500 to the Chanlablc Dispensary, these suifis to be paid from budget of expenditure 
for 1874-75 

21. Of the resolutions passed during the year under review the roost important were-** 
(1) to take over the management of the Pierce Charitable Dispensary and guarantee its 
deficiency in income ; (2) to devote certain tanks to be used for drinking purposes only ; 
(3) to reclaim the management ot the Libiary Tank, though not its income, from the Library 
comnmtoe, (4) to declare the line irom Colonel Golla to Soojagunge a highway under 
second part of bje law XVIII, to lessen the danger to house property irom file. 

22. Lawsuit.— There was one lawsuit during the jear with the farmer of Nuzurgunge 
Ferry, who sued to recover his deposit when he relinquished the ferry. The suit was for a 
small amount, Rs. 77-8, and was partly lost. The municipality had to pay Rs. 25-13. There 
does not seem to have been any good reason to appeal 

23. Assessment — Baboo Okhil Chunder Dutt, Baboo Jumenjoy Mulhck, Moonsbi 
Mahomed Jan, and Moulvie Khoyrat Alii, revised the assesment, for the most part making 
new assessments only m the case of new houses There were 36 objections submitted, but 
they were successful to amount of Rs. 6 only. Rs. 223 was newly assessed on new houses. 

24 Prosecutions , — 150 persons were prosecuted, 53 of whom were discharged. In 
1872-73, 4‘26 persons were prosecuted and 193 let off. This statement will shew the 
prosecutions by overseer and police under the various penal sections of the Act : — 
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The falling off is due to the change in the Vice-Chairman. Mr. Hopkms was in favor 
of much more active measures in conservancy and allied questions than Mr. Oldham, and 
hence prosecutions under his management were much more frequent. On the report of the 
municipal overseer, 77 notices, issued against 135 persons, in ease of 91 persons, sufficiently 
speedy attention was paid; m 10, cases were pending at the end ot the year; on police 
reports, 27 notices were issued against 32 persons. Six summonses only had subsequently to issue 
for disobedience, and two cases were pending at tbe end of the year. These cases went before the 
Muncipal Benches. Statement C. will shew the attendance of the Commissioners at theso 
Benches. 

25. Charitable Dispensary . — This institution is superintended by the Civil Surgeon, 
assisted by a committee of European and Native gentlemen. As already stated, its management 
lias, so far as finances are concerned, passed into the hands of the municipality. 

26. I ital Statistics.— The police collect these statistics and they are compiled in the 
Civil burgeon's office. The cost is Rs 60. The reports are defective, but as the whole Rs. 500 
allotted to this district by Government were assigned to Rogrec, and as the municipality were 
unwilling to expend more money, a more thorough system could not be adopted. Sanction to 
expend the savings hom Bogree grant (Rs. 176) m the Midnapore town has been received for 
the current year. 

•27. The Vice-Chairman reports that he has found the municipal clerks and servants 
working fairly.

LITIES IN THE CHITTAGONG DIVISION DURING 1873-74

1 have the honor to submit copies of the annual adinmmliation reports ot the munici- 
palities of this division, coiibtituted undcu Act III ot 18(14, (B C.), foi publication in the 
Gazette , as di looted m the Government circulir No. ‘27, of the 10th August 1873 

2 In this division thoio are two municipalities, constituted uudoi Ihe aforesaid Act, 
viz , the municipalities tm the towns of Chittagong and Coinilla In the town ot Noakhully 
and at the head-quaitcrs of the sub-divisions ol Biahmunberiah and Cox’s Bazar, situated 
respectively in the Tipperah and Chittagong districts, town coiporatious have been constituted 
under the provisions of Act VI of 1868 (B.C.). 

3 Awessvieiits — Commitlah . — As regaids the system ot taxation prescribed by Act III 
ot 1864 (B C), it h quite cleai that the assessments in the Cormlla Municipality aie not and 
nevei have been carried out in stmt accordance with the requirements of that Act, niismiuh 
as it is slated that these assessments Gave been made, not as a late on the value ot houses, 
but according to the circumstances and property to be protected ot the persons liable to 
assessment, or in otliei words, in aecoidance with the provisions ot Act VI (B C ) of 18GN 
This matter, I obseive, has been ubeady biought to the notice ot Government by my piede- 
ecssor, Mr. Fowle, in bis repoit No 596, dated the 22nd October 1873 vvluieui ho pointed 
out the irregularity which existed ot following the provisions ol an Act whu h had not been 
introduced, and lccommended that the illegality should he at once rectified, with a introspective 
effect, to avoid complications which might otherwise arise. No Government ordeis appear to 
have been received on Mr Fowli/s lecornmendation 

4 I fully concur with the views expressed on this subject by Mr Fowle and the pre- 
sent and foimer Magistrate of Tippciah, and strongly iceommend that Act VI of 1868 bo 
declared to be m force in Comillah, in supoisessiou of Act III of 186 1, which is clearly unsuitea 
to the existing circumstances of the town. 

5. At present, owing to the exorbitant demands made by the Bajali of IIill Tipperah, 
the pioprietor ot the soil, but few persons arc eithci willing oi m a position to take long leasts 
ot building sites for the erection of rnasomy houses The consequence is that the so-called 
town consists fur the most part of a collection of mere mat and bamboo houses, and 
even these, owing to the fear of fire, are of a cheap and tcmporaiy character only. In shoit, 
as noted by the Magistiate, 19 houses m every 20 are mere huts Those m no way indicate 
the actual position and means of tlicir occupants, for theie is little to choose between the 
huts of comparatively well-to-do shop keepeis or wealthy money Icndois, and tho^c of pool 
widows or needy sweepers The rateable vrlue of all would be rmuh the same and, if even all 
were assessed at the maximum late allowed under Ait HI of 1801, ‘the income would be 
altogether insufficient to meet the net wary requirements 

"6 The existing assessments appaienily have not been revised for some years, and though 
from time to time some appeals have beeu lodged locally, pointing out that the oicibMSs- 

ment was opposed to the law, no iclcienccs nave cvei been made to tins office as against the 
repeated rejection ot all such appeals I think, thereto] e, t iat it may behold that the pusi nt 
system works i|ell Theie is, as noticed by the former Magistiate, a rough but undeniable 
justice in it, which even the common people can appreciate. Nuiluug uu\v remain* but to 
legalize the existing system 
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15 Noahholty — In Noakholly a re-as^essment was made during the year, and this appears 
to have been mado impartially, as no appeals whatever have been preferred against the proceed- 
ings of theassessois. Noakholly is, no doubt, a poor town ns compared with either Chittagong 
or'Comillab, hut tor Eastern Bengal, where the circumstances of the people are exceptionally 
good, as already noticed, I think the amount of the total assessments is too small Funds are 
much required at Noakholly for carrying out proper conservancy arrangements Owing to 
this want but little has bqpn hitherto done in the way of nnpiovement, and I think thA-efore, 
that the assessments should be shoitly leviscd, as well as extended, so as to mcludo some at 
least of the very large proportion of the inhabitants who have been totally exempted. It 
appears to me that, however small the contributions may be, all should be called upon to pay 
their quota, and that only the really indigent, a ver^ small class in these districts of cheap food 
and high wages, should be totally exempted. 

10 The Magistrate of Noakholly reports that 818 assessments were made, the inci- 
dence of which was as follows —

17. It appears, also, that of the total number of 1,126 houses, 283 were exempted from 
taxation owing to the poveity of the inmates, and 25 were exempted as mosques and temples. 
Of the total population of the municipality, viz, 4,752, only 818 were assessed Sixty per 
cent, of the tax is said to fall on owneis and occupiers of land, 23 per cent on shopkeepers, 8 
per cent on amlalis of the courts and offices, 5 per cent, on inooktiars and pleadcis, and 1 per 
cent on public buildings 

18 Jirafimunberiafi . — The municipality of Brahmunbenah includes 17 hamlets, contain- 
ing 2,889 houses, with a population of 12,36 1 souls The assessment, which had been first made 
in April 1870, was, under section 5t, continued for the thiee succeeding \ears » 

19 It appears that Us 3,026 were collected on account of house tax during the year 

undei review, against He. 3,057-7-3 dunng the previous year, giving an a\crage of 
Rs. 1-4 only for each holding per annum. The rates vary from Its 6 to one anna per 
mensem, according to the value of the property to be protected • 

20 As regaids the incidence of taxation The aveiage rate of Re 1-4 a year, as above 
mentioned, or 1 anna 8 pie a month, is no doubt very light on the inhabitants, who, it is to be 
observed, arc exempted from the operation of the Road Cess Act , and as a proof of this, it is 
reported that not a single case of attachment and sale occurred during the year for the 
realization of the tax. 

21. Cox 3 6 Bazar — 151 the mnmeipdity of Cox’s Bazii, it is stated that the assessments 
are made thiough the membeis ot the committee, and that none of the members like the work. 
The MagMiate, Mi Andeison, his moreover submitted a very emt repoit, which gives little 
or no mfoimation. As there is a largo balance of money in hand, Mi. Andeison proposes to 
hold afresh assessment duung the enduing yeai and to reduce thcpiesont assessments by 
several hundreds of rupees But it appears tome that the incidence of the taxation is already 
very light, and more especially when it is remembered that the Government is the chief 
luudlord and that the tenants hive to pay no gi >und lent The mjiiurmcuU, also, of tho 
station, if properly looked after, must be f n greater than can be met liorn the small income 
at piesent realized. # 

22 . Other Sources of Income . — IrrLspcot.ve of the tax on houses m Chittagong and the 
tax on the means and incomes of then proprietors in Comillah, those i/iunicipditus dcnvc 
sorno income from ferries, pounds, and a few other miscellaneous sources The chief income 
from these sources in both municipalities is deuved from pounds, and m both municipalities 
it has been detci mined to increase the piesent uumt«r, as existing airangements have been 
iouud to be insufficient. The municipalities of Noikliolly, Brahmunbenah, and Cox’s Bazar 
have no receipts oth$i than that denvod fiom tho a^iessments alieady noticed 

23. Total Income and Expend ihur — The total income of the Comillah Municipality for 
the past year, including the balance of the previous yea* , amounted to Its. 11,899, and the 
expenditure to Rs 11,458. The total income of the Chittagong Municipality, exclusive of 
the Government grant of Rs 30,001), which has been given once foi all, amounted to 
Rs. 18,260, and the expenditure to Fs 20,738. 

24. The income of the Noakholly Municipality amounted to Rs 2,385, and the expendi- 
ture to $s. 2,078. The income ot the Biuhmunbemh Mumcipdity and that of Cox’s Bazar 
amounted to Its. 3,626 and Rs. 1,35 1 respc ctively, and the expenditure to Rs. 4,474 and 
Rs 1,838 repectivcly. 

25. Expenditure— The annexed statement exhibits the amounts spent by each munici- 
pality on police, conservancy, roads and establishment, and the percentage of such expendi- 
ture as compared with the total annu il income, and I will now proceed to review tkete figures 
separately in the case of each mumcijpa *ty 

26. Chittagong— It appeals to me that the sum of Rs. 6,113, which is annually spent 
by the Chittagong Municipality for the maintenance of the police, or 33 per cent of the 
income, is too largo. It is represented that ot the above amount a sum of Rs 1,200 represents 
the pay of an European constable engage d to keep order amongst the sailors viBitiug the 
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port , that as the municipality* receive*- no contnbutiona from the Poit Fund, the appointment 
of the Eutopem constable is open to ctitiusm, and that the municipality derives but little 
benefit fiom the mu vice of this constable ami can ill afford his pay, 

27 It appeals to me, howevei, that the mumcipility is fairly debitable with the pay of 
this officer as the pav of a second Emope.m const iblo is already defrayed fiom the Port Fund 
Hut even if the piv ot the Eiuopeun constable is excluded, it ig to be observed that the 
charge are considerably more than twice as luge as they aie for tjie town of Oomillah, and 
I fail to see iny «ulhuuit ic toons lor so huge a difference m the expenditure under this head 
in the two municipalities Thu chairman of the municipality will be called upon to raalfe 
some inductions in the uumbei of the existing foice of Native policemen 

2S Notwithstanding the nntnuous unh cal thin ess of the town of Chittagong and the 
uigcnt necessity whn li exists foi simtnv improvements, it is unsatisfactory to find that only 
lk S j j, oi d pci cent only of the income, was spent on conservancy During the year under 
review mattns appaiently have been left in data quo, nothing having been done beyond 
opening out one additional latiinc t 

2 ( > As icgards proper conseivancy and samtaiy precautions, it appears tome that the 
town is still in a very bukward condition Some of the fust and most obvious measures foi 
impioviiig thr gonei.il health of the community have not been hitherto earned out, and it is 
not a mattei oi sui pnse, tbeiefoie, that choleia lias become endemic and is nearly always 
piescnt To whit extent samtaiy mitteis have been neglected may bo gathered from t lie 
following picas of a letter lately addiessed to the commissioners of the municipality by my 
piedecessoi , Mi Co» koiell

31 Mr Cliy, the chairman, stales that the principal objection to cairying out the 
numerous schemes that have been buggcstul b»i the samtiry lminoVeuicnt ot the towu, 19 tlu 
inddtquatv oi the funds at the tlisp >sal of the municipality, tyid observes that unless 
Gov ci rnrit.nl is pupated to sanction a luge spi < id giant, tlieie will be no great improvement

33 But it is fo be obsei ved, than looking to the laige grant of Rs. 30,000 la ted v 
iccoidul by the (jovunmenl, the muniupil cotnmissioneis have at piesent, and have had 
lor some t line b n k, unple funds at then di&po*- il to enable them to make a commencement 
in cairy mg out all obvious improvements, such as cleming drains, filling up foul cesspools, 
removing low and tank jungle, and seouuug a better supply of dunking water than at 
present exists, m the mannci suggested by Mi Cockerell I have pointed this out to the 

chairman, and 1 have also informed him that I shall be

oj It is tiue that thg total length of the roads to be kept up is very great, and that 
rung to the hilly charictei ol the gmund and the nature of the soil, constant repairs are 
j i v-aiy, but it appeals to me that mam i *ads aie unnecessarily metalled, and that with a 
m mi ai. mum and icpaiis aliei very heavy iums, these roads can always bo kept m a 
mu abb stati without metnllmj.

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87, Comtllah.— The expenditure in the Comillah Municipality appears to have boen 
very properly and intelligently laid out Each department of police, conservancy, and roada 
appears to have been sufficiently pi ovided for, while a disproportionate amount of the income 
has not been expended on any one of them It if specially satisfactory to observe that in the 
town of Comillah, which may be 6aid to be a perfect sanatartuin as compared with 
Chittagong, and m which the income at the disposal of the Commissioners is far less than 
it is in Chittagong, no less than Its 3,033 were expended on conservancy, orneaily four times 
as much as was spent m the far larger town of Chittagong The importance of such mattes s 
appears to be properly appieciated m this municipality. 

38. Noalholty — The percentage of expenditure on police m the Noakholly Munici- 
* pality appears to be very high, but the total collections are small, and apparently the houses 
in the municipality are scattered and the area for watch and ward is large. But, I think, 
comparing the actual outlay with that incurred m Comillah, the present expenditure is 
higher than it. need be The Magistrate will be addressed on the subject. 

89. A fair amount has been spent from the available funds on conservancy, but, as 
noticed by the Magistrate, the conservancy of the town is still in a very unsatisfactory 
state The present condition of tho town is thus described by the medical officer “The 
drams near the houses, of the inhabitants arc bordered by privies, and are the repositories of 
all night soil, which is never removed During the heavy showers of July and August 
there is a general washing and overflowing of the town, and this is the only conservaucy 
that does any thing m the way of cleaning it.” 

40 The Magistrate strongly recommends tho entertainment of a good numhci of mch- 
ters, partly paid from the Town Committee's fund and paitly by private individuals, with a. 
view to remedy the evils arising from the total neglect of sanitary rules by tho residents As 
already noticed in para 15, 1 am of opinion that tho Magistrate should reassess tho town m 
order to provide the necessary funds to carry oat all proper sanitary arrangements. 

41 The Magistiate reports that much was done during the year for the repairs and 
improvement of the pucka roads of the station ; but. that this work was earned out. from the 
District Road Fund, and that a good deal is still required to be done The magistrate also 
mentions that it was pioposed to spend most of the municipal balance of last year on the 
pui chase of a roller, winch is badly wanted foi the use of the metalled roads 

42. Cox's Bazar — In Cox's Bazar, looking to tho unsatisfactory report submitted, 
and the small amount expended, and the large amount of Inlances which have been allowed 
to accumulate fiom year to year, viz, nearly Its 3,000, it is very evident that but little 
interest is taken in municipal matters For conservancy purposes Rs. 80, or only 4 per cent, 
of the income, was expended The conseivancy ariangements arc thus noticed by the sub- 
divisional officer — 

“ The conservancy was looked after by a sweeper on six rupees a month, who cleans the 
bazar, and some petty expense was mcuired m clearing jungle. This sweeper is used for 
cleaning the sub-<h\isional office, as tlieie is no swecpoi foi this purpose.” The Magistrate 
of the district will he called upon to rcpoit how the large balance of nearly Rs. 3,000 above 
noticed, can be best expended for the # samtaiy and general impiovement of the town and to 
hubnnt a full report on the present condition of the town is regards roads and conservancy. 

43. Brahmunbena — In the Brahmunbcn.ih sub-division, I am of opinion that the 
cost of the police is excessive and should be i educed, as well as that of the establishment 
Reductions, I am of opinion, aio feasible and the magistrate will he addressed on the subject 
What the piesent apparently inadequate conservancy artangemeuts aic, does not appear fiorn 
the report. A special rcpoit on this subject will he called for 

44 N^xt to the cost of the police, the chief expenditure appeals to have been incurred 
in digging four tanks at a cost of Rs 825 On the subject of the expends me, tho Deputy 
Magistrate has written as follows — “ Roads and tanks hum the hulk of municipal improve- 
ment. Any extensive or costly works have never been undoiuken and uliliiy pieicridH to 
show and Ornament Small roads through villages, the cleai nice of jumile, the cutting of 
drains, &e, have proved very useful and convenient to the people, and as the want of good 
drinking water tanks was a ciying evil in this town, the provision of a goodly number or 
tanks has been a y rent boon to them, so that the town, win* h was 10 jews ago no better thoij 
a dirty hole, is n^w become one of the most healthy towns in llengal ” 

45. Vital statistics —Chittagong — 1 fear that even now, the figuies furnished by tho 
municipalities as regards vital statistics are far from being <orrcct F»n 1872-73, the figures 
furnished lor Chittagong showed a death rate of 2 2 J 2 pci thousand, whmh was manifestly 
incorrect For tho past year the death rate is shewn at 33 1 t Tins is a n> nor appioxnnt- 
tum to the real facts, but, l belro\e, tint the late is really fai beavici than this and that, 
accuracy has not jet been attained As noticed by tm Magistrate, cholei i pi evaded more or 
less throughout the yeai m tho town and several Emopian sailors sucumibod to the disease 
During the current j*ear there has been again a severe outbieak of cholera, many deaths 
have occurred, and two peisons among the veiy limited number ot European losidcins m tho 
station, hpve been attacked 

40. Comillah — In tlic town of Comillah the public health is said to have boon good 
and the recorded deaths shew an average of 28 l pei thousaud Tnc .etui us ol baths aie 
repotted to bo manifestly incorrect for both the above mentioned municq ditics. 

47. Noaliholly . — The magistrate of Noakholly reports, that the ye. r was comparatively 
a healthy one, as there were fewer severe fever cas^b and less ordinary sickness than usual. 
The mortality reported by tho police was 27*5 pei thousand The magistrate adds that about 
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half the deaths resulted from fever, or the diseases, such as Bpleen and dropsv, which follow 
in its tram Thirty cholera cases were reported, all but two occurred in the cold weather and 
of these 12 cases proved fatal 

48 Cox* 8 Bazar and Btafnnunbena — In the repoits submitted for the municipalities of 
Cox's Bazar and Hrahmunbeiiu, the subject of vital statistics has not been noticed. Attention 
will be drawn lo the omission 

49 Miscellaneous Expenditure —As regards expenditure other than that noticed above, 
it is to beobsened that the Chittagong Municipality has contributed Kb. 16 a month in aid 
of the Dispensary at the Snddei Station from the 1st of January 1874, »nd that this con- 
tubution will be made up to Deeornbei 1S71 The Comillah Municipality lias made a g rant 
of Its 30* pci annum for the purpose of establishing a patsh.ila within the municipal limits, 
but nothing was contnbuted tow aids dispensaries. Rs. 50 were allotted from the town fund 
of Brahrnunhciiah to the chantable dispensary at that station. In Noakholly, since the 
commencement of the ciu tent \«ar, the town committee have contnbuted Rs 15 per mensem 
towards the dispensaiy In Cox's bazai it appears that no contributions have been made 
eitliei town ids the dispensary oi fm education 

50 Municipal Mrehnq*) ^c . — Chittagong . — There were 1 8 municipal commissioners m the 
Chittagong Mumcipiliiy at the close ot the year Of this number three were ex-officio 
Of the lemainmg members more than half were (»o\ eminent servants The total number of 
commissioners were made up of Europeans and Natives, the litter being all Hindoos. I agree 
with the Magistrate and chan man in thinking that as the town of Chittagong is chiefly 
inhabited by Mahomedans, some commissioners should be selected from their body. 

51. il is stated that the majority of the commissioners cannot be sud to take active and 
intelligent interest in the affairs of the town. It j& also stated, that unless work is actually 
made over to them they aie quite content to b avc e\ei y tluuj: in the Magistiate's hands I am 
of opinion with reference to the above ri mirks, that it would be advisable to make over 
dilltreni portions of the town to the special caie and supcmsion of the several members, and 
that in this way some responsibility and special mteiesi may be made to attach to the position 
of the commissioners. 

52 Comillah — At the commencement of the year 1 S73-74, theie were 16 members of 
the Comillah Municipality, out of whom, si\ were Go\ eminent servants and the rest zemindars 
or pleaders. During the ^ear, five members left on then being transfened elsewhere, two 
ot the 16 com ini -sinners ne\ei attended the meetings at ill, and one attended only once. 

Here, also, it appears that the majority ot the commissioners took but little interest m the 
matter The chief cause of apathy among the non-official members in the municipality of 
Comillah has, I think, been coructly stated by the < ban man lie states that when a really 
working membei doe^ any woik so as to promote the welfaie of the town, lus fellow-townsmen 
consider it an unwairautablc intei lerenoe on his part with their pnvate property. The oiders 
which are issued fiorn him arc generally regarded by them as a pine bit ot spite, and he is 
treated by them thence forwaid as a private and personal enemy, and that the oidinary run of 
the municipal commissioners aie deterred horn cluing any active work thfough dicad of this 
hostility. 

53. J Irahmunbei tali — The Deputy Magistrate in charge of the suh-di vision of Brahmun- 
beriuh complains of the inaction of the mcmbeis of the town committee over which he 
presides, and thinks, that without an official head, the first act of the committee, if left to itself, 
would be to abolish the tax nltogebhei 

54. boalhollg and Cox’* bazar — The chairman of the town committees of Noakholly 
and Cox's bazar have not math an y temarks regarding the manner in which the members have 
discharged the duties ol ti u i office. 

55. biuco the above icpoiL ua^ wntten, I have received youi Circular No. 29, dated 

24th June Under the lrvdiui tion*. now lommunnated, it will ho necessaiy foi me to call for 
levied ligftios under the In ad of e^taolidiuient, for entry m the new statements pr$cribcd

I have the honor to submit the Admmistiation Report of the Chittagong Municipality 
for the year ending 31st March 1874. 

2. Constitution of the Committee — At tho close of the vear the committee consisted of 18 
members, of whom three were ex officio, of the remaining 13, eight, or moie than half, were in 
Government employ. Tho members were equally divided into Europeans and Natives, the 
latter being m everv ease Hindoo Five membois will h ive to retire short! v under tho oneiation 
of Act II of 1873 (B. C), and there will then be an opportunity of redressing some of the 
inequalities shown by the above results. Any increase of the present number would seem to be 
unadvisable. 

3. Attendance 8fC. of Member * — Ten meetings were cnlhd during the year and on time 
of these occasions no quorum was forthcoming Several of the membeis never attended at all, 
and others again only came once or twice It follows that the majority cannot be said to take 
any active oi intelligent mteiest in the nffuiis of the town Some lew of tho members have 
rendered considerable assistance by inquiring into application* for tho remission of tax, but 
unless woik is actually made over to them they aie quite content to leave eveiy thing in the 
Magistrate's hands. 

4. The Act authorising the election of eommwsionm by the rate-payers nnd of tho 
vice-chairman by the commissioners, was circulated without eliciting any expression of 
opinion, and it is perhaps as well that the experiment should not have been tried Education in. 
Chittagong, has as yet made hut little progiess, and a laige mass of the electors would have 
but the faintest idea of what was expi cted of them 

5. Vital Statistic ? — The Civil Surgeon reports a tolerably healthy year, with a death rate 
of 33*14 per millc as against 22 42 in the year beloie This, (f course, means an improvement 
in regulation not an increase in mortality, and I think we mav consider that ucailj every, if 
not eveiy, death is now icpoited Thei° is still loom foi improvement in the nomenclature of 
diseases For instance, out of a total of 633, no fewei than 1*13 deithsaie alributed to fever, but, 
as Doctor Meadows points out, m tho absence of any medical oeitihcate, this cannot vei y well 
be remedied. Choleia prevailed moie or lebS throughout the year, and tlieie weie beveral deaths 
from it amongst the European sailois 

6. The leturns of butlis aie so manifestly incorrect that I consider it useless to refer to 
them The prejudice against reporting them can be understood, and un'il the lowei classes 
are widely removed fiom then present condition 1 do not. hoc how it is to be got rid of I do 
not lecommend any reeouise to tlie penal piovibions of tho law. 

7. Conservancy — One auditiomal latjrme, intended moie especially for persons attending 
the Magistrates' cutchery, was opened during the year, but bevond this there was no other 
change. The total expenditure undei this head was Rs 812-11-3, being chiefly pay of mehters 
and expense of keeping up t!\vo cuts for l ho lemoval of tubbish. It includes too, head money 
foi a largo number of dogs, to kill which domes vvoie imported from Dacca It was hoped that 
these men might settle down and that the p # auah dog nunance might thus be put a stop to 
Unfortunately one of their number died, and the others taking fright lefused to remain An 
attempt is now being made to get men from Calcutta 

8. Sanitation — There are teveial bchemeb for diminishing the unhealthiness of Chittagong, 
but, unfortunately, they all lequire a largo sum of money. A system of flood gates for the 
numerous tidal khals l unning through the place is now undei consideration, and the closing of 
some of the numerous Musalraan burying grounds is also attracting attention. Meanwhile 
such unobtrusive works as cleaning tanks and clearing jungle continue to be carried on as usual 

9 Educa t wn . — There are no payments under this head 

• 10 MediCal — The committee has voted a monthly subscription to tho dispensary of 

Rs. 16 lor one yeai from January 1st 

11. Polite — The expenditure under this head was Rs 6,112-14-9, of which IU 1,200 
represents the pay of a European constable engaged to keep ordei amongst the sailois visiting 
the port. As the shipping season begins and ends with the nouh-evd; monsoon and the 
municipality receives no contribution wliatovei from the Poit Funds, this appointment is open 
to enticism. The municipality oeitamly denies but little benefit fiom the money which it 
can ill afford. The composition of the native force is the came as last yeai, and <alls for no 
particular remark. 

12. Public Works . — These absoibed Rs. 1 1,363-6, or more than half the total expenditure 
for the year. Notwithstanding this the roads remain, and wdl remain, a fruitful source of 
grumbling Tho total length of road to be kept up is very great and the heavy rams cutting up 
the hilly giound render constant repairs necessary There is, therefore, at first sight but little to 
show for the amount spent. Tho only new work completed duung the year was a bridge on the 
Strand Road, but a considerable length of roadway was remetalled. There will be a saving this 
year of Rs 960 under this head owmg to the discharge of tho overseer 

13. Establishment . — This is on as economical a footing as is consistent with efficiency, 
and calls for no special remailcs. 

14# Receipts . — House tax. — The total demand for 1873-74, at six per cent upon the estimated 
i annual value, was Rs. 9,561, and of this Rs. 7,185 had been collected up to the end of March, 
} leaving a balance outstanding of Rs 2,376, a considerable proportion of which has since been 
realized There are 4,140 distinct holdings upon tho towjih j the same number as in 1872-73, 
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when, however, the demand was 172 less. The average demand is therefore a little under 
Rs 2-5 per annum, and it will be gathered from this that the number of large and valuable 
buildings bears a very email proportion to the total. The trade of the port is on the increase, ( 
but the town itself is at a standstill 

15. Incidence per head . — Taking the population as returned by the 1872 census at 26,604, 
and omitting miscellaneous receipt*, such as pound fees, bazar rents, &o., which are not taxation, 
we find that the incidence per head is a little over seven annas and five pie The general 
incidence of municipal taxation m Bengal on all municipal towns, both large and small, is 
given (pages 867 of the Administration Report for 1872-73) at five annas and ten pie. Chitta- 
gong, therefore, is rather ovei the average, but considering the high rate of wages enjoyed by 
tlie labouring classes, 1 do not think they can have much ground for complaint. I may 
mention here, that for the current year the assessment has been raised by one fourth, to 74 per 
cent., the maximum amount leviable under the Act; and that sanction has also been accorded 
to a tax upon horses and carriages These measures were rendered necessary by the accep- 
tance of the Government grant ot Its 30,000, which was made conditional upon tho municipality 
doing its utmost m the way of taxation. 

16 House Hate leisus Income Tax — There is a decided tendency, not only among the rate 
payers but amongst the members of the committee, both European and Native, to assume that 
regaid should be had to the ciicumbtancea of tho occupant This tendency, however, only 
acts one way The well-to-do man living in a thatched shed, is quite as ready to cry out if 
he thinks it has been assessed beyond its strict value, as the poor mau who is living in a house 
beyond his means. The member to whom the petitions may be sonfc for inquiry never dreams 
ot being inconsistent when he recommends both cases for reduction upon opposite grounds. 
Undoubtedly a tax on incomes would bung us m much more than a tax on houses, but the 
ratepayer cannot complain because lie is not allowed the advantages of both systems. He 
has only to remove to a smaller house or to live outside the town, but if ho is told this he 
thinks that he has been haishly treated That the house rate in Chittagong causes hardship 
in but few cases is shown by the fact, that m the year under review arrears foi Rs 69-5-6 only 
were made ovei to the police for collection. In some, at least, of these cases recusancy and 
absenteeism may fanly be taken to have been the cauBe. 

17. Other sources of income — These comprise the amount paid by ferry lessees, pound* 
collections, rents, fines realized in conservancy cases, fees on distraints under Section 47, and 
some minor items. I have arranged them in order of importance, the only one calling for 
any separate notice being pound collections, which brought m Rs 1,421-1-6. When the 
lieids of stray cattle that throng the roads and impede traffic are taken into account it is 
obvious that this sum might easily be doubled if organized laids were made by the police. 

If the result attained were that the owners kept their beasts at home or got rid of them 
elsewheie, it would well compensate for the lo*s of income. I have proposed the opening of 
an additional pound m the Noith West quarter of the town, and if the police were made to 
understand that animals found on the roads must be seized, we might hope for some abatement 
ot the nuisance 

18 As dnectcd bv Government, the accounts of the grant of Its. 30,000 have been kept 
separate! v, and 1 will submit a supplementary report upon its management.

x I iiyyl the honor to submit the report on municipalities called for in circular No. 2655 
and 27, d.itod the 25th Apiil 1S72 and 16rn August 1873 respectively. 

2. State oj Comm i the — My fust notice will be of the Comillab municipality, which 
is governed b\ Act 111, lbh I , tlicie were at the commencement of the year 1873-74, 16 com- 
missioners, six weie Government officials and the remaining ten, zemindars or pleaders (vakils) 
The five members, who left during the year, were Messrs Paik and Birch, Baboos 
Ntclmoncy Das, EOian Chundir Ciupto, and Uma Charan Das; Baboo Neelmoney Das had 
acted as vice-chairman till 14th August 1873, when he left the district, and on 6th September 
tallowing, Mi Itocbioil, who had succeeded Mr Birch as District Superintendent of Police, was 
appointed vice-chaiiman and continued in that office till the end of the year. 

3. There weie eight ordinal v meetings held during the year; no special meeting was 
culled , two ot the 16 commissioni is never attended a single meeting and one only attended at 
one; there weie only four non-oftiuil numbers at all const ujt in their attendance, Messrs. 
*VV P. Campbell and J. P DcLauney, Baboos Chundee Charan Banerjca and Ram Doolal 
ltoy, the committee has no rcallv non-oflicial working member except Mr. Campbell. 

t T’eiwns /or non-nit eric, t turn of non-official commissioners *— I have stated in my annual 
administration icpoit what I consider to be one of tho chief reasons why in Eastern Bengal 
<HsUk‘s it i-, so difficult to got native non-official members to stir themselves aud give really 
cllcr five assistance in improving the towns, looking after the roads and conservancy. A really 
working membci would have in * uch a towii as Comillab to he frequently obliged to be doing 
acts winch would be regarded by Ins fellow townsmen as unwarrantable interference on his part 
with their private propci tv The) would look on an order from him to clean a dram, or clear / 
jungle, or any such like coder, as a pure bit of spite, and would treat him thence forward as a t 
private and personal enemy, and the ordinary run of our municipal commissioners are, I am 
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Bare, quite deterred from doing any active work through dread of this hostility. In km own 
heart of hearts I do not think any native of these parts sees any real use in conservancy. To 
incur enmity and take a lot of trouble about such an apparently trivial matter seems to him 
a game not worth the candles. This is my experience, now a tolerably long one, m out ot the 
way Eastern districts, of the real cause of apathy among our Native commibsioners. 

6. The vice chairman recommends that the names of commissioners not doing any work 
be reported for their being struck off, and that we should endeavour to get good working men 
in their places, but I confess, I should like to see and know who those same woiking men are, 
as the vice-chairman docs not himself buggest even who they me to be The numbei of 
persons from among whom municipal commissioners can bo selected is very limited and all 
such as were at all eligible have already been nominated, 

,8. Town of Comil!ah .-~ Comillah is an exceedingly small town, in fact not much more 
than a largish village, with, in round numbei*?, some 13,000 inhabitants, Tlieie is one long 
mam street in which there are situated the clncf shops and places of busmens. The number of 
masonry houses is very small ; the cause of this is that the land all belongs to one largo pio- 
pnetor, the Rajah of Hill Tipperah, who has made difficulties about granting building leases 
such as will induce persons to build The consequence is tlmt the town of Coruill ih is one of 
thatched hut*?, which gives it apbor appearance and renders nak of fires constantly imminent 

7. Act 111^ 1801, Act Vl y 1S68. — The introduction of Act III, 1S01, into the l >wn of 
Comillah was in my opinion a mistake, and indeed the pnnciples of that law have never been 
acted up to. Assessments have not been made on houses as laid down by the Act, foi if that 
had been done, the income denved would have been insufficient to cany 011 the necessary woik. 
Assessments madesomo yeais ago were based more on the incomes or supposed incomes ot the 
occupiers of the piemises assessed, in fact, more accoiding to Act VI, 186S, than Act III, 
1 SGI, and in my opiuion the former Act would be a deal more applicable to CuunlLih. I 
have delayed making ficsli assessments under Act III, 1SG4, with the intention of seeing if 
Act VI, 18GS, could not be extended to the town The town itself i<? somewhat similar (only 
smaller) to * Nassirabad, in zillah Mymensiugk, to which Act VI, J86S, was extended shoitly 
after its passing. 

8. Here 111 Comillah undei Act III, 18G4, wo ought onlv to be able to assess houses and 
lands within the municipality at a late not exceeding 7j percent on the maximum 
annual rental of sueli, but in a town in which nineteenth-twentieths of the houses aio meio huts 
the income so denved would be veiy small indeed, and to make up the sum t> a suflh lent 
amount assessments were made not on bouses but on the incomes of the occupiers. 
The total income denved is annually Its. 11,898 9-9, the cxpcudituic is, howevei nearly 
on a par with the income, being tins year Rs. 1 1,457-1 ii, so tlmt if we merely got the income 
which would aeci ue from a stiict observance of Act 111, 18ot, we should have to give up 
metalled loads and othci expensive woiks Act HI, 1801, is meant only to be woiked m 
towns really sueli and not 111 exaggerated villages like Comillah. I wouM bcfoiu this have 
recommended the introduction of Act VI, 18G8, but that Act III, 1801, had been so long m 
force here, and I did not like to introduce a change until I had had moio personal expenenco 
of llio district and the town, but I am quite prepared to do so now, if it should be considered 
that a special proposition on the point necessary 

9. Reiman of Assessment — The existing assessment must be revised at any rate as it 
was made some years ago, but I would not do so now as a new year has commenced, and I am 
m hopes that the more woikuble and moro applicable law, VI of 18GS, may bo deemed to 
be best for the town. I may observe that appeals have been lodg'd pointing out that the 
piesent mode ot assessment in vogue here is not accoidiug to the law, but they have been 
year after year rejected 

10. Conscrvuncy .— A good deal more has been accomplished m conservancy matters 
during the year ufitler leport than in years preceding, Rs. 857- 1 3 having been spent m addi- 
tion under this head. During the year, among other woiks, a latimc was elected near the 
Judge's Court for the use of the parties attending the Civil Couits , a mehter to attend to it 
has also bcon paid from the committee. Besides this, drains have been cleaned, jungles cut, 
and new diams opened. 

11. Conslabnlai y.-— An increase of Rs 40 under the heading of Bolico has been incurred 
tor repairing and electing proper section houses for the accommodation ut the constables on 
the various beats. Them are now two head constables and 'll constables m the town police 
force. In addition to their ordinary duties the police are employed in collecting vital statistics. 

12 Roads . — The length of metalled roads made in the municipality during the vear 
was 5,035 feet; 30,0 feet also were repaired, the length of unmetalled roads made was 1,550 
feet, and five miles of such were lepaued dunng the year. 

The above includes one new road (1 short cross one) about 400 yards m length which 
was oomplotcd during the year, the total expenditure on roads amounted to Rs 4,451*1 1-G. 
This included the manufacture of 4J lakhs of bucks for future requirements. 1 would not 
myself have sanctioned the manufacture of such a largo quantity of bricks, as I think it can 
never be used, and that the greater part will havo to bo sold, and it ih not a woik of the 
municipality to turn brickmakers. However, I lound the bricks neaily made when I arrived 
bore. 

13. Expenditure . — Our chief items of expenditure have been on roads, police, and con* 
Bervancy, and our chief souices of income fiom the house income tax befoio commented on. 


a Nassirabad is the sadder station of AJjmensingh District. 
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In my opinion, the income at present derived is as large as it can possibly be made in each 
a small and comparatively poorly circumstanced town as Comillah ; at the same time the 
only item of expeuditme which it would be possible to retrench in would be m the matter of 
roads, on which in time we may perhaps be enabled to reduce our expenditure. 

14 Income and Expenditure . — As regards income and expenditure a sum of Rs. 2,660-4 
was collected this jear, being the outstanding balance for last year (1872-73); the demand 
for the current year was Its 8,772-14-G,a sum of Its 186-8-3 was remitted or struck off 
during the year, and an unrealized balance of Its 1,687-10-3 was left due on 81st March, 
1874, the greater poition ot which was, however, realized m the following April and May. 

J5 Education — The committee have made an annual allowance of Its 30 per annum 
from then funds for educational pui poses, and this amount has been supplemented by an 
equal surn from Government, and with the moiiey a patshala is kept up in Chuckbazar; if 
we can manage to reduce our cxpemhtuie under any other head, we shall perhaps be able 
m futuio to do something more for education, but it must be borne in mind that the popula- 
tion of Comillah, nil counted, is only 12,918 

16. The incidence of the taxation chiefly falK on the Government, which pays Rs. 1,200 
per annum to the municipality, on the Rajah of Hill Tippeiah, and other reputed wealthy 
persous, but I have explained before why this is The tax not being really a house tax, but 
one on the presumed wealth of the party taxed, if Act VI of 186$ weie introduced, there 
would not, I think, he much alteration in the amount of the tax assessed to what it is now and 
it would fall piettv much as it does now on the same parties 

17 Vital Statistics. — Morfua) // Returns — The health of the town has been good, the 
number of reemded deaths was 306 out of a population ot 12,948, which would gi\e a death 
rate of about 28 2 pci 1,000, from Jnlj, 1s73, a collection of statistics ofbnths was com* 
merited, the le^ult, however, was hardly such this veui is to wairant much .reliance on it, 
the retains ior the nine months showing 13 05 per mille. Tlio statistical information will prob- 
ably be more accuiately collected this yeai, 1874-75, when we have had the benefit of more 
experience 

18. Pounds — There aie two pounds within the municipality, the realizations from which 
amounted to Rs 563-1 1-0 AVe might, I think, with advantage open anothei pound within the 
municipality dining the present yeat In some paits of tlic town the numbeis of stray cattle, 
goats, and ponies are still \eiy great, and cause much mischief and annoy auce, to say nothing 
of obstiuction on the roads 

19 Difficulty of getting co-operation of the % people — As an instance of how difficult 
it is to get the townspeople to co-operatc with us even in matters which arc patently done for 
their good, I will mention that in Novembei last a very extensive and disastrous fire 
occurnd m Tehkona, or the quartet where the oilmen reside, the second large fire within two 
yeais in the same quarter Alter tins last flic it seemed to the committee that the spreading of 
the fires which oceuned was much facilitated by the narrowness of the streets. The houses 
lacing thatched and built close together, caught hre one after the other, and no stop could be 
put to the conflagiation To prevent this, in the future if possible, the committee resolved 
to widen the sticks to the width of 82 feet, and to effect the pmpos$, those whose houses had 
been burnt down, were requested each to put the new houses back a small space from the 
thoiougli fares Instead of agieemg to the plan which was explained to them by the vice- 
ebanman and Mr. Campbell, the inhabitants of the quaiter, fai liom doing it willingly, threw 
every obstacle m the way of the project being earned out, and it was only earned out for the 
general public good in the teeth of their opposition, the moving back of the houses being en- 
forced both bj the Magistrate and the manager of tlic estate of the landlord, Mr W. P. Camp- 
bell, the latter giving his most cordial co-opeiation 

20 Rajah of Hill Tipjxrah — The landlord, the Rajah of Hill Tipperah, thiough his 
managei, Mr Campbell, I may lemaik, deserves our thanks for the good condition m which he 
keeps! the embankment which extends all along the nvei side to the north of the municipality 
and effectually shields the town fiom inundation I have always found Mr Campbell very leady 
in giving hi** assistance m all m liters connected with the municipality 

21 Conduct of Office/ 6 — The vioc-chanman, Mi. Kochfort, deserves eiechfc for the zeal 
and energy with which he has fulfilled the duties of his office , the overseer, Baboo Tarak 
Chunder Gupta, and the head wntei, Digamhci RiUnt, aic well spoken of and deserve credit 
for the efficient manner in which they line disehaiged then duties 

22 I now come to the Biahmunbcriah municipality, which is governed by Act VI, 1868. 
Thisrepoit has becu somewhat delated owing to the non-ieeeipt ot the Brahmunbcnah 
committee « leport 

23 Conduit of Committee -—The committee consists of a chairman anJ 13 members, five ot 
of whom arc officials and eight non-officials There were five ordinary meetings during the year. 
The member* seem not to have acted very energetically, .as the Deputy Magistrate, the chairman, 
complains of this action oi latluu want ol action, without an official head the chairman 
thinks the first act ot the committee, if left to itself, would be to abolish the tax altogether 

24 Toun if Brahmunbeuah — The town is composed of 17 mohullahs, or hamlets, and 
contains 2,889 houses, with a population of 12,364 , that is neatly, the same as that of Comillah. 
Though there aie such divisions, the ward system under Section 23 of the Act has not been 
introduced. There is in lact only a town committee 

25 The amount of tax levied was Rs. 3,626 tins year, as against Rs 3657-7-3 last year, 
giving an average all louud oiiis. 1-4 per house per annum. The rates, however, vary from 



Rft 6 to one anna per mensem, according to the value of the property to be proteoted. The 
incidence of taxation appears very light altogether ; an average ot 1 anna 8 pie per mensem is 
not very heavy, especially as the inhabitants will be exempted from the operation of the Road 
Cess Act. The chairman reports that the assessments arc made with great care and it is 
certain that widows, orphans, and the destitute are exempted from any taxation, at the same 
time the assessment is so adjusted as to fall ou those who arc really able to bear it. In support 
of his statement that the assessments are not too heavy a$d have been carefully made, the chair- 
man wutes that there was not a single case of attachment and sale during the year under 
report 

26 Constabulary —The town police consists of one head oonstalle and 22 constables. A 
section house has been built for them (lining the year. In addition to their ordinary duties 
they are not, like the ComillaU Police, employed m collecting vital statistics, a separate 
establishment being allowed for that work in this town. 

27, The sum of Ks 1,887 was spent on improvements m the town as per items given

28. The Committee do not appear to have been able to make any provision for education, 
but R 50 were allotted to the Chantablc Dispensaiy 

29 The cost ot police seems to be one ot the heaviest items of expenditure in the 
township No extensive or costly vvoiks have ever been attempted Indeed with the very small 
sum assessed it could hardly he expected The chief works undertaken have been small roads 
between the different mohulluhs oi quarters, the clearing ot jungle, making of drains, &c. As 
there was much want of good drinking water the digging of tanks has, the chairman says, been 
one of the most popular works undertaken, and much of the present healthiness of the town is 
attnbuted to them. 

30. As I have had no personal experience of the town of Biahmunbenah I submit the 
chairman's report in ongmal with this I think Act YI, 18G8, seems to have worked very well 
indeed in the town, and with a very light tax they seem to have got all they can want in the 
way of police conservancy and communication. The town seems healthy. The death rate is 
not stated by the chairman, but I have noticed it in the annual administration report under 
the heading of statistical inqumes. The death rate here and in CoinilLR aie pietty much 
on a par

BENGAL FAMINE 


TWENTY-THIRD SPECIAL NARRATIVE OF THE DROUGHT IN BENGAL 
FROM THE 24th JULY TO THE Cm AUGUST 1874 


Tub Lieutonaut-Governor (Suf ltichard Temple) writes from Ducc.i on tlio 
3rd August the following remarks to bo included in this narrative — 

“ I have not yet roceivod sufficiently recont information to enable me to 
test effectually the ostimate of the dimensions of tho distress and the total 
consumption of Government grain by tho end of August, as put forward in my 
narrative of tl^e 7th July ; but there is reason to believe that the expenditure 
to the third week in August will equal the amount estimated in that narrative, 
namely 235,000 tons. It will bo seon on reforonco to that estimate that the 
actual expenditure to the third week in Juno amounted to 115,000 tons, and 
that tho estimated expenditure from the third week of June to third wook of 
August amounted to 120,000 tons, or at tho late of 60,000 tons a month for 
the two mouths. Now, the actual expenditure to tho third week in J uly is 
found to amount to 176,839 tons, thus—

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the anticipated rate of 60,000 tons. If this rate of expenditure should continue 
during August, tho estimate of the 7th July may be somewhat exceeded. 
Some circumstances have occurred since July to improve the general case as 
made out on tho 7th July, namely the early cessation of distress in parts of 
Rungporc, Bogra, and Maldah, and tho disappearance of distress in most parts 
of Shahabad and Gya On the other hand, things have happoned to make the 
ease slightly worse. Recent reports received by telegraph from North Tirhoot 
speak of the frontier store-houses being much deplotod by reason of the recourse 
of large numbers of Nepalese to the Government grain stores. In some districts 
there are moro persons (not ablo-bodied men, but women and children,! on relief 
works than were expected. The numbers on gratuitous or charitable relief 
have risen In two important districts — Sarun and Manbhoom, and in some 
districts less impoitant as regards distress — Burdwan, Bankoora, Rajshahyo, and 
paits of Mooishedabad, affairs have had an unfavorable tendency. The rainy 
season, though almost perilously delayed in South Bengal, capricious in Central 
Bengal, and in North Behar threatening at one timo from excess of water, has 
turned out woll throughout Northern and Eastern Bengal ; and in those parts 
where rain was most wanted, it has recently fallen Thus on the whole the 
early (aous) rice crop is nearly secure, and the Indian-eorn is already being cut.” 

“ Thus there is still reason to hope that wo shall have at the end of 
August a balance of something near 165,000 tons, as set forth on tho 7th July. 
This quantity would bo gross without allowing for wastage, and would bo of 
course exclusive of the reserve with the Government of India at Calcutta. 
Of late, however, we have been obliged to draw on tho Calcutta reserve for 
supplies to the southern districts, tho Burdwan division, and other places. On 
the whole, the balance of grain in hand by the beginning of Septomber in 
Calcutta and id tho districts, though we hope quite enough, may not be more 
than enough for safety. Instructions to all relief officers have been reiterated 
to persevero in carefulness in administering relief in grain, — on the one hand 
distributing the grain fully to tho distressed classos according to the rules and 
giving the people the benefit of the intentions of Government, yet on the 
othei hand husbanding their supplies and striving to maintain some 
considerable surplus stocks against unforeseen necessity.” 

“ Apprehensions similar to thoso adverted to in the narrative of the 14th 
May seem again to have arisen in respect to the policy of Government respect- 
ing tho sale of its gram to the public, and especially doubts as to whether the 
principles set foith in that narrative have been adhered to. Certainly it is 
our intention that they should be so adhered to, and T trust that they will not 
be found to have been departed from in any district ” 

“ It is true that the natives have often asked for some cheapening of the 
price of Government grain in places whero it is now being sold, that native 
merchants have repeatedly suggested the sale of such grain m places where it 
is not being sold ; that this course has occasionally boon advocated by non- 
official European gentlemen of much local weight, that in some instances 
district officers liavo advocated the stimulating of sales by the lowering of prices 
below the rates fixed by Government ; that some well-informed Europeans, 
and many natives of proved loyalty and humanity, still think it a flaw in the 
administration of relief that the Government granaries wero not opened freely 
enough to the public but tlieso requests have not been acceded to, nor have 
these views prevailed with the Government. It was felt on consideration 
that bo the merits of any such proposal what they might, certain iulcs and 
interpretations of rules had been declared on tho 14th May, and that no 
reasonable effort should be spared to secure * adherence thcroto.” 

“On the 14tli May certain places were specified as thoso in which these sales 
were going on Since that date they ha\e been authorized in Manbhoom, the 
Sonthal eountiy, parts of Maldah and of Moorshodabad, and parts of Bankoora, 
these places being in addition to the places thon mentioned ; and the extension 
of the measuio to any fiesh place has gencially been notified in a succeeding 
narrative. Tho extension was oidcred in every instance by reason of the 
apprehension of a serious deficiency of grain which the trade was unable to 
supply, and was not therefore any departure from the rule as announced.” 




“ Again, on the 14th May the cheapest (retail) price of the grain was 
announced at 12 seers for the rupee. The basis of the decision was declarod 
to be (in the words of the rule) the price at the nearest large mart accessible 
by rail or river, plus such addition as might be thought proper. In May the 
price was fixed by this standard, and continued so till the end of June. By the 
beginning of July, however, the prices of grain at the nearest large marts 
accessible by rail or river foil by about 15 per cent, towards the wost, and 
about 20 per cent, towards the east. According to the rule, then, the people 
of the distressed districts, whore sales of Government grain woro going on, 
became entitled to some reduction in the price' therefore the retail price 
was. fixed on the 4tli July at 13 seers for the rupee m Behar, and 14 soers 
in the Rajshahye division This was announced in tho narrative of the 7th 
July, that is on tho first opportunity. This, it is to be observed, was the 
retail price. For tho wholesale prico the local officers were authorized to 
make such allowance as might be fair in favor of the wholesale dealer within 
certain limits: that is to say, where tho retail price was 13 seors, the 
wholesale price might be 14 to 15 seors ; whero the retail prico was 14 seers, 
the wholesale price might be 15 to 16 seors. This wholesale prico is adjusted 
by the local officer according to the distance which tho grain has to be earned 
and the difficulty of the transit. In some parts of Rungpore, as adverted to 
in the narrative of the 14th May, it was arranged that tho traders should carry 
the grain for considerable distances, thereby saving tho cost of Government 
carriage. In such cases a larger allowance than that above stated liad to be 
made. Since the commencement of the rains the same principle has been to 
somo extent followed in North Behar. The result is that the traders in some 
cases bear the cost of distribution from a largo dopot to village granaries, an 
allowance being made to them in tho wholesale price.” 

“ In all cases of wholesale transactions the trader is practically compelled 
to sell at the same retail prico as that observed in the Government sales, by 
the fact that at all Government granaries retail sales to tho public aro allowed ; 
and if the wholesale dealer tried to sell dearer, he woukl lose his 
customers.” 

“ The prices above stated aro for husked rice (that is, rice from which the 
husks have been cleared away). If rice is sold partly husked, the rcmaindei 
being still in husk, which is often called ‘ cargo’ rice, then an allowance in 
tho price is made for that for example, if 13 seers bo tho price for husked rice, 
the price for the same rice if sold as ‘ cargo’ lice would bo 15 score, and 
sopm.” 

“ I particularize tlicso points briefly because partial or incomplete infor- 
mation regarding the wholesale prices or the cargo prices might convey an 
erroneous idea that the prices of Government rice have been altered more than 
they really have been Tho fundamental rate in this ease is the retail pri< e. 
By that standard the ‘wholesale’ and tho ‘cargo’ puces are stnctly and 
precisely regulated, and by no other And it may be repeated that the sale* 
are governed by tho rules as sanctioned by tho Government of India as ahead} 
notified, and by no other.” 

“ The Collectors of Rungpore and Bogra did recommend lui tlicr modifi- 
cations of the prices, but their proposals were negatived The Collector of Bogia 
in particular advised that m his district the Government prico should be 
lowered, bccauso the market prices were fast becoming cheaper, lie apparently 
considered that his peoplo wero entitled to this benefit, and that just logurd to 
their welfare should prompt him to stimulate as much as possible the salo ol 
Government gram until all his stocks were exhausted. But it was imme- 
diately pointed out to him that the cheapening of the market could only have 
arisen from private importations ; that tho peoplo could well subsist on tho 
grain thus imported , that it was not the duty of Government to find additional 
supplies for them, or to promote sales for any purpose sa\ e tho relief of necossity ; 
that tho fixed price of Government grain would not be lowered , that if this caused 
the sales to cease, the result would be well; that if suiplus stocks remained, 
the result also would be well, for tho grain might be wante d elsewhere ; but 
that surplus or no surplus, tho rules and the price as notified must not bo 
departed from.” 


“ The case of Bungpore and Bogra is an example of the fact that traders 
are not dotcrred by Government sales from importing grain. These two 
districts are well situated for water carriage early m the rains. Immediately 
on the rising of 11 vers and setting in of the southerly wind, supplies were thrown 
in by trade to every mart accessible by water. In such places scarcity ceased 
quite suddenly, while it continued in places which, though comparatively near, 
could not bo approached by water. In North Behar the access by water is 
not so speedy , but there also trade will, it is hoped, send supplies, and it is 
partly foi this reason that we look for much diminution of sales from tho end 
of August. In Behar, however, the largo supplies brought in by trade (as Btated 
in former narratives) have hardly, as yet, reached the most distressed parts, 
being virtually intercepted by $he semi-distressed parts which are nearer at 
hand, and which are bettor able to buy. We trust, howovor, that the gradual 
percolation of supply may touch ultimately the most distressed localities.” 

“ Regarding advances to cultivators, there is not at prosont anything to be 
added to what has been stated in former narratives save this, that inquiry on 
the spot has satisfied us that in the Sarun district these advances (which are 
larger there than anywhere else) are tho means of preventing not only emaci- 
ation, but considerable mortality among the lower section of the cultivating 
class It is appaient in many districts that these people have exhausted, or 
nearly exhausted, their slender stock of food, and have difficulty m tiding 
over even tho short interval that must be passed beforo the new harvest begins 
to come m.” 

“Notwithstanding that in the most distressed districts all able-bodied 
laborers have been transfeircd from the relief works to the fields, it is a matter 
loi disappointment that the total number on these works in all tho districts 
has continued so large. In the northern and most distressed districts the 
women and children have in large numbers remained on the works, and their 
condition is such that the relief officers fear to send them away. The wages, 
however, have been lowered to the lowest rate for bare existence ; so that there 
-.hall ho no inducement to resort to the works if other employment could be 
got In West Tirhoot, indeed, the case of these women and children seemed to 
the Collector to be such that he recommended some increase to the pittance ; 
but on consideration this was not sanctioned. We apprehend that possibly 
some women may be on the works whose male relatives are earning adequate 
wages elsewlieic, though the relief officers seem confident that such is not the 
case as a rule Still a special warning lias been addressed to the relief circles 
to guard against any abuse of this sort. 1 In the southern and less distres&d 
districts our officers still consider it necessary to admit many able-bodied 
men to the woilcs who would work in the fields if they could get wages. But 
though the cultivation is as laigc as over, the cultivators cannot aftovd to 
employ field labor, and therefore do all the work with their own hands, 
and so got on somehow. The advances to them of gram alleviate this diffi- 
culty and afl'oid them the means of giving wages in kind, and so drawing 
jwdy people from the relief works ” 

“ Again, the i r ery high number on giatuitous and charitable relief— m the 
.tggiogate exceeding our expectation — is a matter for disappointment. One cause 
is the admission of so many persons who from caste or other reasons (as explained 
m foimer nairativcs) cannot woik and aro yet brought to sore straits. The 
continuance of high pi ices, despite the rams and tho approach of tho first harvest, 
has aggravated this difficulty. When the number rises rapidly in any relief 
circle, there is of couiso fear of imposture or of over-liberality. But wherever 
this occurs, the Collector or other superior rcliof officer checks it. There have 
been icpcated instances of tho exercise of such chock ; still by way of precau- 
tion a general warning has been addressed to relief officers to guard against 
mipostuie Then* is probably less ground for this apprehension in Behar, 
where the people had no previous experience of goneral relief, than in districts 
like Buidwan, where relief from causes other than scarcity has previously been 
established, and whore impostuie, if not guarded against, would be largely 
piae+ised” 

“I am not yet. able to state the average number of persons receiving 
assistance during July and August, as compared with the number given in the 
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.narrative of 7th July, for tho worst period in June. But though the number 
may perhaps prove higher than the anticipation, yet on tho whole the distress 
probably will bo kept within bounds until tho middle of Septomber, when the 
falling or the failing of tho autumnal rains will decido tho fato of the winter 
rice crop (amun), the cessation or the continuance of tho scarcity, and the 
relaxation or the maintenance of the relief operations.” 


Weather and Rainfall — Tho weather throughout North-East and South-East 
Bengal and the whole of Bcliar has been ovoiytliing that could bo desired ; but 
in Burdwan, Hooghly, a small part of Midnapore, Manbhoom, Bankoora, 
parts of Beerbhoom, Moorsliedabad, Rajsliahye, Nuddea, Je&sore, and Mymcn- 
sing, rain is said to be urgently required. 

Prospects of Crops . — The crops throughout Bohar, North-East and South-East 
Bengal, Orissa, and the greater part ot Chota Nagpore, are said to promise 
exceedingly well. Throughout the rest of the country it appears that in parts 
the yield of tho autumn crops will be small, but there is no reason to apprehend 
much loss than an avorage yield on tho whole, even in the worst districts , Avlule 
thero can be little doubt that the yield throughout the gieater part of the 
country will bo unusually large. 


Prices . — Prices have to a great extent followed the weather. Whore the 
weather has been favourable, they have fallen ; where it has been unfavourable, 
they have risen Thore are somo exceptions to this lule, but generally it. holds 
good, as it might bo expected to do. Prices have fallen slightly m Burdwan and 
Moorsliedabad ; more considerably in Howrah, 24-Pergunnahs, Dmagepore, 
Maldah, Julpigoree, Backeigungo, Sylliot, Chittagong, and Tippcrah, while in 
Bogra the tall lius been especially great, rico having gone down during the 
fortnight from 13 seeis 8 clnttacks to 10 seers 8 clnttacks tor the rupee. Prices 
have risen in Bankoora, Beerbhoom, Midnapore, Hooghly, Nuddea, Jessore, 
Rajshaliye, and Furcedpore, and have remained stationai yin Ruugpore, Pubna, 
and Moorsliedabad. In Behar, prices have fallen in Patna, Chumpai nn, Pumoah, 
and Monghyr. The full in tho last district has been especially gieat, nee having 
fallen from 12 seeis 1 chittack to 13 seers 0 clnttacks, while bailey continues to 
become cheaper The markets remain nearly stationary in Tulioot and Sarun ; 
in both these districts iy.ee has fallen slightly, while barley lias risen, though in 
Sarun tho latter grain is very cheap. There has been a slight rise of prices in 
Shahabad and Bliagulpore, whilo they have remained stationary m G) a and tho 
Sonthal Pergunnahs. In Chota Nagpore prices have risen in cveiy dislnct 
except Ilazareobugh, but they still remain low everywhere except in Manbhoom, 
where nee is soiling at 13 seers for the rupee. In Orissa prices are stationai y 
and low in spite of the laigo quantities of grain which btill continue to he 
exported.

Private Trade . — The usual note on the movements of food-giains is given 
in ajipendix A. Tho returns show an increase of 3,348 tons impelled by 
piivato traders into Behar as compared with last fortnight This increase was 
probably due to the anxioty of traders to take the utmost advantage they 
could of the half-rates of freight after the receipt of the notification that tins 
concession would ho withdrawn by the Government of India fioni the 1st 
August Tho river traffic bhows a considerable decieasc, hut the district 
narratives show that tho internal trade shows signs of locovenng, as tho 
Collector of Rungpore reports that exports of the new neo fiom lus district 
have begun, and the piospects of the autumn rice throughout North- 
Eastern Bengal are sufficiently good to warrant the expectation that several 
districts will nave surplus stores to dispose of to those where distress still 
continues. 


Tirhoot . — Thero is little calling for remark in this distnet. Supplies 
are still short in Mozufferpore, and bales of Government nee aio still 
necessary in the town;* hut the prospects of tho < rop are everywhere 
excellent, except in coitain limited tracts, chiefly m the Muddhoobuuuou 
and Durbhunga sub-divisions, where eonsideiablc damage lias been caused 
by floods. 



Ckumpa/un — The remarks made with regard to Tirhoot apply equally 
well to tliis district Distress is rapidly decreasing, as is shown by the reduction 
in the demand for labour on the canal works. 

Samn — The giving of advances still forms the principal part of the work \ 
performed by i chef officers 

South Brim — Here all distress may be said to havo ceased for the present, 
except m a few places, wheio it, is by no moans severe. 

, B/ia</iifpo)r DteiHon — The floods m Purneah, which were considered at one 
time likelv to have caused much distress in that distuct, havo subsided without 
doing nimh damage. Fiom all parts of tho division the reports as to future 
piospeds :uo most cheeiing, except horn Mongliyr, where the Collector thinks 
the Meld ot the autumn crops will not be so good as was expected owing to 
tho long continued nun, wlmh hindered weeding. 

It a )slta lit/c D/ vision — Except in Moorshedabad and Ilajshahye, where distress 
lias somewhat mrnvised, chiefly owing to a deficiency ot ram, the prospects of 
the distiu ts of this division continue to lmpiove steadily Distress is rapidly 
disappe.mng in 15 >gia, Kungpoie, and Maldnh , and in Dmagepore tho Collcetor 
hopes that, fiom the time the autumn crops aio leaped, disti ess will rapidly 
diminish, piovuled the pi aspects of the wintci eiop continue good but he 
remuiks that the Relict Commissioner docs not take quite sir sanguine a view 
ot the case as lie does 

Dindnmn Division — Distress continues to increase throughout tins division, 
the chief cause probably being that, m none of the distressed districts can tho 
piospects ot tin* coming crop be considered to be good, and hence tin* mahajuns 
retuse the usual aid to the pooiei ivots, who are thus driven to seek relief 
horn Government Tho low state of health to which a huge proportion of the 
population have been reduced by the fever prevailing tor the past lew years m 
most districts probably leads numbers of people to seek relief from chanty 
lather than try to help themselves, and the lesult of these converging causes 
has been that the demands hn Government assistance have been much 
gieatei than was anticipated, and have nieicased to sm h an extent, that, the local 
authorities liav e lound it very dilheult to exoiu.se the supervision necessary 
to deleft nnpostme and eliminate applicants not. deserving ol lolief. Tho 
stall has been strengthened m Bankooia and Buidwan, tho two worst districts; 
and it is hoped that from henceforth, it .all goes well, the numbers m receipt 
of (Turntable rebel will dimmish 

C/iota Nagpore — Ooiisideiuble appiehensums were at one tune entertained 
as to the crops m Lohai duggu, Kmgbhoom, and Manbhoom, but, these have been 
quite set at rest in the two foinrer distuofs by the recent unn. In 
Munblioom the rainfall has not been so copious , and though there was no 
immediate frar on account, of f lie autumn crops, yet then* was still much rain 
wanted foi the latoi iuc crops 

IiebrJ Wo) Is — The following stalemeut shows the numbers on rebel 
woiks during the fortnight under lepoit Ts compared with that preced- 
ing it — 
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Tho following table shows the numbers employed in each district, with 
details, as far as they aro available, of those employed on pioco or task-work 
and daily wag(Js respectively — - 
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A companion of tho above figures with those given in tho 22nd 
narrative shows that the decrease i.s universal except in Rajsh.thye, where there 
lias been a consuleiablo influx of labourers to relict walks (lining the fortnight. 
In many districts tho nunibcis employed are expected to mciease somewhat 
alter tlm weeding of tho eiops has been finished, and m the mine nnpoitunt 
works an meieaso m tho numhei of labouicis will be most welcome.

Gun dale Embankment and llu/h Level Canal , — The work on the lower 
embankment lias been almost entuoly brought to an end dining the fortnight, 
and tlieio is nothing hut dressing and furling to he done.

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Soane Canal . — About 42 laklis of cubic foet of earthwork have been 
excavated during the fortnight, but more labour is wanted, and is expected 
as soon as the demand for field labour decreases. * 

Northern Bengal Railway . — The total amount of earthwork completed up 
to date is 60,611,000 feet, equal to 143 milos of 4 feet bank, with a top 
width of 15 feet. During the fortnight over 22} lakhs of cubic feet were 
thrown up. 102 miles of feeder roads havo boon made.

G Toynbbe, c.s , On Speual Duty 
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Minute by the HoH’blr Sir Richard Temple, k.C.8.1., dated Durbhunga, the 

2nd July 1871. 


Having had the advantage of discussing with Major Trevor (Additional 
Chief Engiueer) and Mr. Potliecary (Superintending Engineer) the future 
management ot relief works in the circle, which comprises the districts of 
Tirhoot, Ohumparun, and Sarun, I have to record the following instructions. 

2. Heretofore the pressuro on our public works officers to afford relief 
to. the people has been so great as to interfere with professional treatment 
of the works Now that the pressure is, for the present at least, lightened or 
removed (inasmuch as the labourers have left tho works and betaken them- 
selves to husbandry after the coming of the rams), our officers have time and 
means of dealing with the. works professionally and departmentallv. I desire 
that this objeot should be carefully observed. 

3. The relief works which during the past few months have been under- 
taken in these districts will be (1) woiks und< j r the civil and the relief officers, 
and (2) works under public works officers, consisting of— ■ 

1st — Old works, ordinary repairs. 

2nd — Old works extensively repaired or qjtered. 

3rd. — New works. 

4. The works under the civil officers have not as yet been overlooked at 
all by public works officers, and probably cannot be so to any considerable ' 
extent ; still I desire that our public w orks officers should look at these works 
whenever and wherever they can, and explain defects to the civil officers 
concerned. 

5. The works under public works officers — the first category (old works 
ordinarily lepaired) — should be made over to the. civil officers and occasionally 
looked at by the public works officers in the manner laid down in the foregoing 
paragraph. They are not considerable in number and extent in Tirhoot, but 
they are so in Chumparun, and specially so in Sarun, where indeed they form 
the great bulk of the relief works. The works in tlu* second and third category 
should remain solely under the public works officers, and I will now state briefly 
how these last-named works should be dealt with. They consist partly of tanks, 
but chiefly of roadsi 

6 The tanks will, it is presumed, have been well planned and laid out. 
Doubtless the tanks and edges will need to be tummed up. The approaches 
whereby drainage water is to enter the tanks will probably require attention. 
In works of this sort the question of providing escapes does not arise. 

7. For the roads the selection of the lines will he found, I believe, to be 
good on the whole, and to he suitable according to consideration of local trade 
The alignment having been frequently undertaken unavoidably without 
complete surveying and levelling revision, rectification will sometimes be 
required. This reconsideration is a matter of primary importance. The 
earthwork has been for tho most part done, but it has to settle down during the 
rains, and will consequently be w anting large repairs. Wherever sufficient 
water-way may not have been allowed, there will bo breaches to be examined. 
In Mudhoobunnee (North-East Tirhoot) the new roads have been provided with 
temporary wooden bridges (of cheap construction), which may last two yejrs 
or more ; elsewhere there has been but little bridging, and in some places 
(e.g. Durbhunga) none at all. The provision of such bridges is everywhere 
desirable, and in some lines (eg, that from Durbhunga to Buhera) is quite 
essential. The immediate preparation of plans and estimates for such bridges 
should be seen to. In the first instance, until the wat^r-way has been tested 
by experience in a country so exposed to floods, it is better to have these 
wooden bridges, which can be repaired from time to time, than to undertake 
permanent masonry structures. 

8. For none of the roads did time admit of regular plans and estimates 
being framed beforehand. These should bo taken in hand, so 'as to be ready 
before th« next open season commences. 

9. The next pcint relates to establishment. The Special Chief Engineer 
shpuld direct the Superintending Engineer to decide whether officers of all 
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grades should be retained in the special department of relief works for the 
purposes above described. Heretofore all the pre-existing public works 
establishments in these districts have been amalgamated with the relief 
establishment ; such establishment may now revert to their ordinary duties 
relating to civil buildings, and the like. They can also render assistance in 
respect to all works under the civil officers. The remaining officers will 
constitute tho staff under the Additional Chief Engineer and the Superinten- 
ding Engineer for relief works. If any of these officers shall, in the opinion 
of the Chief Engineer, have been found to be unsuited for this special work, 
they should return to the general lino of the department. 

10. As regards work-people, some establishment and Some labour must he 
kept up on eveiy one of the roads above described. On no road is the estab- 
lishment to be wholly discharged without the orders of Government being 
previously obtained ; but for the present such employment of labourers should 
be limited as much as possible, and should be confined to the class (beldars 
and others) who follow this sort of labour as a profession. If there be any 
gangs fas m parts of Mudboobunnee) of invalids and the like on any road, the 
Public "Works had better make them over to the civil officers to he brought 
upon charitable relief. It is an object that the attention of our public works 
officers should he devoted tq purely professional or departmental objects. 

11. But the public w oiks officers must bear in mmd that although there 
will be a lull duung July and August, yet in September and October the 

. demand for employment will revive in all probability, and they must he 
prepaied to re-admit such labourers to tho roads if necessary. 

12. The object of these instructions is to arrange for rendering the relief 
works (so largely undertaken during the last few months) permanently useful 
to the country, so far as this may be practicable within a reasonable cost, 
and to prevent* their being left m a comparatively useless state by reason of 
incompleteness. To this the skill and consideration of our officers should now 
be exclusively 'directed.

Minute by the IIon’ble Sih Richard Temple, k.C.s.i., Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, dated “ Bhutan," the 20 th July 1874. 


In continuation of my minute No. of the 2nd July, regarding the 

management of rolief Works in the Tirhoot-Oliumparun divisions of superin- 
tendence, 1 have to record the following observations and instructions regard- 
ing the management of tlmse woiks m the remaining divisions into which the 
distressed districts are divided. 

With this view 1 have had the advantage of a conference with the 
Additional Chief Engineer, Major Trevor, and with the three Special Superin- 
tending Enginceis (Messrs Barnfathcr, Pothecary, and Roberts). 

2. The relief works in all thiee divisions of superintendence Consist 
partly of tanks, but mainly of roads. The tanks are about 150 in number, 
and are exclusive of the numerous village tanks under relief officers. The 
roads which have been under operations for relief purposes since the com- 
mencement ot the distress are about 8,100 miles in length, exclusive of the 
roads m the Sarun district. 

The general condition of the works in the first or “ Tirhoot-Chumparun” 
circle under Mr. Pothecary has been described in my minute of the 2nd July. 
In the second or “ Bhagulpore” circle under Mr. Barnfather, comprising works 
in the districts of Bhagulpore, Purneah, Monghyr, and Sonthalia, there are 
•about 500 miles of road, aligned, planned, and executed, so far as earthwork 
is concerned, in a professional and business-like way, but no bridging has been 
attempted. As the lines have been selected either by or with the assent of 
the local authorities, these loads are doubtless calculated to be permanently 
useful. The survejs huve been roughly made in all cases; but in many cases 
thoy require to be completed according to departmental rules ; and in nearly 
all cases the plans and estimates for the completion ot the works have to be 
made. In this second div ituon the engineering staff of all grades joined their 
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posts at an earlier date, and consequently set out the work sooner than in 
the other divisions, and w ere thus able better to maintain professional order 
in their operations when tho period of severe distress began. * Mr. Barnfather 
and his officers made excellent use of the opportunities afforded them, and have 
preserved much of the ordinary departmental system throughout their extra* 
ordinary operations. 

In the third or “ Dinagepore-Rungpore ” division, including the districts of 
Dinageporc, Rungpore, Bogra, Maldah, Rajsbahye, Pubna, and Moorshednbad, 
the relief works m the districts of Rajsbahye and Pubna have been small, 
but have been, so far as they have gone, under professional supervision. The 
relief roods in Bogra have been executed fairly well under a professional system. 
A similar system has to some limited extent prevailed in Rungpore, Dinagepore, 
and Maldah ; but in these districts the relief works have been mostly executed 
by the circle relief officers, with the assistance of overseers placed at their 
disposal by the Department of Public Works, and with the general advioe of 
the Executive Engineer or tho Superintending Engineer. It is hoped that 
most of these relief roads have been planned with some degree of professional 
skill, but it is known that some of them have not. Theio are several “ feeder 
roads” connected with the Northern Bengal State Railway which have been 
under the railway staff, but which will now be transfened to tho Relief 
Engineer of the civil districts. 

4. The object now is, that advantage be taken of the recess, when the 
pressure of multitudes on relief is diminished, to render all these works 
permanently useful ; and at the close of the extraordinary operations to hand 
them over to the ordinary departmental system of tho country m a condition 
which, so far as it is goes, will suffice for* use, but which will also admit of 
further development from time to time as moans many permit. But the 
handing over of works incomplete and useless from the want of a completion, 
which may or may not be afforded hereafter, is to ho carefully avoided. 

5. To this end the three divisions of special superintendence as abovo 
described will be maintained, and will be by certain modifications rendered 
equal, as nearly as possible, in respect to length of relief roads, of which, as 
already seen, the works mainly consist. Thus each division will have about 
1,000 miles, the three making up the total of 3,100 miles as already seen. 
In eaoh division thoro will bo three cifeeutivo charges, arranged in the follow- 
ing order. The divisions of superintendence and the executive charges will 
always he termed “ special,” m ordor to distinguish them from tho ordinary 
district divisions of tho Department Public Works. Their limits will not 
always be the same as those of the regular civil districts, because the arrange- 
ments must be made primarily with regard to the position and condition of the 
relief works. 

6. The first special division of superintendence — “ Tirhoot-Chumparun”— 
excluding Sarun heretofore included (the relief works in Sarun consisting of 
repairs to old roads with only one piece of new road), will have the following 
special executive charges under the superintendence of Mr. Pothecary, Special 
Superintending Engineer, namely — 

I. — “ Chumparun,” consisting of the greater part of the district except- 
ing the north-eastern corner, which will bo incorporated with 
the West Tirhoot executive charge : Mr. Handcock to be the 
Special Executive Engineer.

11. Such being the general outline ol the machinery and the framework 
of the system, it remains only to sketch the nature of the work. Every relief 
road is to be examined as soon as possible, and its present condition, from a 
professional point ot view, is to be recorded. As soon as the season opens, say 
towards the end of the coming autumn, a survey with levels to be made 
for each road, and then plans and estimates are to be prepared. Mean- 
while such work is to he done to each road as may be needed tor relief 
employment, in accordance, as much as possible, with the plan which the 
work will ultimately follow on completion of the survey. As fast as each 
survey is completed, endeavours will bo made to do as much to the road as 
may place it in fair working order, open for ordinary traffic, even if not 
completed and bridged. This will he done from such resources as may be at 
the moment available. Whether the bridging can he done throughout is 
doubtful, but this end will he home m mind with the view to its being attained 
so far as means may allow. 

. 12. The subsidiary instructions to he based upon this minute will he 
prepared and issued by Major Trevor m communication with the Public Works 
Department of the Government of Bengal, as the matter is ono demanding 
immediate attention.

A. — Sta'ik of the Countuy. 

2. The several bazirs in tho district continue to be well supplied with lood-"rain of all 
descriptions, and no dtluicncy has been reported from anywhere. ° 
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3. There has been a slight demand m the city during the fortnight for grain from the 
Punjab and the North-West, and this may be attributed to three causeB — 

la/. — To a large proportion of the 75,000 niaunds ordered to be sent from Gyn for 
Tirhoot and other districts where it may bo required, having been diawn fiom 
our market, the Gya merchants giving it in exchange for Government giain 
given to them at Gya. 

On account of its having become known that the half-rates for railway freight 
would cease at the closo of the month. 

3rrf. — Because of rumours which gained ground at the commencement of the loitmght, 
owing to the almost daily falls of lain, that the bhadm crops weie totting .is 
they stood, which last belief, I am glad to say, was utteily unfounded This 
* drain on our market, given as the fiibt cause for the demand from the Punjab, 

has caused a slight increase m the price of gram here, but I am satisfied that 
this is only a temporary one, and that, with the continued favorable prospects 
of the bhadoi ciops, thev will soon go down again ♦ 

4. The new siding between the Pulna city and ghat stations is still in an unfinished 
state; two sheds have certainly been erected and the work of dunnage has been got on with, 
but the road still remains unrolled and the platform itself uule veiled A new shed ha* been 
erected at tbe Patna city station, and one is in course of construction at the ghat, which, 
unless we have an extraordinary rush before the close of the month to obtain half-rates, should 
be sufficient to meet all requirements. 

5. The following were the prices of food-gram obtaining in the municipal bozuis of this 
district towards the elo«e of the fortnight — 
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6. We had during the fortnight 3 G9 inches of ram in the Suddcr station, 1 29 in Behar, 
35 at Barrh, and 4 65 m Dinapore, this, eomparativelv speaking, break m the lams has been 
most beneficial to the bhadoi crops, allowing the cultivators to get on to tficir lands to weed 
them, and has done no harm to the rice, the propitious day for commencing the planting out 
of which has not yet arrived , hut in the course of the next week of so some heavy showers 
will be wanted to flood the fields lor the young plants Indian coin is already finding its wav 
into the market, and I am glad to be able to report that the prospects of all the ciops are as 
favourable as they well could be. 

7. The condition *>f the people is favorably reported on fiorn all parts ot the district, 
they are busily engaged in their agncultuial pursuits, so that the stoppage of our relief woilo, 
without in any way affecting them, ha$ aeted most beneficially on the prospect* of oui 
coming crops. No case of misery or starvation was reported during the fortnight 

8. There was no case of grain robbery during the fortnight , swon eases of theft were 
reported, but none of them were ot an important clmractei. 

9. 74 emigrants were registered during the fortnight foi British Burniah, and lh foi the 
Mauritius, whereof 50 were from Patna, 16 from Gya, 2 from Saruu, 4 from Shakabad, 1 fiom 
Tirhoot, 1 from Chumparun, and 10 from other districts

12. I have only 1,139 maunds of noe leit in this district at Pallygunge, an out of the 
way place m the south-west of the head-quArbers division, from whence it is difficult to remove 
it , but I am endeavouring to see if I cannot effect an exchange. 

13. The arrangements for the exchange oi the Behar gram, reported on in paragraph 12 
of my last narrative, were concluded during the fortnight. The grain merchant having con- 
sented to take 7,000 and odd maunds of rice stored in the several golas of that sub-division 
at Rs 3 per maund, and to give mem exchange some 11,000 maunds of gram, and barley mixed 
with gram, at the current rate, ? e , 20 seers per rupee This he delivers at the Arrah station, 
from whence it is transported to baiun by Mr Chance, the agent for that district. More 
than 5,000 maunds have already keen delivered, and the rest will be so in tbe course of the 
next tew days, piovided the Arrah authorities are ready to receive it. 

14 Upwards of 40,000 inaunds o! the Patna and Gya gram has gone to Tirhoot, so 
that the demand in Sarun being apparently moie urgent than in Tirhoot, I am despatching 
the rmnaining T>,000 maunds of the Gya grain to Arrah for the Collector of Surun, as I get it 
from Mr Palmer's contractors Up io this tune I have sent some 18,000 maunds, and hope 
to despatch the remainder by the end of the present fortnight.

A — State op the Countuv. 

2 The district is fully supplied with food. The prices of food at the different marts is 
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3* PnceB*re firm, with a tendency to decline 

4. What small stocks of gram there were in the district have now been brought out, 
the bbadoi crop bemsf assured, 

5. I annex m the margin a statement of rainfall during the fortnight With the ex- 
ception of Anrungabad, the ram elsewhere has been less than 
was anticipated The weather has, however, been everything 
that could be desired for the growth of crops, and the bright*, 
genial weather has brought on the bhadoi crops in a 
marvellous manner. 

6. Famine was at no time anticipated by those best acqnamtcd with the district, aud 
scarcity baa now almost ceased to exist There is every appearance of a bumper crop. 

7. The district has been thoroughly scrutinized by the supervisors and deputy super- 
visors These officers have performed th^ir duties well. Their work having been completed, I 
have applied to lie relieved of them as well as of two overseers. 

8 No cases of misery or starvation have been brought to notice. Individual cases of 
distress are occasionally discovered by the supervisors, and are at once promptly attended A 

9 All my sub-divmionaroflficer6 concur in reporting the country to be well sown down 
with rice, aud this is confirmed by independent inquiries I have made This is fair evidence 
that no real scarcity of soed-grain existed, except to a very limited extent I have from 1st 
August stopped auv*further seeu-grain advances Advances of gram to rvots on the security 
ot their landlords will be continued where gram is available, but the applications will, I expect, 
be very few.

A. — State of the Country. 

Abundance or Scarcity of Supplies m the Bazars 

The bazars m the different parts of the district appear to be abundantly supplied. TSo 
scarcity is reported from any quartet. 
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Kinds and Prices qf Gram selling at one or more specified Principal Marts 

For kinds and prices of gram selling at the principal marts in tb$ district see Appen- 
dix A 

In the markets of the sudder sub-division prices have remained on the whole very much 
the same as when last reported 

In the Buxar sub-division a rise is noticeable in the prices of grain and barley, little 
change having occurred in regard to other articles. 

In the Sasseram sub-division the fall m prices is marked, while in the Bhubhooa sub- 
division they have on the whole remained steady. 

Rainfall 

At Arrah during the fortnight 8 36 inches of ram have fallen. 

In regard to the rainfall at Buxar, the Sub-Divisional Officer reports — "I do not see how 
the rainfall could have been more favorable up to date than it has boen.” 

In Sasserain a fall of 2 01 inches has been registered, and 2 49 in Bhubhooa 

Stale of the Crops 

Favorable reports have been received with regard to the condition of the cropsin the Arrah 
sub-division. 

From Buxar Mr. Armstrong reports • — “ During the fortnight there has been quite as much 
sun as was wanted for the bhadoi crops, and at the same time there have been occasional 
heavy showers, which have been good for all the crops , the prospects up to date are excellent ” 

In regard to the crops m the Suzerain and Bhubhooa sub-divisions, Mr Eyre reports — 
“The state of the crops continues promising I have, since my last report, visited western 
Sasseram, Molmnia, Ramgurah, Bhubhooa, Bhagwanpore, Chvnepore, Chand, Kudjura, and 
Durgawutti The rainfall appeared to me to have been principally confined to the country lying 
between the hills and the Grand Trunk Boad. In some places I noticed that the transplanted 
‘murwa* was beiug irrigated by hand, the transplanting of nursery rice had generally 
commenced The rubbee high lands are everywhere being ploughed In the Sasserain 
sub-division the crops are everywhere promising ” 

Condition of the People . 

There is no particular change to notice under this head. All those who require it can 
find emplovment on the relict works, on field-work, and at the different indigo factories 
wheie manufacture lias commenced Those who from physical causes are unable to labor are 
relieved under the different modes of charitable relief 

No tdscs of actual starvation have been brought to light 

In the Arrah sub-division five gram-thefts have been reported during the fortnight, in 
one case 17 maunds ol gram and in another 75 maunds of peas are said to have been stolen 

In the Buxar ^ub-division one theft of 11 maunds of wheat has been reported. 

In the Sasseram sub-division six: burglaries are reported as having occurred during the 
fortnight — two of 10 and S maunds of gram and four of other quantities, from 64 to 2 
maunds Two cases ot theft have also been reported— one of 2 maunds, the other of a small 
quant it v of grain 

In Bhubhooa two ca^es of theft, in all of ]9 maunds, are reported to have occurred during 
the same period

These co nsi gnments are irrespective of the Government gram which is coming here 
daily by rail, and which is being despatched by the Collector of Sarun’s agent at Arrah. 

E. — Advances to Private Pirtifs. 

In the Anah sub-division during the fortnight OS maunds 22 seers of .gram have been 
advanced to ryots on the security of their zemindars. 

In the Bnzar sub-division 2,714 maunds of barley and wheat have been advanced to 
ryots in the Chousah pergunnah, either on the security of their zemindars or of lauded 
property. Under this heud Mr. Eyre reports from Sasseram * — “ During the fortnight 175 maunds 
27 seers of grain have beeen advanced to ryots on security, and on the conditions mentioned 
in my last narrative. These advances should, 1 think, be made debitable to charitable relief. 
I ‘have, therfore, entered the number of persons so lelieved under heading (J) oi section P. 

“ Ks. 1,074 have been advanced on security irom charitable rebel funds for purchase 
of bullocks and seed-gram. 

“The sale of gram to wholesale dealers commenced during the fortnight under review. 
In all 3,832 maunds 20 seers have been sold I desire in future to confine the sale, at the 
liberal rqtes fixed, to zemindars as much as possible. These men will require credit. But the 
security will be good, aud the gram paid to field-laborerp in wage will do mote good than it 
sold to wholesale dealers. It is obvious that 33,000 maunds of giom cannot go lar in a 
population of over 700,000, and the labor being what is lequired to keep the pooler classes 
above water, the greater facilities we give lor a liberal employment ot labor, the more effectively 
will the demand be met.”

I have the honor to submit my narrative of scarcity and relief iu the Hajeepore, Tajpore, 
and Sudder sub-divisions, for the fortnight ending 25th instant. 

2. In Hajeepore sub-division prices have not varied materially. The most noteworthy 
change has been a fall of one seer per rupee in the price of rice at Lalgunge, which may be 
attributed to the influence of advances made m that grain by the manager of Singbiya 
factory. At Hajeepore itself rice has slightly risen m value. 


7 
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3. In Tajpore sub-division prices have fallen, and it is reported that “ fair supply of 
rice still comes m from private sources.” Large stores of u murwa” appear to have been 
boarded by the local mahajuns, and this grain is notv chiefly expended m payment of field 
labour 

4 In the Sudder sub-division Government prices continue to prevail. The rates for 
common rice (15 and 14 seers per rupee), shown in the Inst two price-currents, were inaccurate. 
The rate for cleaned rice is still 13 eeeis per rupee. 

6. The demand for Government gram is increasing day by day m the town, the 
average daily sales having exceeded 1,200 maunds during the fortnight. In the interior of 
the district sales have been comparatively small, owing partly to increased distribution of 
advances, partly to large payments in kind being still made to laborers on the relief works, 
and partly to the (act that several town bunneahs own shops in villages which they supply 
from head-quarters The total expenditure of Government gram between 27th ultimo and 
25th instant has been 1,75,81-5 maunds, or 20,815 maunds m excess of my estimate. 

6. The subjoined statement shows the kind and prices of gram selling at some of the

8. The weather during the fortnight has beon most favorable for the crops u From all 
sides,” writes the Ilajeeporc officer, “ the reports are most favorable. Alternate sunshine and 
rain havebrouglft the crops into an advanced state, and unless some unforeseen change takes 
place, we must have a splendid bhadoi crop here.” Prospects are equally good in Tajpore 
sub-di vision, but “ a little rain,” it is said, “ would now bo desirable to enable the ryots to 
complete the transplanting ot tluir dhan, and to freshen what has been transolantcd ” Checna 
is giving a good outturn. 

9 In the Sudder sub-division, except where the crops were lately submerged, prospects 
are very good In parts of the in stein circles the raakai is somewhat backward and 
jequiies ram It has been ascertained that the damage caused by the inundations is not so 
gieatas was at fiist supposed, but more or less injury has been done to the crops in the Toorkee, 
J3elsund, lt.ijkhund, Kuttra, Gaighatty, Sudder, Chajun, and Kuntee circles The Toorkee 
Supeimtendent states that “ a great many cultivators who did not apply foi advances before 
have now been forced to apply, as their ci ops have been completely damaged by the recent 
floods” In Bclsund circle fl compar itively little damage has been done Where the mukai 
was deatioyedm most places rice lias been put in its place” Some parts of the circle are 
still under vv ater 

The Rajkhund Superintendent reports that 900 beeghas of crops h!ive been entirely 
destroyed m his circle and that 2,500 beeghas have been damaged. a The water, ” ho writes, 
“has not yet icceded ftom the low lmd bordering on the river, and the ncc sown at the 
bottofh of the jhecls, and which had not been transplanted, is of course destroyed , but it is still 
hufliciently oaily in the season for all the injury to future harvest prospects to be susceptible 
ot remedy by the granting, and in some lew eases the renewal, of advances to the ryots whose 
lands have "been submeigcd. Grain to the value of lis 2,080 has already been advancod 
to tho^e who have suffeicd the gieatest loss ” 

In Kuttra circle about tlnee-cighths of the crops in 40 villages have been damaged In 
Gaighatty cucle the area lnjuied is not large In the Sudder circle one-fourth of the crops 
is stated to have been lost in six groups ot villages (about 90 villages in all), but this 
estimate, 1 think, is excessive. In Chajun circle the makai has suffered severely m the lower 
land**, and a huge tract of count iv is still under water between Chajun and Mozufferpore, and 
m Kantee circle it is feaicd that nearly 10,000 beeghas of crops have been ruined. Probably 
the total area on which the crops have been destroyed or damaged does not exceed 30,000 
beeghas 

10 In II ipepore sub-division the condition of the people is good, and the sub- 
di visional ofhcei considers that €t the advances wo are giving will prevent any distress until 
ihe bhadoi crops arc ripe ” The same remarks apply to Tajpore, In the Sudder sub-division 
the condition of the people generally is much unproved, but the numbers of persons on relief 
woiks (69 001), or in recc-pt of charitable relief (20,592), are still very high, and indicate the 
continued existence of v ant and pressure rmoug certain classes. 

11, Theie have been no cases of deaths from starvation. 
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12 The circles m which the people still resort largely to the relief works are the 
Sadder, Ather, Toorkee, Kantee, Moteepore, Doonah, and Jaintpore circles, of which five are 
administered by planters who have always paid low rates.

In the Mozufferpore sub-di vision the majority of laborcis still consist of women and 
children The Superintendent of the Sudder circle “would like to see all the men turned 
off the works, but this,” he fears, “ cannot be effected without raising the rate of wages for 
the women.” I have no doubt that the men would gladly quit the works if they could obtain 
employment m the field, where wages are twice as high as Government rates, but the fact is 
that the small employers of labor cannot afford tins year to take on as many hands as they 
want The gram advances given duiing the last month have enabled many ryots and small 
zemindars to employ laborers whom they could not otherwise have lined, ana as advances 
increase, it is possible that tnere may be a still further diminution of numbers on relief works 
If it lie conceded (and I submit it must) that at any time during the past three months there 
was real necessity foi relief works, that this sub-di vision is densely populated, that the supply 
of labor has been largely augmented by women and children who do not ordinarily work, 
that employers can ill afford to maintun tne minimum number of laborers required lor 
weeding their fields, and that huugiy men cannot be fed on green crops, I think it can 
bardly appear strange that our relief works have not been altogether deserted since the 
commencement of the rams 

14. A large number of useful village roads have been and still are being made or 
repaired by circle officers. 


C. — Transport of Pood 

15 Private trade continues active m some parts of Taj pore and Hnjeepore sub -divisions. 
In Mozufferpore sub-division it is doing nothing, so far as importations from beyond the 
dittrict are concerned It 16 quite certain, however, that the two southern sub-divisions 
can now take all the gram that private traders may be willing to import, and that it would 
therefore be mere waste of time and loss of profit to send up gram to Mozufferpore. The 
Superintendent of Smghiya circle informs me that no could sell any quantity of Government gram 
at Lai gunge, but as that town is easily accessible from Patna, and is altogether free from 
distress, I am unwilling to send him grain, which is so greatly required for this pub-division 

16. All transport of Government gram, except from the leservo gola in Mozufferpore 
to circle golas in the interior, has now ceased

2. Poopree ,— Sowings completed some time ago ; planting nearly finished ; prospfects of 
harvest admitted by cultivators to be all that could be wished ; sowings no thinner than usual ; 
present crops unusually thick. The preseut fine weather has been most weloome. The 
murwa crop was at one tin)e endangered by excessive Boakms?, but it has now been weeded, 
and has recovered its healthy condition. Here and there fields both of murwa and keoni are 
almost ready for cutting. 

3. Naraya — This fine weather, Mr. Mosley reports, has done a great deal of good , fields 
have been weeded, and whole tracts of country planted out. Indian-corn is here ripening ; 
murwa m several localities is already ripe, and the general crops will be ready m this sub- 
division in about 20 days. 

4 The narrative for the Durbhunga Sub-division shows that the heavy downpour of 
18 J inches between the 3rd and the 10th had an injurious effect upon the crops, while the 
lower lands were altogether swamped. The Bagrnuttee and Knmla overflowed their banks, and 
some 20 square miles of country were submerged , but the break in the weather has wrought 
lately a great change Mr MacDonnell, who has run over all his circles, reports the bhadoi 
crop to be excellent. In place of the broadcast dban, which was submerged and destroyed, 
transplanted rice has been placed, and there is every prospect of an abundant rice harvest. 

Mr. Tripe, an old resident in this district, expresses an opinion that the present bhadoi 
crop is the finest he has seen for thirty-two years.

7. Public health —Public health continues good. In the Setamurhee Sub-division, fever 
is leported as prevalent and there have been some deaths. Dr. Williams, writing of the 
Mndhoobunnce circle, reports *—

Relief works .— In Mudhoobunnee the numbers on relief works have dwindled down 
to the number 17,885, and consists principally of women and children A portion of men 
retained are skilled workmen, engaged in building golas, bridges, &c &c., there are still some 
persons employed in petty village relief works, such as construction of village paths. Tokens 
are found to answer conveniently as a medium of payment, people readily take and exchange 
them for gram.

12. ThfGovernment rice is the only cheap rice procurable m the market at Panhar early 
murwu has appeared in small quantities in ono or two hauts, but the average selling pnee m 
the Poopree Sub-division is still 13 seers. South of Durbhunga murwa has fallen as low as 
20 seers, and it is expected will soon fall still lower as the new crop comes into the market.

13 Large quantities of gram have been given away during the fortnight to persons 
belonging to the higher castes either as gifts or loans re-payable at pleasure. In some places 
the Brahmins refused these gifts till the gift was associated with the word paincha, t.e. 9 a 
loan without security. 8,000 maunds have in one circle alone been advanced to 1,431 
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high caste families comprising 10,864- persons. In the same circle 1,619 maunds have been 
advanced to 214 low caste families containing 1,606 persons. Amongst the hio-h caste 
recipients are 22 pundits well known in native society. In the Bhnkwa circle R^OS^maunds 
have been distributed among- 1,727 heads of families. In Motipore, Jhanjhorpore, Kachra 
and Umgaon, similar measures have been taken to relieve distressed families.

Narrative of Sea? city and Relief in the Sarun District for the Fortnight ending the 25th 

July 1874. 

A. — STArK OF THE COUNTRY. 

Abundance o> scarcity of supply m the bazar — While private importation of gram has 
continued to fall off m the Sewan sub-division, the imports in the sudder sub-division are 
shown to have still further increased during the past fortnight. The supplies from the 
Shahabad dcarahs have materially contributed to these latter imports, but the importations 
from Oudh still also keep up well The supplies in the bazars m the north and centre of the 
district, are reported to be deficient, and sales of Government gram to the public have been 
recently sanctioned, if found nccossarv The imports into the district by means of private 
trade during the last eight months have amounted to nearly 15 lakhs of maunds, and it is 
very evident that, but for private trado and the importations of Government grain, there 
would already have been an absolute deficiency in the food-supply of the whole population 
ior a period of upwards of two months, taking the consumption at the rate of 4 a seer per . 
head This seems a sufficient answer to those who deem the allotment of Government grain 
to have been excessive, as m the face of the general deficiency m the food-supply in other 
parts of the country also, it would clearly have been imprudent to rely on private trade. 

2. JH jiast fortnight the imports mainly into the sudder sub-division were, at 
Ckupra, 10,1 *^Jds, of which 4,000 maunds were rice , at Revelgunge 39,999 maunds, of 
which 2,10y ~~ Jhds only were rice , at Doorecgunge 8,173 maunds, of which 4,200 maunds 
were rice,* j Panapore 81 maunds, and at Roopan Chap (m the Burrowlca thana of the 
Sewan sub^ — lsion) 111 maunds The rice principally came from Dacca, but of the other 
imports 16,< 0 maunds weic from Shahabad, and all the rest from Oudh The exports to 
Tirhoot nndL mumparun amounted to 837 and 434 maunds respectively. 

3. Regarding the Chupra eub-di vision, Major Jackson reports as follows — 

“ There is still no lack of supply of food-grams at the principal marts Gram of all 
kinds keeps coming m by river carriage both from up and down country, and distribution 
goes on by local* conveyance to different parts of tne district Partial cessations of heavy 
rainfall have rendered the roads comparatively passable, and so facilitated the transport.” 

4. Of the Manjhee sub-division, Mi Tonucrre writes — 

u In the neighbourhood of the Ramgurli circle, supplies in the bazar are scarce The same 
is the case as regards Chainpore circle. These two circles are badly off as far as bazar 
supplies go 

“ The bazar* arc bettor supplied in the direction of Revelgunge and Maharajgunge I 
rtunk that supplies are equal to the demand in most places because the demands themselves 
.ire very slight 

“ The ryots, however, do not depend on bazar supplies lor their existence, because gram 
advanr os are being made rapidly 1 am anxiously looking forward to the arrival of further 
supplies to complete advances ” 

5 Mr Barry, m charge of the Pursa sub-division, reports as follows — 

I have received weekly reports from 17 bazars, and nowhere is scarcity of supply 
mentioned The supply seems fully equal to the purchasing powers of the people , prices 
everywhere arc nearly stationary. The rates prevailing per rupee aie as follow — 
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“ The higher rates are m the bazars along the north of the sub division " 

U The following is Mr Wright's report of the Sewan sub-division — 
ct Theie is no deficiency of supplies m the bazars, but private importation of gram from 
other difetucts continues to decrease. During the fortnight under report the importations 
amounted to 6,842 maunds of gi am of different sorts, principally wheat, nee, and barley 
'Hie reason assigned by traders and others for this great falling off m importations is the 
same as that noted by me in my last fortnightly report, namely, that the large quantity of 
Government gi am that is being given out m advance to the public is deterring the traders 
from impelling grain at their own risk ” 

7. The diminution of the demand on the markets caused by the large advances of 
Government gram must, of course, have affected the importations into Sewan as well as else- 
wliue , but the fact that the imports still keep up here notwithstanding the largo issues from 
the Government golas, conclusively proves the extensive depletion of local stocks, and 
demonstrates the necessity that there was for advances of Go\ernmcnt gram to the ryots 
8 Concerning the II utwah c state, Mr Ilodgkinson writes — 

c4 The price ot gram m the bazars has nsen during the past fortnight. No deficiency of 
supply has been reported from any quarter.” 
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9. The police, however, Teport that the supply of gram has fallen short in Kutiya 
bazar. 

10. Kinds and price of gram selling at the different marts —The kind and price of gram 
selling at the principal marts and at the thanas and outposts arc given iu the annexed 
statement 

11. Prices have fallen at Goldengunge, Gurkha, Mushrukh, Pursa, Mirzapore, 
Burharea, and Roghoonathpore. At all other places prices have risen, or are either stationary 
or neaily so. 

12 Stock of food %n the hands of the people —Under this head Major Jacksou writes 
of his sub-division — * 

“ It is evident, at least m thana Chupra, that the people for the present are not 
severely pushed They have not lately been coming in any numbers to apply for assistance 
as they did at first. This may be due partially to such stocks as they hold having been 
supplemented by Government advances, partially to the lowering of bazar prices, the 
coarser grains selling at 21 and 22 seers per rupee, and partially to their tnne being 
engaged in agricultural operations pow in full swing Collateral evidences all go to pio\e 
that a much greater degree ot ease now exists throughout the sub-division." 

13. The latter remark hardly applies to the circumstances of the northern portion of the 
thana, as, to my knowledge, the people in some villages there are and have been for many 
months simply kept alive by the relief works and the Government advances At Seoaree, 
along about a mile of road, there are now congregated some 3,000 people who are forced 
to remain on the works, even on the bare subsistence wages now given This is an 
extensive nee tract where the people are dependent entirely on the one winter crop. These 
people cannot leave the works until there is sufficient rainfall to admit of the prepara- 
tion of their lands, now lying unploughcd. ^ t 

14?. Regarding the Manjhce sub-division, Mr Tonncrrc reports as follow% lvlll ' T this 
head : — * 

“ From enquiries made, and judging from the eagerness with which the jts are 
asking for their advances, I think that there is but little left m their hands. f 0 several 
places there are no more stocks at all 

“The Kamgurh Circle Officer reports that in his circle theie arc numbers of people 
who have consumed entirely whatever provision of food they had. 

“ From other circles I learn that the people are better off, but those that have most 
have enough only for their own wants, and but for Government advances tliqy would be 
unable to carry on their agricultural opei ations.” 

15 And for the Pursa sub-division Mr. Barry writes — 

“ The stocks caunot now but be very slender, and, in my opinion, totally inadequate to 
support the population till the next harvest. Some of the ryots have told me that they 
still have a maund or two in their houses ” 

16 The other officeis do not notice the subject From information derived from 
planters and others, and judging from the indication of prices, there can be no doubt, however, 
that there is but little private grain in thenojth and centre of the district, and that not much 
is done by trade in those paits 

17 Ilainfall and slate of the <rop<i — There has been but little ram during the 
fortnight (the registered rainfall here having been only 2*25), and the fine open weather has 
been of great benefit to the bhadoi crops, the weeding of which has been diligently prosecuted. 
The crops injured by the excessive rain have recovered to some extent, and though their 
outturn m parts may prove deficient, there is still every prospect of an abundant harvest 
on the whole. Ram is, however, much wanted for the agliani rice crop The rainfall has 
been very partial in portions of the district At Dhubowlea, for instance, I lieai that there 
has only been a fall of about 9 inches since the commencement of the rams 

18 The following is Major Jackson's report of the Chupra sub-division — 

“ During the past fortnight the heavy rams have held off, and occasional showers have 
been the rule This state of the atmosphere has proved very beneficial for the highland 
crops, which, m the lower grounds, showed symptoms of being drowned had the previous 
downpours continued. They a'-e now veiy flourishing. But the look-out for the rice ci ops 
is unfavorable. The planting out of the young seedlings is much retarded, though m the 
swampier lands it is reported to have been earned on to some extent. Generally, however, 
the ploughing cannot be got on with, and ram is much wanted ” 

19 Regarding the Maujhee sub-division Mr. Tonnerre writes — 

“During this fortnight there has been very little ram indeed. The cessation of 
continuous showers of the preceding fortnight was most timely, and the weather has been 
all that could be desired. Weeding, which was quite prevented during last fortnight, ba3 been 
earned on everywhere with vigour. The growth of rank vegetation, which was so 
encouraged by the heavy lams, has greatly diminished with their cessation. To render 
secure every chance of a fine bhadoi crop, wo ought to have showers within the next few 
days, followed by intervals of sunshine. 

“ The prospects of a fine bhadoi harvest have well-mgh been ensured, and a little more 
moisture is needed to accelerate the growth of the plants. 

“ The weeds which during the rains were choking up the crops have been cleared away 
almost everywhere. 

“ The coolies are leaving the roads to do the ordinary field-labor, and it is only from one 
circle that I received complaints of want of labor. 
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“ The aguhm or t&lhmerzee dhan is in need of more ram ; so far it has progressed 
wonderfully well, but more ram is absolutely needed to render it strong and vigorous. 

“ The sugarcane has improved very much and promises to yield a good crop. ” 

20. Mr. Barry reports as follows concerning the Pursa sub-division * 

“During the fortnight light showers fell on the 16th, 2 1st, 23rd, and 24rh, alternate 
with sunshine, and there was rather a heavy fall for four hours on the 22nd instant. The 
other nine days were clear and bright, and the heat was excessive, forming a marked 
contrast to the previous fortnight 

u This interchange of sunshine and ram is bringing the crops rapidly on 
“Everything is m the best condition, and there is promise of a splendid harvest two to 
three months hence 

“ During the long break of fine weather we have had, the people have swarmed into 
the fields weeding, so much so as almost to have left the relief-works blank, much good work 
has been done, yet much remains The makai has thriven wonderfully, and after weeding 
the plough is being run thiough it. In many early patches olose to villages it is near its 
full height, and will m a month or less be fit for food, though unripe This crop generally 
will be ripe m six weeks or two months, and will afford an abundant supply of food to the 
people, as it is grown very extensively m this sub-diviaion. 

“ Next m importance to makai came bhadoi, rice, kodo, sawan, and arhur, all of which 
are doing well 

41 Murwa (a very coarse gram) is seen in a good many small patches ; it is nearly ripe, 
and in eight or ten days or less the ears will be full It is only used by the lower classes, and 
is grown to a very limited extent, so its effects on the food-supply can be but small. 

“ Indigo has improved greatly under the hot sun, having acquired greater height, color, 
and brilliancy, a great advance on the stunted and washed out appearance it presented during 
the pwL jl fortnight The manufacture commenced hrre on the 20th instant, and the 
produtSp parted good. The later sowings (or asson) are looking very well, now that the 
grass hi- j l <?n weeded out 

“ It~ ,Vc seen a good many fields under water being planted out with rice, but the plant- 
ing out 1 1 the aghani rice-fields has not yet become general u 

21* Mr Hudson, in charge of the Mushrukh sub-division, writes • — 

“fThc break that there has been m the rams has quite saved the 1 makai, 9 and has 
benefitad all the crops ; so that I really think that it would be impossible to have conceived 
a season more favorable than the present for an abundant harvest There is a lull just now 
m agricultural labor , but I understand that the great business of transplanting the aghani 
rice crop will commence m about 10 days. Weeding is always to be seen going on here 
and there, and lately there has been ploughing of the * makai’ The indigo crops have 
not turned out so bad as was anticipated ; and in spite of all their forebodings, the planters 
have now everywhere some manufacture on hand This employs a large number of laborers 
certainly, but small m proportion to the enormous laboring population of this district. 
The first general demand for day labor will be made by the task of planting out the great 
winter crop of rice , and I would recommend that the relief works, m the Bussuntpore 
than ah at any rate, bo closed for a week by way of experiment, from about the 4th or 5th 
of the month. Mr St Joseph, in charge of the works, is of opinion that this might be tried 
without much danger, and every Circle Officer would be prepared to supply food to those 
who, failiug to find employment, were left without the means of self-support ” 

22 There seems no necessity for incurring the risk of closing the relief works 
altogether for a period as proposed by Mr. Hudson The fact that the numbers on the 
works in his sub-division on the last day of the fortnight under report had decreased by one- 
half as compared with the mean daily number during the fortnight ending the 27th Jnnc, 
conclusively shows that the people will, as in other parts of the district, leave the works of 
their own accord when they can get employment elsewhere , while if through the inability 
of the ryots to lure labor, agriculture is anywhere retarded, Mr Hudson has the remedy in 
his own hands under the orders (noticed in the last narrative) for the employment of tho 
relict coolies m agricultural labor, the cost being charged to the villages and individuals 
concerned and the amount adjusted hereafter in the manner pointed out The required number 
af laborers w ould in such case be told off to each ryot, and the requisite quantity of gram for their 
support would at the same time be furnished by the Public Woiks Department official m 
charge of the particular work from whicn laborers were so diverted Every ryot, too, must 
know what laborers of his village or neighbourhood arc employed on the relief works, and 
if he is willing and able to employ them, any number for whom he applies may be made 
over to him on the understanding that he will be answerable for their sustenance during 
the period lor which he requires them I would repeat that I do not apprehend that there 
will be any difficulty about the people leaving the works of their own accord, provided that 
they can really get employment in the fields, but m case the work of transplanting should 
anywhere be hindered through their not doing so, and owing to the ryots themselves 
not applying for laboicrs, it should also be the business of the group superintendent to 
report all such cases, and to furnish lists of those whose labor is needed within their 
respective groups with o view to such persons being turned off the works under arrangement 
with the villagers or individual ryots concerned. As the names of all on the works are 
registered, and they are all employed m gangs, village by village, there can be no difficulty 
about this. 
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23. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Sewan makes the following report — 

48 There has been very little ram during the fortnight. The entire fall as measured 
at Sewan was only *86 of an mch 

88 The fine weather ire have had during the fortnight has enabled the ryots to weed 
their crops, and the Indian-corn, murwa, tangooni, and other bhadot crops arc now in an 
excellent and most promising condition Indian-corn has sprung up several feet with the 
favorable weather wo have had, and it has even in places began to flower Murwa and 
tangooni arc in ear, and m some fields have begun to ripen Agh&ni paddy is being trans- 
planted, but not to any great extent as yet , as soon as wc get heavy ram, the transplantatiou 
of this crop will be fully carried out 

84 The inundation of the Gunduk mentioned in my last report was entirely on the lauds 
which lie between the embankment and the river It is a thing that occurs annually, but 
owing to the earlier setting 111 of the rams this year, and to the great quantity of ram that 
ftll in Juue and the beginning of July, the luundation was earlier this year than usual, and 
consequently did more damage to the crops. The inundation, however, went down very 
quickly, and owing to this a good portion of the crons have been saved. Villages like 
Salempore and Hussunpore, which are protected by * cliarki bunds’ or inner embankments 
close to the river, suffered very little, and l think it would be a good thing to have ‘charki 
bunds’ made all along the river. 

88 With the assistance of some ol the zillahdars of the Opium Department, whose 
services were kindly placed at my disposal by Mr. Tytler, T have had an estimate made out 
of the damage caused by the flood to the crops m the villages m pergunnah Dangsi, which 
is the only portion of the inundated ti act that lies withm this sub-division, the lands in 

pergunnah Sipah being within the Ilutwah sub-division, and those lower down the river 

in Bussuntpore The accompanying statement shows, as nearly a9 can be made out without 
a regular survey, the damage done to the crops in pergunnah Dangsi Mr. D. N. Reid, who 
is in charge of the Suddowah relief circle, is making advances m gram, and giving assistance 
to all who have suffered by the flood ” 

The following is from Mr. Rattray’s report under this head — 

“ There have been blight sunny days with passing showers very favorable to the growth 

of the crops dining the past fortnight 

44 Owing to the favorable change 111 the weather weeding has been extensively carried 
on Transplanting awaits further showers ludiau-corn promises an excellent crop, and 
murwa is fast coming to ear In fact, the state of the crops in general is most hopeful.” 

34. The statement furnished by Mr Wright shows only 4,289 beegkus of crops 
as destroyed by the Gunduk inundation out of an area of 13,0} 1 bceghas submerged, and 
refers to only 1 3 villages Iteport is awaited from Messrs Hodglun son ami Hudson as to 
the damage caused m peigunnahs Sipah and Murhul respectively. 

25. Subjoined is Mr Hodgkmsou’s report of the rainfall and state of the crops in the 
Hutwah sub division —

88 The condition of the crops could hardly be more satisfactory than it is 
81 A good Bhowcr of ram is now wanted to enable the transplanting ol the dhan to be 
finished on the higher lands ” 

26. Condition of the peop/r — There lias been no material change 111 the condition of the 
people during the past fortnight It remains what it was , that is to say, the people are 
supported by the relief works and the G overrment advances of gram The zemindars 
themselves are now, I hear, m many quarters sending in their ryots for Government gram 
and standing security for them 

27. Under this head Mr. Tounerie reports, regarding the Manjhee sub-division, as 
follows : — 

48 1 have been able to see more of the ryots during this fortnight, because the exhaustion 
of their stocks has made them more eager to obtain the Government gram They goto 
their centres, and finding no gram there come to my head-quarters 

88 Numbers have come to me m this way, and I have been able to judge pretty accurately 
of their condition My opinion is that they exhibit signs of having been underfed, and I 
have seen men who, though young and strong, were decidedly thin 

88 In the Ramgurh circle nearly the whole of the population is underfed, and cases of 
emaciation cau be seen on going through the country 

88 In a good seasou the ryots store away part of their harvested crop for their own use, 
and Bell the rest. 

* Last year the crops were so bad that but little was stored and none was left to be 
sold. The consequoncc was that, having consumed their stocks and having no money, the 
royts have found themselves without resources, and would have fared very badly but for 
Government measures taken lor their relief. 
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" The little money some possessed enabled them to bay small quantities of grain at the 
artificially lowered rates in the bazar, and so to keep body and soul together. It is now 
that they are pinohed, their own gram being consumed and their money spent. 

“ I Baid ‘ artificially lowered rates’ because there is no doubt that if the whole popula- 
tion depended on the bazar supplies, even those with money would have found them beyond 
their reach. 

“ Here, at Ekma, I see daily numbers of men who can barely be kept from disputing 
amongst themselves as to who gets helped first/' 

28. Of the Pursa sub-division Mr. Barry writes — 

" The condition of the people is much the same as it was at the date of my last narrative, 
and I have noticed no marked change , many of the rjots look as if only half 'nourished, and 
many of the coolies on the roads are in a deplorable condition, being quite unable to earn a 
living at piece-work. They are also unable to obtain remunerative employment at field-work 
(being rejected for abler men) or they would never consent to remain on bare subsistence 
wages on the roads Many of these poor creatures are lame, half-blind, leprous, or infirm 
through old age or disease. Instead of able-bodied men, boys of 10 or 12 are employed to 
work with coolies Altogether, the appearance of these gangs, more especially on the Makair 
road, is distressing They arc leally relief gangs, and if the works were closed, l do not 
know where these infirm people would turn for a meal As to the ryots, I do not think their 
condition is improving , 1 fear it will gradually deteriorate till the harvest is ready, even in 
spite of the Government advances of grain 

“ The operations conuected with the indigo manufacture, the planting out of nee, 
and weeding gcuerally, ought to give employment to the laborers for hue, and will, I hope, 
leave very few on uhet u <n k s p> opt i 

“ The Nunia class aie well off, having taken to piece-work largely wherever available, 
and they cau make a capital wage at the present rates They work astoinshiugly hard, and 
are late and early at it " 

29. The report of the Sew an Sub-Divisional Officer is as follows ■— 

“ I have nothing to add to my former rcpoits under this head The people still continue 
in good condition, and no cases of serious distress have been brought to notice during the 
fortnight ” 

Mr. llattiay makes the following report under this head — 

“ There is nothing requiring special notice as regards the condition of the people. 
Distress of a serious nature still keeps off, and the mass ot the people seem able to cope with 
the high prices prevailing. Amongst the poorer classes the Government relief measures 
are ample for the prevention of distress or destitution " 

30 Concerning the Ilutwah sub-division, Mr. llodgkmson remarks — 

“The condition of the people eoutinues good, and as ciery one who could work m the 
fields has been earning daily for se\ cral days more than would he sufficient for two days' 
food, the poorer classes may be said to be in a somewhat better position than they have been 
for some time past ” 

31 Known iasa> of nuseig and t>lai ration — There bate been no eases of starvation 
reported. 

32 Gram-thefts 0) lobUries — There have been 20 cases of grain-theft during the 
fortnight.

33. The annexed statement shows the relief works m progress, and the numbers 
employed thereou. The mean daily number employed during the fortnight was 125,373, and 
the number on the last day was 83,000 The mean daily numbers both of the previous and 
of this fortnight, and the number on the last day of this fortnight, are shown below for each 
sub-division . —

Now that the weeding operations are over, and until the transplanting of the rice crop 
becomes general, the numbers ou the relief works may be expected to increase. The number 
on piece work during the fortnight was 4,528. 

34 The onlv complaint that the relief works interfered with agricultural operations 
that 1 have heard was from a Circle Officer near Durrowlee, a native indigo planter, who 
alleged that though higher remuneration was offered for field-labor, the people preferred 

* It 16 ft Jin d that tin* extraordinary detmtse at 8owati must bo due to the coolies under Mr Lennox having been driven off 
ihe works fcnquirv h being made 'Ihe strictest orders hud boon iwued not to turn anyoue off tho works in tho endeavour to 
introduce piecework , but it is feared that there most have been some mismanagement or mUuniUrafcaadiag, causing the people to 
leave the works in a body. 
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remaining on the relief works, and he accordingly recommended that they should be closed 
altogether in that neighbourhood, The Sub-Divisional Officer of Sewaa contented himself 
with bringing this complaint to notice for orders, though he had full instructions to act in 
the matter himself in such cases. I directed Mr. Wright to enquire into and deal with the 
case personally ; though, considering that elsewhere the relief works had bccu freely deserted 
for field-labor, I had strong doubts of the truth of the statement, and its incorrectness would 
seem to be conclusively demonstrated by the fact that on the last day of the fortnight and 
before any action could have been taken on the complaint, the numbers 011 the ichef works 
m that thana had decreased to 746 from a mean daily number ot 6,(518 dm mg the 
fortnight. It is probable that the native planter concerned was anxious to obtain labor 
without adequate remuneration, and was desirous that the works should be closed as a means 
to that end. 

85. Under this head Major Jackson rcpoits as follows regarding the Chupra sub- 
division 

u The group superintendents all report a sufficiency of labor m the holds, and m 
several instances give lists of the able-bodied ivho have returned to their villages. Only the 
weaker men, women, and clnldicu now remain on the relief works ” 

86. And the following remarks of Mr Barry, m charge of the Puisa sub-diviMon, may 
also be quoted 2 — 

“ 1 have not had time to inspect many works of this fortnight, but ou those I have seen on 
the roads to Makair, betalpore, Berway, and Jelalporc, the relief gang* proper have dwindled 
greatly in numbers, the coolies having been drained ofl to field-work owing to the hue weather, 
and the Numa class have all taken to piece-work wheicver available, so that none but hoys, 
old women, and infirm men are left on subsistence wages on the gangs winch I ha\c been 
able to inspect 

“ Piece-work has been taken up freely on the Sctalporc road, and on the Berway and 
Jelalpore roads it is exclusively in force , but only strong men can tarn a wage m this way 
The feeble therefore who cannot get hue m weeding, k.c , still congregate m small lelicf 
gangs on the roads." 

37. State emigration to Bntibh Burmah — There are 17 emigrants in the depot here

38. Distribution and expenditure of Government Gram — 1 he usual statement accom- 
panies. The additional allotment of Goveimm nt gram has been mci cased to 3, 12,001) munnds, 

# vix., 1,92,000 maunds from Chumparun, G5,000 maundsfrom Shahabid, d^OOGP maunds iiom 
Patna, and 50,000 maunds from Calcutt a. The ficsh giain is coming m but slowly, and with the 
rapid exhaustion of the golas, besides shifting Government grain fio in different points, it 
was found necessary to purchase 15,000 maunds of private grain in the Rcvtlgunge maikct, 
on the undcibtanding that its value, together with the profit on the transaction, would be 
repaid m Government grain on its arrival This giam was ai ranged for at Its 2-5 per 
raauud, to be repaid at the market value at the time ot ropiymcut, together with a profit of 2 
seers in every rupee It is not found that the deficiency fiom wastage ot theft in the 
quantities supposed to be stored at the diffeient golas is everywhere great. For instance, at 
the Maharajgunge gola, out ot 20,000 maunds stored there was only a deficiency of 11 J 
maunds. In some cases there i* actually an excess, as for instance at Bussuutpore, whore 
with 40,000 maunds supposed to be stored there was an txcc&s of some 000 maunds on the 
gola being emptied. 

89 Under this head Major Jackson reports — 

“The amount of grain has been much reduoed by the advances given, and my indent* on 
some of the golas lfi Bunnialipote and Paighuinberpore have come bick refused from 
exhaustion of the supply They were met from the gola at Chupra Set 11 That and the 
one at Kcvelgunge arc now very low , but as gram is coming in daily the uquireuuuts of this 
thana circle will be oovered Mr. Macrae has caited away about 5,000 maunds ol coarse gram 
to Arwa, but will require more. His present supply will suffice for the jleraauds made upon 
lam until the arrival of more gram," 

40. W ith regard to Manjhee, too, Mr Ton net re writes — 

“The gram allotted to this sub-division is all but exhausted, and advances arc necessarily 
at a standstill till further supplies can be received 

“ All the lists are ready except in Bugowrah circle, which I hope to have soon com- 
pleted. 

“The villagers are most unfortunate iu asking for giain, which we have not to give 

“Take the case oi the Ekmah gola. There weie rqpeived at first 10,000 maunds 
15 seers That quantity, plus 5,454 maunds 31 seers received ait awards, makes up a 
total of 15,455 maunds 6 seers , but of that quantity 3,364 maunds 34 socis 12 clnttacks 
have been distributed amongst those employed on relief works. This leaves 12,080 mauuds 
11 seers 4 chittacks tor advances to rjots 1 was obliged to scud 400 mauuds 14 «ecrs to 
Bugowrah (a mere drop m the ocean) , this leaves 11,58 L mauuds 10 seers 8 chittacks, 
out erf which 8,809 maunds 5 seers 4 clnttacks have been distributed, leaving a balance of 
2,772 maunds 5 seers 1 clnttacks Giam is most urgently wauted to finish all advances ” 

41. More gram has uow been sent and is being sent t j tjic Manjhee aub-divisiou as 
it emits in. 
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42. Mr Hudson, too, reports as follows • — 

“ During the past fortnight, having been suddenly informed that the Burooah gola 
was exhausted, and that the golas of Maliarajgungc and Syedpoora were approaching the 
same condition, I caused 3,000 maunds of rice to be transported from the Gopalpore gola 
to Burooah for payment of the coolies on the relief works At the same time I issued orders 
to the goladnrs of Burooah, Mahurajgunge, Gopalpore, and Mushrukh to issue no more 
grain upon tuernro indents, until a fresh supply of gram had been imported into the 
district and stmed with them. The Burooah gola is now amply reinforced, and the 
payment ol advances has been resumed at (iopalpore. The cost of transport of theabovfe 
quantity ot gram 1ms amounted to something more than Rs. 300 It was effected by 
Mr. Cosscrat at the usual rate which is paid for carting in this district 99 

43 Prohahb gram Htjinremenli — The accompanying statement, revised according to the 
latest date, shows the probable gram requirements so far as they ran be now estimated, but 
it is too eaily \et to say whether the future requirements may not exceed such estimate. 
Should thcio ht reafter l c an v necessity for sales to the public on any considerable scale a 
largei allotment may be needed in some places, and it is yet to be determined how long the 
relief woiks may have to be kept open In any rise, aft*r the cessation of the rains, the 
roads which may he c ut up by the continuous transport of gram throughout the rainy season 
will need cousult ruble icpair, which would have to be effected even if work was not required, 
as it is piobablfc it will be, for the relief of the large surplus laboring population who, ftftci 
passing through so calamitous a season, will certainly not, as in other ycais, have any capital 
to fall buk upon whilst unemplojcd It is to be borne m mind, too, that there are many 
tracts ot exclusively rice land tlooughout the district where iyots will have to be supported 
until the winter haivcst

11 The statement accompanying exhibits the advances of gram made up to date 
The requisite giam for the lcmainmg distributions is still the great wuut It is being pushed 
ou, however, as fast as it aunts. 

45 Tlcgaidiug the Chupra sub-division Major Jackson writes under this head • — 

“The advances made to the i)ots have, I find, Ikch very fairly dealt with by them, and 
the distribution made m accordance with the lists Only two oi three complaints have been 
made to me to the contrary, which have, however, been easily settled, and found to arise from 
mistake and no attempt to defiaud Applicants for advances have been falling off lately, 
probably m eOuseqiunce of the people being engaged in tillage and not affording the time to 
come in The ttmaindu of the ullages on the list will now, it is hoped, be soon all dealt 
with.” 

40 Of the Manjliee sub-tli vision Mr Tonne ire reports — 

u In the Jiimtpore circle the villagers take the largest advance*, and Mr. Ilarman, 
of Jamtpore Pactoiv, on whose knowledge of the couutry entire reliance may be placed, 
assures me tint every maimd asked for is absolutely nceessaiy. 

“The rapidity with which Mr Harman and the othei Circle Officers have carind on their 
woik, considering, that with the exception of two zemindars, they have also to watch their indigo 
preparation, is a mattei of congratulation. 

“ 1 have nothing moic to say about advances, but that eveiy where the lists have been 
drawn up and the bonds signed by the ryots, and that gram only is wanted to complete 
these most linpoitant ol relief measures I have obtained collateral security from all the 
leading zeriimdais, and the smaller ones will, m a few days, have all given their security also. 

“1 do not apprehend any loss to Oov eminent in the way of non-recovery of value of 
the gtaim advanced, as, m my opinion, every village will pay up when Sailed upon to do so/ 1 

47 It is satisfactory to find that Mr Tonneire has succeeded in his sub-division m 
getting the zemindars to go seeunty foi the advances 

1-8 Mr B.urv, in charge ol the Purs.i sub-division, writes as follows* — 

“ This is by far the most important work now on hand, and I have devoted the whole 
of my time, litc t ally fiom morning to night, :n examining village lists, passing orders, and 
granting cheques for gram, The bungalow here lias been besieged by 3 or 400 persons daily, 
and not to keep the people away from their fields, I have been pushing ou the work 
as fast as possible Consequently I have not been absent from head-quarters for a 
single dav during the fortnight, and have only been able to make short excursions to 
Bankerwa, Ketalpore, Makau, &e , and back again before breakfast. The duty of verifying 
the bonds (before the cheque is granted) is a very heavy and important work, and 
took up much of my time J3aboo Tara Pershad has now taken up the work, and is 
doing well I am sorry he has sent m Ins resignation at such a critical time.. At the 
time of verification the bond is read over to the assembled ryots, and each man individually 
and separatelv is askrd what giain he is to receive under the allotment list. They are 
all generallj well n.stiuctcd on this point , if not, they are told what they are to receive 

“The putwarie invariably signs the bond as a witness, and certifies that so many 
beeghas, hze , pledged are actually in the possession of the applicants. Thus, before signing the 
cheque ou the gola, 1 have an opportunity of seeing all the ryots, asking them any 
questions, and, if necessary, increasing or diminishing the amount of grain sanctioned. 

“ Numerous lists have come m from the group superintendents, but, from various causes, 
most villages have one or more additional lists, and almost every tolah lias a list to itself. 
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This no doubt multiplies the work, but in the limited tune at my disposal it was unavoidable. 
Had I refused lists and applications because they did not include the whole of a village, 

I fear the work would have been still fuithcr delayed, and many persons' names included 
who really were not in want of help It is aUo to be remembered that many putwarees, 
m the first instance, paid no attention to the calls made upon them foi lists, and tint group 
superintendents had to find out those iu want the best w ay the> could But by fai tho 
greater portiou of lists have beeh pieparcd and put in at the instance of the assamis 
themselves who have employed rnukhteais here to do the wilting So, m point ot tact, the 
people m want have themselvc^ come forwaid to isk tor the grim 

“ Some little delay must ncressanly occur in each ease, but though the work has been 
very heavy, I have always got thioughdeach dry's woik without dinning ai rears to accumulate, 
and have thus given < heques foi the ginm s melioned as f ist as flit applicants came for them , 
so people are kept little waiting But at the gola lieic, it is otherwise, the complaints arc 
loud and general that the goladar keeps chequc-holdr is waiting to weeks , this, I am satisfied, 
is too true, and I asked that the goladai should be supeisulul and an additional assistant 
appointed a week ago I have again picssed foi his luuov d Uu signing the bond is not 
a more formality The ryots are fully alive to the fact tint the\ will hive to repay the 
value of the advauce, and often at the last moment uu immously ask mo to out down tho 
allotment by half a maund or a mauiui all rouud Iu all the 250 lustinccs m which I 
have made advances, I am satisfied that the security is sound and sufficient, and that 
there will be no difficulty m realizing the money when the time comes Those in want 
who have not been able to gne any secunty hut their house s, and who aie not day laboreis, 
have received advances under heading D, as chuntanle advances, the reeoveiy of which is 
doubtful. But the quantity advanced under this head is mcousidr ruble, all applicants 
who work for hire having been struck out T have found it necessary to refuse a small 
number of applications ioi giam, made by zcimndus for their own use, or by persons 
who wero undeniably wdl oft, and quite able to pnreliisc gi uu foi their own wants m 
the bazar. feuch applicants ( mostly isolated cases) uuiely wanted to get the Govern- 
ment gram at the cheap rate without interest, and were no way m distress But wherever 
there was the slightest doubt the advance was always made 

€t These advances have to bo made on very impeileet evidence, and no doubt some 
persons have taken advantage 'of tint cncurastancc to take advances when they could 
have done without them, and have thus abused the liberality of Government But it ih 
really very hard to asceitamthcaetu.il condition of an applicant, aud, us^a mle, we have 
only to take the putwaree’s and gioup superintendent's woidforit The zemindar icndeis 
no assistance, but stands apathetically on one side when be doe** not show open hostility 
and obstructivencss 

“ It has been brought to my notice in two instances, ill it a community of iyots, rather 
than take advances fiotn tlicir landloid, lias pi cloned to go without grain advances 
altogether, from vrlnclpt may be mfeircd that they die not bully oil 

u During the fortnight I visited Setalpoie, and I find that Shaik Abdool Alibis 
acquired moie confidence and is making the advances ficcly He has advanced 1,783 
m&unds m 31 villages, leaving 54 villages foi disposal 

(t The Moonsif r< ports that he has nearly run pitted his lists Great credit is due 
to him for the rapid and satisfactory mauuer m which lit has done the work Mi. 
Llewhelhn of Aiwa, and Mr Macgregor of Telitcc and Jchlpoic, aic still making advances 
to individuals and hamlets that were left out in the fust lists fiom vanous ciuscs. It is 
therefore difficult, it not impossible, to estimate how much more gram they will requ ic. 
Mr. Tulloch, of Nowad ah, is the only Circle Officer whom I have not seen dining the fort- 
night, but his advances weie all but completed at th< end ot the pnvious fortnight, 
and I have reaaon to know that everything m Ins hands will be will looked after. As 
regards the villages in my own hands I have advanced during the foi tmght 9,1)70 m&unds 
Since the commencement of opi rations I have advanced 17,7 \l unnnds in 1J0 villages 
and large tolalis, which leave about 50 villages for disposal out of the 170 m my hands 

“The number of separate advances made by me is , which is emsed by the fact 
that there are two or three hamlets m ilmost every villige The above amount advanced 
falls at the rate of 143 mauuds per village, so for the remaining 50 villages 1 shall probably 
require about 8,000 maunds, but during the last fortnight, in tin prospect of the makai being 
ready for food withm a month or six weeks, 1 have hem slightly ruluciug the aveiage 
amount advanced to each household, and the forwaid state ot the munva has been taken 
into consideration m the advance to the lower castes 

ft The villages in Mr Macgregor'stwo circles (by including the 12 small villages of the 
Lallapore talook) now amount to 134, in which lie has advanced 23,051) niiunds 35 seers 
up to date. He talks of givmg a second scries of advances m many of these villages, but 
m the promising and forward state of the crops, I hope this will not be required In 
all 62,097 maunds h ive been advanced m 357 villages, leaving only 1 32 villages undisposed of 99 
49. Mr. Hudson thus reports the proceedings m the Mushrukh sub-division — 

4e During the past fortnight I have made 43 advances of gram to villages, making 122 
m all up to date , the quantity of gram advanced amounts to maunds 17 1*62 

“I have also made 3S Recoverable advances' under clause D of the Central Belief 
Committee's notification of 4th March last. These last-named advances amount to an 
expenditure of Rb. 3,856.

about 70, and those I shill furthu portion out to’ tlu 47 group superintendents who mil 
proceed to investigate and re poll on then existence and wlieieabouts, and on their necessity 
foi taking advance

“ r lhc sjstem mtioduced is working quietly and smoothly, auel I hear no complaints 
I believe eve ry person in real distic ss who applies is promptly relieved The numbers on 
the icgisteis have not yet begun to dimmish The higher lutes foi weaving cloth will prove 
acceptable to a considerable class My time has been so fully occupied by the grain 
advances that T have been compelled to leave this subjtct veiy much in the hands ot the cirele 
office is, who are now familiar with the sjstem, and quite competent to deal with it ”

I bate the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative for this district for the fortnight 
ending the 25th Jnly 1874. Its preparation has been delayed owing to all the relief officers 
of the district having been summoned to meet the Lieutenant-Governor at Golnndgunge, and 
been unable to return from there till the afternoon of Saturday, the 25th instant. The 
JRamnuggur narrative has not yot been received, but will be sent on separately as soon as 
it comes to hand. 

The state of the country, after the recent inundations, has made Mr Howe's journey 
baek to his head -quarters much slower than it would ordinarily have been. 

A. — State op tiie Country. 

There has been a long sunny break which lias been of uumixed benefit in allowing 
weeding operations to be carried bn, and, except where injured by lunndation, the prospects of 
tile crops are particularly good throughout the district; they are particularly forward in the 
Gobmdgunge sub-division, but generally, except in the north, the harvesting of the lesser 
crops will begin some 15 days hence, and then will go on almost uninterruptedly till the 
staple crops como in 

The bazars continue to be supplied from local store®, which are being freely spent in 
view of the approaching harvest All the Sub-Divisional Officers are of opinion that there 
is now very little grain in the country. The sales of Government gram have revived, which 
is a further indication on this point. The lighter rates lately introduce^ have of course 
something to do with this. The rates for local produce are, however, favorable as shown m 
the table annexed :

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The effects of the inundations reported m my last narrative have been very much less 
harmful than was anticipated The floods passed off with surprising rapidity, and the sunny 
weather wlucli succeeded them has restored many of the crops which had been given over as 
hopeless 

In the Motiharee and Dhaka sub-divisions the floods were due to excessive rainfall and 
the overflow of the local streams. In the Bettiah and Govfhdgunge sub-divisions the damage 
was caused by the Gunduk bursting the embankment. In both these latter places the 
injury so far appears to have been very slight In the Dhaka sub-division also only the maize, 
which was planted at hazard on low lands in the hope of an early crop, has irretrievably gone. 
In the Motiharee sub-division the injury has been greater, the crop of about 1,000 acres m 
one tract having been submerged. This damage, however, is very local, and no special 
remedial measures are necessary beyond those already m force. The ryots who have suffered 
will receive some further advances They decline to sow the submerged tracts at present, and 
are reserving them for winter crops for which their fertility will be much enhanced by the 
silt deposit In both the Motiharee and Dhaka sub-divisions the flooded country was visited, 
as soon as it became traversable, by the two Sub-Divisional Officers In one village only was 
secd-nce applied for; it is still procurable m the local markets, but is naturally very scarce 
now that the sowings have been completed. 

A few cases of cholera have been reported from the Dhaka sub-division, and the Native 
Doctor is traversing the villages in which they took place. Otherwise this continues to be 
for the people of all classes an exceptionally healthy year 

B — Relief Works. 

The annexed table shows the works going on, and the attendance on them , those super- 
intended by the circle officers and by the Department Public Works being given separately 
for each sub-division 

The numbers are still decreasing. In the Motiharee sub-division the circle officer's 
works have been closed altogether Of the number shown on the Department Public Works 
over 50 per cent are pci sons who are paid at ordinary rates or as skilled laborers , the 
relief lahoreis properly being paul at bare subsistence rates There is still much to be done 
m the fields ; m fact, the weeding of the rice has not been half got through, though that of the 
maize has been nearly finished. 

Mr. Weekes reports from Gobindgunge that his laborers are very unwilling to leave the 
works, and that those which have been closed will have to be re-opened after the weeding 
is over Mr. Weekcs has a sufficient reserve of works foi this purpose, as indeed have all the 
sub-divisional officers. The relief works afford the attraction of constant employment or 
lather ot regular remuneration, and it is this contrast to held labor, where the employer 
retains and dismisses the work-people at Ins pleasure, that induces so many to cling to the 
works, though remuneiated at a lower rate than is given for working iu the fields But of 
the relief laborers proper, by far the greater part is composed of women and children, whose 
adult male relatives arc earning wages elsewhere 

I have accepted Mr Wcckes* figures winch give the daily average of relief laborers 
under him as 6,8s8 These figures have not been attained by dividing the total number of 
laborers employed during tho fortnight by 14, but (as far as I can see from the returns) when 
a work has been opened for one day only in the fortnight, the numbers employed on it m 
that day have been taken as the daily average. I have not had time to find out precisely ou 
what principle the figures hai e been given, but from the total number of persons shown 
employed under Mr Weckes during the fortnight, I make his daily average to be 472 only. 
Mr |£ilby, in the Dhaka sub-division, made an attempt to introduce village conservancy 
works, but failed, as lie Jouud that the laborers entered their names, then went to their 
fields, and reappeared only to get then doles He has discontinued all these works, which 
are quite impracticable, as the number of laboreis in each village is so small that it is 
impossible to supervise them except by an agency, the expense of which would be utterly 
disproportionate to the work to be done 

Owing to the nature of the work now being carried on, task work has generally ceased, 
and only an estimate can be given of the laborers employed or not cmploved on task-work. 
Of those working under the Department Public Works, one-half are so employed, and under 
the circle officers none. 


C.— Transport of Pood 

The only private importer now is Mr. T. M. Gibbon, and it is not at all likely that private 
importation will revive so late m the season, and in the face of the prices now prevailing. 
Mr. Gibbon's gram is part of a consignment ordered some time ago, and iB coming to 
Bettiah. 

Nine thousand four hundred maunds of seed-gram intended for Ramnuggur a^e being 
sent from Gobindgunge to Sainn, while 5,000 maunds of rice have been moved up to the 
Motiharee sub-diviaion 

In the Bcttiali sub -division 18,000 maunds have been sent from the river-side gola at 
Rutwal to Saruu, and the rest of the gram ordered to be transferred to that district is 
being despatched as fast as possible

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Owing to the different periods for which relief is given, some of therelieved being daily 
recipients, while others get charity varying from a day's to a month's supplies, only an estimate 
ot the number daily in receipt of charitable relief can be shown. 

The Motiharee relief committee administers its own funds only, both for its home 
relief system, its poor-house, and hospital. 

The attempt to introduce home-relief by spinning, and such light labor, has been generally 
a*failure except in the towns and m Mr. Weekcs' sub division. This is due to the charaotcr 
ot the people in the rice-growing tracts, all of whom pursue out-door occupations -irrespec- 
tive of caste, and almost irrespective of social status. 

As the sjfctem of charitable relief accounts for this district has been entirely altered 
by Government Circular No 4640 — 8 R. of the 22nd July, which was only received here 
ycsteiday, none aie furnished with this uarrativc.

Mr. Howe has submitted no detaihd icturns under the heading Chintable Relief, but 
it is hoped that these can be supplied by all tho sub-divisions m time to be submitted with tho 
next'narrativo in the form lately ordeied, and which will bear all details under tins head from 
the beginning of opeiation*

A — St\ 1 1 or ink Couniuy 

During the fortnight the weather has been all that coahl he desired. At fust there was 
heavy ram (10$ inches weie registered at Bagiln), but the much denned bleak has now fully 
set hi. The bliadoi rue and inferior grain crops an* in a very lot wind condition Colonel 
Boulderson wntes (and his remaiLs arc applicable to a oonsidciabb* poition of the sub-division 
also) * u More land has this yiiu been sown with the mfcuoi blndoi ciops than in ordinaiy 
years, tho obvious reason bung tho desue to Hcurc an eaily ciop lot immediate consumption, 
and to some extent the feai that prssibly the aglmu might fail, and the desue to be provided 
against such a calamity bus induced people to sow as much bhndoi as possible M That the 
bhadoi ciop will turn out splendidly is now almcst matter of ctitainty, and the aghani 
prospects are excellent, though of coun-e all depends on the continuance of the rams in Sep- 
tember* Field operations foi the wintci crop are eseiywheie being earned on. Weeding now 
attracts laige numbeis of women to the fields Fintically the sowing maybe considered 
us completed, though a few di\s still remain Those, howevei, who could get seed have used 
it, and those who were too poor, and who ha\e hitherto failed to obtain it, will have to leave 
their fields unsown. 

The deficiency of seed-grain is puneipally confined to Butsura tuppa, where a good deal 
of land has been left unsown Tn the last, seed mam has generally been procuied fioni 
tuppa Itamgir and Nipal. This deficiency is tilt only by tho pooiu class of cullivatoi9 — the 
petty holdeis of a few beegh.is — and thcrcfoie the mjutj , however fictions to a numerous class, 
Will not affect the general outturn of the ciop.

Fortnightly Narrative of Scarcity and Relief of the District oj Mongkyr, for the fortnight ending 

24 th July 1874. 

Tkkrb has been very little rain during the past fortnight, and the ciops generally, which 
reamred sunshine, have been much benefited. Mr Wilkins reports the crops in llegoo Serai, 
the chief bhadoi country, as being veiy btroug and abundant There has, he says, been plenty 
of fine dry weather, with a hot sun lately after the heavy rains we had in June More lain is 

now wanted, and Mr. Wilkins calculates that, with fa voi able weathei until harvest time, an 

average crop will be cut This estimate somewhat modifies bis first remarks regai ding the 
strength and abundance of the crops Mr. Money, who took advantage of the flue weather 
to make a tour in the chief bhadoi-growmg peigunnahs in the bouth of the district, says the 
crooa look generally promising, and he remarks that an unusually laige area has been sown 
wX autumn crops V I have myself noticed this in the Sudder bub-division, but 1 think the 
anticipated yield is over-estimated. I have never before seen the crops so choked with weeds, 
and with the exception of what is growing round the ryots’ houses, the Indian corn looks poor 
«nd slanted The outturn per beegha, even if we have favorable weather until haivest time, 
wdl not I think, exceed more than one-half what it should be The khen, cheena, savra, 
kodo murwa, aud kowni, are, however, looking belter than the Indiau com l'rom all 1 have 
been able to learn, it appears that the weeds have got the upper hand, partly m consequence of 
the unusually large area under autumn crops, and partly fiom want oi energy in the farm 
lafinrura who are chiefly low caste people, and have had a hard time of it dating the recent 
i -earoitv The recent line weather has, however, brought laborers into the field, hut I 
rgj’g fr.. tdl Ml m oloan.ujr tte l.nd off.ctu.Uy Tb. attb .» the dtrtnct » 
5a # fp j on these weeds, and there is no fear of a cattle famine this >ear 
h fl The bhadoi crop on the extensive dearas in the distnct will, I hope, he secured this year , 
last year it was entirely lost by a sudden me in the Gauges If it is secured, it will he an 
e“nt y which only occurs once m several years, and will affect the puce of grain very 

considerrily oie the circle officer writes that the recent fine weathei has been most 

beneficial to the crops, and that every available inch ot land is being sown with some kind of 


Cr ° P The basars are, throughout the district, well supplied , and even at Bukhtiarpore, which was 
«mte deserted by the traders, and depended almost entirely on Government nee, m now well 
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supplied. The prices continue much the same as in the last report ; but if the present favor- 
able prospects continue, wo may, I think, look for a Bteady downfall until prices assume their 
normal condition 

Mr. Currie, who has been over a large portion of the country around Luokeo Serai, states 
that the bhadoi, paiticularly the Indian corn, has suffered a good deal from excessive rain* 
He says that large advances of gram have been taken by the landholders in order to pay 
wages to their laborers. 

The health of the district is geneuilly good; and every one is now hopeful of abundant 
food before the eud of September. 

B. — Relief Works, 

The annexed statement will shew the number of persons at present employed under 
Government and the Court of Wards. No new relief* works have been opened during the 
fortnight, aud I do not think any more will he inquired The extensive irrigation works at 
Khnriukpnre, and the roads now in course of construction under the road cess, will give 
employment to all poisons who cannot find employment in their villages. Tha chief work 
befoieus now w to entry out Circular No. 4548, and to make the relief roads, which have been 
commenced, really useful, and, by bridging them, make them passable during the rains, when 
they are eh u fly required I do not anticipate much difficulty in the matter, as all the eaith- 
work on these roads has been already finished 

C. 

Of the 20,000 mnunds indented for by Mr. Wilkins for Begoo Serai, 12,000 mnunds have 
already been received. The 8,()0U inaunds which remains to be leceived is on its way. The 
private movements of gram aic not con sulc ruble Now that the piospects of haivestareso 
good, every peiaon who had any gram concealed is bunging it out fieely for consumption. The 
railway has earned 12,000 mnunds of rubbee giain fiom the district, but, as I have said before, 
this is only u poruon of the total exports, which are chiefly sent by the rivei to Calcutta. 

D. 

A largo amount of bhooea is being exported from thedistrht to Durbhunga under Govern- 
ment orders. Colonel Murray kindly undertook the superintendence of weighing and despatch- 
ing it, and tho work consequently has gone on very smoothly and effectually 

K 

Duung the fortnight Mr Mnnsou lias advanced 5,711 maunds of gram to 2,925 ryots. 
Mr. Cume states that “the rjots are veiy keen on getting advances just now, as the trans- 
planting of the nee crop will commence very shortly, and they want the grain for rations for 
laborers I have got off all except 4,500 maunds of jao-bhuut, which will be given out to-day 
and to-morrow , that e*, the orders for issue of the grain hive been given to the applicants, 
though the grain has not been altogcthoi given out of the golas yet I havo kept a teserve of 
rice, but it is impossible to gi\c the exact amount till the export horn SluoLpoorn is complete. 
There is no nee in Luckee Serai beyond borne 50 bigs for curient expenses at the poor-hotibe, as 
whatever aruves fiom Sheikpoora is in pait given out to ryots aud in part passed on to Jumooee 
When this is over, there will be, accoidmg to my calculations, about 2,000 inaunds of rice m 
reserve, and the same at Shcikpooia At Sccuudra I have kept about the same amount At 
the other golas the amounts are very small, and tiiey will get te-sbocked m small quantities as 
they require it from the three leseive golas ” 

Mr. Wilkins has advanced 10, 60G raaunds of grain to zemindars and respectable rjots. 

Mr. Money does not state exactly how many maunds have been advanced by him during 
the fortnight, but he &ays Ins golas are emptj 

In Sudder sub-division, l have advanced 500 maunds to zemindars and ryots on good 

security. 

F 

Annexed is a statement showing the number of persons relieved at the relief centres and 
poor-houses I think, directly the bhadoi harvest is reaped, we shall be able to close these 
centres all over the district, us the charitably inclined will then be in a condition to relieve their 
poorer neighbours. I accompanied Colonel Murray, who supei intend* tne lelief operations 
here, yesterday to the poor-house m the town, and buw about 800 wretched-looking creatures 
fed, and many, who had merely a few rags clinging to them, weie clothed The eager manner 
m which they took the pittance of grafn dealt out to them showed how hungry they must 
be. Numbeisof these poople must have died but for the aid received from Government.

The following statement shows the difference in prices now and at the corresponding 
period of 1866, and it may be noticed that there never has been any Government grain m 
Bhngulpore itself— the prices then are in no way affected bv Government rice. The prices of 
common rice fell one week to 12-10, and has gone up again to 12, but these prices will now 
rapidly fall. The Ganges is stili falling and is unusually low for the time of year Should the 
floods keep back for another fortnight, an indian-corn crop will be reaped on the dearahs and 
other lands contiguous to the river, off which a crop has not been taken for the last 5 years, 
having been annually destroved by the floods. Cheena and kerhi is npe and being rapidly 
out, and these facts will undoubtedly affect present prices favorably • —

C — Transport of Grain. 

11 The only railway station at which anything is going on is Bhagulpore itself, the 
imports during the fortnight were 15,079 maunds against expoits of only 4,569 Of this latter 
2,980 maunds^were wheat for Howrah, the rest gram and wheat local for Colgong, Caragolah, 
and Sahebgunge , of the former 12,505 maunds were wheat and gram from up-country, 
1,755 maunds rice from Howrah, 688 maunds rice down fiom Barrh, and 181 maunds Indian 
corn from up-countiy The SoOpoul officer remarks that the river route is now open from 
Kbagaua, and boats with small consignments of pulses have gone up the Tiljooga and Dimra, 
but not as yet to any extent. 

D — Storage of Government Grain. 

12 The usual statements are annexed It has beenfound ncoessary to re-sfcock some of 
the golas, hence the difference m the amounts stored at several of them The figures have been 
corrected also in some instances, as gram has erroneously been entered as disposed of from the 
«n>las, when it had onlv been sent to sub-golas , but the return shows a very fair disposal of 
the grain, Especially in Soopool Wholesale purchasers continue to come forward, and will do 
so until the new bhadoi rice is m the market — the bhadoi rice and the murwa being as a 
rule consumed by the people, and the aghani rice used for export and sale for payment of 
rents, &c.

I have the honor to submit my narrative for the fortnight ending July 25th, 

A. 

Private trade is now more active than ever, as the rivers have risen boats laden with gram 
have found their way from Dacca and other eastern districts 

At Kissengunge, the price of coarse rice has risen to 12 seers per rupee. 

The new rice is also coming into the market , at Bulrampore it is selling at 2* seers per 
rupees and in Ki^&engunge at the same rate 

Mr Craven says there are signs of improvement m the general condition of the people : 
they are gradually recovering fiom the distress winch universally prevailed in May and the first 
half of June Emaciated beings are not so frequently met with, and the ory for grain is not so 
general lie states that m Bahadoorgunge, owing to the difficulties ot importing gram, the 
population are worst off, but fiom the recent dianes and reports received from Mr. Bertlesen, 
1 find that he has been vciy active m getting up the Government gram by pack ponies and 
by small and large boats, and that relief is freely given. He has been making advances freely 
to persons whom, from (in almost all cases) personal inquiry, he found to be fit objects for relief 
in this form 

Mi Bertelsen leports lliat small supplies of grain are again finding their way surreptiti- 
ously into out teiritory. This looks well, and I have no doubt that trade m this direction will 
soon revive. 

Mr. Rattray, from the north-west part of the district, does not submit such a favorable 
report I am about to start foi Motiharee to see for myself, what the state of affairs is, and I 
have deputed Baboo Hajoneenath Chatter jee, for whom there is not now much work in 
Kissengunge, to proceed to take charge, under Mr Rattray, of the Motiharee thana 

I notice, however, that Mr. Kattraj's repoits only speak of a rush of applicants for 
^charitable relief, and do not mention any specific cases of distress, so I trust that this is merely 
a panic which will soon be got over The Motiharee gola is well stocked, and Mr Rattray 
informs me that rice has been Bent, not only to all the village groups, but to sub-groups which 
he ho*- formed 

The state of the country is everywhere excellent the floods havo gone down without doing 
nearly so much damage os was anticipated, the heavy rain has been succeeded by fine showery 
weather, which is exactly what is wanted to enable the ryots to get on with their transplanting 
work 

From Kissengunge 18 annas bhadoi crop is expected The eaAy janera everywhere, 
and the bhadoi in many places, is being reaped Makai is flourishing and muiwa is coming 
on well. 

The only crop which lias really Buffered from the floods is indigj. 

The health of tne people is everywhere reported to he good , though the weather has been 
intensely hot, no cases of cholera have been reported Crime has also dcci eased, as the accom- 
panying table will show 

Kosi Floods — The following extract from a report dated 21st July, received from Mr 
McQueen, Sub-Manager of the Dhurmporo, is very sati**factoiy. He says — 

“ Owing to the very rapid subsiding of the river the loss of the nee crop has not been so 
great as reported by the people in the first excitement of the rush of the river, neither are 
there so many village sufferers asrepoited m my first letters. Wherever tho flood went, there it 
of course destrojed the indigo and Indian corn, but the bhadoi rice, except where it was in 
exceptionally deep hollows or in the direct course of the stream, has in a great measure 
escaped, and if we continue having oui piesent weather, a good harvest will yet be reaped 
from it 

Whilst out m the district I saw that the jullc dhan was being reaped , the yield from this 
in tho few villages to the ea?t of the estate whore it is grown, I estimate at about 12,000 
maunds. Bhadoi is ready in some places, and in zillah Beernuggur its harvest will bo general 
in a fortnight. 

Prospects altogether are much brighter than they were last week, and the loss in rice, 
except in ubout 10 villages, inconsiderable, as lopa may be planted where the bhadoi has failed. 
The villages I put down as the sufferers by the flood are — 

“Mujhoa, Khudawunagar, Bela Chumpabutti, Damailbari, Dhanta, Jankiram, Domur, 
Busgura, Hutvvara, Chohar, and Busgura ” 

In all these villages relief m gram has been sent 

B 

Mi Cot dner’s progress repoit is annexed, and is, as usual, well and carefully drawn up 
It shows a total of 38,713 laborers, against 66,411! last fortnight, and a daily average of 
5,530, against 9,*92. 

The only work is drcssiug and turfing the slopes, 8cc., in fact, trimming up and consolida- 
ting the work of the past six months Grain payments are everywhere made, and give 
satisfaction, as I hear fiom all sides that the road laborers generally manage to retail at a profit 
some part of their earnings 

No complaints of bhort supplies of gram have been made to me this week, and I find that 
the token sjstem is working well and that the moodies have veiy quickly learned to take to it. 
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The relief oftcere* returns show an average during the month q£ 13,775 persons qn roads 
and petty works, being about 8,000 less than were shown during the piecedwg month. 

These are mostly women and ohildren, who are employed on merely nominal work, but 
measures are being taken, as their condition improves, to induce them to revert to their former 
mode of life; this is at present rather difficult, as they do not as a rule work m the fields 

- \ ° 

Our arrangements for carriage have improved during the fortnight Fiona Dengrah 
boats now make their way up the river, and pack pomes and carts are waiting at the ghftts 
where the water becomes shallow. 

Small boats are very difficult to procure Mr. Craven, at Kishengunge, reports that in hp* 
sub-division the streams flow with terrific velocity, and owing to their unceitaiuty, large boat* 
cannot venture into them, for they may be emptv one day and full the next. 

He has been constructing rafts of “dug-outs,” and on these he has been sending nee about 
the country. Forty of them had been despatched to Mr Beitelsen to be used m his circle 
In Kissengnnge he had carted ,a number of these small boats across country to be used as 
ferry boats. 

During a recent vi^it to Arrnreah I found that a complete system of communication with 
Dengrah and the north golas vas working by boat, cart, and pony. 

The pack pomes have this month proved most useful, and having been distributed over 
the district by Captain Anderson, each officer has got as many as he wants A copy of Captain 
Anderson's memorandum on this subject is annexed 

The system of paying for the ponies in grain was first suggested by Mr Ferry, of 
Kudbah, and is working well. 

I have been about the district, and still find, notwithstanding our requisitions, that pack 
pomes are being worked bv pri\ate tiade^s m large numbers, carrying giam from Purneah to 
the north We have not yet intei fered with private trade in this respect

The following points appear to me to be worthy of note in each circle .« — 

Sudder — Mi Meiklejohn reports that he has been taking measures to reduce the number 
of peisons in receipt of purely charitable lelief, which he believes has been too freely given 
All bis minor golas being full, he bus been helping Arrareah by sending his ponies 
there 

Dengrah — Mr. Thornton says that just now, during this fortnight, before the cutting of 
the bhadoi, distress is severe, and that on this account he has had to increase gratuitous relief 
There had been three deaths m the hospital here ; two were of travellers who were attacked 
with dysentery on the road, and one a little girl, who had long been an inmate of the hospital. 

Kuala Amour — The same remarks regarding the pressure during these three or four weeks 
are made by Mr Gouldbhury In ordinary years people are pressed for grain at this time 
The new crop will now soon he cut 

Bulrampore — Here there was a fair crop of vory early janera, and the bhadoi is more 
forwaid than m the two last-named circles, and private trade is brisker. Consequently there 
is less distiess,and the demand for Government grain is decreasing every day, even among the 
traders 

Kvdbah . — This cncle and the last named are now, I consider, the best off in the district 
Mr Perry litis kept the distress well in hand throughout, and as pnvato trade was always 
busy here, it never was so severe as in other partB of the district, though the failure of the 
crops was gi eater 

Kmengunge Sub division— I have quoted from Mr. Craven’s report m the first part of my 
narrative Eueiything 19 in good order in this sub-division, and the difficulties of transport 
have been overcome by hard work on the part of Mr. Bertelsen, and all the golas are supplied 
There has been a large increase on the list of village ticket holders, and advances have 
also been made 

Though in Bahadoorgunge there was comparatively no great failure of the crop, the 
distress has been latterly greater than in other parts, owing to the people having sold off their 
stocks iroprovidently, and on account of the inaccessibility of the locality 

Arrareah — Just now the reports fiom this sub-division are bad Mr. Rattray asked for 
more native assistance, which has been sent to him*, Baboo Rojonee Nath Chatterjee, a good 
Deputy Collector, having been sent up to him. I start myseli for this sub- division lo-day

I have the honor to submit a narrative for the fortnight ending July 26th. 

A — St \te of the Country. 

Reports arc good everywhere. It is as difficult as before to give any very precise 
information about the supplies, cither in the markets or out of them. 

From Raimehal Mi. Stewart writes "Puces havo not gone down; at Bano and 
Barhait the prices for common rice still remain unchanged, but these prices are merely 
nominal The article itself is hardly to be procured.” 

From Jamtara Mr Hand writes • “ Gram is scarce m the bazar, and will be scarcer 
every day for the next three weeks ” The important point here is that Mr Hand puts the 
turn of the tide only three weeks off, or in the latter half of August, instead of the middle 
of September Mr. Wood does not notice supplies. Mr Grant writes from Godda "Though 
the supplies brought to the various hats aie not much, more food is available about the 
country The well-to-do large cultivators have opened out their stores and are paying their 
laborers in kind , and a tew of the mahajims, I hear, have made advances of gram.” This 
sentence, perhaps because it suits ray own notions, I think very well worth noting. All 
through the year 1 never believed the poor people wore fed very much from the h&ts ; 
they were fed from their neighbours’ houses They could always get food a trifle cheaper 
from their comfortable neighbours than from the mudics. 

Prices were always a tolerably fair index to the state of the country ; supply reports 
never were * 

Mr. Wilmot writes from Deogurh " The cheapest nee m the jurisdiction remains at 
Bahman Gawau, where it is rcpoitod to bo selling at 15 seers per rupee. The dearest is said 
to be at Gath Som, where it is 10 seers Gram still procurable m considerable quantities 
at 17 to 18 seers per rupee ” 

The cheapest countiy rice in Doomka is 13 seers At this rate it easily beats Government 
nee at 16 seers There is no talk of scarcity of supply here. Muhajuns lend and sell as 
well as can be expected 

lu (jodda Government rice has come into tljp bazar Mr Grant does not say at what 
price it is selling With large advances and exclusive payment in gram this must result, 
as people must at least have silt The weather is as good as it could be, without an 
arrangement for tinning on and stopping showers in every held 

In M.ihcshpore it seems to have been as good even as this There had been ram onongk 
to flood all the rue couutry Then a week of fine weather came, and now the ram is on 
again — heavy The crops aio all doing splendidly Mr Wood wiitis "The mdian corn is 
now commencing to col), and is from five to six feet high, and pi onuses a bumper crop " 

Deogurh is ncaily as will off They have had heavy ram, a .week of hot sunshine, 
and now arc having clouds, fog, and ram again 

In Goddajaneia had been little damaged by excessive ram. It is now looking very 
well People say the yield will not he so great as last year 

Mr Stewart aigues the weather case at great length, but his summing up is — " On the 
whole, then, I think it may safely be said that the prospects of the crops up to date are good, 
and that the wealhci has been eminently seasonable foi agricultural operations ” 

Small ciops and jaueia arc coming into car, and the cliccna harvest has begun m the 
dharacs. 

Tho Jamtara prospects arc, what I should call, very fine Mr. Hand writes: " The 
rainfall during the fortnight (horn the 8th to the 20th) has been 6 7 inches We have liad no 
ram since tho 16th Cultnators aie beginning to ciy out that their prospects arc gloomy. 
If we have ram within this week, I do not think the dhau can be m iteually injured.” I 
do not know what the cultivators cun want that they have not got 5 7 inches of ram, and 
then four days hot sun, seems to me the perfection of weather 

In Doomka we have had, up to the 2b th instant, 21 29 inches against 21*51 at this time 


last year. 

I have ananged the rainfall in two monthly columns— 
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I cannot ascertain that the slightly different distribution has made any difference. 
Last year projects weic considered almost as goed as possible up to the middle or end of 
September The one verdict all over the distnct was — a bumper crop lost for want of one 
shower 

By all accounts, wc arc slightly better off now all round than wc wore this time last 
vear , thucfoie, I think I need pay no attention to little local grumbling for a field of dhan 
oi makai the worse tor eilhc l ram or sun. 

About Doomka people say ihcy want some heavy ram now to complete their highland 
plautmg Since writing tins heavy lain lias come. The condition of the people 1 believe 
to be good ever) where 
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Aa I reported some time ago, I have seen two extremely thin people, both children. 
There la a wide gap between this pair and the next lot , and 1 have been in every part of the 
diatrict where distress waa said to exist, though, I admit, not at the time it was said to be 
heaviest. I waa always a day or two late to see the worst. 

The Bub-divisional reports are— 

Qodda — “ The general physical condition of the people is good, and I have not heard 
of any cases of death from starvation " 

Mr. Wilmot makes no remark beyond saying that the health of his sub-division is 
unusually good With him, this is as good as saying that there is no distress worth 
mentioning. 

Mr. Hand says the numbers of “ paupers and half-starved objects,” winch had decreased 
considerably, aie lncieasmg, now that works are being closed 1 take this to mean that the 
poorest of the light-labor gangs arc now swelling the numbers of the receivers of charitable 
relief. 

Mr. Wood says nothing about the condition of the people I also take this as a good sign. 

Mr. Stswart’s report is curious, aud 1 don't uudeistand a great deal of it The pith 
of it is that the people have all along been m good condition, and that they owe it to the 
action of the Government He’re I am sure every one is very glud to agree with him, but 
I can make nothing of this — “ I have no hesitation in saying that bad we delayed much longer 
in commencing relief measures, the spoctaele which some would apparently very much wish 
to have seen, viz , people leduced to the last stage of weakness by want, would have 
presented itscll m a huge portion of the distressed tract m this sub-division " 

Patting aside for a moment all notions both of duty and good-feeling, and supposing a 
desire to prove oneself right to be the only, or much the strongest, motive anywhere, I fail to 
see any meaning in the words quoted. They are evidently directed against some foolish or 
malicious people who denied the existence of distress. But these same people would be 
extremely Borry to see the emaciated crowds winch would at once prove them wrong 
However, Mi. Stcwait's verdict is that the people arc doing very well, and that is really all 
we need care about 

Prices are almost stationary, aud are a very small fraction over one-thud higher than 
they were last year 

Twelve seers of common rice can be got for a rupee against 18 of this time twelve- 
months. 

There is nothing to report about crime, misery, and starvation 

Cholera, generally of a bad kind, continues to break out in odd places . 

B — Relief Works 

Works are being closed as fast as we can In Snltanabad there is nothing but the 
sloping aud grassing of one little tank, which may drag on as work for old women. 
Jamtara works are also stopping fast, with the result of throwing mote people over to 
charitable relief Mr Stewart is finishing off fast. He leports all Ins bunds sale atter the 
late rush of water. Wilmot reports work very slack on lus Wards’ Estates bunds; 

but he has made the Modhnpore coolies a^rce to take nee for payment 

I have not seen my Daman bundslately 1 htaroue was earned an ay by the late flood — 
a little thing ot no gicat value 'I lie average daily total on ..11 woiks is now 11,807, 
numbers arc still decreasing last For the last four fortnights they ate almost m geometuenl 
proportion. I hope to have our bunds a id tanks finished oil my soon, and that work may 
continue only on our few gi cat loads 1 cannot give a satisfactuiv account of payment in 
grain. All relief oflu ers lepoit payment m giant general mid am tus.il where possible

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Narrative of Scarcity and Belief in the Moonhedabai District for the fortnight ending Saturday 

the 25 th July 1874. 

Tub following remarks have been sent in by the Magistrate-Collector from Rampore H&t, 
where he is at present, for incorporation with the narrative 

“ During the post fortnight I have been over a considerable extent of country m thanas 
Mirzapore, Roghuuathgunge, Puha, Nulhattee and Rampore Ililt, in accordance with the 
instructions contained in Government letter No 437 6 of the 10th instant. The general 
appearance of the country traversed by me, as regards the crops on the ground, is most satis- 
factory , and it is certainly no exaggeration to say that, owing to the early falls of rain, matters 
are neaily a month more forwuid than in ordinary ycats. Even in the high. lands of Mirza- 
pore, in which transplantation is natuially later than in other parts, a somewhat considerable 
portion of the crop has been transplanted, while here ns elsewheie an unusual extent of land 
has been sown broadcast, and this broadcast sown paddy is well forward and healthy in 
appeaiance In the country between Jungypore and Mirzapore there is a good deal of aous on 
both sides of the Kurkurec river. A small portion of this had boon submerged by the rapid 
rise of the rivers, but the loss appeared to have been very inconsidei able, and, as during the last 
few days the river has been falling, there is reason to believe that a very good crop will be 
reaped at an early date The crops in the southern part of the Fulsa thana appeared to be 
very forward and of exceedingly good pi omise In some villages hardly 5 per cent, of the 
fields remained to be planted out In the north-eastern part of this thana there is a con- 
siderable extent of aous-producing country which I have not seen, but m which it was asserted 
by all whom I questioned at Jungypore that the crops were quite safe, and that there was good 
promise of an abundant outturn. In the parts of the Nulhattee thana that 1 saw, the work 
of transplantation was very well advanced, only a few fields being left in several extensive 
stretches In this thana, too, there are tracts m which the aous ure is cultivated, the reaping 
of which was expected m some thiee weeks. In the Rampore Hat thana there is hardly 
any aous cultivation, but very good progress has been made in the transplantation of the winter 
crop, and all the fields that tame under my notice weir looking well 

2 It was obvious that in all the country seen by me theic had been no deficiency of 
seed-grain. In fact, in some of the villages there had been an excess of seedlings above the 
requirements, and while m some places the seedlings not required by the cultivators have been 
sold to others whose supplies were insufficient, in some no sale was practicable, owing to the 
fact that neighbouring villages were equally well supplied The weather was generally favor- 
able at the time when the seed was sown and when the seedlings were growing, and in nearly 
all villages the lands sown had been well manured by means of the rich vegetable deposits in 
the dried up tanks Many of the fields to whicli the seedlings have been transplanted were 
similarly manuicd, and if the weather be as favorable in the ensuing months us it has been 
hitherto, there is every prospect of a most abundant crop in this part of the district 

3 The general opinion of those with whom I have conversed, in which T myself quite 
coincide, is, that, when the transplantation has been completed, as it, will be very shortly in all 
but the very high lands, theie will be a somewhat difficult time for those whose occupation 
will thus be gone, and that, it is above all tilings necessary to give employment on relief works 
to many who cannot obtain it elsewhere Duimg the past fortnight the numbers of persons 
employed on the various relief works have naturally decieascd, but with the cessation of 
agiicultural operations they will, I believe, again increase. I propose, therefore, to continue the 
works on the roads as actively us befoic, m xirder to give the necessary employment It is 
true that the season is not very favorable for the repair and construction of roads, but, at any 
rate, a good deal of earth- work can be done, which can be consolidated and dressed at a more 
favorable season of the year. 

4. The question of making advances to zemindars and rjots has engagod much of my 
attention during the fortnight, and some few of the forinei class have come forward to accept 
the advances, especially m thanas Kulyan gunge and Rampore Hat. Theic appeals, however, to 
be no gieat willingness on the part of the body of the zemindars to take these advances, and it will, 
I believe, bo necessary to make them direct to the ryots m cerium parts, insufficient as the 
security for repayment may be When at Jungypore I called a meeting of the zemindars 
residing in the neighbourhood, and explained to them how difficult it was for the few servants 
of Government in the distuet to deal with the vast body of ryots m a matter such as this; 
whereas the zemindars with their numerous subordinate agents, and with the knowledge of the 
condition of their tenants, could so well act as distributors to those really m want of an advance 
of Government grain. 1 have not heaid the result of the operations of the sub-divisiofial officer 
of Jungypore (to assist whom I deputed an intelligent and experienced police officer in 
addition to the Sub-Deputy Collector, who w also engaged in making the necessary enquiries), 
but these will doubtless be noticed in the narrative written at head-quarters. I have now 
similarly deputed the Sub-Inspector of Rampore Hat, an officer in whom I have much 
confidence, to assist the sub-divisional ofiieei m this matter, and also in the supervision of 
sales of Government gram to the public m certain localities. 

5. In the case of the zemindars, it has been urged, and with some truth, that there are 
difficulties m the way of individuals taking advances, owing to the fact that so very many 
estates are held in coparcenary, and that some shareholders are absentees, or are unwilling to 
take advances, or do not pull with those that are willing. In one village that I went to I found 
that there were no less than 22 proprietors of fractional shares, very many of whom were 
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non-resident Any attempt to deal with a body of this kind within a reasonable time was, of 
course, out of the question My impression is that some of the zemindais are hanging? back 
in hopes of getting still better terms, and that others finding that Government is prepared to 
make advances to ryots direct, prefer that the advances should be so made rather than that 
they should run any risk of loss 

6. In the poition of the Bhurtporo thana bordering on the Burdwan district, deficiency 
of supply of rice was reported by the rebel sub-divisional officer, though, strange to say, rice 
was selling at Khargram, an outpost m the vicinity, at 12 seers pci rupee I accordingly 
authorized him to advance small quantities of giam to the local tiader*, the ryppbes to be 
replenished on payment for the formoi supplies A similar plan will now be followed in 
other parts of the district west of the Bhagiiuttee, wheie it may appeal to he necessary, at 
the rates fixed by the Commissioner, viz , 12 ami 14* seers tor cleaued and uncleaned, with one 
seer allowed to the dealers foi transport and profit, oi a largei amount in cases of long and 
difficult transport.” 

A— State of thi, Countm. 

1. Abundance or scarcity * of supply in the bazar The supply of food-grains in the 
bazars and li&ts throughout the head-quarters sub-division is imported to be sufficient. In 
the Jungypore sub-division the Dhuhan bazar is reported to be abundantly supplied with 
rice and other food-grams The Roghuuath gunge bazar is also well supplied, but the supply 
m the markets of Mnzapore and Notungunge is deficient InlhcLilbag sub-division the 
supply m thanas Asanpore, Sliahanuggur, Mamillabazir, and Bhugwangola is quite sufficient; 
hat as has already been remarked, the shops in thana JihadimhAt are very ill-supplied, 
and the sub-divisional officer intends to make advances of Government grain to shop-keepers 
of ill-supplied villages, to be sold at reasonable rites At the be id-quarters of the Kampore 
Hat nub-division th* j io is still a sufficient supply of food-grams In thana Ivluirgiam tlie 
markets are reported to be by no means so well provided, but no want of a serious nature 
has vet been felt In thana Pulsi, too, the supply lias been lepoifed to be scanty. In the 
smaller bazars and hats of ilium Nuihittce it has been reported that although the supply 
is not abundant, still it is sufficient to meet the duly wanl s of the people 

2 Kind and price of gram wiling at one o) mote prniupal mutts The price of common 
rice in the head-quarters bub-division is slightlv higher than at date of the last narrative, 
the average is now 10| 1 seers per ruoee Taking twelve of the piincipal inaits of the sub- 
division • it is dearest at Iiatooec and Kandee, where the rates aic 9J, and 9 setys, respectively, 
per rupee, and cheapest at Jellmghee where the late is lft seem per lupee. Wheat is 
nearly the same as at. the date of the last report, lft„ seers per rupee, but gram is dearer, 
being 14 seeis per rupee In the Jungypoie sub-division, in tlie Koghoouaihgunge bazar, 
common rnhri lice is 11^ seeis, whilst purbi lice is ^2\ seera pci mpee At Sooty, nee 
sells at 12 seers At Dewanseiai bhadoi sells at 12 seers, and purbi at 11 seers. Rice 
is cheapest at Dhuhan bazar, where it sells at lft* seers, and it is deaicst at Hnzarpoorfl, 
where it sells at *1 0 *seers This difference is lather stiikmg, considering that liazar- 
poora is only 10 miles fiom Dhulijn,. and the means of tnriHpoit by the Ganges aie 
good In the Lilbag sub-division tlie puces of best, common, and purbi rice vary fiom 
8 to 10, 9j to 11, and 12 to 1ft seers pel rupee, lespeetively those of wheat, barley, and gram, 
from 12$ to 14, 20 to 22, and 16 to 18 3 ] seeis per rupee, respectively In the Rainpoie HAt 
sub-division the prices of coarse i ice vary from 11| to 12$, and those of best rice fiom 9^ to 
10$ seers per rupee. The sub-divisional officer states that in all tlje thanas the prices arc 
remaining almost stationary, and among tnem Kampore Hat seems to be better off, the price 
of coarse rice there being 12$ seers pci rupee. At Khargram, however, uce is selling at llj 
seers per rupee. 

3 Any information obtained regarding the amount and hind of gram belief ed to he in stock 
m the hinds of zemmdais , trains , fyots, and otheis — ft is repotted from nearly nil the stations 
m the head-quarters sub-division that the stock of food grains remaining in the hands of 
zemindars and mahajuns is very small. As rcguds the Lai bag sub-division, no further 
information has been gathered since the submission of the last rcpoit The sub-divisional 
officer of liamporc Hat state* that the stock m the hand** of mahajuns, zemindars, ryots and 
others, is not accurately known, but it is believed that it i*> insufficient to enable thorn t.o 
meet the demands of the poor ryots who are in want The report for thana Khargram, as to 
the food-supply, rail speaks ol its insufficiency 

4„ Rainfall } if any — There was very scanty rainfall during the fortnight under report 
throughout the district, except in the Kampore llAt sub-division, where, the sub-divisional 
officer repoits, there has been a considerable rainfall m almost all parts of the sub-division. 
It has greatly bent fi ted the standing crops of nous, sugarcane, araun, and muluerry. It 
has enabled the cultivators to continue agncultural operations with vigour 

6. State of the Crops — The present «tatc of the crops in the head-quarters sub-division is 
reported to be good, but ram is veiy much wanted lor their improvement. The suh-divisional 
officer of Jungypore reports that m the new chut burned on the site ot old Nuoipoor, in the bed 
of the Bhagiruttee, between Atpalgaclu and Syedpore, and in the chur formed opposite AtpaL 
gaohi, a considerable quantity ol bhadoi crop has been submerged by the rise of the river. 
The people of new Noorpoor cultivated not only a part of the old bed of the Bhagiruttee but a 
considerable part of the more dangerous and lower alluvium of the Ganges; so they 
have suffered more than their neighbours of Atpalgachi, Bahaijurpote, and Syedpore* 
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The ryots of Gota, Ramakantapore, Lukhipore, Fatullapore, and Labanchoa have also 
suffered to some extent from the submersion. The bhadoi crop which has escaped, 
the sub-dmsional offiocr reports, looks very due, and promises an abundant harvest. The 
total loss in these villages is estimated not to exceed 500 beeghas. The grass which 
yields the edible seed called kodo, had, foi the most part, been reaped early m June; 
but the farinaceous sliatna grass bus suffered as mpeh as the bhadoi crop. The sub- 
divisional officer states that the cultivation of bhadoi and shama m the preseut year 
considerably exceeds that of any preceding year ; and as the river has fallen about a foot or so, 
the prospect of early rice is, on the whole, a cheering one Every where the dban has begun 
to flower, and in some places it is ripe Iloimonto dhan is reported to be good, except at 
Takshak, Banneswar, and a few othei villages mMitzapore, where the rainfall has been scanty. 
The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag reports that the crops throughout the sub-division are very 
promising. The tiansplanting of the amun paddy in thana Bhadunfa&t, though late, is 
progressing More rain, however, is required for the young plants, especially those growing on 
the higher lands. The sub-divisional officer of Rampore IlAt reports that the prospect of the 
crops are geneially favorable, as pieviously reported The amun, aous, and other crops are 
doing well, aud all kinds ot vegetables have turned out well, owing to the late falls of ram 
Agricultural opeiations are not. going on satisfactorily in thana Khurgram, as there has been a 
slight fall of rain during the last few weeks, but, generally speaking, the piospects of the crops 
are promising. 

6 Condition of the people — There is no change to be repoited in the condition of the 
poorer classes , thoy still crowd in laige numbers to the relief depfifcs and cook-houses In the 
Jungypore sub-division the agricultural classes are busy in their riee-liclds. In parts 
of Mirzapore the distress is severe, but the relief committees are doing all they can to alleviate 
it The sub-divisional officer ot Lalbag reports that no visible impioveinent has taken place 
in the condition of the poorer classes The ryots m Bhadunhat are still much pinched, as the 
zemindars and mahajuns refuse to advance thorn either gram or money The bub-divisional 
officer of Rampore Hat states that there is very little change to recoid in the condition of the 
poor people 

7. Actual facts as to any known caws of misery and starvation —No such cases have come 
to light during the fortnight under lepoit 

8 Gram-thefts or lioMienes — Eight cases of theft of grain were reported during the 
fortnight in the head-quarters sub-divihiuu , in one, paddy worth Rs 40 was stolen, the rest 
were petty cases' Only one case ot gram-theft occurred in the Lalbag sub-division, — a coolie 
was seized by the- police while taking away rice stolen liom the Lalbag gola There have been 
three petty grain-thefts during the fortnight in the Rampore llat sub-division. A crime 
statement is annexed 

9. Condition of any special hails— In the head-quarters sub-division cholera is still 
present m Sujagunge and Bui wa, but there are very few cases. Small-pox appears to have 
disappeared for the present In the Jungypoie sub-di vision the sub-divisional officer states, 
as reported m the last narrative, that Mnzapore and Western Sooty are *the* only places where 
the dearth is keenly ft It Distressed people from Mirzapore constitute the bulk of those who 
attend the cook-house of Roghunatbgungi The sub-diwsional officer of Lalbag reports that 
small-pox has rc-appeaied slightly in Baluchur. In the Uampoie H&t sub-division cholera 
and small-pox have almost disappeaied , cholera is said to be still lingering to a shghtextent in 
some parts of thanas Itarnpoic HAt and PuLa, but it is fast dying out owing to the falls of 
ruin. There is no special tract in this sub-division suffenng distress which deserve notice. 
Statements submitted by the Civil Surgeon are annexed. 

B. — Relief Works. 

As far as reports have been received, the average daily number of people at work during the 
fortnight lias been 3,800. The condition of the people has been reportod to be good Food 
is easily obtainable, except in a very few places. Payments aro made m rice. The number 
above given shows a great falling off as compared with that given in the last narrative. The 
decrease is observable on almost all road works, but the numbers employed on the Gorabazar 
dram has more than doubled since the last narrative. The reason is, I believe, that the men 
are now engaged in agricultural operations. A statement showing the expenditure m money 
on relief works is annexed, with explanations for cash payments. 

C — Transport of Food 

Very little information has been obtained under this head. It cannot be doubted that 
there is considerable importation going on in consequence of the facility offered by the rise of the 
rivers Purbi nee has been imported into the Jungypore sub-division, as^ laat reported. 
From a return icccived from the station-master at Azimgunge, it appears that 558 m&unds 30 
seers were exported, and 11,061 maunds were imported into the Lalbag sub-division. Of the 
latter 9,382 maunds 20 seers were imported from Howrah, and 1,613 maunds 10 seers were 
received from the Burdwan district. From the statements received from the Traffic Manager, 
East Indian Railway, it appears that the total amounts of exportation and importation during 
the fortnight in the Rampore H&t sub division were 4,119 maunds and 14,030 maunds, 
respectively The sub-divisional officer states that importation seems to have been very brisk 
during the last few weeks. 
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•D.— -Storage qp Government Grain at Brliep Works. 

There has been no change in the place previously selected for the storage of Government 
grain. The arrangements at first made for the management of the Government golas are 
still adhered to. Much difficulty is still experienced in keeping circles m the interior fully 
supplied with grain, owing to the difficulty of procuring either land or river transport. There 
is a sufficient supply of grain in the district for present requirements. Mr. Toynbee has 
promised to send a cargo from Calcutta by steamer this week, which will enable us to give a 
month’s supply to all the golas on the banks of tho Bhagiruttee. Annexed 19 a statement 
showing the storage and consumption of Government gram m the district. The figures 
shown in this return arc, I think, tolerably correct, though somewhat under the 
mark. 


E — Advances to Private Parties and their Results. 

There were eight cases pending at the close of the previous fortnight m the Suddcr sub- 
division ; nineteen fresh application^ were received during the present fortnight. Out of the 
total, twenty -seven, twenty cases are under investigation; m five cases order for payment has 
been made, in one case the applicant has refused to take the advance, and the remaining applica- 
tion has been rejected. Cheques for payment of ncc in lieu of cask have been issued to the 
amount of Rs. 840. Numerous applications for loans have been received from ryots in the 
Sudder sub-division, and inquiries are bung made by the several relief assistants into each case. 
Loans will be granted to several; but most of the applicants, excepting those tesiding in the 
Eulliangunge thana and portions of the Gokuru thana, appeal to be well-to-do ryots, who cau 
well support themselves even at this season. The poorer rjots have not been so importunate as 
tbeso men m their applications , but cases of distress among them which have corne to light 
during the inquiries now being made, have been relieved by gratuitous grants of rico varying 
from one maund to two maunds from the relief committees, and will be dealt with 111 the same 
manner in future. In many cases where the numbci of applicants 111 each village is large, the 
zemindars have been called upon to take advances of nee from Government for the relief of 
the applicants An advance of Rs 4,000, to 1 e paid in rice, to Baboo Chandra Shikur Ghosai 
of Kamiulla, m the Kullmngnnge thana, has been sanctioned by the Commissioner, and will 
be completed in two or three days. In the Jnngypore sub-divibion 193 maunds and one seer of 
rice were given to ryots, and 70 maunds to a ^emind&r us advances Tho suh-divigional officer 
does not mention the result of his measures foi the advance of rico to zemindars on behalf of 
their ryots. The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag intends making advances to ryots m small 
quantities under the hejul of charitable relief, and gradually exacting lcpayraont by labor on 
the relief works Each ryot will be supplied with a h&thclntta, and the da}s he woiks without 
remuneration, for the liquidation of his debt, will be euteied on this back oi this h&thchitta. 
In the Rampore Hftt sub-division 1,098 maunds and 35 seers of Government gram have becu 
advanced to six persons.* 9 


P. — Charitable Relief. 

The statement prescribed by Government No. 1251 — S.R , dated the 6th March last, 
is annexed as legaids each sub-division sepaiately 

The cook-house started for Mahomcdans at Load- quartets, is now in operation. Tho 
number resorting to.thib is much less than that attending the Hindu cook-house, as tho 
majority of the inhabitants of Beiharnporc are Hindus. During the fortnight under report 
20 persons have been relieved under heading (d) at the head-quarters. 

There arc eight reluf works going on in the special sub-division oi Kandi, craployinr, as 
far as repoits have been received, 613 persons do.ly, and there we-c 2,7J1 persons in receipt of 
gratuitous relief daily in the sub-divibion The numbci 1 have been meorp . ited with tho 
entry m column “ total” against head-qua teis. In tho Lalbag sub-aivi .on there arc 
annachatras for Hindus and M^homcdans at Shahanuggur and Mohinmpore, and charitable 
relief under (d) is now being administered on revised lists submitted by the mcmbeis of the 
sub-divisional reliet committee In thmi BhadunhU ru* f loads luv* been opened 
wherever the people were in di^tresd, and rn e 1 * distributed to persons who are unr' lo to work. 
Out of the numbers shown in the statement, 1,997, GS2, and 459 persons were i< iieved underj 
headings (4), lc), and {d), respectively. The total receipts of the sub-divisional relief fund are 
Re. 6 018*7-5, and the total expenditure IK 1,315-* 1-9, leaving a balance of Rs. 4,702-11-8, 
In tho Jungypore sub-division the number shown in the statement repie&ent those relieved 
at the annachatra started at Jung) pore. In addition to this, 012 men were employed on two 
embankments from the 15th to the 21st instant. During tho toitmght under report four 
women were relieved under heading id). The total receipts of the sub-division amount to 
Rs 4 058-7-7, and the total expenditure Us. 8,273-8-7, leaving a balance of us. 779-15 at 
the dose of the fortnight. The sub-divisional officer o£ Kampoio Hat reports tMt many ot 
the sub-committees under him appear to have allowed the recipients of gratuitous lehcf to 
increase unnecessarily. Tho total amount of rcce.pts oft the sub-divisional reliet tuud is 
Rs. 2,084-11-7$, and the total expenditure Rs. l,0S3-7-4i, leaving a balance of Rs, 993-4-3 
at elose of the fortnight.

1 have the honor to submit my narrative for the fortnight ending 27th July. 

A — State of the Country. 

The health of the people during the period under review has been on the whole good ; 
rases of cholera and small-pox have been reported m a few localities, but there has been 
no general sickness. When I last wrote, we had had a most seasonable and continuous 
fall of rain, the rivers were then full, and the fields flooded , what was wanted was sun- 
shine to enable the seed in the seed-beds to germinate, and the ploughing for the winter 
crop to be pushed on , warm sun was also required to bring the bhadoi towards maturity. 
Such weather have we enjoyed dunng the past fortnight ; wo have had four or five days of 
hot sun, now alternated by showers The weather has been all that could be desired, and 
the prospects for the future are most encouraging The earliest species of bhadoi are being 
reaped, more is in flower, and will be cut m another twenty days, and as as a whole, the early 
rice ciop will, we may confidently expert, be most successful at least twice the usual area 
has been sown with this crop, and the yield will be above the average Besides early bhadoi, 
raurwa and other grams are here and there dropping into the market, in small quantities, 
it is true, but still their appearance, m a small way, tends towards reducing prices, and 
keeping up the food-supply. The cutting of jute has been commenced, and new jute is 
already m the market , the crop is a very fair one, and towards the north, where the 
cultivation is pretty extensive, will go far towards supplying the ryots with the means to 
purchase food Sugarcane is everywhere looking remarkably well, and promises a good 
outturn. As regards the great staple of the district — winter rice— -the prospects so far are 
most encouraging The greater portion of the winter nee is “ ropa,” or transplanted , the 
so wing of the seed m the nurseries has been completed , and the plants may be seen round 
the ryots* houses in various stages of development, in some just showing above ground, 
m others several inches high. The broadcast sowings, which arc made oil lower lands, 
were completed some lime ago The rain of a fortnight ago flooded the country most 
completely, and enabled the villagers to push on with their ploughing and other preparations 
for transplanting , in many places rice has already been transplanted, and I have seen a 
good deal of it in a most thriving condition. The transplanting season lasts, properly, 
till the 1st of September, but plants can be put out till the end of Bhudro, corresponding 
with the 8th or 10th of September, it will be observed, therefore, that agricultural 
operations are for the season well forward, and if the seasonable weather we have had 
continues, all operations as regards the winter crop will be completed before the 1st 
September. A larger area than usual of this crop will not, peril aps, be cultivated this 
year, because the ryots have sown such an unusual breadth of bhadoi, that they have 
taken up some lands generally devoted to hemanta or winter rice, and in so doing 
have acted wisely, securing a larger amount of the early gram, which is wanted for 
home consumption instead of a later crop, which is to some extent grown for exportation. 
We aic almost certain of an unusually large return of bhadoi, and of a good crop of 
jute, while fiom tic seasonable weather and the advances and promising state of the 
cultivation thuo are good hopes for the wmtci nee This promising st.ite,of the country, 
com! med with the presence of Government stocks, has induced a fall m prn-es, and country 
gram can be purchased at many places at fiom 11 to 12 seers per rupee, the supply, 
howefci, is everywhere reported to be scanty Towards the north, the sale of Government 
gram has, to a certain cv tent, cased the inaiket, but prices ^tili rule very hi Ji m Thakoorgaon, 
ranging from b to 10 seers po rupee As noted in a prevous narr ttive, distress was 
not expected in this quarter , the demand for rice, however, is now undoubtedly great, — 
a want we ate striving to supply I visited this part if the district myscl p a few days ago, and 
witnessed the eagirness o* the people to buy Owing to heavy rain, supplies had not come 
for a day or two, aud when I went there w.s a crowd of some th ity paikars round 
the gola at Thakcorgaon, who hod been there a couple of days, waiting to carry off 
supplies for different liAts. As soon as news came that the carts were at the gh&t half 
a mile off, away weut the paikars and returned with the carts, as many as could, with 
their hands on particular bags, which they claimed a right to buy. The want m this 
paitof the country is of gram, the stocks having been sold out. Of actual distress 
there is not much, for most of tbe ryots realized good profits by sale of rice, though 
of course high prices tell on all who have no land, or who were unfortunate in not reaping 
a fun harvest. That relief operations — by which I mean sale of Government grain, as well 
as charitable relief — were started only just in time, is testified to by Dr. Gregg, who lately 
made a tour through Becrgunge and Thakoorgaon as well as other parts of the district. 
He reports that v lnlc he found no signs of emaciation or distress in those parts of the district 
where there was a failure of the crop, he did remark some cases to the north ; relief, he 

observed, had bren afforded, but there were signs of privation having been gone through, 
before relief operations were opened. 
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B. — Relief Works. 

• 

Work on the roads has not been entirely closed, for it has been found impossible to 
get rid of all our coolies, even of all the able-bodied. The gratuity of gram for fifteen days 1 
supply, has in very few instances been given, for it was found that the coolies were only 
too glad of an opportunity of returning to their own employments, and it seemed quite 
useless to give a coolie fifteen days' supply of food, when he was unlikely to get work else- 
where , it seemed better to reduce him to subsistence allowance, exacting m return a fair 
day's work. By advancing gram gratuitously to all our coolies indiscriminately, we would 
indirectly have interfered with the market for agricultural labor, for as long as the gratuity 
lasted, the recipients of our bounty would not have sought work, but have preferred eating 
the bread of idleness at home As it is, with their pay reduced to six pice per day, any 
coolies that remain on our hands have every inducement to look for employment elsewhere, 
and in fact the greater portion have provided for themselves. Nor do those coolies who 
remain draw subsistence allowance for doing nothing, otherwise their employment m light 
labor gangs might have atti actions The gangs are employed m turfing, filling m breaches, 
and iu 'some places completing lengths of ro id where the land is high enough to adroit 
of operations being continued , all such work is done by the piece — a certain length of 
turfing so much, and so on The busiest agricultural se.isou is now coming on, but even 
then I do not exp<ct the labor market to absorb all our coolies, m soma circles 
they will go, m others not, a good deal depending on the locality Again, the 
weather will, to a certain extent, determine the demand , if we have a spell of dry weather 
now, and fall of ram only just before, it is too late to transplant , the work to be done 
beiug compressed into a shorter space of tune, there will be a greater demand, than if 
transplanting can bo carried on regularly, from now to the cud of the first week m 
September. Under any circurastaucc, however, we maj expect all our coolies m Patiram, 
Porsha, Patmtola, and Tamboolce, to be absorbed, when work in the fields cannot be 
found for all, m Bmdoil, Jlanccsonkoil, and Bochagunge Iu the former thanas there 
are fewer laborers as compared with cultivation, and there are many better class agn- 
cultuuats, who employ labour, in the latter, there are fewer well-to-do ryots, and more 
persons who live either eutirelj, or partly, by labor Agneultural lab»r is paid form 
this district partly m money, paitlv m food; a laborer getting his three or four annas, 
and his lood twice a day With nee so scarce and dear, many ryots who have hitherto 
employed field hands, do with le-s help, supplementing the deficiency by tlioir own personal 
efforts It happens, therefore, that tins year there is not the same demand for agricul- 
tural labor as usual. Every year the agricultural market m Patmtola and Porsha is 
supplied by laborers from Bmdoil and Raucesonkoil, who may be seen dll July going through 
the station m troops find work down south in transplanting the lice, and afterwards in 
cutting it This year smaller mirnbeis of laborers have passed through, as it is understood 
that there is no demand for their servn es , kt their own villages there is even ltss held for 
their employment ; the consequence is that in Bmdoil and one or two of the neighbouring 
circles men arc only too«glad to get work at 6 pice per day I may add that laborers are 
now paid for field-work from Rs 2-8 to Ks 8-8 per month, with their food twice a day given 
them , it is evident, therefore, that none ctfrae to us who can obtain employment elsewhere To 
prevent all chance, however, of mistake, the circle officers of Patiram, Patmtola, &c., have been 
directed to enquire particularly whether there arc any complaints of lack of labor , if there are, 
men will be sent down from other circles, their travelling expenses being allowed them as 
chanty. The supply of Government grain in the market, but more especially the system of 
grauting advances of gram, has done much to enable the labor maikct to absorb our coolies. 
Laborers expect part of their wages, in the shape of food, and many ryots who rcquiicd help 
to till their lands, were m difliiulties as to the necessary supply of rice, without which they 
could not engage laborers ; advances of gram could not be obtained from mrthajuns, the 
stocks being much exhausted, while money to purchase was not always available and could 
not at one time be raised To such men advances of Government gram were a gnat boon, 
and these advances have, i am convinced, done much in enabling our coolies readily to obtain 
work. 


0.— 1 Transport. 

The demand for nee still continues at Becrguuge and Thakoorgaon , the former is now 
being supplied from Patiram and Patmtola by boat up the Atrai, while tin* latter is being 
siiDolied by cart from Ranecsoukoil and Hurrcepore As our stores at the station are 
besiumutr to run short, I am getting up 10,000 mjmnds from Porsha, aud the suiplus from 
Tamboolec. Out of the 60,000 mauiuls to be scut to I'urueah, 33,000 have gone from 
Raieunee, and 20,000 are to go from Choorarnon, part only of the latter lias yet gone. It 
was intruded that 40,000 should have gone from ltaiguugc, but I do not think more thau 
33,000 can be spared 


J ). — Si OR ag* . 

Out of our total allotment, some 70,00,000 mauiids have already been disposed of, and 
the balance distributed over a number of golas, shows no laige stock in any one place. 
Rice has not alwavs, as it has turned out, been stored exactly whcie u was wanted, but sites 
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expect the price of gram by the first week m September to fall as low as 20 or 22 seers per 
rupee I anticipated this myself, for although the villagers will only sell their surplus, 
reserving enough for their owu eating, the market is certain to be glutted with grain, as soon 
as it ripens, as every one will try and be the first to secure a sale, before prices fall ; demands 
on account of rent and for debts, too, have to be satisfied, and this will increase the amount 
thrown on the market Altogether we may expect grain to be very cheap during September, 
and perhaps October, though as Government stores will then consist of country rice only, 
some persons may yet purchase from us, new bhadoi being uu wholesome as food. The 
exact selling price ol rice at this period it is difficult to pi edict, but it is not likely to be 
above 20 seers per rupee During November, tbe first rush being over, it is quite possible 
prices may rise again, but the prospects of the winter crop, whether for good or bad, will 
then be a certainty, and if good, no slight rise in puces can do any harm , for with a good 
harvest in prospect, money can always be raided Our stocks are sufficient to last us 
till the bhadoi comes in, and after that, if the weather continues favorable, I do not 
consider there is any cause foi anxiety, though 1 am bound to add that the Relief Commis- 
sioner does not altogether share in this hopeful vuw of the case 

E — Advances, 

I subjoin the remarks by the district relief officer on this head — 

€t During the p»st fortnight, as was expected, there was a great falling off m the amount 
given out in advances In fact, trim mcjsuic has almost been completed in all the districts, 
except in the extreme noithand m Pat ni tola, Patnam, and Gungara npore circles, where only 
a portion of the amount allowed for a particular v lllage was in the first instance given out to 
tbe applicants This course was adopted with a view to prevent waste In Ileerguuge, 
Thakooigaou, and ltaneesonkoil cucles there is still a considerable demand for advances, but 
the supply of grain in those circles has n- 1 been sufficient after providing for the consumption 
on relief works and charitable relief, and the heavy demand for sales to the public to afford a 
surplus for advances The want of advances m Beergunge direellv affects the pauper rolls, 
as is plainly shown below In these thiee circles, and in tho*e where a second instalment 
remains to be given out, wc may expect a fuithcr expenditure of 40,000 maunds

“ Dining the past fortnight, since it has become known to the public that the advances 
were to be considered as given on such iavorablc teims both as to the late and the periods 
at which the advances were to be repaid, something like a rush has been made by the 
villagers to get larger quantities than had been first determined on as sufficient to meet their 
legitimate requirements Onlv in verv few cases has it been found on enqmrv advisable 
to give further aid only m casts when* the first estimates were palpablv inadequate. Like- 
wise, in tbe cases of new applications, pai ticular care has been taken m sifting tlic applications , 
indeed, thty have nearly all been rejected, and the zemindars of this district cannot possibly 
say that advances have been unnecessarily given to then ryots It seems certain that without 
the advance# a considerable portion of the country would have been left uncultivated, and 
many thousand# of ryots, with their families, would have been now on our pauper rolls 
Reports have been received from tw » circles to the effect that the zemindars have already 
begun to attach the standing crops of their ryots for rent, so as to forestall Govei ament 
m recovering the advances given Much work remains to be done m altering the agreements 
first filed, and adjusting the amounts, and time of payment of the instalments to meet tbe 
more liberal orders iccently received, also in shaping the agreements to meet the icquire- 
ments of the Registration Act." 

Regarding what Mr. Nicholls has noted about advances not having been given in 
Ilauccsonkoil and Thakoorgaon, 1 may remark that advances to a certain extent have been 
Given in the former circle , m the hitter theie is very little demand for advances ; the ryots 
nave means and feel they do not requite help in that shape the applications m Thakoorgaon, 
only count fiotn the western portiou of the thana, where there was a failure of the crop. 
It is worthy of remark that where the ryots are not badly off, they have abstained from 
applying for advances, not because they were refused, but because they did not like to incur 
unnccessaty debt 1 would call attention to tbe remarks, anent the conduct of the zemindars, 
who arc showing less and h*ss inclination to help their ryots m this pinch. I need not 
repeat what 1 wrote iu my last narrative, but I would again press on Government the necessity 
of making the recovery of the money due for these adVauces a matter within the jurisdiction 
of the Collector, thus doing away with the necessity for registration, a measuie which cannot 
be enforced* 
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for our golas having purposely been selected, m many places on the banks of rivers, gram 
has been moved about without any trouble ; distribution also being much expedited by our 
system of selling through the local paikars or dealers If we continue to en]oy favorable 
weather, the Government stocks will suffice for all our requreraents, though there will not 
be much left on our hands, when we close our operations Now that wc arc almost sure of 
a very good crop of bhadoi, calculations as to the outturn tend to show that wc may 

F. — Charitable Relief. 

I subjoin the remarks by the district relief officer I regret that severe illness has 
prevented his completing his report by descubing m full the organization for charitable relief 

“ At the end of the last fortnight there were in round numbers 82,500 people in receipt 
of charitable relief This included a great number oi people, who had previously been 
employed on relief works, uuable to find employment elsewhere, or who were kept on to 
finish some particular work 

“ It will be seen from the subjoined statement that in the first week of this fortnight 
the number ran up to 1, Id, GOO while in the latter week it again fell to 84,870. 

14 >ome of the circles show very great changes, while others have, during the previous 
five weeks vaned but slightly Circles in winch Europeans are the relief officers, are 
decidedly in the latter class, and so far as I understand, the figures shown by some circle 
officers aie greatly at vauunce with the supposed status and requirements of their people 

Phulb&ree shows— 

• First week 1,382, second week 5,117, third week 7,334, fourth week 5,300 

Habra is adjacent to these two circles, but shows 1,306, 1,463, 2,265, 2,410, 911, 
as its numbers duting the past five weeks 

In Patiram, 2,038, 2,209, 2,327, 4,348, 2,582. 

In the sudder circle, 3.001, 3,210, 5,261, 5,247, besides about 200 mamtaiued by a 
zemindar.

“ Probably the excessive numbers m Beergunge are owing to the later penod, at which 
operations were commenced In the early month signs of distress were not observable, but 
by the time that r» lief uKMsutes had to betaken in hand, the condition of the people w is 
more reduced than in the southern circles. When opuritions were begun m them again, the 
1st July overtook tfic relief officer with several valuable ro.wls incomplete, and lie naturally 
allowed" people to stay till he could consider them safe against expected floods 

“ To this wu4 be added the difficulty of supplying the golas m this circle with gram, 
especially after the first fall of ram. Owing to this advances could not be given out m any 
quantity large enough to lighten the pauper rolls 

“ Bochagunge also is, to a lesser degree, affected by the same causes The work-peopio 
on the roads were particularly wanted at that time The dec lease in this circle from 1 1,201 
to 8,538 would be satisfactory , but the real decrease is still greater, for some 750 out of this 
8 533 are shown only, as they happened to have some arrears of pjy due to tnem, which they 
received duting this week, 

“ The numbers in Ooorgaporo have alwai s stood ljigh The relief officer (Mr Pollen) 
has satisfied himself that but verv few of these people can find any employment near their 
homes and they are willing to work, or at least to attend on our light labor works for one 
aeer of nee a day. He complains, indeed, of their excessive id leucss, but considering the good 
pay given to agricultural laborers throughout this and adjacent circles in comparison with 
the small subsistence allowance now given by Government, it seems that their laziness must 
far surpass that of all other Bengalis, or that it is certain that there is no pri\ate employment 
available for them 

“The adjoining circles of Bindoil and Hiooramon have 3,348 and 8,186 paupers 
respectively Enquiries are now being made to find out wlutber there is anv demand for 
laborers in the souih, with a xiew to sending off the adult male paupers from the north. 
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“I regiet that severe fever preveuts my describing to-day in detail the organization of 
charitable relief, and the system ot advances as carried out.”

I have the houor to forward my narrative for the foitmght ending the 21th instant. 

A — Staie op ih* country. 

During the past fortnight the wrather has been most favourable for the crops During 
the fust week th«ne was a good deal of rain, then came three or four days pf hot steamy 
weather ; this has been followed by showery days, Tae Muhanunaa has gone down about 
1 J feet, so that the loss of bhadoi by submersion will, I hope, not be veiy great In Shibgunye 
the cncle officer leports that the loss from the ns * of the Pegla river will he ^ths, but this 
loss will be counterbalanced by an equal propoitioa having been sown tins year in excess ot 
ordinary yeais, and since there has been no further ru-c m/ the river foi the last few days and 
the crop on the higher land promises very well, even now the outturn may oxceed that of 
ordinary years. In Nawabguuge the bhadoi is very forward, some of that vvnich was sown 
eaily is being reaped and nearly the whole of the remainder is in ear 

In Gomastapore cncle about one fourth of the bhudoi ciop has been destroyed by the 
rising of the river, but the remainder of the crop is very good 

The piospect of the hymunti crop is so far good. The cultivators have, as I anticipated, 
managed to get seed without Government furnishing them with the means, and cultivation 
m going on briskly throughout the whole of the Bliurind* In the west part of the district a 
good deal of Indian corn bus been sown and is now coming into car, and will he cut dui mg 
the next fortnight. This crop is a veiy good one. 
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The import of rice at headquarters during the past foitnight was 8,030 maunds, and of 
paddv 630 maunds. During the last few days the prioe of nee has gone up slightly at 
headquaiter8 ; at Rohunpour it is now the same as it was last fortnight, but it rose 
slightly at the beginning of that period At Nawabgunge it is now 14$ seers for the 
rupee, and the circle officer reports that the supplv is well maintained by imports from 
the eastern districts The Shibgunge ciicle officer gives tbo same report for bis 
circle. So that the timo has now come when relief: operations may be contracted. A> 
beginning has bten made by closing two centres in Shibgunge circle, two m Nawabgunge, and 
two in Chanchal The Shibgunge circles will be amalgamated withthe sudder circle on the 1st 
proximo, the whole being pub under charge of Mr. Livesay. This arrangement has received 
the approval of the relief commissioner 

The Gazi’le circle has been united with the Maldah under Baboo Hem Chunder Kerr,, 
who Bii\b that he will be able to close the Maldah centre about the middle of next month. 
I have "ordered those centres to be closed where the daily average number of persons relieved' 
is less than 20 The pauper being presented with a month's supply of rice, te , 20 seers I 
have ordered each circle officer to personallv superintend the distribution of this dole, and 
to have proper registers kept of the names, &c , of the recipients. 

In Chanchal little or no bhadhoi has been cut,, but the crop is looking excellent, 
and will be fit to cut in nine or 10 days.

I have the honor to submit herewith my narrative for the fortnight endiug 25th instant. 
The Nattore narrative has not yet been received. 

A.— State op the Country. 

The supply m all markets has been sufficient , rice was imported from the eastern 
districts almost daily during the fortnight at the several markets on the Ganges. There 
has been little or no alteration m prices They arc still higher m parts of Tannore and Manda 
than elsewhere Mr Mamsty reports that, in his sub-division, mahajuns have brought nee from 
Brantt all to tho local markets the price beibg about 20 per cent, higher than at Beauleah. 
The state of the ciops is still satisfactory, though not m all parts quite so good as it was 
previously The weather has been clear, and the ryots, who at first complained of excessive 
ram, are now anxious for more Only 2 64 inches were registered in Beauleah, but the fall 
lias been greater in Nattore and m Tannore. In the Suddcr sub-division, especially m the 
southern portion of it, the aous or autumn rice is m excellent condition, and comparatively 
forward , in the north of the sub-divisum it is less forward, and, before the last rain, was 
beginning to show the effects of too much sun, and want oi ram In parts of Nattore 
some aous has already been cut. A u bund," put up by the cultivators across the Nundan- 
gatchce klial, luis saved a large area of aous cultivation from floods. The river is now falling, 
and there is no longer any reason to fear that any of the aous crop will be submerged. The 
amun promise's to be a good crop Mr Manisty says that m parts of his sub-division the 
aous has su Acred from want of weeding, the ryots not having been able to afford to pay 
for that operation. Maize is growing well m the Godagaree Bhurmd. A large and important 
silk bund is now about commencing, the bright weather has been very favorable for this , 
and if it progress favouiably, a great deal of distress will be alleviated 

The condition of the people generally is undoubtedly worse in many places than it 
has been hitherto. The numbers of persons flocking to the poor-houses ready to work 
have considerably increased This is especially the case in the middle of the district, viz , 
in the cast ot Tannore, m the north of Beauleah, and Pootcah, and in Bagmarah. I have 
visited several poor-houses m that part of the district, and have satisfied myself that distress 
is more severe than it was a fortnight ago, and I can safely assert, that, had it not been for the 
relief afioided, there would have been many deaths from starvation. liiave seen several persons 
so emaciated and pulled down that they could hardly walk. At Burgutchee there was a large 
number of boys and girls collecting kunkei , and getting daily relief under the personal superin- 
tendence of Mr \\ ilcox , these had all suffered from want of food, being thin, and their 
bones showing m a way not natural They were, however, beginning to improve from the 
food supplied to.them From the large qu intity of cloth made by the weavers, dhoties have 
been supplied to those who were in rags It has been found necessary to burn the rags, as 
persons receiving new clothes were m the habit of coining again in rags and ot lending their 
rags to otheis to appear in This last plan was proved, for, when the rags produced by one 
woman were being placed m the fire, another rushed out of the crowd and claimed the rags 
as belonging to her At Kkoorshadanga the number of persons relieved has far exceeded 
that at any other poor-house In fact, the numbers reported have been so great that I have 
deputed Mr Hawkcs with a superintendent to make enquiries From what I have learnt 
it would appear that the sub-committee at that place have been giving relief indiscriminately, 
so that they have attracted many who live nearci to ether poor-houses, and who would pro- 
bably have been reluscd relief elsewhere, not hung proper objects Jor charity At Panna- 
nugger factory, not far from Khooshadauga, Mr. Walton, who has afforded relief to a large 
number, reports most favourably on the silk and rice prospects, and believes that the numbers 
of applicants for relief will rapidly fall off 

No authenticated deaths from starvation have been reported, though one case appeared 
at first sight to have been caused solely by want ol food It was ascertained, however, that 
the d< ceased was a very old woman, and though undoubtedly emaciated had received nee 
regularly at Burgutchee Shortly before her death she was returning alono from the poor- 
house, and heavy rain coming on, she slipped and fell and remained exposed to the cold and 
wet for hours till her son fetched her home H*»r son was in good condition, her grand- 
children living in lior house were plump , and they had two cows m the house ; two other 
members of the same family had received cotton from Phooroil poor-house and rice in 
exchange for the thread they spuu Fiftcon cases of grain-theft and numerous eases of theft 
of jack fruit have occurred. 1 have no doubt that distress from want of food has been 
the cause

It would be of the greatest 
importance with a barge to convey nee from one golah to another as the supplies run short.

Fortnightly Narrative ending the 27th July 1874 
A — State of the Country. 

During the last fortnight the state of the country has become considerably worse; the 
expected bumper crop of aous can no longer be looked for , a great portion of the country has been 
flooded by tbe very unusual and rapid floods, especially towards the ea<?t and m thq low lands. 
The aous, too, m the high lands have been slightly injured by want of ram. During the last 
few days, however, the rivers have greatly subsided and are still subsiding, and about 12 annas 
crops may be now expected. The amun crop, for which some fears were entertained in conse- 
quence of the floods, is doing fairly well. Prices of food-grams have been slightly affected by 
the above circumstances, but I trust that this slight rise is only temporary. The health of the 
people is on the whole good ; some cases of fever have occurred, but such is usual about this 
time of the year.

Thirteenth Fortnightly Narrative of Scarcity and Relief m Serajgunge Sub-dmmn from Wi to 
• # * 22nd July 

A — State or the Country 

The immediate piessuie of distress on tho body <>t the cultivating classes has been, for a 
time, removed duung the present fortnight by the cutting of the aous crop, tho harvest of which 
is half completed. Rice, however, continues to be impoited both by steamer and by country 
boat The aous crop would have been a 14-anna one if it had not been foi the flood, which 1 
reported m my last narrative. This inundation is higher than any which ever occurred at this 
season, and within 10 inches of the flood of September 1870 The amount of damage done by 
it in ft) egunge has been inconsiderable, but in the pt her thiee thana* it seems to have been 
very destructive. About 6 annas of the aous crop has been thus destroyed in Ullapara and 
Serajgungo, and about 3 or 4 annas in Sliazadpore Tins would leave a crop of something 
over 10 annas, enough to carry us on until the amun was reaped , but unfortunately the 
yield is most # uuequally distributed. The highlands have benefited l»> the flood, while on the 
churs and in the beels the loss has been nearly complete. 

The gradual fall in prices which had been going on until tin flood has been checked, and 
has been followed by a moderate rise, as will be seen from the following figures —

giving assistance in the flooded tracts. Of the total number 400 were relieved, on the daily 
average, at unnochatias lbr the distribution of cooked food. The others, 4,C38, are assisted 
on the village system, receiving bi-monthly doles of uncooked grain. They are classified as [a) 
persons receiving gratuitous relief as paupers, (t>) persons doing light work, and (r) respectable 
persons to whom the rice is given as a loan to be repaid. 2,962 belong to the first class, 
1,292 to the second, and 384 to the third.

t hr uiltivatois aie assisted by mahajuns, and in this year the mahqjuns are either unable or 
i n willing to hi j lp the ryots with loans , the latter have no other alternative than to ask for 
Government aid 99 This is being fieely given. In Mahigunge the people at first refused 
advances, even thousrh they alone vn the district had a bad aous crop They saw large stores 
ot nee, and thought that by holding out foi a while they would get it cheaper; but ob soon 
a-. I began to transport the stocks to Kungpore foi sale, the ryots oame forward, and are eager 
for the advances which will enable them to make up for the deficiency of their early crop. In 
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the smaller divisions also— Knmargunge (whose advanoes are drawn from Kungpore gola), 
Sondergnnge, and Sadallapore — advances are being given. In Sadullapore the ryots are carefnl 
not to take more than they need. In one case a cultivator with a largo family applied for an 
advance of grain to last for a week only, urging that his own rice crop would he ready at the 
expiration of that time. In a few cases advances have beeu taken, and the rice sold in the 
market to get money for seed, but most of the ryots have saved some 6eed, or got money to 
purchase it in other ways. 

F. — Charitable Belief. 

( Prepared by the District Relief Officer .) 

Fifteen Government food-relief centres and eight private food-relief oentres were closed 
from the beginning ot the fortnight under notice. Distress was reported umong tho laboring 
poor of Dimla, and a special inquiry in that neighbourhood led to tho opening of Government 
food-relief centres at Dimla and Jaldhaka for the benefit of tbe pauper classes there in addition 
to the road work reoently provided as a relief measure in that pait of tho district There are 
now nineteen Government food-relief oentres and one private food-relief centre of Maharam 
Sornomahi’s at Naldanga. This last has just been closed Baboo Bamom Mohun Ray, Chow, 
dhry, zemindar of Tushbhandar, has reported to the Magistrate that there is now no distress 
in this part of the district, aud the price of rice has fallen considerably, and his distnbution 
of noe to the poor has been discontinued From the 12th Apul to July 15th, during which 
time rice was given, 41,155 people were relieved by the distribution of 510 maunris ot rice at 
Tushbhandar. 

The recipients of charitable relief under all heads have fallen from 82,777, as shown m the 
last return, to 16,154. 

In Sadallapore there has been an increase of numbers charitably relieved, as m closing 
the operations tbe relief officer has relaxed the former stringency of the rules, and is dealing 
liberally with applicants for assistance Clothing has been given to 536 persons, and donations 
to tbe extent of about 400 maunds of riee have been made among the poor ryots and laborers 
of that circle. Sufficient grain for subsistence for a reasonable time, according to ciruuinstances, 
has been advanced to all those who have been dependent upon reluf works or oiganised food- 
relief, and clothing has also been given where it seemed expedient. Provision is everywhere, 
as far as possible, being made for tbe wants of those who have hitherto become dependent on 
organised relief, and for any others who can show that they are deserving of charitable 
assistance.

I jiave the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative of scarcity and relief operations 
which is now due. 

Condition op tiie Country and People 

2. Ever since I came to this district it has been my good iortune to be able to report 
to the Government, fortnight after fortnight, that the state of the country was getting better 
and better, that the condition of the people was improving; that iho lainfall had been 
propitious , that the season was favorable , that the growing crops weie all that could be 
desired ; that all the bazars were well supplied with food-grains , and that the price of rice was 
steadily falling everywhere This fortnight has been no exception to the favorable aspect which 
has characterized its predecessors The singularly seasonable nature of the weather has continued. 
As in previous fortnights the jam fell just when it was wanted, so in this one we have had a 
most propitious sunshine, which has conferred great benefits upon the country by ripening the 
ttoub, and permitting the people to hurry on the transplanting of the amun crop. Very great 
progress has been made with the latter operation. The seed time and the transplanting time 
have been alike favorable Everywhere the ryots may be seen in their fields from morning to 
night, aud the surface of the country is getting gradually covered with plantations of 
amun rice 

3. A considerable tract in the south-east of this district towards Dhunat, Madbupore, 
and Shaiiakandi, was inundated by the overflowing of the large rivets which intersect that 
region The damage winch this mundat on would have caused was very materially lessened 
by the fact that before it happened much ot the aous had become ripe and the ryots had cut 
it. Some ot the aous was spoiled, and the plautiug of the amun will be retarded. That much 
general injury has not been inflicted, is clear from the fact that clean rice is selling m that 
part of the country now .it 18 pucka seers the rupee. There have, however, been cases of 
individual hardship, where ryots, who had been impoverished by the previous scarcity, lost all 
their crops These men were relieved by loans of Government gram 

4 The fall of prices which has characterized all previous fortnights since the 1st of June 

has also been a prominent feature in this one. 
In the margin 1 give figures contrasting the 
puces which prevailed during the fortnight ending 
1st June with those which obtain now. The 
figures speak fgr themselves, and show a very 
marked impiovement in the food-supply o( the 
country. The cutting of the aous is just beginning, 
and the earlier species of that rice have already 
appeared in the mnikets. The greater part of this 
crop is still uncut, but is tapidly approaching 
maturity. When this, too, gets into the market, 
the prices of lood will fall lower still. I should 
not be surprised it they fell to 20 pucca seers in 

the rupee, which also is the opinion of very intelligent mahajuns 

5 It has been a very marked feature in the bazars for some weeks past that large 
quantities of old rice, the produce of the last amun crop, arc being offered for sale These are 
the stores which the better classes of people were holding tor use m the % event of the aous 
failing and the scarcity continuing. Mahajuns also, who had been holding on for higher rates, 
hare been getting alarmed before the prospect of perpetually falling prices, and are now, and 
have for some weeks been placing their stocks of old rice m the markets. 

6. In connexion with this it may not be out of place to remark here that m ordinary 
years Bogra is a rice-exporting district, and that as much as three-eighths of its amun harvest 
are usually cairied out of it and expended elsewhere. 

Relief Works. 

7. In my last fortnightly narrative I pointed out that for some time past these works had 
m this district been gradually conti acted with a view to shutting them up speedily ; that 
certain of them had been shut up altogether, and that a process of weeding out and discharge 
mg inefficient laborers had been persistently but cautiously pursued. Our numbers, which 
stood at a daily average of 87,147 as reported m my fortnightly narrative of tbe 1st June, had 
been gradually diminished by these means till they stood at the daily average of 10,371 on the 
6th July — (Sec appendix E of rny last fortnightly narrative.) During the whole of this 
period the works were managed with the smallest possible expenditure of cash I introduced 
grain payments with all the despatch I could, and for weeks past tbe laborers have been paid 
in this waj I added m tho last narrative that preparations had been matured for closing the 
\\ orkh altogether. 

8 These pieparations have, during this fortnight, been carried into complete effect, and 
I am now m a position to report) that every relief work under tbe executive engineer has 
been finally closed ^ 

*) There can be no doubt that the 10,371 people who were still upon these worki on the 
6th ot this month belonged to the most destitute classes— to those classes who had been 
♦impoverished m the greatest degree by the scarcity and the great dearness of provisions

which has prevailed how for many months. The whole of them were living from hand-to- 
mouth. Among other grounds which 1 had for concluding that these people were in most 
abject circumstances, I may mention that, when I was closing works in previous fortnights, troops 
of them who were turned off came into Bogra and assured me that their destitution was 
very complete, and that if they were turned off the works, they did not know how they could 
obtain a livelihood. 

10. Being well aware of tho great auxiety of the G ivernnunt that all destitute persons 

should be relieved, and that the local officers should be most careful to see that no one m their « 

districts should perish from starvation, I was naturally solicitous that, in shutting up relief 
works by which tens of thousinds bad been supported Tol many mont.is, everything should 

bo done towards securing that this veiy delicate measure should be earned out with the least 
possible danger to the lives of those who were affected by it. large numbers of aged men 
and women were among our laborers There was nothing before me to show that they had 
not been forced upon the relief roads by dire necessity. Altogether it seemed to me to be a 
dangerous thing to turn these abject people aduft in the middle of the rainy season 
without giving them some provision sufficient to support them till tbey could procure 
other means of livelihood I therefore proposed to give them, on their dismissal from our 
works, a full supply of food for one month on a liberal calculation. Tne Belief Com- 
missioner, being anxious that nothing should be lefc undone to ensure their safety, thought 
they might get up to a three months* supply, aud wioto to me accordingly. 

11. I did not interpret this ordei to mean that m all cases tins very liberal supply was 
to be given, but I supposed that this was a maximum which the most dcseivmg cases would 
be permitted to reach. I therefore, on the 13th instant, issued the following instructions to 
relief officers on the subject of the subsistence allowance to be given to dismissed laborers — 

“ Regarding the Relief Commissioner’s order or suggestion that au allowance of gram for 
three months should be given to each laboier ’turned off the roads, I beg that you will 
work it with some discrimination. I should think that, as a general rule, a two months* 
supply should be the maximum given. Plainly there are cases where more grain 
should be given than m others You may have destitute people who may have been 
working on your roads for months, and you may have others who may have been working 
for only a day or two To the formei a two mouths’ supply might be given, and to the latter 
a smaller quantity 

“ I beg that you will on no account empty your golas by a too lavish distribution of 
grain to the laborers who are being turned off the roads ** 

12 I have every reason to believe that the*e instructions have been very carefully followed. 

IS. In order to lessen as much as possible the strain upon our interior golas, and limit 
the expenditure in this way of gram for the transport of which a heavy cost had been incurred, 

I directed that m all practicable cases the people should be sent into Bogra, where they could 
get their rice, and whence they would themselves carry it to their homes This has been done. 

From the 16th up to the 2J.st instant nolens thin 11,16*3 people who had been turned off 
came into Bogra and got their subsistence allowance of gram. They carried away 8,935 
maunds, being an average of ab:>ut3.i seers a head, or a very hbeial supply ol food tpr one 
month or six weeks. All the laborers have not yet reocived their gram, and some expenditure 
under this head will therefore appear m my next fortnightly uariative 

13. These gram payments were made on a simple system of printed obeques (foil and 
counterfoil) whioh worked very smoothly, prevented anything like imposition, and has secured 
a very exact record of the whole transaction fur account purposes 

•• Transport and Storage of Government Grain. 

15. The great demands upon the golas, which have funned a very prominent feature 
of the fortnight, necessitated a considerable movement of gram during this foitmght. Many 
of the interior golas had become nearly empty, and it was necessary to fill thorn again 
partially , ^consequently 10,329 mautids wetc despatched from the central depot at B>gra 
into the interior, and I have called up from the Ohandanbusu reserve 20,000 maunds, m order 
to replenish the almost exhausted stoies at head-quarteis A good part of this latter quantity 
has already arrived. It is very necessary to keep the central depot at Bogra well supplied, for 
upon it nearly all the interior golas depend. The transport was mostly done by boats, which 
is much cheaper than overland by carts. 

16. Sales of Government Gram tj the Public, — The marginal statement will show the 

transactions under this head The sales to the 
public are higher this foil mg it than they have 
ever yet l>een, but tbey ate still veiy low. As I 
have repeatedly pointed out, it is impossible that 
with country nee selling at the rates which have 
pievailed in the bazar* for many we »ks past, we 
should sell Inge quantities oi Government graiu. 

The rates which 1 have quoted m paragraph 3 of 
tins narrative will hi sufficient to show that our 
gram must to a large extent be excluded from 
the local nqpkets, unless we cheapen it very 
considerably 

17 1 had the advantage of meeting tbo Relief 

Commissioner at Rile., near the northern boundary ol this district, on the 15th instant, and

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Conferred with him on the subject of sales of Government nee to the public. He agreed to 
the following instructions which I issued to all my circle officers on the 16th instant# viz.— 

fa). — “ Clean rice of all qualities to be sold to the public At 14 pucka seers the rupee, and 
mixea rice at 1 7 pucka seers, whether the sales are made from our golas direct or through bunnias. 

(6 ). — “ All rice with any, even a small quantity of paddy m it, is to be considered mixed, 
and sold at 17 pucka seers the rupee The old rule, whereby noe with less than two annas of 
paddy m it was considered dean, is cancelled. 

Mahajuns living at or near the gola will be allowed a profit of 3 seers in the 
rupee ; and mahajuns taking Government nco for sale at places m the interior, which are 
distant from the gola, will be allowed a profit of 5 seers in the rupee. This large profit is to 
compensate them for expenses of transit, wastage, and other charges. Mahajuns are to sell 
this grain to the public at the rates fixed in rule I.” 

18. As my sale figures come down only to about the 21st instant, the effect cf these 
rules upon the returns for this fortnight is probably not large, and could not be so. 

19. Although these concessions are very considerably greater than any I have yet been 
able to obtain, I am still of opinion that they are not sufficient The rule binding bunnias to 
sell clean rice at 14 seers, and mixed rice at 17 seers the rupee, will certainly limit our opera- 
tions in this direction very consideiably. Country rice is now in several places selling cheaper 
than this, and this fact will effectually exclude our gram from the markets. I therefore do 
not anticipate that oui sales to the public will increase. In fact, unless we cheapen still 
further, they will ecaso altogether soon in many places. I have duly represented these 
opinions to the Relief Commissioner. 

20. Rice Loans — These loans have been pro- 
secuted very actively during this fortnight, as 
the marginal figures will show. The closing 
•of all relief works has given them an impetus. 
The cultivates are devoting all their energies 
to their fields and the planting of the amim 
crop. This, too, has had its effect, for it has with- 
drawn numbers from extraneous remunerative 
labor The inundations in the south-east of the 
district stimulated loans m the Sherpore relief 
circle. 

21. Gratuitous relief \ and (he payment of a subsistence allowance to the people turned off from 
the roads . — The Relief Commissioner has directed that all the grain expended upon the chari- 
table allowance given to laboiers dismissed from relief works should he credited under thehead- 
mg of gratuitous relief , therefore the statistics of this grain expenditure find their place* here.

23. These figuies (for this fortnight) include not only those who have been gratuitously 
relieved in every way, but also all laborers who have been turned off relief works. The latter 
supply the majority of the figures in columns 4 and 5 for the relief circles of Bogra# 
Shibgnnge, and Khetlal I empowered the Shibgunge and Khetlal circle officers to give the 
dismissed laborers cheques ou their own golas, as these places are distant and somewhat 
difficult of access now. The principal portion, however, of this work, and of the gram 
expenditure connected with it, was done at Bogra 

24. Relief by Spinning and Weaving — Considerable numbers, chiefly women, continue to 

be relieved in this way, as will be seen from the 

marginal figures I think the time has now 
come when this form of relief also may be dis- 
continued, and the women thus emplojed be got 
rid of on terms somewhat similar to those granted 
to laborers on the roads. It is an expensive form 
of relief. The raw material has to be bought, 
and is somewhat costlj. The manufactured 
articles, chiefly cotton-thread, yarn, and jute 
twine, have hitherto remained on our hands. 
Payments, however, are made in grain only. 
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When the raw material at present in the hands of circle officers has been worked .up, I 
shall close this form of relief, ^ 

25. Village Visitation and Registration.— ~A\\ the circle officers have been sufficiently 
active during the fortnight. The condition of the country now does not seem to me to require 
anywhere the special treatment ot the group system of relief; I have therefore ordered that 
the services of all the group mohunrs should bo dispensed with. 

26. Annochatras . — The figures of relief by 
means of kitchens where cooked food is distributed 
are given in the margin. Three of the Sherporc 
annochatras arc conducted at the expense of private 
individuals. When the laborers came in vast 
crowds into Bogra from the roads, we re-opened 
the Bogra annochatra and gave them a meal there. 
During the fortnight two annochatras m the 
Panchbibi oircle were closed, 

27 Total Oram Expenditure . — I show below, fortnight by fortnight, the amount of gram 
which has been expended in relief operations m this district down to about the 21st lustant —

7 seers 12J ohittmks, having a balance ot 1,32,179 maumls btill available Ido not tlmik 
that the condition ot the district at present is such as requires the continued prosecution ot 
relief with the energy and activity which have prevailed during the last eight weeks The 
lelief officers think that all in their circles requiring leliet have received it* I fully expect 
that puces will ru.c again towards the end of September oi the beginning of October next, 
when the effect of the aous harvest will probably be disappeanng from the maikets. If the 
amun crop show an^ prospect of being seiioubly chfieient, this rise m prices will probably be 
very gieat. These aie contingencies which are worth taking into consideration, and it might 
be well to economize our present stocks in older to be able to meet them.

The r unfall has been more than copious, 18 inches during the fortnight, and the country 
has bt en Hooded in pai*s. Of the above quantity, 14 inches hpve fallen within the last week, and 
a mchc *- dmmg c no night (tint of the 8th). Damage has been done ui places, the crop** 
be m j diowntu, ana the Brahranpootcr has overflowed at Kallygunge and washed away some 
fields f lht same laige quantity of ram has not fallen generally , m badullapore and Peeigiuige 
tht) still want lain in older to plough tbs high lands. The ciop of aous is however assured, 
and the haivcst will be a brilliant one It will be reaped continuously till the end of August. 
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Sowing and transplanting of fttnan rice are being prosecuted with eagerness. The prospects 
of all other crops, jute, sugarcane, &e , are good. 

The improvement in the condition of the people continues. In Mahigunge, where dis- 
tress bad been widely extended even up till the date of last report, the relief officer finds it 
gradually disappearing, and there is aous in almost every hou^e. In Govnidgunge operations 
will shortly close all over the greater portion of the thana that lies east of the Kurotoya 
It is clear that no anxiety need be felt on behalf of the people here, as they have a supply of 
aous amply sufficient to last them beyond the time of the next amun har\est On the 
Kamdya side there will be need for help for some little time yet. Generally relief operations 
are coming to a close, and matters are reverting to their former footing. With a view 
to this winding up, I have lately addressed relief officers, directing them to deal liberally 
vfrith all recipients of charitable relief when discharging them, and to give them food 
supplies for some time, in order that there may be no distress caused to them in 
the transition from this public pool -law relief to their foimer means of livelihood. 
Provision will also be made for the poorer laborers who have worked steadily on the 
roadB to the last, and for all needy agriculturists During the height of the distress we had 
to work on somewhat strict rules m order to prevent abuse, but now at its close I oonsidered 
that we should best fulfil the oft-expressed wishes of the subscribers to the Charitable He 1 iff 
Fund by dealing liberally with the recipients of their bounty. All these out-goings, however, 
are in rice, as cash payments have been absolutely stopped in all eases, but if the late leeolutions 
of the Central Relief Committee, published m the last Gazette , that they will not pay for the 
Government rice expended, are to take effect, the poorer classes of this district will have the 
Government to thank instead of the charitable public for the assistance rendered to them. 

B. — Relief Works. 

Road works have now stopped I issued gcnoral orders to this effect on the 1st instant, 
and all works, with a few exceptions, were stopped on the 5th The exceptions aic — one toad in 
Mahigunge circle, which is a very useful one and lequues little more work to finish it, and a few 
roads under the Executive Engineer to the north of the district, where the ground m high and 
the people need employment foi some time longer All payments aie in grain A few bamboo 
bridges, half finished, I have allowed the officers to complete, as in many cases the roads 
Would be useless without them Thnty thousand gr^in tokens were leceived here a few days 
since, but they will not be ot any use.

C — Transport of Food. 

Nothing report 

D. — Storage of Government Grain. 


Except at Durwani, the sale of Government rice (o the public has almost come to a stop, 
owing to the sudden fall of prices. Oil the 2nd July the circular telegram was received 
directing the clearance of the rice stocks by affording a liberal margin to wholesale dealers, 
but the old retail rate of 12 seers pur rupee was still maintained. However, on the 4th, 
permission was obtained to lower the rate to 14 seers the rupee, but at even that rate theie 
are no retail purchasers, as the local rates are almost everywhere cheaper. Immediately on 
receipt of the Government orders I fixed veiy liberal lates for wholesale transactions, graduating 
up to 20 seers clean rice, and 30 seurq cargo, aoeoiding to distance that the ucc had to 
be transported and the quantity taken 1 anticipate that 1 shall be able to clear out the 
large Govindgungc balance, but the Mahigunge, Sundergunge, and Borobaree balances must 
be brought to head-quarters for disposal. I have made liberal allowances to induce tiaders 
to fetch the rice for sale at head-quarter markets, and foi zemindars and others to store in 
large quantities, but the heavy rain has for the piesent impeded operations, though I expect 
a good quantity will be taken up in that way, and the transport to head-quarters to that 
extent spared. 

The sales to the public during the fortnight have taken place either at Durwani itself or 
at Chillakhal in supply of traders from that circle. The fortnight commenced with a very 
brisk sale. On one day 700 maunds were sold. The demand has somewhat fallen since, but 
now that the new rates have been sanctioned there it will probably rise again. Traders, too, 
have brought rice from Chillakhal and sold it m evory market m the thana ; on one day 1,290 
maunds were thus taken. The heavy rams have interfered with this trade, but there is every 
prospect of its reviving, and a large demand from this quarter and also from Dimla thana 
taking place during the ensnuig fortnight.

I have found, since writing my last fortnightly report, that a good dealot misapprehension 
exists regarding the matter of advances m this district; the figures at the head of this have not 
hitherto been further explained, as no necessity for it was appaient. These show a total of 
Rs 1,78,550 taken m tins district from Government by zemindars and jotedars for helping 
then ryots dining the months of Much to Muj, and they may be taken roughl} as the equi- 
valent of 90,000 maunds of rue In addition to this the large zemindais have given liberally 
advances without taking any Government loans. The result oi this action is that the 
majority of the people have now 6ueh a bumper aous crop as has not been seen for years, and 
they do not need and will not take further Government advance. In Moiling, Peergunge, and 
Govindgunge, and m pai ts of Sodullapore alone, are found those khcor soils whore the aous is late % 
and scanty, and the people need help at this time Up to the date of last reporMll m need were 
piovided foi by load work, but lists had been under preparation, and during the present fort- 
night the hulk of the work of giving advances has been done. In the three principal divisions— 
Mo]nng, Peergunge, and Govindgunge — 13,729 mannds have been advanced up to date, and a 
commencement of the small amount lli it may be needed bus been made m Sndullapore In 
Mihigungo, wheie some of the aous rice was withered, some advances will be made where the 
people aie willing to take them, and in other divisions the relief officers have received clear 
mstiuctions to give libeially whatever required. Molnng # shows most advances, 7,595 maunds, 
but that circle contuns the largest quantity of the red lurid. Govindgunge shows a very small 
amount, 1,100 maundM only, hut here the tract of the khcor soil is comparatively small, with 
only a population of 12,000, though it has been grievously distressed. The relief officer thus 
explains his proceedings — 

“I have given my best attention to the subject of advances, and the statement appended 
shows the progress made The quantity advanced seems small, but it must be remembered that 
the people to the ea^t of the Kuiotoya, that is in nine-tenths of the thana, have nearly all 
reaped some aous, and do not need or ask for advances , on the Karadya side too the zemindars 
of Rabun pore, Uajahur, and Radha Govindn Roy of Diuagopore, and the Cooch Behar State, have 
all advanced to their tenants, so that the number of persons requiring advances is very small. 

“ 1 have made advances to ulmost every one who has applied. I find the people near 
Kumdja \ery unwilling to take more than they actually want In several instances they refused 
to take as miuh as l offered them, saying they would manage with less; they, most of them, 
owe two ) cars* rent, and are in debt to their mahajuns, so that they are naturally unwilling to 
burden themselves more than is actually necessary. Not the slightest fear need be entertained 
that the cultivation will he le<=s than usual, or that people have been or will be kept back from 
cultivation for want of udvances on the Kumdja side. Cultivation will not, I think, be more 
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than usual, as the people have been much pinched in getting* seed-grain ; it will be, I believe, 
fully np to the average, and in the rest of the thana will exceed the average.” 

The conditions of circular No. 8960, dated 18th June 1874, have been extended by the 
relief committee to this district, and T have, on the authority of Government telegram, received 
3rd July, fixed the rates for advances at 15 seers dhani rice, 18 seers cargo. In several eases 
it has been found that the people propose to pay back the whole of the advances m March next, 
and refuse to take the three instalments offered by the above circular, as they wish to get rul of 
some of the burden of debt which oppresses them on every side— to the Mahajuns, the zemindars, 
and now the State. 


F — Charitable Relief 

. Prepared by the District Officers . 

The numbers have fallen from 40,316, as shown in the last return, to 32,777. Two 
Government and seventeen private food-relief houses have been closed during the last 
fortnight The reduction of 7,569 people, will he found mostly under heads 4 and 5 — public 
and private food-relief, and head 7*— cotton relief 

The food-relief houses have been willingly left. Where those remaining were few, giam 
enough was given to last them till the next late rice harvest, so that needless establishments 
might bo got rid of, and the almost empty poor-houses closed. Where there were resident 
paupers, in no case as many as ten, those who have fi lends havo taken thorn home, or else 
they have been sent to the nearest poor-house still kept open The cook-food relief 
centre at Sunkamnri, some three miles from head-quarters, as a central poor-house, with Hindu 
and Mahomedan lodging-houses and a pauper hospital attached, will be available to the last 
for any transfers that have to he made as the out poor-houses are gradually abandoned and 
closed. 

The substitution of a present of grain for a present of monev, and tho shorter time given 
for spinning out the cotton, has checked the applications for this kind of relief. 

The numbers might have been still very considerably reduced, but great care is being 
token, so that relief may not he withheld until inquiry has satisfied the circle officei that 
assistance cannot really be required 

Under the grain advance system, by winch the relief operations are being brought to a 
close, when it is found that cultivators are unable to give security oi too poor to bo expected 
to pay back the price of the giam, an advance of grain is made to them gratuitously at tho 
charge of the cbaiitnblc relief fund. 

During tho past fortnight, much help towards present and future wants has in tins way 
been provided for the village-poor thiougb means of the charitable fund's allotment.

4. Tho figures noted m the margin will 
farther show the reductions winch ha've been 
made in the subordinate establishment under the 
Executive Engineer The Government will see 
that there has been a steady reduction and cutting 
down. I hope very soon, probably during tins 
fortnight, to be able to get rid of the whole ot 
this establishment. 


5 Similarly, the shutting up of load works under the circle officers and the dismissal 
of their establishments have been 01 tiered 

6. The order of Government to make only gram payments, and to cease cash pajments 
evert on the 7th day, was received during this fortnight and duly communicated to all ofEceis 
concerned. I believe that it was earned out universally and without delay wherever it was 
received The Government will observe that theie lias been a slight, cash expenditure This 
was effected before the Government order was received The cash oxpcndituie shewn by the 
Executive Engineer represents payment of his subordinate establishment and not of laborers 
on the roads I find that? many supervisors, bajiree mavises, and otliei «, have been kept m 
ai rears with their pay. The Executive Engineer explains that he allowed their pay to 
fall into ai reais, ns that was the only hold he had on tlnse temporal y men. These atrears 
have to bo paid now Much of the cash expendituie shewn m the last fortnightly natrative 
also lepiesented the payment of these ancars It was a mistake to suppose that ill this 
cash was spent on the * laborers These payments, being aneais due to men with whom 
we cannot possibly settle in grain, are inevitable. 

7 By a recent older of the Belief Commissionei, each laborer turned off the relief roads

been a few small advances of giain to zemindars.

11 Sales of (Joi eminent (Jr am to the Public —

the last foitnight The iiguies show a slight

12. During this foitnight the Relief Commissioner sanctioned tho sale of olein i ice at

v aluc Tlie Govt i ninent hav r e further authorised a

13. 1 do not, however, think that the rates are yet cheap enough to pioduec it ally extru- 
sive sales. The bazar rates ot rice, the produce of the eounity, whuli I have quoted in the 
2nd paragiaph of this letter, will show ihe Government that even at these lowci rates our 
gram has but a poor chance in many places ot being sold in luge quantities Mils chance is 
lessened by the early aous , which is now being cut and brought mio the maiket \\ hen the 
great aous is cut, it is expected that prices will fall to about horn 10 to 20 piuca seois 
the rupee 

14. In order to stimulate sales, I have removed ncaily every restriction I have resolved 
on one important measure, which will, it i> thought, have an elicit in increasing sales, viz, 
merchants will now bo allotved to sell up to a maximum of three iu pecs’ woilh to on© individual 
at ono time. This is equivalent to lemovmg every limitation. The bazar, howevei, is so

easy, and is so well supplied with country gram, that I do not think there is a chance of a 
great rush of buyers to our golas. 

15 Rice Loans . — During no previous fortnight has this form of relief been so actively 

worked. The marginally noted figures will show 
what has been done in this and the previous 
fortnight. It is not to be forgotten that this 
rice has been lent to the ryots direct on their own 
personal security or that of the village munduls. 
The zemindars havo steadily declined (with one 
or two exceptions) to be security for the ryots. 
It is no use disguising the fact that the security 
we have for the re-pavmeut of the greater portion 
of this gram is of a fragile nature, and that the 
value of much of it may be irrecoverable. 

1G. The very liberal terms offered by the Government letter No. 39GG of 18th June last, 
to zemindars who would tako loans for their ryots, wore duly promulgated hore, and a few small 
loans were effected. But the zemindars as a body contmqe to hold aloof. 

17. Most of these loans have been given to ryots on the khar lands. For the last six 
weeks I have been actively urging the relief officeis to work loans energetically, and during 
this fortnight nearly all of them have done so. For the next week or two there will be no 
relaxation, and loans will be strenuously made to ryot*, especially thoso on the khar lands who 
are pinched 

18 The closing of relief-works is a further incentive to tho energetic prosecution of 
loans as a measuie of lelief I have accordingly repeatedly urged tho circle officers not to 
relax their exertions in this direction. 

19 In the Sberpur circle the people are now reported to be so well off that they do not 
care for loans 

20 Gtaluiious Relief — The statement below will show that in this direction also there 
has been considerable activity on the part of the relief officers, and that the outturn of woik is 
greater than in the last fortnight There will probably be no diminution of gratuitous relief 
for tho next three or foui weeks, as many oj those who will be turned off our roads will become 
recipients of this form of charity : —

Statement *>hoiung the Storage aftd Consumption of Government Giani in the District of Bogra 
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No 1564, dated Dinagepore, the 21st July 1874. 

From— W. LeF. Robinson, Esq., Relief Commissioner of the Rajshahye Division, * 
To— The Offg. Seoy. to the Govt, of Bengal, Scarcity and Relief Department. 

I have the honor to report that in consequence of a telegram received from 
TTia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, Bengal, regarding sales of rice in Bogra, 

I arranged to meet the Magistrate of that district at Hilleelast week to consult 
whether it was necessary to take any further measures than those whioh had 
already been taken both before and after the receipt of the telegram alluded to. 

2. I accordingly loft this on Wednesday last, met the Magistrate of Bogra 
on Thursday at Hillee, and went over the whole subject with him. I must 
premise here that the Magistrate is afraid that he is being blamed for want of 
energy and activity in carrying out orders ; but, as I pointed out to him, that # 
I am* convinced is not the case, as what he has done since ho took charge at 
Bogra shows considerably, I hope, that he has not let the grass grow under his 
feet, and he cannot be in any way responsible for what occurred before he 
took charge at Bogra, and this is a view which I feel quite sure will be 
acquiesced in by Government. 

8. The allotment for Bogra was 2,40,000 plus 50,000 for Ghoraghat, but 
of the latter only 26,194 maunds were sent from Bogra to Ghoraghat, the rest 
being made up from Rungpore. This gives a total for Bogra of 2,66,194 maunds, 
but the amount of grain actually received in Bogra was 2,84,584 maunds ; so 
that Bogra really has about 18,000 maunds in excess of its allotment. 

4. Mr. Barton assumed charge of Bogra on 26th May, and the following 
figures will show what the disbursements of grain have been both before and 
since that date: —

These figures show that 6ince Mr. Barton took charge tHere has been a very 
large increase in the distribution of grain. I have not yet received the figures 
for last week, but Mr. Barton told me that they would be expected to bo consider- 
ably in excess of any that have preceded them, and if the expenditure goes on at 
the same rate, the whole supply would be exhausted in another couple of months. 

6. The principal alterations which I made in the arrangements in force 
were to sanction higher wholesale rates than those hitherto allowed, and to 
remove the 6cale which Mr. Barton had fixed for the sale of Burmah rice 
according to several degrees of cleanness The wholesale rate fixed by Mr. Barton 
were one and half seers only for sale at a head-quarter gola, and 2 to 
3 seers, according to distance, for sale in the interior of a circle. This, I think, 
is too small, and I authorised him to allow 3 seers and 5 seers respectively, 
which I trust will be approved of. 

6. The hulk of the Bogra allotment is stored on the banks of the 
Bengalee river, and I authorised him to sell there wholesale only at 20 seers 
clean, and 25 seers cargo for retail sale m the interior of the district, and this 
I hope w ill also bo approved of. 

7. With regard to the sliding scale which Mr. Barton had fixed for the 
sale of Burmah dhanec rice, I think it was a mistake going into such great 
detail, and that it is much better to have only one distinction between clean 
and cargo rice. It gives endless trouble m sorting the grain and in keeping 
the accounts, and the amount to be saved by it is trifling in the extreme. It 
alsoleads to haggling and disputations witn purchasers regarding the quantity 
of the rice, and I therefore deemed it better to order all dhaneo rice to be put 
in one category, and to be sold at ono price, and I think it will be found that 
this will give a considerable stimulus to sales during the next fortnight. 

8 The Burmah rice is not in such very great favor that it can be 
weighted with any conditions likely to make the purchase of it less popular 
than it actually is. 
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9. There can I think he no doubt that since the opening of the risers 
very considerable supplies bf cotintry rice have been imported by private trade 
into the eastern portion of Bogra, from which they are gradually getting 
distributed westwards, and this of course has affected the demand for Govern- 
ment grain. 

10. The Magistrate of Bogra is, and always has been, very strongly of 
opinion that the price at which Government rice is offered for sale is not 
sufficiently low to create a demand for it in the market, especially when country 
rice is being imported into the district. He has several times urged that the 
Government rice should bo sold at a clioapcr rate since Ins fit st application to 
that effect was submitted by me to Government and rejected as contrary to the 
rules laid down on the subject, and such being tho case, I of course declined 
to forward his subsequent recommendations on the subject. 

11. He still, however, urges this as the best method of quickening sales; 
and in a letter to me (demi-official) of 10th J uly says — 

“ I beg again tb propose wliat I proposed a month ago, viz., to empower 
me to sell at a maximum of 16 seers for clean and 20 seers lor mixed rice.” 

I do not however, I confess, advocate this course rnvsolf, as I think it a 
mistake to be constantly changing the rates, and also that it would bo a direct 
interference with private trade. The real cause of the comparatively small 
amount sold in Bogra I attribute principally to the slowness of the former 
Magistrate, Mr. Kelly, in making arrangements for transport and pushing 
forward his supplies of gram into the interior of his district. Had he 
been in a position to commence sales early m May, I have no doubt what- 
ever that there would have been a very much greater sale of Government 
grain, but he was all behind hand, and by the time the present Magistrate 
got things straight, private tiade had begun airain, and as Mr. Barton says in 
the same letter from which I have previously quoted, ‘*the markets have 
been falling ever since the 29th May until now, good clean country rice is 
selling for 13 pucka seers tho rupee, where it was once selling for 8.” 

12. I think, however, myself that a good deal more rice will yet be 
required in Bogra, and I think the expenditure will probably exceed a lakh 
and a half of mattnds by the end of August It may be more, but l don’t 
think it will be less. If this rough estimate of mine turns out to bo correct, 
there will be a surplus of Government rice in Bogia certainly (unless any tiling 
unforeseen occurs) * of ^orae ninety thousand maunds, allowance being made 
for some portion of the original lot, having been damaged by rain or other 
causes. I enclose a copy of a letter from the Magistrate of Bogra on this 
subject regarding the reserves at Chandunbassia and Shanakandi. 

13. It is of course a question for the Government to decide upon the 
course to be taken with regard to this rice, whether it is required more 
elsewhere or not, whether it shall be disposed of on tho spot by lowering the 
price, or whether it shall be kept till we are perfectly certain that it will not 
be required, and then disposed of to the best advantage. If I may venture 
to give my own opinion, 1 should say the last course was tho best, unless the 
grain is really wanted now somewhere else, and my reasons are these : I say 
that we are not certain, and that nobody can be certain, tlut we are out of 
our difficulties yet ; that things are promising is true enough, but there is plenty 
of time for a change to occur, and it is, I maintain, quite possible that every 
maund of it will yet be required. If it is not, there is still a good chance of 
disposing of it hereafter, as tlie bulk of it is stored close to the Brahmapootra, 
ana it n*ght probably he disposed of (or export to Assam.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 1564, 
dated 21st July, reporting upon the sales of, and tho demand for, Government 
gram in tho Bogra district. As Mr. Barton’s letter of the 10th July, and his 
remarks at paragraphs 12 to 14 of his narrative of the 13th July, would show 
that ho may have misunderstood the policy of Government as to sales of 
gram to the public, and as Mr. Glnziei’s remarks at section D. of the Bung- 
pore narrative show traces of tho same misunderstanding, I am again to 
explain, for the guidance of those officers, the rules under which sales of grain 
are regulated. 

2. The instructions by Government to Belief Committees direct that the 
ictail pi ice of Government grain, where it is sold to the public, must ho regu- 
lated by the prices ruling at the nearest large mart accessible by rail or river. 
Uuder this rule 12 seers per rupee was settled, and for some months remained 
as the ret ill price of clean Government lice in the districts under notice. 
Afterwaids prices fell so mew luit in the marts near these two districts; but the 
district olfictrs at the same tune held that Government sales ought to continue. 
And therefore it was (on the 2nd July) decided that in accordance with the 
rule above cited, the letail price of Government rice should be 14 seers 
per rupee. f * . 

3 As you will recollect, the Bungporc and Bogra transport arrange- 
ments were not, at first, so successful as elsewhere. Government gram had 
been delivered in considerable quantities on the banks of the Berhampooter, 
and it was emergent ly wanted in the mteiior ot the district Accordingly the 
Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned your selling Government grain on the river to 
wholesale dealers in the interior at a considerable discount on condition that 
they carried it into the interior. 

On the same principle the Government authorized you to grant liberal 
discount to wholi sale dealers in these districts who would, during the months 
of July and August, take the Government gram from the river-side depots, carry 
it into the ititeiior, and so save the Government the cost of distribution during 
the rams. Your action, as described in your letter under reply, has been quite 
within these oiders. 

4. You were, I am to add, quite right in declining to support Mr. Barton's 
proposal that the price of Government rice should be lowered order to 
under-sell the rice piivately imported. The Lieutenant-Governor's orders of 
the 5th July (copy of which is forwarded for facility of reference) are quite 
clear on this point. I am to request that a copy of the present letter, with 
the orders of the 5th July, and copy of your letter of the 21st idem, may be 
forwarded to tho Magistrate-Collectors of Bungpore and Bogra for their 
guidiyice. 

5. If there should be any surplus Government grain in Bogra, it should 
for tho piesent ho kopt as a reservo against the possible requirements in 
neighbouring distucts, and it should not be thrown on tho market at retail 
rates lower than can be sanctioned under the standing orders of Government. 
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6. So also the Collector of Bogra (doubtless with the best intentions) writes 
of his wish to stimulate sales t(l the utmost, apparently supposing that if there 
be a prospect of surplus in Bogra, the Government would desire to begin to 
sell off the stocks. Now, on the one hand, Government does desire that grain 
should be distributed among the people in the several manners prescribed in 
the rules, so far as may be absolutely needed, and no further —so far as it 
cannot be otherwise supplied by private trade and the like — and no further; 
on the other hand, Government desires to avoid selling, where the need does 
not absolutely and especially exist, where private trade either brings in, or is 
likely immediately to bring in supplies. As to anything like competition on the 
part ‘of Government with traders, it is the very thing which is most strictly 
prohibited. 

7. Moreover the local authorities would be quite mistaken in supposing 
that there is at the present time any large quantity of disposable surplus grain. 
Whatever surplus may be found in any district, is much needed for the 
reserve supply, which we ought to have m hand for meeting contingencies or 
emergencies.

I havb the honor to submit the weather, crop, and prices report for the fortnight ending 
on Saturday, the 25th instant. 

2. The civil surgeon's sudder statement rainfall report for the first week of the fort- 
night shows very light showers on four days out of seven, only amounting to *29 for the week. 
The district qpperintendent's report for the same period shows that thi9 wag general, and that 
much need of wafer existed in the mofussil, and he stated that irrigation from the canalB and 
the rivers Hooghly, Damoodnr, and Roopnarayan would have to be resorted to. The rainfall 
of the second week is shown by the* civil eurgebn as 1*73, there having been showers every day 
for the lsfst five days of the week. The district superintendent reports of this week that 
there was " some ram during the week throughout tho district," hut that much more is wanted. 

8. I fear that the crops have, from the above mentioned insufficiency of ram, suffered a 
good deal, and that, unless heavy rain should fall soon, they will be seriously damaged. 
Near the rivers and canals aid can of course be afforded to tho ryots by permitting cuts to be 
maclem the embankments. On this eubjoct I have been m correspondence with tho 
executive engineer of the northern drainage and embankment division, and it has been 
arranged that applications for cuts in tho embankments be entertained and acted on, on certain 
conditions, agreeably to instructions already received by Mr Whitfield from Government m 
reference to cases that have occurred in the 24-Pergunnahe These arrangements have been 
communicated to the Deputy Collector of Mohesrakha. 

4. The price of common nee for the first week underwent very slight variation, rising 2 
annas in Khanacool and 6 pie in Doorajoor per maund. In the second week it fell 2 annus in 
the Sudder Station, Bagnan, and Oolabenah. The highest price continues to be at 
Juggutbullubpore Hs 3-10 per maund, the highost at Bagiun and Oolabermli Rs. 2-12*6 and 
Re? 2*1 2 respectively. 

5 The district superintendent submitted ;in account of reltef expenditure on the 24th, 
showing that by the amounts received by him up to that date Rs 4-14-9 had been expended on 
29 persons since hi 9 last preceding report, or an average of 2 persons relieved per diem. The 
Deputy Collector of Mohesrakha gives figures (only up to the 17th) as Rs. 7-5 spent by the 
Khanacool relief committee. Accounts of expendituie up to tho cod of June, as called for 
m Government letter No. 4640— S.R. of the 22nd July 1874, will be submitted as soon as 
received from the district superintendent and Deputy-Collector. 

6. The executive engineer's fortnightly statement shows 310 men employed in the 
Sudder and 159 in the Mohesrakha Sub-divisions, laborers reported as scarce

There is no material alteration in the state of the country since last report to notice 
Pauperism gradually mcieaBes, and will no doubt go on increasing till the end of August, 
when the harvesting of the aous crops m other districts, and the near prospect of the harvest 
in this, may be expeoted to cause a general fall m prices , hut no great diminution m the 
numbers on the relit f list can be hoped for till the end of October, when the reaping of the 
fiiHt early crop ot any importance m this district commences The crops continue to promise 
well, cultivation is going on energetically, and there is nq sign of anv check to agricultural 
operations from want of means to carry them on There has been no failure of the markets or 
considerable* rise in prices , no death from starvation during the fortnight has been reported, 
and the public health continues to lmnrove steadily Three ginm robberies oceuircd during

2 Bunin' n » — The Colhetor’s remarks on the condition of the people are important. 
Thcie is undoubtedly a considerable amount, of distress and want among the crowded popula- 
tion of tins di-tiK t, in which there is alvvais a large proportion of sickly and unhealthy 
and weaklv brings whom we are now absolutely preventing fiom dying m the ordinary course 
of nature I was at, Cutwa with the Collector and Dr French, and I think that the people 
there were no worse than the people m Bood-bood. There were fewer lepers, Init there was 
more ophth ilinn The tnaiks of cautery for spleen arc, I fear, to be seen on eight JWsons out of 
ten throughout the Hooghly and Burdwan districts, but this is as much due to the ordinary 
local fe\ei and a <4110 of a low marshy country as to the recent migratoiy fever, which has been 
more piomptlv f iuI to its victims. With such a radically hopeless material to operate upon, 
it is in f ict the vci dilution of the Bengali proverb of carving rotten wood when we attempt 
to do good to thc«c pool people 

3 With legard to the Collect 01 ’u remarks on the difficulty of preventing impostors 
obtaining relit f, 1 have no doubt that the best, remedy is to be found in vigorous European 
supervision , but with the small European staff at oui disposal, European supervision cannot 
stay long enough at any place thoroughly to silt the claimants for relief, and any hasty 
mistake in lejeeting those who really need relief would have very disastrous consequences. The 
Collector does not state what use he has made ot Captain King Harman's services, but ho 
proposed to employ him at Sonainookhee, so as to supervise the southern or tians-Damooda 
part of the Bood-bood sub-di vision Dr French has been very useful, but his visits are made 
elucflv with the view of providing relief and seeing that none are neglected who require aid on 
medical eons 1 dei at ions, and he cannot stop to eliminate unworthy applicants for relief. 
Unfortunately Di fiench baa suffered severely from fever in consequence of the fatigue and 
exposure which he has undergone I shonld'be glad if another special lelief officer could be

2. The Kanecgunge Sub-divisional officer sais that there has been quite enough rice in 
the bazars, that the prices are 11 seers 4 ohittacks ramsal 1 ice per rupee uown to 14 seers 
4 chit tacks coarse Midnapore rice per rupee, that the condition of the people is very fair, 
though they 1 ist heal t to some extent during the latter part of the foitnighb inconsequence 
of the absence of 1 am , that the total ram-full in the fortnight was 3 inches, that the orops are 
doing very fairly ; that there has been no starvation or leal misery , that a death from starvation 
of an old woman iff 80 was reported, but on local enquiry by the sub-divisional officer proved 
not to be due to that cause , that thefts arc numeious 

The Bo>>d hood Sub-di visional officer sa\s that the supply of rice in the chief bazars is 
deficient, that the prices lange fiom 12 seeis 11 chittacks to 1 1 seers 13 chittacks, that the 
tiuder* hold laigo stocks, but hold on for bettei prices ; that the ram-fall at Buod-bood was 
1 8,3 im hew, but it was not general throughout the sub-division , that m some parts the crops 
have suffer'd and the transplmtatiou of the amun has been delayed in consequence of the waut 
of rain , that the condition of the people is better owing to the abundant relief given, that no 
irsls ot rniv ly or staivition or grain thefts have come to light. 

T11 the Judder Sub-division the continued cessation of the rams has caused much

No narrative has been received from Cutwa. Darin* the fortnight I spent some tima at 
Cutwa and inspected various parts *of that sub-division m company with Dr French. There 
is no doubt that distress has mctensci there In almost every village visited by us, we found 
more or less distress. Some of the poorest persons were £ >und to be eating glass seeds, and 
nearly every crowd appeared to contain a Larger or smaller admixture of lean and badly 
nourished persons. The condition of the crops appeared to be fair throughout Tliana 
Ketugram and the c t nst half of Cutwa, but not so good in the west of Cutwa and 
east Muuglecote. Irngation seemed to be going on most actively throughout the sub- 
division, which is a most unusual thing at this time ot the year The population is decidi'dlv, 
on the whole, a sickly one. The number who have scars on the left side of the stomach, 
indicating that the) have nndrigone the native operation lor cure of enhrged spleen, is very 
considerable Eye diseases are also prevalent, not to speak of small-pox and othu ordmaiy 
diboiders. The rain-fall at Cutwa m the fortnight was 1*33 inches. 

'The £ulua Sub-divisional officer *ajs that the condition of the people is woise, though 
prices continue the same, langmg from tts 3-S to Rs. 3-4 a maund , tint the rum-fall atCuln i 
was 1*62 inches, that the piOs?pects of the ariiun crop are far fiom good, though tl e imi* is 
doing better , that though the lowci clashes aio uudorguing gieat puvations, no deaths fiom 
starvation have been rcnoited 

During the fortnight I visited the three Culna I lianas — Pooibustholi, Mofltessur, and 
Culna. The slate of the crops along the bank of the Bliugiiuthee seems to be as good as 
could be wished, but those inland, further to the west, are in anything but a sifcisfj"L<ry 
condition, and a good deil of the land is not cultivated , moreover, the tanks seem to have 
very lit tie water in them. In several of the villages we possd thiough, we saw some le m 
and emaciated pei^ons m the ctoud, ovei and above the noriml admixture of aged aud 
diseased persons. Dwticss is certainly increasing in Culna 

The Jehanabad Sub-divisional officer reports no change in the condition of the people 
He states that the rain-fall has been only 1 fiO inches against 6 57 inches m the corn spondmg 
period of last >ear, that gnat anxiety is felt fan the safety of the aous crop in the Jehanabad 
Thana, that the crops in Kotulpoie and Hoynah aie doing well , that the absence ot rim 
still keeps up prices; that there is no defieieney m the supply of lice m the bazais, that no 
cases of si ai vat ion or grain thefts havo occurred 

The Executive Engineer, Noithcnn Drainage and Embankment Division, reports that the 
supply of labor tin onghout the distnet is less than the demand lie quotes his sub-engineer 
as sa)ing that the indiscriminate distribution ot Government rice in unnochattias (food-depots) 
has made some people quite independent Before the establishment of these food-depots the

1 have the honor to submit the fortnightly report for the period *terminating on July 
25th. 

2. In the beginning of the fortnight I made a brief tour for three days into the thanas 
of Salbunny, Gurbeta, and part of Beenpore ; the fields were thon getting dry from short rain- 
fall, and from that date up to the 22nd no rain of any consequence fell m the greater part 
of the district, though veiy heavy and ample but partial rain iell m one or two places. Had 
this report only extended up to the evening of Wednesday the 22nd, it wopld have been a 
very gloomy one, as the oous crop was reported from all quarters, except those specially favored 
with rain, as beginning to suffer, the people were clamouring for work, the numbers at the food 
depdts were increasing, and prices were rising rapidly Worse than that, all those who bad 
stores were holding them back, and in many quarters it was reported that rice could not be 
procured. Dr. Phillips at Beenpore in West Salbunny (not Beenpore thana) could not purchase 
it for his orphans, and begged the committee to send him noe from their stock. 

3. All the relief roads were set working again at full power, and those m charge 
received orders to refuse no 6ne who would give a full day’s work The Jambonee estate rioe, 
which Vas being sold, was readily purchased at 12 seers the rupee, i e., 2 to 3 seers less per 
rupee than the pnee a fortnight before ; but tho availability of this rice stopped ull panic in 
the west of the district 1 ordered 100 maunds of the committee’s rice to be sent to 
Dr. Phillips for sale, and I hope that this will suffice to bring out further stores m that neigh- 
bourhood. Iu the north-east of the district the temporary Deputy Collector reported that 
noe was almost unprocurable and asked for 500 maunds ; but 1 know that large atocks are 
held in that neighbourhood ; and as the rain has since come down copiously, I hope that it will 
bring an ample supply into the market, and have asked if it has done so before sending any 
from here. 


4, From tbe 22nd to the 26th we have bad an abuudant rainfall in the Sadder Station ; 

it is known that it extended to tbe south-east 
of tbe distnot, and partially at ieost to the west ; 
but I shall not, till after this report goes, obtain 
complete information. If it has been abundant 
everywhere the threatened crises will he averted, 
except that in parts the aous crop will have permanently suffered somewhat, and tbe amun will 

he rather too late to give a very full crop unless 
the rains continue up to November.

I have the honor to submit my half monthly narrative for the fortnight ending 
Monday the 20th instant. 1 have delayed three days to obtain all the information I could 
up to that date. 

2. From all the districts except Palamow, comes the cry of “more ram wanted.'* 
Up to the 17th July, in the Hazareebagh district, the prospects of the crops were excellent, 
but during the week ending on that date, only 1"8‘) inches of rain was registered ; and from 
some of the police reports it appears that owing to want of ram transplanting of paddy, 
which had commenced, had been suspended ; still no apprehensions of any failure were 
entertained. There was time for transplanting if the rain has since fallen sufficiently or 
soon comes, and the crops on tho ground were uninjured The gondii, which in some 

{ daces will be ready for the sickle by the close of the mouth, is represented as particularly 
uxunant , murwa, which will be ready a few days after the goudli, is also expected to yield 
abundantly, and the makai, though reported from some quarters to have suffered from the 
heavy ram in June, is on the whole fair. 

3. In the Sudder sub-division of the Loharduggah district, the bhadot crops are at 

present in first rate order, but transplanting of the great nee crop is, m the neighbourhood 

of Ranchi, postponed for ram , and the paddy in the seed-beds is rather overgrown, but that 

which has been planted broadcast m low lands, and the gora, or early rice, on the high lands, 

are still m excellent* condition. Gondii and murwa well-advanced, and makai luxunant. 

In the remote quarters of the Sudder sub-division I hear there has been sufficient ram, and 

transplanting is reported to be progressifig favorably , nevertheless, the lull in the ram 

during the last week has affected the market. On Saturday last rice was selling at Ranchi 

at 174 seers for the rupee ; yesterday it rose to 154 

4. The Palamow reports are quite satisfactory, as will be seen from the hall monthly 

•m narrative* of the sub-divisional officer, received on the 21st 

•No. 648, doted 18th July 1874 aQ(] submitted herewJ th. 

6. The Manbbooin people, except those in the Govindporo sub-division, where the 
weather has been seasonable, are becoming most anxious in consequence of the long 
intermission of rain. The Deputy Commissioner's report of the prospects up to the 17th 
instant, is m the hands of Government. In that, he stated that the hopes of a bountiful 
harvest from the early crops were unabated, but the deficiency of ram during the fortnight 
had put a stop to the transplanting which had commenced Wutiugon tho 22nd, Colonel 
Rowlatt says : — “ In continuation ol my demi-official of yesterday, I regret to report that for 
the last eight days, no ram whatever has fallen m this part of the district, whilst for tho weeks 
ending 11th and 18th, only 0 50 and 1'14 fell, the consequence ot which is that the crops ou the 
high lands, consisting of gora faous), gondii, kodo, Indian corn, and pulses (ben and mung) 
are now suffenng from want of moisture and are begmuing to dry up , the gora has apparently 
suffered the most, and the others m a less degree The most serious effect of the drought is 
th at the seedling (called “afar" in this district) has, when spwn ou high lands, partially withered, 
and on the lower landB is becoming so tall a9 to be a good deal injured for transplanting. " 
This is a verygloomy account ; he, however, adds, “ should ramfallwithm a day or two, not very 

much damage will have been done " I append a copy of 
the letter* from which I have extracted the above These bad

prospects are in the Furulia and Manbazar relief circles , the central and sonth east parts 
of the district, the large pergunnahs of Burrabhoom, Patkum, and Bagmundi have not 
suffered. The Furulia market is sharply affected by the cessation of ram. Rice was at 14 
seen in the previous fortnight ; it fell to 11 seers on the 22nd. 

6. The reports from Smgbhootn, though less gloomy, are of the same hue. Captain 
Garbett.— on the 15th writes, “The ram is still holding off, and matters begin to 
look serious. The fields are beginning to look dry, and the dhau to look bad j but what 
I like least is, our Kols are getting frightened and discouraged. They flock to tho 
bungalow every day to ask if the ram is cdtooieg, and when." 
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7. Since yesterday, we have had here indications of a change. There was a smart 
shower m the evening, and to the west there was heavy vain; and I trust that I shall soon hear 
that the crisis is past, and find prospects more favorably in Manbhoom when I go there. 

8 The Hazareebagh report for the month of June, I received since the despatch of 
my narrative for the fortnight ending the 6th instant I have not obtained any later 
statistics from Mr Beadon Ills sub-divisional officers and the managers of the Wards 
Estates are objectionably slow in transmitting intelligence. The report above referred to 
is an unnecessarilv voluminous production, with its four sets of weekly reports from police 
stations, all of which so resemble each ocher that the information might have been com* 
pressed mto a very brief space m Mr Beadon’s own narrative 

9 From that narrative we learn that the rams set m on the 22nd June, and from early 
m the month, the payment of laborers m rice at i 1 seers for the rupee, commenced. This 
change, and the agricultural labor now open to the people reduced the numbers engaged 
on relief works to about onc-fourtli of the number previously employed 

10 I have approved of the proposal in Mr Bcadon's 17th paragraph, to the effect, 
when the advances now being made to ryots and others of nco are brought to a conclusion, 
and the stocks ol gram on the Grand Trunk road exhausted, that Major Preston and 
Mr. McCarthy's services be dispensed with. 

1 1 The average number of work-people continuing on the road and other works, 
wa9 2,569 adult males 2,278 females, and 901 children , total, 5,748. Those who had 

* withdrawn from the works had, for the most part, obtained employment in the fields 

12 The poisons employed ou loads in the west and south of the district where there 
was no Government rice, had been paid in cash , altogether Rs 3,734 had been thus disbursed, 
but the payments m kind wefe equivalent to a cash disbursement of Rs. 8,617 In 
addition to the above, nearly 9,000 mauuds of Government rice had been given out m loans, 
and applications, for such arc still complied with 

13. On the whole Mr Beadon is quite justified in considering that all danger is now 
past m the Hazareebagh district. For the mam cost incurred id relieving distress, we shall 
have good and useful lines of roads to show and some fine reservoirs , and when the 
advances are recovered, the cost of relieving distress in the Hazareebagh district will appear 
moderate, though m very few districts have the puces of all kinds of food-gram risen higher. 

14. Throughout the Hazareebagh district, at the various centres, beggars and all feeble 
paupers are still fed by the relief committees Ths disbursements by relief committees 
accounted for up to the 20th instant, have altogether amounted to Its. 5,400, leaving a 
balance to eiedit of 15,658, which is considered sufficient 

15. I am very glad to be able to submit on this occasion an unqualified favorable report 
on the Palamow sub-division by Mr. L. II Forbes It leaves nothing to bo deBircd. The 
crops on the ground arc luxuriant. There is full promise of an unusually fine bhadoi crop. 
The weather has continued favorable, and the usual field operations of the season are 
going on satisfactorily, aud in regard to the destruction of embankments by heavy floods 
which was the dark shade m the last narrative, Mr Forbi s has, during a recent tour, visited 
several villages and found that the breaches in the embankments had, for the most part, 
already been repaired ” Relief operations have boeu all closed, except those carried ou by 
relief committees. The quantity of Government rice disposed of during the fortnight appears 
small, but Mr. Forbes hopes to sell 15,600 or 16,000 maunds before his next narrative is due. 
I have authorized sale of cargo rice at lb seers, under orders of Government No. 4265 — S,R. 
of the 4th instant 

16. Singhhoom — In this district all goes well except that anxiety is felt in consequence 
of the discontinuance ol* rain , during the week ending 19th instant, only 1*19 inches had 
been registered, and apparently there has been no more since, but prices were not affected, 
conHpon rice was selling at Chiubassa at 20 and in Dhalbhoom at 24 seers for the rupee, and 
the condition of the people is reported to be very good. The only relief work now open in 
the Kolh&u is clearing out a large tank at Chaibassa, on which there is an average daily 
employment of 118 persons, and finishing irrigation works opened m Dhalbhoom, 1,976 
persons These laborers are now paid m gram from stores laid m at the commencement of 
the season The Deputy Commissioner has about Rs. 1,000 worth of rice in the Kolhan 
which he wishes to dispose of to the Kols, and 1 have told him to do so. 

Mambhoom. 

17. The untoward withholding of ram reported above has clouded, temporarily I hope, 
the prospects of Manbhoom, but Colonel Rowlatt's report of the 17th instant, which 19 now 
in the hands of Government has some interesting features. 

18. I demur to the account given of the cfiect of the reduction m wages of persons 
employed on minor and local works by Mr Hare, the relief officer of the Puruha Circle. 
This was ordered by me, because I believed that the rates paid were higher tl)an those 
which it was customary for farmers to offer for field labor, and I was right, but it haa this 
good effect those who remain on the works find they can make more at pieqo-work 
than on daily wagc«, and many now take to piece- work m preference, even some who have 
been employed on light labor gangs. Tt is necessary now to be careful that the piece-work 
of 2 annas for 100 cubic ftet of earth is a fair rate, considering that the earth is now soft 
and easily removed. I have called for information on this subject , Colonel llowlattfa statistics 
are up to 4th July ouly. It was then shown that#hc numbers employed on the rood® had 
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fallen from 12,082 to 6 , 832 , the number employed for minor woiks, from 3,993 to 3,243, 
but since that time file payment for one day's work m pice instead of rice has stopped, and 
his, it is said, has caused a further reduction. 

19. But it is unsatisfactory to finAthat the number now in receipt of food from the sub- 
committees has risen in the same period! from 0,470 to 8,84.3, and the number now reported 
as in receipt of uneboked food, has gone up to 11 222 The figures in previous narrative 
are too incomplete for comparison, but the increase appears excessive, though in the pre- 
vious report Colonel ltowlatt informed us, he hail add teased the relief officers, pomtiug 
out the absolute necessity of reducing the numbers as miuh as possible, but Colonel 
ltowlatt says that he can only attribute the increase in the number of persons relieved 
by the committees to many of those who maintained themselves bv woiking on inmoi 
relief works having come to the sub-committees when they found the rate of wages had 
been sp much reduced I have requested him to cause inquiries to be made on this point, 
and to direct the sub-committees and relief officers to give no charity to pc^ocs m health 
who leave honest labor of any kind to get fed for nothing

Rainfall — The amount of ram registered during the fortnight was 11 27 inches, 
making a total to date of 37 04, or very close upon the total fall of last veai 

State of the uops . — 1 have just returned from a tour in the district and can speak confi- 
dently as to the state of the crops Where it was sown early, the makai crop is well 
advanced, and*m splendid condition, but where otherwise, the constant ram has been too 
much for it, and the plants are rathei stunted, and m some places turning yellow The fine 
hot sun of the last 7 or 8 days has, however, gone a long way to invigorate the 
crop , all the other rainy crops, particularly oond and cotton, are all in excellent 
condition , sawan and gondii m many places arc lipomng, and will be icady for 
cutting iu a week or 10 days. To tlie south-west the bhadoi crops me described as 
being really splendid Some of the farmers of Simah tell me that ihcv have not 
known such a bhadoi for years. The prospects oi the Hhan crop are evciywhero said 
to be most favorable. With regard to the destruction of bunds and embankments reported

years, when he remembers just such another fall We registered only eight inches of ram 
m Daltongunge on those two days, but from the hoighth to which the Amanut river and 
other rivers to the north of it rose, I ostimate the fall of ram within the cycle of the storm 
to have been something like 24 inches m the 48 hours 

Condition of the people — Everywhere excellent , a few stray cases of small-pox still

1 am m 
hopes that the Government telegram dircotmg the rice to be sent to Sarun reached Dehn 
m time to prevent its being despatched to this. 

T) — Storage oi grain at relief works 

The accompanying statement, 1, exhibits all necessary information under this head 
The sales during the tortmght were only half what I estimated, but since the close of the 
fortnight they have been much brisker, and I trust to be able to show m my next that some 
15,000 to 1 1 i,6li0 maunds have been disposed of The zemindars arc freely accepting respon- 
sibility aud taking ncc wholesale for distribution to their ryots.

gundli, kodo, and pulses wefb all injured to a certain extent, Tlio seedling paddy was also 
beginning to dm out, and had this kind of weather continued another week or ten days, all 
would have been lost , but happily lain begau to fall again on Saturday, tho 20th, and con- 
tinued on Sunday ,-dunng which two days 1 58 inches fell, which for the present had saved 
tho crops on tho high lands, and will prevent any further dostiuction of the seedling paddy 
taking placo , but them lias only been ram enough to admit of tho vory lowest lands 
being planted out, and moie is still urgently required Fiom Manbamr the Relief 
Officer writes “ Tho distioss is much greater than in Juno, there is no work to 
speak of beiag done m tho fields, and altogether matters are looking very blaok.” 
In the Govmdpore and RoghoonatJiporo cnclos more lam had fallen and less damage has been 
done by the drought than further south, but even there the effects of the dry whoather were 
beginning to be felt Mi Gupta, tho Relief Officer ol tlio Roghoonathpore eastern eirole, 
reports “Tho want of rain duiing tho groatoi part of tho past fortnight threatened serious 
injury to the early crops, but I am glad to report that the showeis whnh havo set m since 
the day before yesteiday have lomoved all cause of appiehensiou f’oi tlio present, and as the 
sky still continues cloudy moro rain is expected Tho temporary diought rondorod cultiva- 
tion very slack , the ploughing of land and tho transplanting ol paddy wero brought to a 
standstill, and the demand for labor m tho fields boeamo voiy much less the inevitable 
oonsequonce of this was, that largo numbers of laborers who had left the relief woiks for the 
fields migrated baok to our tanks and loads m spite of the very hard terms offered thorn.” 
The district has, I may say, but just escaped a fai worso^fanuno than that it has just passed 
through Tho crops will not be full ones, but should the weather now oontiuue favorable to 
the close of the season, ample grain will be secured to provido for all tho wants of the people, 
with probably something to spaie. 

The public health is good Cholera has now quito disappeared, and small-pox is 
diminishing, and no other forms of disease are at all prevalent. 


It is very satisfactory to bo able to roport that no grain robberies, or other orunes due to 
the scarcity and high pricos of food which have prevailed, have taken place. The country 
is, m fact, remarkably peaceable and crime is less rifo than usual, whioh can only be 
attributed to tho completo aud all-sufficient amount of relief which has been afforded to the 
people by the employment afforded them on tho roads and tanks, aud the distribution of rioe 
by the group officers and sub-committees.

It appears from the above that pncos have risen in 5 out of 1 0 of the places namod, 
which, there is no doubt, was caused by the paucity oi rain whioh fell during the past fort- 
night, as this induced those who have only small stocks m hand to withhold them from the 
markets for their own consumption, and those who have largei, m hopes that prices would 
rise still higher , m Purulia the price of coarse nco lose to 11 seers per rupee on the 
23rd instant, but foil again on the 25th to 14 seers per rupee • 

Exportation to Ramgunge still goes on, but only on a small scale 


LI — lifcMFt Works 

Owing to the want of ram and the consequent stoppage oi field-work, tho number of 
people who were still seeking employment on the relict walks was laige , many of those who 
had loft the relief works again roturnod to them, as work in the Holds had ceaBed to bo 
procurable’; on some of the roads, notably that opened out as a lelief woik from Manbazar 
to Rughunathpur, there was no diminution of luboiers on account of the change in payment 
from pice to nee On the Jhalda and Chandil road, ho wo vei, the pooplo all struck work 
early m the fortnight, and subsequently those on the Puruli i and Glioss road have all 
left it, so that the woik on these i wo roads is now dosed The numboi of roads boiug 
constructed as lelief works is thorofore now reduced to lb, and dunng the ensiling fortnight 
it is probable that some others will have to be discontinued, as now that ram has again come 
on, work will no doubt be procurable in tho fields Tins, however, will only last for about a 
month, after which, that is, fiom tho beginning *of September to Docembei, work will again 
be required to onable tho laboring classes to support themselves, until the great harvest time 
comes round 

Tho average number of persons employed on the roads during the fortnight under 
report was 5,285 against 6,382 during the previous fori night, showing a decrease of 1,097.

The laborers were all entirely paid in grain, tho monoy wage being converted into gram 
at the rate of 12 seors per rupee, clean nco At tins rato a man working on daily wages of 

1 anna 6 pie per diem could only mako 1 soer 2 chitacks, a women getting 1 anna, 18 chitooks, 

and a child on 9 pio, 9 chittacks, thiB being found insufficient to live upon , one-half 
employed on theso works have taken to piece-work by which they can, by working hard, of 
course make much moro, and according to the returns it is now found that out of the total 
number of persons working on those tanks, 1,601 were doing task-work, and 1,626 taking 
daily pay This effect is certainly a desirable one , it teaches tho people tho advantage of 
industry — a lesson they very much require and instead of idling away their time on a daily 
wage, now give a good day’s work for what thoy aro able to earn 

The quantity of gram expended during the fortnight m payment to laborers on these 
tanks omouuted to 1,0 42 maunds 2b seers 13 J ohittaoks in the Puiulia aud two Roghoonathpore 
circles. The returns from Govindpore and Manbazar do not show what has been expended.

The Belief Officer of the Govindpore oircle having reported that he would probably have 
a small surplus of grain, he has boon direoted, m communication with tho Belief Officer of the 
Western Boghoonathpore oirole, to transfer 3,000 mauuds to Mahal, which is now being done , 
from Mahal this grain will be conveyed to Arta, in Pergunuah Khaspel, belonging to the 
Purulia circle, by the Assistant Belief Offloor there, where it is urgently required, foi loaning 
out to the ryots in that direction, to enable them to go on with their cultivation 
The distance from Burrakur to Arta rid Govindpore is about the same as by Boghoonath- 
pore and Purulia, by whioh tho grain to Arta had previously been sont, so that no extra 
carriage has to be paid for by the means which have been adopted of adjusting the supply as 
required in eaoh oirole.

In most of the circles tho cultivators are applying eagerly for further advances of 
Government rice to enable them to get the seedling rice transplanted out into the fields 
Owing to the late long drought this important operation has been unusually delayed, anil 
it is therefore necessary that no time should be lost in carrying it out, which tho additional 
allotment of 30,000 maunds of Government rice, will, I hope, enable them to do, and 
thereby give employment also to the laboring classes, who look to tlnp woih to enable them 
to purchase clothes for themselves and their families, and pay oif any debts they may have 
contracted during the previous months

2. The^ram which ib still falling will do mueh good over the whole division and 
I expect the aous rice crop to be a very good one If the ram continues a little longer, 
which seems likely, there will be enough for transplanting the amun.

1 have the honor to submit my narrative of scarcity and relief for the fortnight ending 
Saturday, the 25th July 1874. 

2 The bazars have generally been sufficiently supplied with food-grains to meet the local 
wants. The insufficiency of the stock m thaoas Kaligun^e and Nakasiparah has been made 
up by the importation of Government rice. The sto^k of food-grains m certain portions of 
th&iias Karimpore andTehatta, m sub-diviwion Mebcrpoi'e, and in thana Jaguli, in sub-division 
Ranagh&t, is reported to be low, but I expect that, with moderately favorable weather for the 
coming crops, it will be all either lent or thrown into the market without reserve. This, with 
the aid of importations by private traders, will prove sufficient for the localities till the 
aous crop is gathered.

3 The price of nee during the foitmght under nonce shows a little downward tendency. 
The fall would doubtless have been greater had it not been for the drought Now that the 
raui haa fallen, holders of rice will be moic ready to part with their stock, and lower prices 
mdy be anticipated. 

4. No additional information has been received regarding the actual stock m hand, so 
that I have nothing to add to what 1 said in my last nanative 


5. State of the Crops .— Ncprlv all the joldhan, bhuro, and china, have been har- 
vested, and a fair yield sccuied 1 regret to repoit that the want of rain has done 6ome 
damage to aons paddy, which had been previously ±o promising. The prospects of the 
amun crop had also become very gloomy. But very little transplanting has taken place, 
and the young seedlings arc said to have dned up in places In Kooshtea the nous 
crop has sustained damage by the unusual rise in the rivers The sub-divisional officer 
of Kooshtea reports that he has not been able to ascertain the extent of the damage 
done; but it is satisfactory, he say**, to lind that the river is falling once more The 
drought now seems to have come to an end. Rain is known to have iallen in several 
parts of the district, and from the state ot the weather for the last two or three days it seems 
probable that the ram has been geneial On Sat m day it rained hcie (at Kishnnghur) for four 
or five hours, and more ram still may be expected We havo now good grounds for hoping 
that, though the amun crop ha<* been thrown back, no veiy serious damage has been done to the 
aons. The indigo is being manufactured, and promises a good outturn. Jute is doing very 
well, sugarcane and chillies are being transplanted 

(5 Though the drought has produced gicat anxiety, I do not think that upon the whole 
distress has increased No special cases ot misciy oi actual starvation have yet been brought to 
light. Seven grain-thefts have been reported by the police during the fortnight , the total 
value of the gram stolen being Rs 26-8. There is no doubt a certain amount of pressure felt 
all ovei the district, but not enough, to the best of my judgment, to require relief at the hands 
of Government • 


7. No marked decrease in excisable articles is observable, but I have no doubt that the 
high price of food-grams has had some effect in diminishing consumption 

8. All classes of people expect that the pleasure which they feel will cease in about a 
month more, when the growing nous crop has been harvested I do not think it likely that any 
tracts in the district will need relief measures, except those in winch such work has been 
already undertaken ; but all means m our power are being used to watch the state of the 

• country. 

9. The steps which the suh-divisional officer ot Meheipore has taken to alleviate the distress 
m certain portions ot thanas Karimporc, Tohatta, and Gance, have proved adequate The 
aspect ot affairs there has improved, and no fresn measures will be necessary. 1 apprehend 
nothing* serious m those parts of Bongong where it was reported that distiess to some extent 
prevailed Since my return from a visit to Debogram, and some ot the distressed tracts in the 
neighbourhood, everything has been going m satisfactorily. Mr Dutt, in whose energy 
I have much confidence, has now immediate chaige of relief operations Cooked instead ot 
uncooked rice is now being distributed at Debogram to all poisons requiring relief who live 
within a circuit of* two miles, and a ncce^saiy consequence has been that candidates 
for gratuitous relief have greatly decreased in numbei. In order, however, to provide 
for the cases of respectable persons, Mr. Dutt has ariangod that they shall receive 
their relief apart. This he has been enabled to do by the help of Baboo Bam undass Mookerjee, 
who has kindly permitted the distribution to be made at bis house the lecjpiouis are content 
with this. 

10. In the distressed tracts, roads (chiefly village roads) and embankments are being 
resorted to by increased numbers. The numbers may be expected to continue to grow till the 
reaping of the aous and the transplanting ot the amun have (airly begun The number of 
persons employed at present may be estimated at *3,000 per diem. 

11. Traffic has increased in snb-di visions Ttanaghat, Kooshtea, and S udder, owing to the 
rise of water in the several riveis 

12. As previously reported, the distribution of charitable relief is going on both in the 
Debogram and Moofagatcha circles In addition to the 5,000 maunds of rice already received 
from Government for charitable relief, a furthei supply of 2,000 maunds toi general purposes 
has beeu sanctioned, and I hope by this tune has reached Kaligunge. This supply I hope will 
be quite sufficient to carry the people oi the disticssed tracts ihiougb till the coming aons crop 
is harvested.

4. The bliadoi will not be regularly in the market for another fortnight. 

5. Though not belonging to this fortnight, 1 must notice with regret that we are now * 
having too little ram I write on the 1st August We have now tor 8 days not had a full half 
inch of rain. So far this lias done no harm, but it now begins to delay hymanti transplanting, 
and a continuance of this weather would most seriously affect the whole hymauti crop. 

6. The jute crop does not now promise as well as it did, the ram which has been so 
beneficial to the dhan has been too much for the jute, and a comparatively poor crop may now 
be looked for 

7. ' Physical condition of the people is every where good , ciiolera has ceased in Patgram, 
and health of people all over the district is very good 

Relief Works 

8. There is a slight numerical decrease only in the number employed daily this fortnight 
as compared with the fortnight bdoie , then 1 being 2,370 at work on the latest reported date 
of this fortnight to 2,478 ot the week before 

9 The following table will, however, shew that there has boon a very considerable 
decrease in the number of men on the works, and that it is the increased number of women 
and children which counterbalance this —

12. The following table shows in the south a very small decrease in sales to the public, 
but a great decrease in the total of grain disposed ol during the toitmght as compared with 
last. Thus the total disposed of this fortnight has been 10,451 maunds to 15, £90 mannds 
of last. This is significant of the gradual self-closing of all our methods of relief. * 

13. The end of the fortnight finds us with only 32,032 maun Is in stock, both m north 
and south , of this, judging by what we have seen of short weight, 0,000 may at least he put 
down to wastage, and the balance is little more than it will be well to keep in hand as a reserve 
for possible wants in October and November. 

14 I am about to orjler wholesale sale of rice to be stopped, also to limit the retail 
sales, and have recommended that no rnoro advances be made to ryots in Boda.

The Administration Report of tbe Calcutta Municipality for the year 1872. 

Read — 

The Admimstiation Report of the Calcutta Municipality for the year 1 S7‘t 

Resolution. — The Lieutenant-Governor observes that Mr. Stuart Hogg, 
Chairman of the Justices of .Calcutta, was absent on leave for nearly ten 
months of the year T873, and was therefore unable to record any personal 
experiences of the subjocts under report. Tlio tlmnks of Governmont are, 
* however, due to Mr. S Hogg for a clear, able, and suggestive report compiled 
from information derived from the records of tbo oilice, as well as for lus 
vigorous and efficient administration of the affairs of the Calcutta Municipality 
since his return from leave. 

2. In more than one passage it is remarked that the Justices are, as a 
body, taking a more active interest and part in the contiol and executive 
management of the town of Calcutta, especially m details connected with 
financial arrangements. The Lieutenant-Governor considers this a healthy 
sign, and will bo glad to hear of the further development of this feature of the 
administration. 

3. The great progress made in the drainage works, so that nearly 56 
milos of sewors have been completed out of a total of 112£ miles, is a matter 
for sincere congratulation to all inhabitants of the town. It is very important 
that all the main drains should bo completed, as expected, before this close of 
tho cold season of 1875, and it is to be hoped that the residents in the northern 
division will have applied by that time tor the extension of the drainage scheme. 
The Lieutenant-Governor can, from personal observation, fully corroborate the 
statement that the improvement effected by the thorough drainage of a 
considerable area round the Medical Collego Hospital is very great. lie has 
noticed tho opinion formed by competent persons in favour of departmental 
over contract work in drainage matters. 

4. The connection of 1,286 houses during the past year with tho water- 
supply works, bringing the total number up to 7,160, is satisfactory. With 
respect to the increasing demand for filtered water, and the schemes under 
discussion tor the supply of the additional water required, the Lieutenant 
Governor would bo willing to consider the feasibility of doubling the water- 
supply at Pultali and providing a second main from Pultah to Tallah Rut 
as this measure would necessitate a large outlay of money, His Honor would 
not be disposed to sanction it before other alternative schemes have been 
thoroughly investigated, arid until tho bearing of the* projeet upon the 
finances of the municipality shall have been cxafhmed 

5. The roads have been allowed to be opened to make 1,562 water-supply 
and 1,130 drainage connections, and in 920 different places lor repairing or 
laying down gas-pipes. This work was supervised by tho Road Department 
These facts arc accepted by tho Lieutenant-Governor as encouraging 

6. Conservancy must alwaj s be a difficult, expensive, and harassing branch 
of the administration of a large town. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that 
the Health Officer, with his staff of overseers, has tho subject thoroughly at 
heart, and is indefatigable in his supervision. He desires, however, that caution 
may be exercised in the institution of petty proseeutions, lest they be turned 
into an engine of oppression. Ho fully concurs in the opinion held by the 
Chairman in common with many members of the corporation, that petty pro- 
secutions are ot small avail, and that the proper system is to inflict adequate 
fines on refractory persons only. His Honor will hear with much pleasure that 
some of the Justices are willing to accept the general supervision of sections of 
the town and dispose of conservancy cases within that area. 
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7. The subject of the buatees, or native villages, in the town, is one that 
should specially commend itself to the numerous wealthy native gentlemen 
residing in Calcutta. The idea of forming model villages out of them is an 
excellent one, though the work,, under this name, scarcely comes within the 
legitimate functions of the Municipality. Sir Temple desires that the subject 
may be pressed on the attention of leaders of the native community. 

8. The remarks made in the concluding portion of paragraph 93 of the 
Chairman’s report, regarding the construction of cheap urinals, are very 
important to the ■well-being of the crowded parts of the town. He should 
give this matter his early consideration. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor deems it satisfactory that six new markets 
were licensed during the year. He cordially thanks the Maharajah of Burdwan 
and Baboo Damoodar Doss Burmun for the extensive improvements carried 
out by them in the Postah Bazar and in Choonee Beebee’s Postah in Durma- 
hatta street respectively. He trusts that their excellent example will be 
extensively followed. 

10. Although the promoters of the proposed Company for the reclama- 
tion of the Salt-water Lake wore unable to carry out their schemes, notwith- 
standing the concessions they obtained from the Justices, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is of opinion that this very important object should be borne in mind; 
and he would wish to hear what the Justices now propose to do with the 
property, which is again thrown on their hands by the inability of a lessee to 
carry out his part of an agreement. The municipal line from the town to the 
Salt-water Lake His Honor bolieves to be an excellent work 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor has perused with regret the account of the 
failure of the Municipal Tramway as explained hy the Chairman, but observes 
that this need not prevent Government from reconsidering the best means of 
introducing tramways on an improved and more comprehensive plan. 
Meanwhile certain preliminary steps have been taken before proceeding 
further with the negotiations with Mr. Macallister, who was prepared to accept 
on certain conditions the franchise for laying a tramway through the thorough- 
fares. 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that the. sum — upwards of 
Ks. 20,000 — expended by the Justices in order to convert the Sealdah market 
building into a suitable pauper hospital was well ’spent, as it is a capital 
building for the purpose. He understands that “ The Campbell Medical School 
and Hospital” at Sealdah aie working well under Dr. Woodford’s supervision. 

13. His Honor would be glad to hfiar what prospect there is of an organ 
being obtained for the Town IlalL He has heard complaints from timo to 
tim e of the dimness of the gas lamps in the town, and desires that the 
Chairman will report whether the lighting has recently been giving more 
satisfaction. 

Id. It is important that the working of the Jute Act should bg carefully 
watched, and convictions obtained, if possible, for wilful infringement of its 
provisions. 

% 15 The revision of tho assessment of the town hy Mr. ltowe appears to 

have been effected with tact, equity, and consulcratencss, and to have proved 
satisfactory even to the rate-payers. His merits, as a valuablo officer to the 
corporation, arc fully acknowledged by the Government of Bengal. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot close this report without placing 
on record his high appreciation of the valuablo and lasting services rendored 
to the corporation and residents of Calcutta by Mr. W. Clark, late Engineer 
to the Municipality, whose name will he ever honorably remembered in 
connection with the great schemes for water-supply and drainage of the town.

THE YEAR 1873-74. 


RESOLUTION. 

MUNICIPAL. 

Calcutta, the 1 1th August 1874. 

Read — 

The Administration Report of the Howrah Municipality for the year 1873-74. 

Read again-— 

The Annual Report for 1872 73 

Resolution.— Income — The total income of the Municipality amounted to 
Rs. 1,67,456-2-4, as compared with 11s. 1,49,1 82-0-5 m the previous year. This 
increase is duo partly .to the imposition for the first time in the past yoar of a 
lighting rate, which produced for the part of the year for which it was levied 
Rs. 6,715-0-9. The collections on account of house rate were on the whole 
successfully realized, leaving a smaller balance than in the previous year. 
The question of the levy of tolls m the Municipality is the subject of a separate 
correspondence which is still pending There has been a slight diminution of 
the receipts under this head, due, it is said, to tho correction of an abuse which 
existed in the levy of toll on carts, &c , plying only within the town. The 
receipts on account of fines were Rs 6,274-8-6, against Rs. 3,736-0-6 in the 
previous year. It is explained, however, that the lines imposed by the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners were actually less than in the previous year, the excess 
arising from receipts from the Magistrate, of Ones levied by him under 
Act XXI of 1857. The question whether the fines under this Act, which were 
credited to Government from 1K69 to April 1873, should be placed to the credit 
of the Municipality, will be further considered on receipt of thb Commissioners’ 
application. A sum of Rs. 6,939-8-9, the surplus receipts under the Jute 
Warehouse Act, have been placed to the credit of the Municipality. It is 
explained that a* separate account of this is kept, so that the fund cannot be 
encroached upon for general purposes, and the manner of the application of 
these funds will bo disposed of on the receipt of further information which has 
been called for frbm tho Municipality The introduction of a new scalo 
of fees for licenses to carry on obnoxious trades, m place of the objectionable 
uniform rate of Rs. 25 formerly ch irged, has resulted in no loss to the 
town, tho receipts under this head showing some increase. 

Expenditure . — The total expenditure of the Municipality was Rs. 1,51,188. 
One of the heaviest charges, that of lighting, will in futuro be met by the 
special rate under Act V (B.C.) of 1873 On the roads, was spent Rs. 21,628-3-6. 
The report, paragraph 02, would seem to show that the results attained weronot 
commonsurate with tho outlay, seeing that the improvements effected extended 
only to 4^ miles out of 58 miles of nadway in the municipality. Tho rates 
at which tho brick-metalling of the roads was executed appear extravagantly 
high, and the mattor desorves the attention of the Commissioners. Tho expendi- 
ture on conservancy amounted to Rs 28,911, a proportion of which would 
seem to be properly debitable to the head of roads ; the icpair of cutcha- 
roads and of the margins of pucca-roads being executed by the Conservancy 
Department. The increasing strictness with which the conservancy rules 
as to the disposal of night-soil aro enforced is satisfactory. The practice, 
however, of disposing of the sweepings of tlvc streets in tanks and hollows 
within the town is objectionable and should bo discontinued The cost of the 
Police, so far as it was a charge on the Municipality, was Rs 30,392, or some- 
what less than the estimate Tho miscellaneous expenditure is put down at 
Rs. 13,715-13-2. Of this, however, Rs. 6,277-1-3, which is debitable to the 
drainage works, should appear under the head of Local Improvements. So 
far as the works have been executed, the result appears to have beon satisfac- 
tory. The next yearly account should show clearly an increased expenditure 
on them, the means having been provided by the Government loan. 
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Mortuary Returns . — The improvement in the method of collecting these 
statistics is satisfactory. The result is to show a death-rate of 30 per mille, 
which is a heavy rate of mortality, attributable in great part to the prevalence 
of fever and cholera The Lieutenant-Governor would wish to know whether 
all deaths in the Howrah Hospital are taken ip to this account. 

'Jlie thanks of Government are due to Messrs. S. H. Robinson, R. Pearce, 
and Dr. R N. Burgess, and to Baboos Kedar Nath Bhuttacharjea, Tara 
Prosunno Mookerjea, Raj Mohun Bose, Nundo Gopal Chunder, and Gour 
Dass Bysaek, for the attention they have given to Municipal business and the 
disposal of cases tried under the Municipal Act. Baboo Raj Mohun Bose 
has been particularly conspicuous for the number of municipal cases which he 
tried, and Messrs. Reily and Kiernander also took a large share of this work. 
Then* seems no just ground lor complaint on the scoro of the severity of 
penalties imposed. The Lieutenant-Governor notices the favorable mention 
which is made of Mr. Donnithorne, the Secretary, for his thorough knowledge 
of his duties and the zeal with winch he discharges them. His attention 
should be drawn by the Commissioners to the not unfrequent recurrence of 
frauds iu the Account Department, and the special necessity for its careful 
supervision. His Honor would wish to know whether any steps were taken 
to prosecute the Accountant and lus Assistant for then* criminal proceedings.

STATEMENT OP THE BURDWAN MAHARAJAH’S RELIEF OPERATIONS 
FOR THE FORTNIGHT ENDING 25TH JULY 1874.

Burdwan. 

Belief Home —The daily average of applicants for food at the annaehattra at Burdwan 
has continued high, but a slight decrease m the number was beginning to be perceptible 
during the last two or three days of the fortnight, 1,450 have been daily fed, among whom 
there were a good number from the outlying villages, particularly those on the other side of the 
nver Damooda. Though some of these, when they first come in, declare that they have been 
m great distress, there is nothing like starvation visible in their appearance. 

About 100 persons are still employed on the tanks in Burdwan, but, as before stated, there 
is no demand for employment. 

ClJLNA. 

Relief House.-rVhe average number receiving relief at the Culna Sudder Butea has been 
630, of whom about 300 work for their food and the rest are old, infirm people, and young 
children. In addition to this number, about 70 respectable persons are receiving uncooked 
rice, and it is anticipated that this number will be considerably increased as pressure is 
increasing on the middle classes as the season advances. 

Bood»bood. 

Bood-bood returns show a decrease in the number of applicants for relief at the 
annaohattra, but severe distress is ropoi ted among the middle classes, and orders have been 
sent to feed all respectable persons whom the relief superintendent may certify as requiring 
aid These persons will receive uncooked food in rations for five days at a time. It is 
anticipated that the number will be very large- 

Kedmaq. 

The numbers at Kedraah have increased and are daily increasing. 875 has been the daily 
average during the fortnight, and 105 respectable persons have received raw rice daily

The peculiarities of the present season thus far, are almost as marked as wore those of 1873, 
The season of tillage (January to* April) was characterized by a rainfall above the average in 
almost every division, and conspicuously so m Rajshahye, Dacca, and Chota Nagpore. In 
the Behar, Bhagulpore, and Orissa Districts, the rams during this period were a little below 
the normal fall, but to no very material extent On the other hand, the rainfall of the 
sowing season (May, June, July,) has been abnormally and almost dangerously scanty in the 
Burdwan, Presidency, Rajshahye, and Dacca divisions, but a little better than average in Behar 
and Bhagulpore Tirhoot however, has been again most unfortunate. It is the July fall m 
particular — the month for transplanting the late rice— -that has been so deficient

RESOLUTION 

FINANCIAL DEl’ARTMEN T. 

Aoricultuue and Fokests. 

Calcutta, the Vith June 1874 

Read— 

The Annual Report upon tlio Botanical Garden, Calcutta, for the year 1873-74 
In thanking Dr. King for this very interesting report, the Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to, notice that the prospects of the garden continue to be 
indefinitely compiomised by the destruction of the largo trees therein m 
the cyclones of 1804 and 18G7. In addition to the disadvantage of an originally 
poor soil, there is now a want of shade in the garden, while tho growth 
of the new plantations under Dr Anderson’s plan, was seriously hindered in 

K last season by the almost unprecedented failure of the rains. The Lieu- 
ant-Govarnor agrees with Dr. King that it is essential to restore the shade 
, t is s c necessary in a tropical garden, bo#h for the growth of the plants and 
for the comfort of visitor*; and he notices with satisfaction the efforts that 
are being made in this direction. is meanwhile being given to the 

culture of herbaceous plan^l T --^^ , ^Kervatories, and to tho collection of 
orchids and other flowefki^plants ; and Dr. King** suggestion, that we should 
do something m the jffiy of landscape gardening hy the outlay of a little money 
for this purpose on^he ‘estate, is one which the LieutenanyGovcmor hopes 
may be carried dat as soon as the existing necessity for general economy shall 

have passed awrff. k 

We needrnot lose sight of the primary objects of the garden in so doing; 
and turning to its economic aspects, the Lieutenant-Governor is able to congra- 
tulate the Superintendent and bis staff on the success which promises to 
attend their efforts to acclimatize Ipecacuanha, in these provinces. II is Honor 
observes from the eailier reports, that four years ago there were but twelve 
cuttings of the plant at tho Cinchona gai dens, and that of tbesAseven were 
destroyed by an accident. From the report now before him he lear» with great 
satisfaction that, under the mode of propagation hy root and leat-out tings, bo 
successfully worked hy Mr. Jaffrey, there are now not fewer than 63&00 living 

plants in all. . . * 

His Honor notps with satisfaction also tho expression of Dr. King’s 
opinion, that no difficulty whatever is likely to be experienced in planting* 
Mahogany on a large scale in the districts of Lower Bengal. The statistics given 
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what I saw myself, and what I heard from respectable zemindars and well-to-do ryots, that 
there is no possibility of any injury being done to the bhadoi crops. This year the l<wd on 
which bhadoi was sown exceeded by one-fourth the usual quantity that used to be devoted 
to this purpose in previous years The whole of this land, whether high or low, was well 
watered by the early rain we had in June, the result has been a “ bumper crop," which will 
go to a great extent in relieving the wants of the people ” 

With the exception of Dmapore, however, where the sub-divisional officer reports that 
they have an abundance of water, rain is generally wanted throughout the district to allow of 
transplanting the young nee plants , but for this I am glad to say we have still some four or 
five weeks left, and from the appearance of the weather we may expect a good fall of rain 
any day, and, m fact, local showers are of almost daily occurrence 

7. The condition of the people is reported upon favorably irom all parts of the district, 
and no case of misery or starvation was brought to light during the fortnight. 

8. 138 emigrants were registered for Demerara and 27 for British Burmah during the 
fortnight ; whereof 85 belonged to Patna, 24 to Gya, 22 to Shahabad, 2 to Tirhoot, 2 to Sarun, 
1 to Chumparun, and the rest to qther districts 

9. There was no«case of gram robbery reported during the fortnight ; four cases of 
theft of a very petty nature were reported

Kinds and prices of gram selling at one or more specified principal marts —Details are given 
in appendix A of the kinds aud prices of gram selling at the principal marts in the district 

In the markets of the Sudder Suh-divibion prices show an npwaid tendency. This, I 
consider, is a temporary mattei, and that the recent rainfall will bring them down again 

In the Vuxar Sub-division a general fall m prices is noticeable 

In the Sa«scram Sub-division the rise in prices is general, the slight rise having occurred 
in Akberpore 

In the Bhubhooa Sub-divibiou there has been a slight fall in the Bhubhooa, Chynepore, 
and Hatta marts 

Bainfall — Rain has fallen generally throughout the district At Arrah, during the 
fortnight, 3 67 inches of rain have fallen At Buxar there has been a rainfall of 3*88 
inches during the fortnight A fall of 5 67 inches has keen registered in Sasseram and of 
5 68 at Birubhooa. 

Stair of the Crops. 

The condition of the crops in the Arrah Sub-division is everywhere favorably reported 
on 

In the Buxar Sub-division Mr Armstrong reports that f ‘ the prospects of all the bhadoi 
crop, including the seiha dhan, are now excellent. Mon; rain is wanted for the aghani dban, 
but still it is doing veiy well The *awan and tangun sown in the Rohnee Uncbuttar are 
being cut, and aie said to be as good as possible ; and an excellent makai and serha dhan 
haiveM* is expected short 1) 

In regard to the crop* in the Sisseram and Bhubhooa Sub-divisions, Mr. Eyre reports— 
4< Th*‘ prospects of the crops in both sub divisions were somewhat doubtful in the btginnmg 
of the current month owing to want of rain. Applications were made for canal water 
lfeav) rain, however, has since fallen all over both sub-divisions, and transplanting of nee 
lias thus been nearly completed The autumn crop, which was beginning to suffer, is now 
ass ireu fiom an) consequences of drought ” 

Condition op tfie Pfople 

The condition of the people l* satisfactory. 

In the Arr.di Sub-division three grain thefts have been reported during the fortnight 
one of 14 maund*. of wheat 

In the Buxar $ub-divi«nn no grain thefts have occurred. 

In the Sasseram Sub-division three thefts are reported, in one of which 10 mauuds of 
wheat are said to have been stolen, and m the other 5 maunds 20 seers of rice. 

In the Bhubhooa Sub-dnwon one case is only reported of the theft of 7 maunds of rice 

For comparative statement of crime called f >r in Government circular* No. 4081 of the 
20th December 1873, see Appendix B. It would be noticed that there has been a total 
increase of crime m the past month of 84 cises as compared with the corresponding month 
of 1S72 , and of 52 case, as compared with the corresponding month of 1873. This increase 
is chielU noticeable in offences of lurking house-trespass or house-breaking by night with 
intent lo commit theft. The increase in cattle thefts is not so remarkable

2 In Ilajocpoio sub-division pneos on the whole may bo said to have remained 
stationary, \anatumb having nowheie oxceeded llm e-quaiters of a seei in the rupee, while a 
fall m one place has usually been counterbalanced by a use m another 

3 In tho southern marts of Taiporo sub-division “ prices have vanod but little, if at 
all ,” but at Tu jporo itself all kinds of gram, except nee, have risen in value 

4 In the Suddor sub-division Government pilots continue to pievail, and tho demand 

for Government giam still mci eases During tin foitmght the town minicabs have purchased 
no less than 27, >18 nmumls of gram from oui godown all of which they have sold eithor in 
the town oi in adjacent villages , and so dependent upon Government have they now 
become lor their supplies, that ihe stoppage ot our sales for a few days would, I feel sure, 
be lollowed by disastious < onsecpienoes * 

I have repeatedly \isited the giain nraiktt but have not seen a single shop in which any 
locally-produced giam, except oits, can be purchiscd The'ba/ai chowdree informs mo that 
about 400 maunds of the giam daily pmeliased from us by the bunnonhs are regularly 
distributed thiough hai panes m neighbounng villages , and I have reason to hope that their 
agency will shoitly enable us to dispense with s ib s at many of our sub-golas

7 In my tologiam dated 4th instant, I informed you that tho prospeotB of the makai 
crop wore deteiioiutmg fiom w int of ram , but I have sinoo ascertained that both the dhan 
and makai crops have suffered gioatly m sevcial places liven in Hajeepore sub-division, 
in spito of a comparatively good fall of ram, tho dlian is backward ; there is, however, as 
vet no sf nous cause for alarm m that quarter. But tho Tajporo Officer takes a very gloomy 
viow of piospeits, icpoitmg as follows — , 

“There has been lam al Taj pore on only four days during the fortnight, aggregating 
1 09 This <*cnnty lamfall has caused, and is caismg, tho most grave anxiety for the bhadoi 
crop and also for the dhan Duuiig the lattei half of the week there was a good fall of ram 
m the south-wost, aud Mr Lloyd of Shapore Undi, who twelve days ago wrote anxiously ol 
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15 J sincerely trust that the “ barest subsistence wages/’ whioh I fixed in accordance, 
as I thought, with His Honor’s instructions, may not be maintained to the end of the season. 
As an experiment, they may serve to test the necessities of the labourers ; but when these have 
been dearly established, suoh rates, I submit, must necessarily impair the efficiency of their 
work. It may be thai 1 have given a stronger meaning to His Honor’s expression than 
it was intended to convoy, and that instead of fixing “ barest subsistence wages” for human 
beings, I should have fixed “ barest subsistenoo wages ” r for labouring pmom. If this be so, 
the old ratos (especially m the planter’s oircles) would admit of little reduction. 

16. The largo increase of labourers m the Kantee cum Tteghai oirole is a matter which I 
intend to investigate on 1 1th instant; though, bearing m mind the large amount of damage 
done to the crops in this circle, and the foot that many cultivators must have been thrown out 
of employment, I see no reason to suspect laxity of supervision The probable future neces- 
sities of this largo number of persons are the main cause of my uneasiness and anxiety to judge 
for myself 

17 I may repeat liore (what I have already comrauuicated to you by telegraph) that I 
apprehend great pressuro during the ensuing five weeks, or until the produce of tne bhadoi 
crop gets woll into the markets

18 Under this head the llujeeporo officer makes no lemarks, though I should have 
been glad to reooive some explanation of the very great difference in the pnnes 
of rice at Hajoeporo and Patna In the foimer town the price is 10 seers, in the latter 16 
seers per rupee Whoat again is selling at Ml seers m Hajeeporo, and at 1 GJ seors in Patna. 
I know as a fact that at Lalgunge (as I mentioned in my last narrative) there is a great 
demand for ncc, and it is reasonable to suppose that the demand exists at llajeepore. It 
seems to mo that either tho Pal na prices must be nominal, or that private trade, when left 
to itself, is wholly inoperative m this district as an importing agency 

19 The Tajporo officer ropoits that pm.ito trade has lately fallen off mhis sub-division, 
and believes that the Government sales in the lhirbhunga sub-dmsion have had an injurious 
effect upon it He also thinks that the smaller traders arn unable to pay the high rates now 
domanded for boats 1 am not m a position to dispute the correctness of these views, but I 
know that the manager of Jeel warpore ladory (nlose to Nagurhustoe) finds no difficulty in 
disposing of nee which he has imported with an advance horn Government at the rate of 1 l 
seers per rupee Further, the extreme lowness of the Poor G unduck at the present time is 
very unfavourable to largo boats , indeed, I have just learnt that several boats laden with 
Government gram, and bound for Mozuftoipoio, caunot get higher up the river than 
Nagurbusteo

jP. 5. — Witfi reference to paragraph 16, I ha\e the honor to add that I have this 
morning ridden over the northern portion of the Kantee oirole, have visited some relief works, 
and have conferred with the assistant manager of Beghai ont-work. It appears that the 
reduced rates of wages were introduced in this oirole on the 6th instant, and that the average 
daily numbers for the week ending 13th instant nro as follow * — Men 2,796, women 1,72 2, 
children 632 , total 5,150. Though there has been a decrease on the whole, it has not been 
very marked or important The owise of the relief works being now so much frequented u 
exactly what I supposed,, viz. the destruction of crops by inundation. AH the first 
sowings of rioe were completely ruined, and though second sowings were made, there has 
not been aaffioieut rain lately to admit of the seedlings being transplanted Besides the 
young dlian, I regret to say that other orops have suffered more or less severely Soma and 
kownee have gone entirely, and the mukai cobs have scarcely filled at all The assistant 
manager believes that Government must continue to give assistance to the people m Ins oirole 
up to the end of the year lu one largo village (Mundaya), where the crops were wholly 
destroyed and the waters have not subsided (the binds being all low churs), the people one 
and au are only kept alive by relief works and advances of grain In one or two other villages 
there is very great pressure, and 1 may say genoiully, that without the assistance now being 
given by Government, great mortality would ensue in the northern portion, of Kantee circle 
The labourors complain of the reduction of wagos, but not so much as might have boon 
expected

1 have the honor to submit my Narrative of Scarcity and Relief for the Fortnight ending 
Saturday, the 8th d£ August 1874 


State of the Country 

1 In tlie present narrative I have still to leport a continuance of fine weather The 
general want of ram is seiiou^ly affecting the harvest piobpects, and a great deal will depend 
upon a rainfall during the nc'ft few d iys The harvest prospects differ of com so m different 
localities, but* geneiully it miy he b.ml that the gn at murwa < rop where not gathered inquires 
ram to fill the heads, and that the tiansplanting of nee is delayed by tlie extremely dry condi- 
tion of the soil The present is no doubt a crisis, and the better to describe the exact state of 
things at this moment, I annex a map coloured aecoidmg to the state of the eiops, which, in 
the more northern portion of my jurisdiction, I lnve just < irtfullv inspected It will bo seen 
that the lqjst favorable piospeets ot ute and murwa are m tint tiact of couutiy boivveen the 
Kumlah and Bulan, but where the maize luivcst has been a very good one. 

2. The report lor the different loe ilities is as follows — 

Scctiimvrhee — The scanty rainfall m this Mib-dive-ion has not only inter fered with the 
completion of rice tr insplantiiig, but has affected the bliadoi crops, which are nearly ready for 
cutting Unless wo have a heavy downfall, the outturn of the -athee will bo very small, 
indeed next to nothing Every morning there are indications of heavy ram, but the clouds 
towards mid<lay disperse. 

# PoornEE Sub-Division 

A heavy fall of ram is required to secure a heavy harvest Indian corn partly gatheied, 
partly ripening. Murwa and shama, both very thick crops , in places ripe and gathered ; both 
crops, as also keontc and jeree, generally in the ear, and fast approachihg maturity. Extensive, 
fields ot these crops are ripening, the stalks thick and juicy, but the seed wanting in fulness. 
The crops ahead# gatheied aie exceptionally good. The paddy is m tho lower lands healthy 
and growing vigorously, m the higher lands much in want of^ r.un. ' In the Mudhoobunnce 
Sub-division the crops vary considerably. Fiom the banks of the Chota Baghmutce to the 
Eumlah the murwa and Iudian corn are very lair, and the paddy up to date veiy healthy. 
Between the Knmlah and Balan, constituting the Bukwa cucle, the Indian corn is splendid, 
but murwa poor, and rice looking sadly in want of water , farther south, m what forms the 
Mudhoobunneo sudder relief circle, the crops aie dry and have a withered appearance, and 
transplanting is, on the higher lauds, stopped.

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cThe condition is described as follows M Last fortnight was characterised by a general 
hopefulness induced by seasonable weather, general showers, and indications warranting expec- 
tations of a bountiful harvest. The present fortnight h&B been marked by short rainfall, 
extensive stoppage of agricultural operations, and anxiety as to the future of the paddy crops. 
The early bh&doi, murwa, and shama has been mostly secuied against the chance of any great 
failure, but the later sown bhadoi and the whole of the paddy crops arc seriously threatened.” 
The weather is cloudy and there are occasional showers, but there has been no good fall of rain 
in this sub-division since the 22nd July, except at Kuokrfi, where there have been three heavy 
showers. 

The agriculturists have in the lower lands taken advantage of the fine weather to resow 
most of the lands where the crops had been destroyed by the earlier floods. In some villages 
the seed has been found to be that«of aous paddy and unsuited for transplanting, and fresh seed 
is being supplied by the Couit of Wards. 

The three worst tracts as regards prospects of crops in this sub-division, then, are Bukwa, 
Sudder Circle, Mudhoobunnee, and Motiporo. 

In Naraya, the state of things is better. The last heavy fall was on the 26th, and the 
crops are still healthy and growing vigorously, but still they would be improved by rain. 
The crops in the western half of the Putrahce cncle are, similar to the Bukwa crops, stunted 
and poor, but the moie western crops are very good indeed. The Durbungah situation may be 
best described in Mr. Mac Donnell's own words, — “The continued drought has had an injurious 
effect on the murwa, which m places is turning yellow, a sure sign of decay and unhealthiness ; 
insufficient moisture has also liad the effect of checking transplanting. In the Hathi Sub- 
division, however, there has been a fair rainfall within the last few days, and the prospects 
have much improved

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5. Public 'healthy Poopree .— Public health continues excellent. Returns are being 1 received 
of the numbers who have diet) whilst receiving charitable relief In 2 circles 17 persons eut 
of 2,800 have dfed in 6 months. In Mudhoobunnee there were sporadic cases ot cholera at 
Mahta and Bhatolia ; otherwise there have been no epidemics In the Bub wa circle, of the 
deaths reported, 18 arc of persons on charitable relief In Motipore, out ot 80 reported deaths, 
18 were of persons m receipt of chantablo relief. In Durbbungah, there have ulso been a 
few sporadic oases of cholera.

Generally the condition of the people is so good that, with the cutting of the murwa crop, 
the number of persons receiving charitable relief may safely bo diminished. Along the 
Northern Frontier there are, however, still numbers of haggard lean-looking persons, 
mostly wanderers from Nepaul, to be seen, and some few even of our own people, who remind 
me of the earlier famine months.

12 There have been a few imports of pulses, and table ueo has appeared m quantities 
sufficient to meet all demands at 10 seers per rupee, hut mm vva and Indian-corn aie last 
coming into the maiket, the former selling in a few places at 52 kutcha hocib per lupee. 
The main dependence is still on the Government stocks At Kurlahee, scores of Nepaulesc 
throng the golae, but the sales will probably not aggregate moie than 400 mounds a day , 
whilst at Deodah, which has been cleared out, the sales will daily aveiage about 100 maumis. 
These northern goks have been replenished from Durhhunga by boats, as also from Cherout, 
in the Poopree Circle 

At Jaley, where sales hitherto had been almost mi, a brisk demand is springing up, as also 
at Seebnugguv, which has been replenished by Mr Forbes from other golas In the Durhhunga 
circle, similarly, there his been a good deal of gram tiansfer, and the sub-divisional ofheeis 
have to give their particular attention to the fluctuating demands at then several stock-houses.

Abundant t oi Scarcity of Supply in the Ba%<n — While the importations by pm ate trade 
contmuo to lcmarn at the same small ligure m the Sewan sub-division, they have ialJon oil 
one-half m the Mulder sub-division This tailing off is altnbutod b y tiadeis, who 
naturally are stiougly mteiested m opposing the issues of Government giam, to tbo 
discouingemcnt of private ti ado owing to tho lingo advances ot (Tovernmout grain which 
have beon mmlo , but though it cannot bo but that this cause should have opoiutod to some 
extent, it is to he lemembered, /'/*/, that Lho main supplies ul this distuct have been drawn 
for months past from Oudli, and that therefore it is reasonable to expect thai^ho surplus 
produce for exportation thence must bo now running stunt, and ucorul/y, that with the 
prospect of an abundant harvest m a few weeks, there is not much temptation to import m 
any consider a oie quantities. But be this as it may, I am fully convinced that a gioat

risk would have been run if early steps had not been taken to supply tbs cultivators with 
Government giiun. It is to bo borne in rnrnd, first, that tho great mass of the ryots had 
not the means to purehaso grain in tho market ; 6 econdly, that it is not likely that the petty 
mahajuns who carry the ryots on in an ordinary year, had sufficient grain stocks to make tho 
usual advances ; and thu dbj , that, considering to what an unexpected extent private trade 
has met the demand in all theso months past, it would have been imprudent to rely on its 
holding out to tho end, to say nothing of tho ocrtninty that had it not been for the supplies 
of Government giam, pi ices would, as lias been abundantly proved by the experience of 
former famines, have gono up at once, and boon maintained at famine rates without regard 
to the available stocks in tho hands of the bunneahs and othors 

2 Supplies aio loportod by the polico to be dofioient at Goldongungo, in Manjhee, and 
Bii'.suntporo, throughout tho Musrukh thana, in Pursa, and at Kutiya ; and it is, m my belief, 
solely owing to tho slackening of tho demand on tho markets, in consequence of tho relief of 
a largo proportion of the population by means of Government gram, that the supplies m the 
bazars generally have oontmuod to meet tho domand I have been assured by planters 
and otheis that nee is scarcely to bo obtained in many of the bazars in tho interior. It is 
to be noted that m ordinary years, tho northern portion of the distriot is largoly supplied 
with Nopaul rice, and that with tho failure of this trado, thuio has this year boon but littlo 
attempt on the pui l oi pnvaie trade to supply its place from other sources, and, as a 
oonsoquence, prices havo all along lulod much higher in those parts of the distriot This 
alone would show tho fallacy of supposmg that trade is regulated m the same manner in 
this country as m European countiies 

;j Tho imports, mamly into the sudder sub-division, were, during the past fortnight, at 
Cliupia 4,7 50 maunds, nouo ol winch was rice , at ltovclgungo 17,900 mauuds, ot which 
1,800 maunds only were rice , at Dooroegungo 1,597 mauuds , at Panapore 27 mauuds ; and 
at ItoopaiK hap (in the Buirowlee thana oi tho Sewan sub-division), 709 maunds. The 
expoits to Tirhoot and Uliumparun amounted to 740 and G 40 maunds respectively 

4 Ot the Ch up r a sub-divibion Major Jackson wntes 

“ The potty outlying bazars continue to ho supplied wiih gram, but to no very great 
extent In tact, there is a sbglit falling off, but sufficient to meot tho demaud ” 

5 Regarding the Manjhee sub-division, Mr Tonneiro wiitcs 

“ The supplies nnpoi tod into this sub-division am just sufficient to meot tho slight 
demands m tho bn/ai, and them is no suiplus wliatovoi oi food-giom in them Only 20 or 
21 paek-bulloeks bring pto visions on maiket-days into ouo of tlio hugest bazais , this shows 
how slight imports aio, and fiom enquiries I liavo ascertained that in ordinary years there 
is alwavs a flow of large stoies into bazars on tho days on which they am held 

“ Food- gram cannot be always piocured in tho bazars, and in one bazar in particular, 
ICulhooa, there is no lice available at till. 

“ Anol hoi tact pm ves tho seal city of stoics. In times of plenty the value of (Huinrh- 
pooree pico increases — about 72 guudas to tho rupee , wheieas when scarcity prevails, thoir 
valuo decreases, and now for instance about 80 nie to bo bad per nipeo ’ 

G. Mr Bany, m charge oi the Pursa sub-division, ropoits as follows — . 

“ Nodofloitnej lias been lepoi ted, and pneos seem stationary, or neatly so, at the figures 
quoted m my last l epoi t . 

“ Tho abundant wop of ehoona in South Kusmoi ought to loduco puces m that 
quarter, as a largo poition of it will doubtless bo tin own upon the maikot ” 

7 Unfortunately, this is the poition ol tho district which lias boon recently submerged 
by the Ganges niuudation, and mu< k of tho clieeua, it is believed, was only just being 
harvested 

8 The price of barley at Pursa, as given m the anuoxuio, lias piobably been misquoted 

by the pohee. . 

9 The following is Mr Wright's report of tho Sowan sub-division — 

“ The bazais continue to bo well supplied, and tho fact of this being the case when 
private im portations fiom othoi distnets still continue to decrease, proves, I think, that there 
must be a good stock ot giain m tho hands of tho people m tlio sub-division I do not mean to 
Bay that the poorer classos havo any stocks ot gram in their possession, as they are a class in 
this district who aio accustomed to live from hand to mouth, but the well-to-do and the 
traders must have stores of grain, else the supplies in tho bazars would long ore this have 

run short , 

“ The private importations of giain during tho past fortnight amounted only to 6,140 
maunds The <j\poits according to reports, received wero 96 maunds of barley, sent from 
Gut ham to the Goruckporo distnct. 

“ Mr ltatlray informs me that he has had spocial enquiries mado at the principal marts 
throughout llus division by the tehsiidnr as to the reason for such a great falling olT in the 
private gram importations, mid that tho tehsildar after making the enquiries reports that the 
large advances of Government giain civon to tho people have cheeked aud almost put a stop 
to private tiade Traders are alraid that they will not get nd of tlio gram they have already 
m thou haijds, and will not therefore lun the usk of importing largely as they used to do ” 

10 f have already alluded to tho fact of tho diminished demand on the markets, as 
well ns to the probable oauses of tho falling off in tho [importations, so I need not remark 
fuitkci on this bead. 



11. Concerning the Hutwa sub-division, Mr Hodglanson writes 

M The auppjies of grain m the bazars of tins sub-division have been sufReiecrt Thn new 
gram, tengoonoe and murwa, lias begun to come into the market , bhunslee rice is ready, and 
makai is being sold near the Gunduk dearah 

“ The Itaj tehsildar denios the correctness of the police report that the supply of gram • 
had fallon short m Kutiya The maiket has been amply supplied on evoiy maiket-dny, 
though ou one or two occasions m wet weather tradeis and puiehasoxs have assembled m loss 
numbers than usual The deficiency of supplies cannot <bo mfericd horn this circumstance, 
and as a matter of fact, it does not flxist ” 

12. Kind and Pi ice of Grain selling at the different Jfuts — The land and puoc of gram 
selling at the principal maits and at tho thanas and outposts are given m the annexed 
statement 

13 Frioes have fallen at Ekma, Bussuntpore, Maharajgungo, Baneapoio, Piusa, 
Bonopore, and Duriowloo At all other places puces liavo risen, or aie either stationary or 
pearly so. 

14. Stock of Food m the hands of the People — Major Jaokson, m charge of tho Cliupva 
sub-division, writes as follows undoi tins head — 

“I have had moie particular enquines nntdo on this head diuiug the past foitmght, 
and though oxact information on such a sulyoot must always be difhculf to obtain amongst 
a •population particularly leticcnf as to their pnvate affairs, have ascertained that in several 
places private stocks do o\ibt, but these aio confined principally to places wlioio othei than 
nee orops have been in excess In tho purely rico distncts, all private stocks aro said to have 
expended " 

15 Conccnnng the Manjhee sub-division, Mi Tonn^rre reports • 

“I find that ^on an avoiago, taking a village at 10 annas, only 2 annas of the ryots 
possess supplies of their own. Tins shows how urgently needed Goa eminent advances 
weie 

“ The rest lurve no supplies at all , this is the puiportof leports fiom all my cm*les about 
this mattoi, and 1 iully endorse wliat thoy stato 

“Very largo numbers aie now in possession ol Government gi am, and 1 behove that, 
wliero advances June lx on completed, tho i} T ots lend gram to then less fnituiiate noighbouis 
whoso tiun has not yet turned, to be repaid whou tlio latter iocoiao then allotments 

“ All fearp of insuffumncy of food-supplios may now bo set completely at lost It has 
been a lace against timo, and timo has boon beaten ” 

1(3, From Fuisa Mi Barry Avntos 

“ I have not been ablo to obtain any fresh information on Hus head, but if is admitted on 
all hands that the old stocks liavo run veiy low, and that but little romams* Any food- 
gnuns that aie used now aro obtained cither by purchaso fiom the bazars, oi by advances fiom 
tlio Government gojas 

“But tho muiwa, wlncli is loady for cutting, will replenish the petty stocks of many 
poor ryots; and tho cheena, wdiioh is being out m tho {southern half of Kusmer poigunnah, 
will put most of the lyots there beyond the reai h ol want, and fully loplomsh their stocks ” 

17 I fear this ehegna must liavo boon lost 

18 Rainfall and State of the Ciop <? - — The lamfall hero duung the foitmght has been 
2 05, making a total of 23 10 lflehos TliB lamfall m the inteiioi of the distnct seems this 
j eai to have been veiy paitial, the fall in some places being plentiful, and m othei * Aery scanty 
indeed For instance, I hoar that at iiameolali, m the Musrukli tliauu, tlieie have been only 
16 inches registeied, Avhilo at Baihogah, Clutowloo, and DliuboAvlea, m Bussuntpore, the rain- 
fall smeo tho 1st of Juno had, up to the third ol this month, been only 14, lli, and 10$ inches, 
respectively Generally throughout flie Musrukh and Sewan thanas, and m poitions of the 
Chupra, Puisa, Bussuntpoio, Burrowlee, Barragaon, and Durrowlco f lianas, moie ram may bo 
said to bo urgently wanted On tho other lmnd, owing to tho n^e of fho Ganges, oxtonsivo 
traets have boon inundated Accmato mfoimation regarding tho Dighwara inundation has 
not yet been received, but here, near Clmpra, tho lands of some 22 villages have been 
entirely submerged, and are still under water Except wliero destroyed by inundation, the 
bliadoi orops aio noaily everywheie most promising, but general transplantation of the 
aghanee neo is still loLuded m many parts by the want of lam. 

19. Of the Chupra sub-dr vision, Major Jackson writes — 

“ For tho groatei part of the fortnight under ioviow, there lias been a bleak m the rams, 
particularly idvoiablo to all bhadoi crops, at one time in dangei of being droAvned , these 
are now in safety and promise extra abundanco In a veiy few spots, loss to tho extent 
of 2 annas has been expoiieucod , but these cases aro exceptional Tho promise of the rice 
erop is not, however, so bright The sowing of tlio rice nuisorios has boon completed 
thioughout tho district, but planting out has been much rclaided lm Avant of ram , reccut 
heavy downfalls have somewhat remedied this state of tilings, and planting out is iioav actively 
going on The cot ^ luiun to tho full extent remains yet to ho seen, and is dopondent on 
futuio atmospherical conditions ” 

20 Regarding the Manjhee sub-division, the following is Mr Tonnlrro’s report — 

“ Up to tho 5th A r eiy little ram had fallen, and senous leans wuio entertained as to 
tho fato of the aghaneo ri< e , on the 5th however, the rams scorned to begin in real earnest 
it rained nearly all day , on tho 6th more ram fell, and on tlio 7th and Nth the ram was very 
heavy It is now r still raining, and them is evory prospect ot a steady set m of the rains

“ The crops Imvo benefited all tho moie because the rain was unattended with the 
violont winds whioh provailed of late These winds bent down even th© strong inakai 
plants, and their continuance threatened damage I kavo seen whole fields the oropsof which 
weio almost lying along tho ground ; and tho effect of heavy ram under these circumstances 
would no doubt have souously nyuied tliom Within the last two days, they have recovered 
the upiiglit position, and look veiy healthy and stiong 

“ Weeding will soon have to be resoitod to, and will furnish employment to numbers 
who are now on relief woiks Iu oflo week’s time the bhadoi ciops will be ripe to the extent 
of one anna out of tho lb. Murwa, which was irrigated, is now being harvosted in small 
quantities in all my circles Tengoonoo is also coming into ear, and m one cnclo four annas 
uf it are repoitcd to have done so 

“ Dhan is being transplanted everywhere, operations having begun chiefly after the 5th. 

“ It is on tho bhadoi that all tho iowoi classes mostly depend , men of substanco scarcely 
ever consume any of it, so those classes m tho deepest distress will find prompt relief. 

“Tho Choiunasah fields are being ploughed and prepared for the rubbee crops 

41 The indigo m my sub-division is reported to be a failure ” 

21 From Pursa Mr Barry gives the following account — 

u The only days on which ram did not fall during the fortnight were 2Gth, 29th, and 
31st of July, and 4lh August On all the other days light find occasionally heavy showers fill, 
succeeded by sunshine These passing showers, followed by warmth, have been most 
advantageous to tho growing ciops, hut there have been more clouds than ram, and the 
aggiegate of the lainiall for tho foitmgkt is small, and tho low lands for tho aghaneo neo 
ha vo not yet been generally flooded I regrot that I have not a ramguago, and conse- 
quently am unable to give you tho exact figures 

“ Tho bhadoi crops could hardly bo in better condition, and tho promise of a splendid 
yield seems fully assured The makai is in full flowor, and the heads are beginning to 
appear , it will bo npo in from six to seven weeks, but will bo fit for food long bofore that — 
in many places m 20 days Weeding, hoeing, and manuring this ciop, give employment 
to lai go numbers, but m not a few fields I legiot to observe that tho cultivators, oilhoi 
through laziness, apathy, or want of means, have neglected to wood and boo their makai in time 
Tho consequence is that the crop is stunted and yellowish, and will give a poor return. T 
asked one or two of these cult lvatois why they allowed their holds to run glass , they 
replied that they had no giam (/ r , had not the means to weed them) But somo men 
seem to think that when they have thrown in the seed, they have done enough , wheieas tho 
moie laboi is spent in weeding, 10 - weeding, hoeing or ploughing and manuimg tho makai, 
the gre iter the yield will bo 

“ Most of the iuakai-fields aro getting a socond wooding, and aro all tho better for it 

“ The amount of land under tins ciop is voiy much gieater than usual, people ha\mg 
been induced to sow it largoly, as it is very certain, easily laisod, and upons m 110 days 99 

44 Tho s an mi is a lair ciop, is sown to a considerable extent (gonoially amongst kodo and 
arlmi), and will be ripe m 10 days, it having been in tho ear for some time. It will thus 
yield an early supply of food to the peoplo, but moioly a makeshift till tho makai is 
ready 

“ The eaily min it a is ripening, and will help to keep tho wolf fiom the doois of many a 
poor family This grain seems to ha\e no paitieulai sooson of its own, as within the last 
WTok I hu\e scon a good nurnbei of patehos of it being tiansplantcd out These bits will not 
be ripe till Novembei 

44 Tho bhml a nco, the kodo and arhur, are doing well, and weeding is still going on. The 
lice and kodo aro of slow growth, and will not bo icady till October 

“In tho southern half of peignnnah Kustnei, I found on my visit there that cheena 
had been sown m largo quantities on tho moist lands within the influence of the numerous 
wator courses (or sotahs) of that region At tho tnno of my visit, on the 3rd of August, I 
so^v hundiods of people employed in cutting this eliocna, which appears to have given 
an abundant yield, and thus relieved us of all anxiety for the people in that quarter But 
in tho noithem half of Kusmei there is no cheena, the land being light and high ard dry, 
above the influence of tho water-couisos winch communicate with the (ranges, and stand 
back when tho liver is m high flood 

44 uffham ru o-helds or 4 chow r* lands have not yet been pi opoily flooded, and the 
planting out has been somewhat iet.udod m consequence, still many of tho fields have 
been planted out, and the cliowrs aic giudually being taken up, and tho ciop looks well as far 
as we have gone, but tin- plant delights in a foot of water in each field The seasonable 
and timely lams we aro now having aie doing a woild of good I doubt whother much 
more than half of the aghaneo live lias yet Own planted out 

“As to indn/o , tho plant, wlicio tlieie was any at all, lookod well enough , but tho out- 
turn of produeo is, I am evtiy wheie told, of the most w f i etched description The incessant 
lams of June and fast ten days of Julv ^ooiu to have washed out tho color fiom the plant, 
and I am tojd that few ( if any) of the factories will bo able to cloar their outlay, aud m 
fcome the tass will be \eiy heavy 

“ The ushuIu jdant is not a foot lugh, and anything it can yield Will be maigmficnnt 1 
£.m told that this is the worst indigo season that has ever boon known.” 
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22. Mr Hudson, in oharge of the Musrukh sub-division, writing on the*8th from his 
head-quarters at (Jopalpore, reports . — 

“ Until yesterday there has been a considerable abatement m the rainfall this fortnight, 
and I have heard alarm expresssed for the safety of the nee crops , but jostoiduy a tremen- 
dous downpour commenced about 9 a.m , and the mm has continued tailing with hardly 
any intermission until the present time, Saturday, 6 r m This timely assistance has 
doubtless averted all danger to the t nce for the prosen? The other crops, mukai, saw an, 
tengoonee, murwa, and kodo, could not bo in a bettor condition I have ridden as far lknsghat, 
m the north, and Tejpore, m the south, and have had plenty of opportunity for ubsei ra- 
tion; besides whioh I have conversed with a number of zemindais and cultiuitnis on 
the state of the country All agreed iu saying that tho season has been voiy fuvoiabln 
for all the crops excopt the winter crop of nee , but this requnos more lam The tiutli is 
that hardly a single day of the fortnight has passed without ram , but it has been a succession 
of passing showers, instead of a continuous downpour; anil it is appaiently this latter 
descnption oi rainfall wluch is absolutely required for a lull crop of winter ueo 1 have mjholf 
observed the aglianee turning yellow in a good many places , and I have boon told, in uuhwoi 
to enquiries, that it was owing to want of ram. Foi tlie Indiau-com and millet eiops, there 
can be no doubt nov of a full* yiold ; but the ultimate decision between scat city and 
abundance of noe depends, I presume, on the character of the weather dui mg tim 
ensuing month Murwa, sawan, and tengoonee are actually ripe, ami aio already being 

{ ducked. 1 am mf’oimed that it will be all gathered in a day oi two , but tlieie aie three 
iai vests of this crop, according to the time when the giam is sown That sown m Jeth is 
gathered now , thaksown m tho beginning of Asar will be gutheied the first week in Septomboi , 
and that sown at the end of Asar at the close of September Now that tlioio lias been a 
good fall of ram, the chief business of tianspl&ntmg will commence, ami will go on for twenty 
days One of the planters (Mr Cosserat of Itampoio) hns cxjucssod Ins opinion to mo that 
the ciops have never, within his knowledge, been m suih fine condition 

“Tho rainfall up to date has now amounted to nearly 2 feet, being distubuted ns follows,

bhadoi crop would have turned out a veiy pool one. The mm wo have had lixs saved the 
crop, and ft now looks m excellent condition ” 

fc Murwa is ripoiung fast, and m some places has been cut and is being eaten by tho 
people Tengoonee, sawan, and bhondali paddy am also ripening lndian-eoi u is in flower, 
and has also m places begun to boai hint 

“The bhadoi crops aio all well advanced, but tlie aghanee dhan is backwaid owing to tho 
want of heavy ram Very little of it, and that only on the lowest lauds, has been planted out 
as yet Most of it is still iu tlie nursery bod*?, and them it will have to rnnam till wo got 
a very heavy downpour of ram to flood tho fields, into whir h it has to bo liansplanted ” 

The follo # wiug is Mr Rattray’s ropoit uudii this licad — 

“The rainfall lias been vory deficient duting the past fortnight , so much so, as to cause 
great anxiety as regards the prospects of tho crops Within tho last three days, however, 
there have been passing showers, and tho early ciops (bhadoi) have been saved Much ram is

“ The want of rain in the earlier part of the fortnight under review led to grave appre- 
hension being entertained for tho crops , but although more ram is much required for the nee 
planting, the bliadoi crops are now as a rule everything that can be desired The general 
harvest has, however, been retarded a few days 

“ The loss on the Gunduk dearahs has boon very much less than was anticipated. The 
olieona crop (largely grown) had been gathered before the flood came The greater part of 
the mnkai recovered itself, and much of that portion of the rice which was thought to have 
been doshoyed is throwing out now shoots exoept in low lands, in which a orop rarely escapes 
destruction Tho total loss is now estimated at less than two annas of the whole outturn

in the maikets I have had the advantage of seeing leecntly tho managers of Pertabpore and 
Togaporo factones, m tho Sew.m sub-divisiou, and ceitamly then mfoimationdoes not coincide 
with Mr Wright's report as to the absence of distress in that sub-division To show the 
dangoi of tiustmg to zemindars foi the relief of then ryots, I may quote the following from 
a letter recently received from tho manager of tho Barhogah factory, in the Bussuntpore 
than a He writes — 44 The assamees ot a village called Suddeo came to me yosterday 
T had given their malik fts 1,000 worth of giam sorno timo ago, but he ha&put them off 
with promises, and now they said theywoie on tho verge of starvation, and certainly thoir 
appearance boie out the tiuth of whit they asserted” Happily, everywhere large gram 
advances to the ryot" have betn, and are being made, and another month should see us safely 
tluough the oiisis, though with oxlmusted golas only being gradually replenished, the time 
has been an anxious one of late It is to bo feared, howovei, that in the inundated traots 
measures of luliet will have to be maintained foi a longer ponod than was anticipated , as m 
High warn, which is not a ricc-growmg tract, tho ryots will, it is apprehended, hnvo no crops 
to cany them on till they tan gather their rubbee crops It is fortunate for them that their 
last lubbeo Inn vest was an excellent one , still they are likelv to need assistance before long 

2b Hegiiidmg the Manjhee suh-di vision, Mr Tonncrro writes as follows under this 
head — 

“ The mc>io I see of the people, the moro convinced I am of the danger they were m 
“From the vnlaue of Kulhova, m the Bugourah cnolo, a number of r\ots came to me for 
their advances, which had been retaided Thoy wero most certainly much underfed, and 
the ribs of most «»f them could be easily counted These men could not possibly have 
escaped, left to then own resources I, of course, had their gram given to them at once, and 
the) received it on that vtiy day 

“ In Ohainpoie, 1 met a man m good health apparently, but quite emaciated In reply 
to my questions, he said that the illness he fluttered liom was want of food 

“I told him to go to Ekma at once, to be oiiteiod m the list of tho poor. Ho has been 

relieved 

“There js now a greater feeling of cape owing to Government advances wherever they 
have been received, because mm cased employment, tho payment of which is afforded by moans 
of Government giam, is being givon by those who possess lands to the laboring classes 

“Taking the population at 10 annas, about annas show unmistakoable symptoms of 
suffermg fiom want of a sufficient quantity of food ” 

27 From Bursa Mi Bany repents — 

44 The condition of tin people does not call for any special remark, and is, I am glad to 
says appaiently not any worse The one absorbing occupation of tending and dressing his 
fields, takes up the whole time of tho ryot, and if he does this duty properly (and tfie excep- 
tions aie few) he has no time for anything else 

“Tho oidmaiy lyot looks forward hopefully and cheei fully to tho coming time of plenty, 
and with the abundant advances of Government gram, and the ripening murwa and sawan, 
the acute piessuro of distress has eithoi boon altogether lomoved or will gradually become less 
and less 

“ The prowdsof jyots for advances have melted away to a few stray applicants, and as 
the advances have been mado rapidly and systematically, it is believed that the crops have 
not suttViod m the slightest in oonsequenco of the absence of ryots fiom the^Jfields 

“ The condition of the people%n tho reliof gangs is very much the same, and shows 
no improvement I have given olothes to large numbers of the more naked among them, 
pimupally old women and children. One or two of the gangs on the Dighwara and Jelalpore 
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road I found in very fair oondition ; mostly petty cultivators, or their wives and ohil&ren, 
okmg out a livelihood in this way.” 

28 Mr. Hudson writes : — 

“ Mr. Cosserat, of Rampore, thinks that the people are harder up now than they have ever 
been, and will stand in urgent need of assistance throughout this month and September Tie 
tells me that he has remained women and children m his oompound engaged m gleaning the 
scattered grains of rioe on tho spflt where the giain lies been distributed from his gola. 
I had myself remarked this at Balah factory, when I was there before the rams commenced, 
and alluded to it m a former report It must undoubtedly be accepted as a sign of suffenng 
in the vory poorest class. But I do not lay so muoli stress upon it myself, for the register ot 
gratuitous relief is freely open to all, and Mr Cosseiat is mdofatigable m the discharge of his 
relief duties.” 

29. The following is the report of tho Sewan Sub-Divisional Officer ■ — 

“ The condition of the people continues good, and with the prospects of an excellent 
bhadoi harvest before them, also with a supply of gram (received from tho Government 
stoies) m hand sufficient to meet all their present wants, they are, on tho whole, in a 
cheerful state Charitable relief lS given to the poor who are unable to work, at the several 
relief centres in the division , and for those who are able and willing to work, employment 
is provided on the relief woxks, which aro still being carried on, if they oannot find work 
elsewhere ” 

Under this head Mr. Rattray reports as follows : — 

“ The condition of the people has not changed m any marked degree since my last roport 
Everything at present dopends upon the abundance or scarcity of rain. The Government 
advances of gram have boon given fmt throughout the sub-division, and with the relief-works 
m hand, combine to koop the mass of the people well supplied Distress of a serious nature 
is not reported fiom any of tho relief circles Every endeavour is being made in tho 
diffeient relief circles to reach thoso lequiring gratuitous relief, and such relief is now 
extensively given ”

“The repayment m three instalments has beeu promulgated throughout the sub- * 
division, and is very much approved of by the ryots They agree that it would have been 
impossible for thorn to pay all at once, and 1 have no doubt that they will repay the value 
of what they have received 

44 To ensure this, 1 have as much as possible put a village and all its tolahs together. 

I have by these means reduced the number of villages, but increased the value of the collects 
security. In the I'ursa circlo, for example, properly speaking, there are 80 villages and tolahs,

44 I have been on tom during flio best part of the fortnight, but have rooeivod few

44 Tho English Circlo Officers of Nowadah, Arna, Tohtee, and Jelalpore, have finishod their 
lists, and are now gmng out tho last instalments of gram The icturns from Arna have 
not yet come m As for my own cuole, J have, during the fortnight, advanced 1,58S 
maunds in 30 villugcs, leaving 20 villages m which applications have not been made, or 
whose lists ate undergoing investigation. From tho above, it will bo seen that the brunt 
of the woik is ovoi, and it only lemams to finish up those villages which have boon from 
any cause emu ted, and to complete the lemaimng instalments •

cvscsiu wl mb the ryots have not yet come fui theu cheques, though notices havo been issuod 
to thorn This is m great measuio owing to tho fact that tho golas ran shoit of gram about 
10 days ago, and it may bo that, from prudential motnes, many cultivates aio unwilling to 
draw tho Go\euiment gram, except m the very last result, when they can hold out no 
longer If they do not need tho giam sanctioned, all tho hotter, but if tho worst come to

44 Applications for advances have latterly become very slack They do not now average 
more than throe or four, at most, per diem, exclusive of individual petitions under olauso (d) 
of tho Central Relief Committee’s notification I havo now only 17 applications pending; 
and of these seven have been lying for weeks, waiting for the applicants to appear. I looked 
forward with some confidence to completing my own advances within the next fortnight. 91

“ The native doctor whom I sent on tour reports distress m tho Ckamporo and Ramgurh 
cnoles , he will soon visit tho o'Imr circle 

“According to tho recent instructions, one pice is given daily to all recipients ot 
oliantahle relief m addition to the giain to enable them to buy fhewood, salt, and other 
commodities. 

57 From Pursa Mr Barry reports — 

“ During tlie fortnight evorythmg has gone on satisfactorily 

“ There are altogether 7,237 persons on the register, and 3,1^5 women and 171 jolahas 
havo received assistance , while mouoy has been givon to 177 and * lam to 3, 10 i persons. I 
have again directed tho Cncle Officer at Kusmer to distubuto gram instead of money, and 
have supplied him with cheques for giain , 

“The Circle Officer at Amnour seems to bo doing good, having distributed grain to 78 
persons.

To— -The Offg. Secy to the Govt, of Bengal, Scarcity and Relief Department. 

I have the honor to forward the fortnightly narrative of Scarcity and Relief in the 
Chumparun District ior the fortnight eudmg on the 8th instant Its despatch has been 
delayed by one day, owing to the non-recemt of the Bettiah narrative till the night of 
il*e 10th instant, though the Sub-divisional Officer reports that it was despatched m time. 

The delay enables me to report that, since the narrative was begun to be written, there 
has been a most favorable fall of rain m the Motiharee and Bettiah Sub-divisions, and 
Mr. Howe telegraphs equally good new* from ttamnuggur Thore is reason to believe that this 
opportune fall has been general m the South and East, and there is every prospect of its 
continuance. 

A. — State of the Country. 

The appendix contains a statement (A) shewing the kind and prices of gram at different 
bazars throughout the district. Except in Ramnuggur, all these markets are very fairly 
supplied, and this fact and the comparatively low iates are the most favourable signs of the 
fortnight, at the close of winch a panic prevailed throughout the district on account of the 
piolonged break in the rams These statistics are the more significant, because, except in the 
Ramnuggur Sub-division, Government prices have everywhere ceased to rule the maikets as 
has hitherto been the case In the other four sub-divibions stocks have run so low that at all 
golas sales have had to be restricted, and in many ceased altogether. 

The weather has been everywhere the same The continuance of the sunny interval at 
first caused no anxiety, and was favorable by allowing weeding to bo carried on wlulo ram was 
confidently expected The clouds, however, kept gathering and again dispersing, and at the end 
of last week the prospects of the crop were very cntical The latest accounts report, however, 
that theie have been heavy showers in all parts of the district within the last two days, and it 
is raining with every appearance of continued wet while this is being written Meanwhile, the 
long delay has, except m Bettiah and Rarnnuggui, caused some damage, particularly to the 
satlrdhnn, in which the ear was forming, aud though generally the bliadoi ciop may now be 
considered safe, there lias been nothing like the general downpour which was required, and in 
the east and south of the distrn t the outturn will not come up to what was expected. Some 
of the maize plants on high grounds have withered, and the partially foimed ears in some of 
the millets have dried up 

Murwa, sama, and kodo are now evevywkeie being harvested, and gieen cobs of the 
maize exposed for sale in some markets, while a large proportion of the crqp itself will be 
harvested within the next fifteen days A good deal of the early .rice called u bhandule” has 
also come in, and 19 being sold at from 20 to 14 sceis for the rupee, 

i f 

The prospects of the mam early and late rice crops are, however, anything but safe, except 
^in the noitli of the Motiharee Sub-division, where them has been copious ram. Elsewhere, 
transplanting had every where been discontinued on account of the hardness of the ground. The 
partial showers already referred to have been effectual m keeping the plants alive, and there 
need be no serious anxiety on the subject unless the general fall of rain, which is now so 
anxiously looked for, does not come before the end ot next week. The pressure has, of course, 
been severely felt, aud has manifested itself m the closing of their sfcoies by thecnahajuns and 
clamorous applications for advances on all sides But, except Mr Woekes, in the Gobind- 
gunge Sub-division, none of the officers leport that tbcie has been any change m the previous 
* good condition of the people, and, wheiever woiks have been opened at the subsistence rates of 
half a seer of clean rice for adults, they have failed to altiuct labourers Mr, Weekesrepoits that 
he has found some people collecting gra^s seeds foi then food, and that some persons have 
died lately of dysentery On visiting myself the part of Mr Kilby’s Sub-division (Dhaka) in 
which the panic first arose and whcio lelicf works had been re-opened, I found that only 
some 20 women and children had attended, and that on learning the rates they said they 
pieferred to gather these grass seeds, of which they could collect from 2 to & Beers m a day ; 
while the local residents fiom whom I made enquiries said that this fodd was not unhealthy, 
though certainly it is not resorted to m oidmary years 

I have not heard of the pievalonce of dysentery m any other sub-division besides 
Goviudgunge There have been some cases of sporadic cholera in the Dhaka and Ramnuggur 
Sub-divisions, in all 88 cases, of which 84 wore fatal , but there are no signs of it m anything 
like an epidemic form. It is the general opinion that there have been far fewer deaths this 
year than usual. 


B. — Relief Works. 

There is plenty of work remaining to be done in all the sub- divisions, but, notwithstanding 
the pressure occasioned bydhe drought and the completion of so much field work, the demand 
for work is still very small, and after the rain, which ha9 so opportunely fallen, may not be 
expected to increase. 



In the Motiharee and Bettiah Sub-divisions all work under the cirole officers Was closed in 
the first week of the fortnight. The bulk of the laltourers shewn as employed under the 
Department Public Works are not relief labourers properly so called. 

In the Dhaka Sub-division, also, only a daily average of 151 labourers under the circle 
officer is shewn. All these people have been working At subsistence rates The remainder 
are either skilled workmen or labourers paid at ordinary rates, and engaged in finishing bridges 
and emergent works. # 

In Rariimggar, too, all the labourers are engaged m finishing emergent works. 

It is only for the Govindgunge Sub-division that a long list of works under the Circle 
Officer is shewn, and nearly all consist of petty village conservancy works, and the completion of 
bridges on village roads. The labourers have been paid at low contract rates in grain. Since 
the recent orders of Government restricting rates to subsistence allowance, Mr. Weekes 
reports that he has only works going on at five of the villages shewn in this list. 
The work-people under the Department Public Works and under himself are not shewn 
separately ; but the Executive Engineer tells me that there are now only 11 persons, all skilled 
labourers, working m this sub-division under bis department. 

Generally, therefore, it may be said that throughout, the district relief works are only 
maintained as a precautionary measure. 

C.— Transport of Food. 

The operations binder this head have been confined to the re-distrihution of grain within 
the district and to the exportation of the surplus giain m the Ramnuggur and Bettiah Sub- 
divisions to Sarun. The whole quantity called on for Sarun from Mr. Weekes 1 Sub-division, 
Govindgunge, has been despatched. The despatch of the rest is going on as fast as it can be 
conducted, the only delay being on the part of the Sarun contractor, who has to supply the boats, 
and who, Mr. Howe reports, has most unfortunately quarrelled with Mr Chretien at Bugaha, 
from whom he could have derived the greatest assistance, considerable delay being the result. 
Three laden boats also have been wrecked on their passage down the Gunduck Mi Fiddian 
is enquiring into the circumstances, and I have called tor, but not yet received, a report on the 
subject 

The arrangements for these despatches to Sarun were made bv the sub-divjsional officers 
at Govindgunge at the conference with his Honor the Lieutenant-Governor there, hut appa- 
rently both Mr Samuells and Mr. Ilowe mistook their requirement* The former has since 
telegraphed, protesting against the removal of the embankment gram, and urging that 
15,000 maunds were urgently required for his sub-division, as Mr Howe had refused to let 
him have more than*5,000 maunds of 20,000 maunds, of grain winch at Govindgunge he had 
arranged to send from Bettiah to Ramnuggur. W ith the JJommmsioncr's sanction, Mr. Samuells 
was at first authorized to detain as much of the embankment grain as he thought 
absolutely reqvflred, but subsequently this permission was withdrawn, and he has been directed 
to allow the whole of it tef go as originally arranged The transport arrangements are alto- 
gether in the hands of the Cal lector of Sarun, and no delay has taken place through these 
contradictory orders. Mr. Howe’s protest, which is embodied m his narrative and has reached 
me to-day for^the first tune, is as follows — 

“ Under Government orders we are sending one lakh of maunds to Sarun. When I was 
• at Govindgunge to meet His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, I was a^ked how much we 
could epare. Considering previous, and the then actual and probable expenditure, and bearing 
m mind how outlying a tract Ramnugger is, and how difficult it would be to dispose of 
surplus stores, I said we could spare one lakh of maunds. This would leave us 68,000 maunds, 
which I considered would fairly bring us through the famine. The question of the possible 
fadure of the rains did not then press itself on us, as prospects were magnificent. But the 
change 1 have described under Heading A completely alters the circumstances of the case. 
The demand for the gram is enormous, and all the grain I have can, with advantage to Govern- 
ment and the people, be disposed of here. In view of possible contingencies, it would be 
fatal to denude this outlaying tract of gram, and 1 would therefore most earnestly recommend 
that more gram be despatched to Sarun. According to the return, we have up to date despatched 
28,524-25-8, bqfr I have just heard from Mr. Fiddian that much more has been sent since 
these returns were prepared I do not think we can safely spare more than 40,000 maunds, 
and would solicit sanction to stop after this amount has left Bugaha ” 

Mr. Howe reports that, notwithstanding this opinion, he has been making every effort to 
effect the despatch of the consignment originally arranged for. 

On receipt of this, I at once telegraphed to Mr. Howe to despatch the whole amount as 
ongin&lly arranged for to Sarun, contracting his issues as may be necessary. I have this day 
received a note from Mr. J. S. Drummond, which shows the needs of barun to be very much 
mom urgent than our own As Mr. Howe had a reserve of 68,000 maunds aftea making 
over one lakh to Sarun, and as he reports that he is makmg large wholesale sales, it is obvious 
that by contracting his issues he will have enough in store to prevent the likelihood of any 
atarvation-de&ths till the next crops, however below the anticipated results they may be, 
come in. 
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Mr Sarnuells, it appease, required the amount he wished to detain for advances. There is 
still a quantity of private grain iu his subdivision, which, if it be absolutely necessary, he oan 
be authorized to take over, a course which will save his having to embarrass Mr Drummond, 
and there is also some 57,000 maunds of embankment and canal gram, the bulk of which is 
available to save at least any deaths or extreme misery from starvation occurring. 

D. — Storage of Grain. 

In the Govindgunge sub-division Mr. Weekes' stocks had suddenly run down from 37,000 
maunds on the 25th July to 3,000 maunds on the 3rd instant. On aeertainmg this. 1 at once 
went out to the eastern part of Mr Weekes' Sub-division arid the southern part of Mr. Kilby's 
The latter has been able to give 1 000 maunds of his reserve to Mr. Weekes' and I have given 
him 2,000 more from the Motihaiee Subdivision At the same time I authorised him to take 
over 4,000 maunds of grain hnpmted on advances from Government by Mr. M N. Maoleod, 
and stored at Pipra in the Govmdgunge Subdivision, and also got permission from Mr. Gibbon 
to Btop 5,000 maunds of his privately imported grain in its course up the river to Bettiah 
Both these steps have since received the Commissioner's sanction Mr. Weekes wishes to have a 
still further supply, and I have written to the Commissioner asking that he may be supplied 
with 15,000 maunds more by river. In the eastern and southern parn of the Govmdgunge 
Sub-division the bhadot crops are both very poor and fully a month behind what they are in 
the rest of the district, and it is in this tract that supplies had fallen short, the chief expendi- 
ture being m direct advances to ryots, under which head Mr Weekes has consumed nearly 
60,000 maunds up to date. In consequence of this general falling short of stocks, sales to the 
public have had to be restricted and at many golas have ceased altogether, while advances 
have been very much restricted. On the stoppage of sales the market at first rose considerably, 
but almost immediately fell to the present favourable rates without further interference. 

The Motiharee Subdivision has a full reserve equally distributed. The border country is 
now quite safe, and steps will be taken to empty the two border golas within the month. 

The giain is generally m very good condition. The mixed grains only have been attacked 
by weevils, and both they and the rice, injured by damp, have been disposed of. Heat damp 
has not appeared anywhere 

E. — Advances to Ryots. 

As stocks have run low m all the sub-divisions but Raranuggur, I have asked the sub 
divisional officers to stop all advances except to zemindars and substantial mahajaus till 
they had tried the test of opening relief woiks on subsistence rates If these were found to 
attract adult male labourers, advances were authorised to the latter. 

There is a good deal of divergence of opinion on the subject. Mr. Howe, with whom I 
entitely concur and who has not been obliged to restrict his advances from lowness of stocks, 
has stopped them of his own accord, because he thinks they have done their wofle and are no 
longer necessary to keep the people from starvation, while field work has, through them, been 
allowed to go on. There is reason to believe that in many oases applicants who really could 
get supplies from their mahajuns come clamorously to us because of the favourable terms 
which Government grants, and because, having once broken loose from the raahajans' yoke, 
they do not wish again to come under it.. This is not, I apprehend, a point with which the 
Relief Department has any concern Mr Weekes, on the other hand, is of opinion that for 
t>< me months back mahajuns' stocks have been a myth, but this is not borne out by the state 
of the markets in the Govmdgunge Sub-division, or by the fact which he also reports that 
private tiade is reviving, and, even if past stocks have been consumed, enough of*the present 
liauest has come m to form fresh ones. On the whole, it is better that direct advances should 
ewise except in those exceptional cases, where the necessity for them is proved by some 
simple test. 

F. — Charitable Relief 

The results of operations under this head are shewn m the accompanying statements. 
The numbers shew a slight decrease everywhere except in the Bettiah Subdivision, where the 
bub-divisional Officer has found it impossible to diminish bis numbers chiefly because, owing 
to the promptitude with which he closed his works, all the labourers who were doiug merely 
a little more than nominal work were brought on his relief lists. The small amount of 
advances given out in this sub-division has doubtless a great deal to do with the numbers 
receiving gratuitous relief Each officer has reported that the lists are scrutinized with the 
greatest strictness, and every effort has been made to conti act operations under this head, but 
ibe last fortnight, with the pressure attendant on the drought, has certainly not been a 
favourable season for doing so. 

I regret that the instructions laid down m the Government Circular No. 4640 L.R. of 
the 22nd July 1N74, regarding the shewing ot relief expenditure, have only been complied with 
by the three Sub-divisions of Motiharee, Dhaka, and Govmdgunge ; and of these the account 
submitted by Mr. Kilby is not intelligible From Bettiah a gross account shewing the expendi- 
ture up to date has been received. A- statement embodying those for the Motiharee and 
Govmdgunge bub-divisions only is annexed, and every effort will be made to submit the 




district account; with the next report. The preparation of all statements is very much 
impeded by the constant breaking down in the establishments from sickness at this uAhdbltby 
time <>£ the year, and the great difficulty of 'replacing vacancies in the Ramnuggnr and 
Dhaka 8ub-divisions. 


G.— Financial Bksdlts 

The chief expenditure has been on transport Grain payments arc still made wherever 
practicable except m the Govindgitnge Sub-division, where it was absolutely necessary to 
reserve the little grain teft for the payment of relief labourers and for charitable relief The 
turreut expenditure has been exhibited principally in the sub-divistoual returns, and has 
been incurred from the advances made to the several offieere, and already shewn in the 
diBtnct narrative. 

. The Be. 995 expended by the Executive Engineer, East Chumparun, was on account of 
material for bridges.

Mr Money reports from Jamooee : u During the past fortnight I have visited Mahishere, 
Sotia, and Newadi, ami fhe crops both of janera and dhan were doing very well. Fears enter- 
tained of too long a spell of fine weather have been dissipated, and the alternate wet and 
fine weather latterly has been all that could be desired I went as far as Nur<;ungc, the hills 
south-east of Newadi. The crops ar8 mote backward there, but are doing well , the atea undei 
janera being particularly large. I also visited, a few days ago, seveial of the Sonthal villages 
in the Mnllehpore taluk Everywhere transplanting was going on freelv, and Indian coin 
very strong andfosalthy looking Eveiythmg promises as brightly as possible Many <£ the 
upper lands badflhp sown with choiti jencra rahur, kudium, moogb, and mull, all together 
Jthe kudrum asflwundaiy fringe to the rest), and ihey were coming up well. Very fewpiddv 
fields were unsown; all these few will be sown later with rubbee, crops of barley and gram ” 

B — Relief Works. 

The relief works are now almost stopped throughout the dietrict. A few persons aie 
at work at Jamooee, Bucktearpore, and Begooserai, finishing up the works which have been 
taken in hand, but no new works are contemplated, and I think the ordinary road cess 
work <will find employment for all.

1 have the honor to submit the 19th fortnightly narrative for this district 

2 Up to 7th instant, since my last report was sent in, the weather has been particularly 
fine and most favorable for all crops, but reports received shewed that ram was at last 
necessary to complete the aghani transplanting^ especially in the south of the district, and to 
benefit the aghani already planted out This rain has now fallen, and is all that could have 
been desired up to date, when all crop9 are most promising

At head-quarters S 96 fell on the 9th and 10th, at Banka 1-50 fell on the 7th, at Soopool 
6*40 fell on the 7th and 8th I have no particulars of this rain at Muddehpoorah 

4 The sub-divibional officers remark as fellows on the state of the crops and the con- 
dition of the people — 

Soopool — “The ram has come just in time, for had it been withheld a few days longer, 
the consequences to the bhadoi crops (both paddy and rnuiwa) coming into ear would have 
been serious, whereas now they mav both be looked on as secure , and should no unforeseen 
calamity befall them, the crops, both m extent and yield, will, it is expected, prove better than 
any one secured during many past years. The earlier murwa and paddy to the north, it is true, 
have suffered somewhat fiom want of weeding during the continuous rain of June and early July, 
but the later crop of both is very fine, and, on the whole, far exceeds an average crop. This 
fall of ram will alsonmrry on the agharn cultivation neaily to completion. For the transplanting 
of this crop there is yet about a month before us, and until alter tins period has elapsed, all 
forebodings as to its deficient area will, I think, bo purely speculative Tho raukai crop was 
m former )eare a very uncommon one in these parts, but it has been cultivated comparatively 
largely this season and has turned out veiy well I observe, too, that a much larger area is 
being devoted to food-grains ; fqr instance, # tlus season preparations are being made on all 6ides 
for the jaqcra crop where it was never sown before, and lands usually reserved for chillies, &c., 
may this yetor be seen Imli a fine crop of murwa Tho condition of the people is undoubtedly 
improving, and after f0ie close of the current month, when the bhadoi harvest becomes general, 
our house-to-house relief operations may with safety be much narrowed/ 1 Mr. Smith adds * 
• u There will, I fear, howevei, lie a certain class of non-cultivatois, principally decrepit, old women 
or widows with small children, of the lowest clashes, such as Julahas, Doosadhs, and Musahirs, 
to whom w|w shall be obliged to continue relief till the main and eold-wcathcr harvest ; and 
more particularly in this non-bhadoi country along tho Tiljooga valley, I am convinced of tho 
necessity ot providing ample work for those m want of employment and willing to work, at 
fair rates, for, it 19 only to be expected that, with the picsent deficiency of food-bupply, 
those ordinarily employing hard labor should do as much for themselves as possible, and 
that, consequently, many ot the oidmary laboring classts should find it a difficult matter to 
support themselves and their families ,9 

5. Muddehpoorah — “ On all sides may be scon the different crops m various stages of 
maturity. Ke^hi has in some places been cut, in others, is nearly fit to reap , the same with 
murwa The bhadoi, in some of the early tiansplanted fields, has come into ear, and m most looks 
promising. Aghani is also good, except where damaged by floods The ryots from the west are 
buying aghani seedling to plant m the low lands lately injuied by excessive rain We had 
need of ram lately, but it has been raining all night (7th) and is still threatening" 

6. Banka ~ The prices ot all grains are falling, and a further fall is anticipated as soon 
as tho Indian corn and murwa, both nearly ready, aro cut The late rain has immensely 
benefited the transplantmgs of paddy. Up to date the paddy looks promising, and about one- 
half has already been transplanted. Another good shower of rain is necessary for the paddy 
already transplanted. With a favorable rainfall an excellent harvest may be looked for The 
general condition of the people is satisfactory, but cholera exists here and there. 9 

7. Head-quarters.—- The Ganges is now in high flood and still rising, but the crops on 
the dearah land were, I understand, nearly all cut and saved — a very unusual circumstance. 

8. The Deputy Collector at Pertabgunge reports very satisfactorily of the whole state of 
the country under his direct charge, and thinks that no further relief measures will be neces- 
sary in that portion of the distuct alter the end of this month. The Muddehpoorah officer

is inclined to a similar opinion, and, if possible, arrangements will be made to carry out these 
proposals. The only portion remaining where slight assistance will be necessary will be portions 
of Naradigur and Ekar, especially along the valley of the Tiljooga, almost an entirely aghant 
rice country.

12 The only traffic worth remarking on is that at the Bhagulpore railway station ; hut, 
as the reduced rates ceased to exist on the 1st August, it is very probable that we have seen 
the last of these imports from up-country. The total imports for the fortnight ending 8th 
instant, were 36,953 maunds, and exports 10,025 raaunds Of the* former, excepting 1 100 
maunds rice fiom Sahebgunge, and 270 maunds gram and wheat, local, the whole quantity was 
wheat and gram from various up-country stations, and the whole of the exports wheat and 
gram for Howrah. No private impoitations appear to be carried on to the north of the district, 
and the Soopuol officer icporU “ little oi nothing is being done in this direction n 

D — Storage of Government Grain 

13 The usual statements are .mnexed, showing the quantity stored and expended at, and 
from, each gula A statement showing the quantity stored at each sub-gola, and how used, is 
also given There is still ample for all possible requirements in the north of the district. 

E —Advances to Private Parties, ' * 

14 No advances in grain have been sanctioned during the fortnight. 

F — Charitable Relief 

15, 1 was unable to furnish figures with my last fortnightly I now do so, together with 

the figuics for this, Jot the bake of comparison In Mi. Kirkwood's report, just received, he 
lemarks “geneiallv the uumbeis receiving relief have somewhat diminished towards the 
end of t he fortnight” 1 trust the figures, to bo submitted at the close of August, will show 
that this l eduction still continues 

* 16 Saf —The wholesale moodies are reported to have disposed of a very largo amount, 

but m some parts tlieir demands, and the demands of their customers on their stores, are 
slackening This is said to be especially noticeable at Pcrtabgunge, where new rice is coming 
into the market, and liaboo Ham Shunker Sen leports the quantity of grain sold under 
the ntw liberal rates (to wholesale dealers) was 10,178 maunds. In fact, so eager was the 
competition among the local tradesmen at Bulooa, that stoies began to lun short before all 
demands could be jpet In Muddenpoorah sub-division, during the fortnight, 8,045 maunds 
were thus sold, m the Soopool cade 7,461 maunds were disposed of to wholesale moodies, 
while the sales from the gobs themselves had fallen to 330 maunds, the moodies generally 
retailing at a seer cheaper than the gola retail selling price. In Narradigur circle the wholesale 
moodies took, during the fortnight, 2,402 maunds There are very few persons in that circle, 
especially in the neighbourhood of Roshwar and Nurgo golae, of sufficient substance to become 
large purchasers. There have been, it is said, large purchasers in the Bongong circle, but the 
tigures are not given. It ie» still most positively stated that there is no rice forthcoming or 
ivailable anywhere in Soopool, except Government rice. The new bhadoi rice will soon be in 
me mailed, when only the better class of men who are unaccustomed to eat the bhadoi rice, and 
can alibi d to pay for Government rice, will become purchasers ; we shall not have much to 
sell, except m the Muddehpoora 6ub-division The golas in the Bulooa, Bongong, and Simrahi 
citdts have become almost empty. Bulooa and Simrahi have since been replenished ; Bongong 
will be replenished horn the Byjnathpore gola in the Muddehpoora «ub-division , Naradigur^ 
froopuol, uud likar ureles, it is said, have enough for all their requirements. 
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17. Advances.— Of course, these have now come almost to a close The figures fbr lost 
fortnight should'h&ve been a total of 94 zemindars, receiving 31,703 maunds of rice and 4,074 
mannas of seed-grain ; and 18,434 ryots, receiving 60,787 maunds of nee and 2,296 maunds of 
seed-grain up to 29th July, and in some cases up to the 1st August. The figures stand thus— 
ryots, 19,324, receiving 64,978 maunds of nee and 2,3S0 maunds seed-grain; and 7emindars 
98, receiving 32,287 maunds rice and 4,074 maunds seed-gram.

Many ot these pool -houses aro now going to lx* closed, as also the hospitals, at once, and 
the native doctors attached will he relieved Mr Kirkwood reports their presence no longer 
necessary. There )ias been a marvellously small amount of sickness throughout: the relief 
operations, and the native doctors aie no longei required, with the exception of three, who 
will be retained a short time longer 


19 House-to-house Relief — Mr Kirkwood remarks on this head that 41 tins relief was 
largely extended during June and July in the Naradigur and Ekar circles , the climax was, 
however, reached about the 20th July, and steady reductions, both in numbers and in the 
amount given, arc now going on The numbers on this rebel appear much largei, propor- 
tionately, than the amount ot reluf given The reason is tins, that, while some new people, 
generally fully 10 per cent , and iuquently veiy many more, had to be bioughfc on the lists, 
some 50 per cent had their allowances reduced, as they unpiovcd and gradually took to one 
ot our labor telnfs, thus, although the numbers may have increased 10 per cent on accitain 
day in a certain village, it is not uncommon to find a reduction oi 10 per cent in the total 
amount allowed to that village. The average rebel given per head — men, women, and children, 
for a month— is about, 10 seers ot rice. It runs, I think, mostly Irom 10 to 12 sters as t ho maxi- 
mum allowance per child, and 18 seers foi adults.” The total figures shown m Mr Kirkwood's 
next fortnightly vfill probably show a still further reduction 

20 Labour — Mr Kirkwood remarks “ There are on the regular woilcs in North Bha- 
gulpoic, as far as I can ascertain, about 8,000 persons, ofVhuin 3,000 aie onthet’omt ot Wards' 
works Oui relief works now show large numbers —

This shows a total this toitmght of 23,433, against 12,711 of the previous foitmght, oi 
nearly double. I anticipate a considerable reduction during the fortnight, as strict orders 
have been given to reduce wages. The women, who chiefly swell the numbers, will soon be, oi 
oughtto be. engaged m reaping the bhadoi harvest Mr Martin, the Muddehpoorah Bub-divisional 
olheer, lemarks ’ “The rate* new aie not sufficiently tempting to induce people to work , what is 
really wanted is not a sudden but a gradual driving back all persons to their usual condition, 
whether that normal condition be bad or good Tbcte are many found in poverty who have 
been in poveity all then lives, anu had a hard struggle for an existence, who will, without 
doubt, appear fit subjects for relief for many years to come, and who, having onto subsisted on 
ilianty m the way they have this yeur, will fiud some difhuilty in giving it up and levertmg to 
their previous miseiable life, and the question appears to bo rising, how long wo are tu find 
work for this class of persons; all others will now very Boon desert us of their own accord n 
21 Spinning and Weaving — Mr Kirkwood reports . “ The numbers have very largely in- 
creased during the fortnight. The number, daily average, has been 5,952 spinning and 1,23s 
weaving, against 4,267 spinning and 616 weaving in the previous fortnight. This also is aeldss 
who wdl hang on to us as long as we provide them with cotton, though many of the spinners are 
women who 'ordinarily do not engage in this manufacture. I have given ordeis that in 
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September this work mast be gradually brought to a close, aod that all engaged shall have a 
free gift of cotton or thread given out to them for the last time. This will enable thef&, if 
inclined, to work for themselves, and especially the weavers, who can sell their cloth and 
purchase more thread fairly, as doubtless thread will be available for some time longer ; but 
their work as a means of charitable relief must cease, and can cease when once the new harvest 
is m and they are set upon their legs once more. 

22 . The group superintendents are no longer necessary, and their services are being 
dispensed with. The military soubadars and jemadars are no longer necessarv, and can all 
return now. Mr. Kirkwood only wishes to retain one after the end of this month, but he can 
go with the others. The whole work of relief at the end of this month ought to be entirely 
confined to a portion of Naradigur and Ekar circles along the valley of the Tiljooga, where no 
bhadoi is grown, and where the agbani m any year is liable to be, and is often destroyed or 
damaged by floods, instead of, as was the case last year, by drought ; at any rate, it is satisfactory 
to know that the beginning of the end has arrived.

During the past fortnight I have visited Motiharce in Arraieah and ICudbah circles I 
everywhere found that the new rice was coming into the maiket and that old rice from 
Dacca-and the eastern districts and fiorn Calcutta was being brought up and distributed 
over the count] y wi large quantities. 

The crops arc everywhere looking well I noticed that they were particularly fine in 
pcrfTuunah Toerakhaida m the nortfi, and m the eastern pait of tliana Kiulbah 

havt^friroughou* the fortnight been favouied with showers, which have enabled the 
people to transplant then seedlings for the winter ciop The intervals of sunshine have been 
favourable foi the reaping of the bhndoi, which is now genet al 

The prices now quoted are lor old rice — Punieah 14« seers, Kusbah 14 seers, Kissengnnge 
16 seers, Airareah 12 eeeis 

# .New rice in some places selling at 18 seers per rupee* and dhan at 32 eeeis. 

At Kissengunge the puce is 22 seers of new rice, and in some hats 40 seers of dhan 
per rupee

Mr. Cordner's progress report is annexed. 

It shows only a total of 25,866 persons on the work, or a daily average of 3,624 
Payment by the token system has been everywhere introduced on these works and has as yet 
been found to work well. 

A very large number of persons, viz 13,139 daily, were up to the date of last report still 
employed by our relief officers The9e will soon be materially reduecd by recent rules reducing 
rates of payment, they were fast falling off even before the issue of these rules Mr Coles, at 
Bulrampore, reports that during the fortnight the number of laborers on road had fallen, 
from 700 to 30; this was due, not to reduction of rates, but simply to the peofi^ going off of 
their own accord to work in the field 

The largest number of persons arc employed in Arrareah and Kusbah Amour ^ To both of 
these places orders for effecting reduction have been sent, as since the cutting of the bbadoi 
has commenced, the plea that woik cannot be obtained in the field is luadmibbihle 
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C. AND D. 

Tbe trar sport and etorqjre of grain has now been quite completed ; grain had been conveyed 
to the most remote villages, and during the last hard fortnight before the bhadoi came m 
could be obtained without difficulty. 

The golas, both Government and relief minor golas, have all stood well, I have not heard 
of or seen one which has not answered well the purpose for which it was built. 

The tram of transport pomes is now being gradually broken up. 

Mr. Perry reports that he has sent away 650 out of 600 which he was working. A register 
has been kept of all these animals and their owners. Contractors now know their business and 
a useful system has been organized.

No advances were made during the fortnight 

F. 


Th returns of persons m receipt of charitable relief look very large. The numbers are 
however, less than last fortnight, being 27, 192. It must be remembered that the period now 
under report is that which many persons said would be the hardest in the whole year The 
relief officers and their subordinates had reached the most remote villages, and many people 
who had received the supplies on being sent away from the works are entered. 

At the Sudder the numbers in receipt of relief are larger than in any other circle. This 
had attracted my notice before the receipt of the late circular, and the lists have been carefully 
scrutinized , from Dengrah, Lieutenant Thornton reports that distress has entirely ceased, except 
among the very poor clashes of pi ofessional beggars, and that new rice is being brought into 
the markets, Government rice being only saleable in verv small quantities 

Theic appears to have been no extravagunt charitable distribution here , nor has there at 
Kudba, where all relief woiks have now been stopped. 

From Kudba Amour the returns are not satisfactory, but recent reports show that matters 
are now on a better footing 

In Bulrampore and Kishengunge tbe number of village relief tickets is small , the crops 
are here most magnificent, and Lieutenant Coles and Mr Craven both report that distress has 
quite ceased 

From Arrareah the reports were last fortnight very alarming, but I found on visiting the 
circle that they were exaggerated. The number of laborers on the roads was very large, but 
will soon be reduced I noticed no distress among them They were mostly working at task 
works, trying to complete some verv useful roads which have been laid out and nearly finished. 

There is in the eastern and northern pergunnahs of the cuele still a demand for Govern- 
ment gram, as there is not much bhadoi grown here. 

In Nepal there is scarcely anything but aghani, which is much more backward than 
our crops I am glad to say that the supply if stored will meet all demands. 

The returns called for in Government letter No. 4G10 — S.R , dated 22nd July, will follow.

I have the honor to submit mys Narrative for the Fortnight ending August 9th. 

A — State of the Country 

I have no information of much value about the state of the bazars, except what the 
price currents give Mr. Stewart says, — “ The favorable prospects of the ensuing bhadoi crop 
have had their influence on the markets/’ 

• The Godda Officor writes, — “ Supplies in tlio maikets arc pretty nearly equal to the local 
demand/’ but he adds that “ 15 or 20 mauntls of nee cannot be had m a single day m 
one hftt ” 

In Deogurh supplies are sufficient and prices easy There are no complaints fiorn any 
part of Doomka t • 

The rainfall during the fortnight lias been —

Deogurh . . . 5 93

Jamtara . . ..92 

lhe late heavy rain m Doomka came exactly when it was most wanted The sunshine 
had done immense good to the Indian corn, and the want of rain was being felt on the high 
lands to finish transplanting The late rain lias set all the people hard at work transplanting, 
and has coino just m time to fill the gram of the Indian coin. 

From Deogurh repoitsare as good as possible Mr Wilraot says that, if the late rains 
do not fail, a better year could not be asked for than this promises to be 

Mr Wood writes from Mohcshpore, — “There has been no ram foi the last 8 or 9 days 
Transplanting of paddv more or less stopped except in the very low lands. Advantage has 
been taken of this weather by Sonthals to plough high lands for til and surgjij a oil seeds 
The Indian-corn crop promises most favorably Some few fields will be gathered m another 
week to ten days The bhadoi cllian has suffered from the recent very diy weather, and 
should we not havy ram in a few days, the vicld on the higher lands will he but small 

It is likely the Mohcshpore country, or rather South Sul tana bad, got a share of our late 
ram, which came up from the east and south-east, ajul appears to have been very heavy to 
our north-ea^ 

Mr. Stewart writer — “There has not been much ) am since my last report, but the 
weather cannot be pronounced unfavorable ” More ram is m some places wanted tor trans- 
planting. East of tlio lulls thhrc has been perhaps, less ram than there should have been , 
but in the Damm there has been no lack of it, and there is every piospcet of a good bludoi 
and agham crop in flat tract, and 1 may say every where ai picscut ” 

I have had repoits from Godda, one from Colonel Moore, dated the 5th, and 
the regular narrative from the sub division, dated the fit h I shall quote the two side by side 
Colonel Moore says, — “ From personal observation and euqumes, I feat the maize 
(janera) crop in the district, more especially fiom Godda to llarahat, will yield a pool 
return An eight-anna crop all rouud would not be an cxaggeiatum of the failure 
Transplatmg operations have been suspended, and the young nee not looking w r ell ” 

Baboo Omesh Chundra Banerjce, who wntes the foitnighlv, says, — “There lias been a 
deficiency m the rainfall during the last fortnight , and although the light showers which 
have fallen throughout the suh-division have prevt uted any injury being clone to the grow- 
ing crops, cultivation of the him ant a or late nee lias been, to a certain extent, impeded, and 
in some places nearly stopped This want of ram, which favorable only to the janera, is 
beginning to make itself felt by causing the mahajuns to stay then hands, and also delay 
in tiansplatmg, which proves ultimately detrimental to the late rice If, however, copious 
showers of ram tall within the next week, no sensible harm will be done, though there will be 
cause for very great anxiety if it holds off much longer Sugarcane, murwa, and kodo, which 
occupy no small area, as well as janera arc however looking remarkably healthy ” 

1 have quoted at length to show what different views two persons can take of the same 
fact. It is plain that the break in the lains was long and nearly complete m Godda, and 
that it had not ceased when these reports were written Tins is tne one undoubted fact It 
is also unquestionable that unless ram falls in Godda soon, much damage will be done , but 
ou every other point the two reports arc contradictory. 1 may say that from Godda to 
Barahat is a great nee country , very little janera is grown 

The Godda maize country is nearly all inside the Daman. • 

Mr Boerresen reports damage done to janera by insects 

The Jamtara narrative came m this morning Mr. Hand, after a good deal of 
minute detail, says, — “The 6tli and 7 th proved splendid wet weather. The rain came just 
in time to save everything, and I hope to make up for, and counterbalance, the effects of the 
late drought Transplanting was commenced with renewed vigour, and the weather promises 
to keep wet for some days longer. The rain on the 6th and 7 th was 5 7 inches. The sum

The small giains, guudli, murwa, and kodo, arc all reported good, but not widely sown 
Gundli will be icady to < ut m ten days 1 

The piospccts gem rally are about these 

In Doomka high-laud planting is a little late Everything el-e is as good as possible. 
Wc wanted heavy ram after the dry weather, and we have got it * 

In Deogurh the weathei has been very seasonable with the best results on the crops 
uptodite 

The Rajmehal Datum is as well oil' as Doomka and Deogurh 

In Molnshpoic, the crops aic earlier and more forwaid than elsewhere Up to a short 
time ago the weather was perhaps more favoi able thau anywhere else Now heavy ram is 
wanted * ♦ 

In Godda the weather has been less favorable than m other places, and now heavy rain 
is wanted, and very soon 

Up to date, as fai as I can judge, crops aie unusually good, except in Godda, and 
with favorable weather from this on, we have every chance ot a bumper season. 

Theie is nothing to report about misery, starvation, or crime

Our numbers show an increase which lias not been accounted for 

The Godda Oflieer writts, — “ Payments in gram arc being made in almost all the works ’ 

I do not know why he does not specify and explain the exceptions 

Mr Stewart writes, — u The establishments have almost been withdrawn, and accounts are 

now being closed " His works are not only be insr closed, but are nearly finished. 

Prom Jamiaia Mr Hand wntes that his short supply oi giam lorced him to stop his 
works a good deal He has been selling, and making laige advances, distubutmg m charity, 
and piymg altogether m grain, and therefore getting rid of his grain fast. lie has had to 
cut cue" large tank and a bund for lingation The tank will now be cleaned and deepened 

1 do uot think it likely that our labor numbers will decicase very much more We 
shall probably let 2,000 or 3,000 rnoie go, and continue to employ fiom fo.OOO to 8,000 on 
the sub divisions and head-quarter roads.

D — Storagj* 

During the fortnight 5 555 maunds have been stored at ltajmehal l Airaugements are 
being made to store an additional 25,000 maurnls at Pirpomtee for Goada About 1,000 
maunds have been received m Deogurh from Calcutta, and 1,110 maunds iu Janitara 

K — Advanc es 

It is time that I should say a word generally about advances In this direction our 
policy has been cur out for us Officers occasionally make remarks about the necessity for 
advances This generally means the people’s capacity for advance s, which may be called 
unlimited Gram advances have been made in Godda, Ra]mehal, Sultanabad and Jamtara, 
to a considerable extent, and to a very slight extent indeed in Deogurh, Belpatta, and Hendua. 
The cry for advances was about equally strong all over the district A great deal of confi- 
dence has all along been placed m the local officer’s opinion , and the result is that advances 
have been made in the most unequal manner The quantity appears generally to be a function 
of the quantity m store and the officer’s fancy. 

Thus the crops iu North Godda were a good deal the worst of any m the district All 
over Godda advances have been freely made partly because tlieic happened to be good 
reserve store m Godda 

The crops in Sultanabad were very much bcttci. Still in Sultanabad large advances 
h.i\e been made 

In Ambar affairs were pretty much the same as in Sultanabad The zemindar lias 
taken 1,000 maunds out of complement to the Sarkar, hut does not want it 

In llendua the Sonthals were clamourous and were beginning to look riotous. When 
they were tuM that they would get no advances of any kind irom the Government, aud 
must pay the usual interest to their zemindar and maliajuns, they shut up and went home 
1 had no rice m Doomka to give them, and made a virtue oi necessity. At the same time 
1 was very confident that the ryots w r erc m no great danger. 

In Belpatta driblets of advances have been made. 

In Mohammadabad none Lave been made 



Jamtara was* near the railway A load cry of distress was raised in April . 4 Rice #aa 
imported} and much of it has been spent m advances. I am pretty confident now that* 
Jamtara could havd escaped witji much less help than it got. 

It will have been observed that no officer in the district has discovered a death from 
starvation ; and that relief operations everywhere have been pronounced excellently timed 
and admirably successful. 

1 am afraid we have proved too much My sub-divisional officers arc, with one exception, 
greatly and provokmgly m arrears with me, and I am horribly in arrear with the # Commis- 
sioner in general work ; therefore we have not succeeded in completely keeping our balance 
under the new strain. There is no doubt great efforts have been made in relief works, but nearly 
every officer says, with a sigh of satisfaction, that he has been just able to prevent famine 

I don't believe in this nicety of work The fact of there having been no famine in the 
district up to date, taken with the iact that we have by no means nicely adjusted the rest of 
our work, proves that our action m relief has been a great deal more than sufficient, and I 
am bound to say so at once At considerable expense we have greatly lightened distress, 
and got a good deal of very good and useful work done m roads, bunds, and tanks. But if 
we had been on the verge tf famine id a dozen places, we must have gone m somewhere. 

The necessity of making advances is next to impossible to estimate. Any number of 
people will jump at the chance. Eagerness to take advauces is absolutely no criterion of 
anything. 

When other signs of famine appear.* advances are a good wav of meeting it ; but other 
ways, such as giving cooked food and giving work, are tests as well as ways of relief, and I 
am afraid many officers forget the difference. 

F — Charitable Relief 

The Godda Officer writes, — “ The daily average of persons relieved during the fortnight is 
133 by cooked food, and 1,575 by uncooked rations ” this is all wrong Receivers of 
uncooked rations ought to hostile very few “ bhadra lok, ” who make out a decent claim to 
have their “iaaut" regarded If only 133 are badly off enough to eat our boiled rice, we may 
very nearly shut up relief. 1 shall have the greater part of the 1,575 people struck off the roll. 

Mr. Hand is doing better His daily average of people on cooked food is 936, and on 
uncooked 52b.

I have the honor to submit ray narrative for the fortnight ending the 8th August. 

fc At the commencement of this period I was at Rarapore Hftt, from which place I 
struck across country to Khurgaon, having heard very bad accounts as to the cultivation 
and the prospects of the crops on account of deficient rainfall. I found that the backward- 
ness of cultivation had been, as I expected, greatly exaggerated, and that the prospects of 
the crops were by no means bad m the eastern portion of the Khurgaon thana, and 
that, with seasonable rain, the transplantation of the winter rice crop would probably be 
completed m good time From Khurgaon I went by the Badsliahye and Synthia roads to 
Kandi, and thence into Berhampore, In this part of the district matters were not nearly so 
promising. Tempted by the abundant falls of ram m June, the cultivators had sown a large 
extent of land broadcast, and the transplanted crop had been transplanted two or three 
weeks earlier than usual The effect of the long-continued break m the rams during the 
last three weeks of July had naturally bpen disastrous m theao parts, and extensive tracts, the 
promise of which I found at the end of June to be so very good, had, at the end of July, 
suffered damage which no ram that may have fallen since I saw this part of the country, 
or that may fall hereafter, can repair. 

8. Not only in this, but in other parts of the district has there been a material change for 
the worse since the last fortnightly report was written, and unfortunately this change is owing 
to circumstances which are entirely beyond our control, and. as affecting the outturn of 
the crops of this j ear, are of far greater importance than any temporary outbreak of distress or 
increase of prices. No part of the district has escaped some loss from the insufficient' rainfall 
during the past month, but the losses are very unequal m different parts. Thus, with the excep- 
tion of some parts of Mnzaporc and Bootee, the Jangipoic sub-division has obtained almost 
sufficient ram, and the very heavy fall on the 7 th instant (*°> ftet, 28 inches) has probably done 
more good than can easily be calculated In the Ramporc IIAt and Lalbaugh sub-divisions, too, 
the rainfall appears to have been almost sufficient, except for the high lands of Khurgaon and 
Bhuduhat, and if the drought has not destroyed the seedlings, as I fear has been the case 
m some parts, there is time yet for transplantation if the long threatened heavy ram will 
fall at last. The most unfortunate tlianas arc those of Bhurtpore and the southern and 
south-western portions of Gokurn. Here, for the past month, there has been no rainfall 
worthy of the name, slight sprinkles not being, I fear, sufficient even to keep the broadcast 

sowings alive in some places, and a fortiori utterly m- 
I have this mommer learnt that good sufficient for fields into winch seedlings are to be transplanted. 

Heavy ram fell yesterday about Berhampore m a south- 
Go k utn uud liurwn thunas mo, however, westerly direction, though the fall m the station was insigm- 
greatly in want of ram ^ Wavkll ficant, and I have this morning heard that there was a good 
11-8 74 offg Magte and Coilr fall m part of the Gokurn thana I trust that there was 

a really copious fall m Bhurtpore, by which a considerable 
improvement in the prospects may be effected, but, however favorable the weather may be 
hereafter, a certain proportion of the crop has undoubtedly been lost, and the outturn of 
much of it has been diminished 

4 The aous crop also has been injuriously affected in many places by the deficiency 
of ram, ami its magnificent promise of the past month has not been fulfilled The strip 
of country m the Bhurtpore thana, between the Bhagiruttec and the Babla riven m which 
this crop is giown, has specially suffered, and one result has been that whereas a month ago 
I intended to have closed the Suktupoic poor-house and to have very greatly circumscribed 
all relict opeiations in this part oi the distnct, 1 found on my visit to the place last week 
that the numbers obtaining relief had considerably increased, and might be expected to' 
mcicaae still rnoie. In tact, I have authorized the opening of a poor-house at Bhurtpore 
itscify a place at which there has hitherto been distnbutiou of uncooked food With regard, 
however, to the aous crop gcncially, it may be said that so large an area was sown down 
with it that, even allowiug lor a consult table amount ol damage caused to the crop in parts, 
its actual outturn will probably be not much below the average, especially if we have falls 
t of ram during the next lew days. 


Narrative of Scat city and Relief in the Mooi shedabad District for the fortnight ending 

8th August 1874 

A —State of the Country 

1 Abundance or scarcity of supply in the bazar — The supply of food-grams in the 
bazars and hftts of the head-quarters subdivision is still reported to be sufficient for the 
daily wants of the people In the Jangipore sub-division the bazar of the Dlyilian is 
best supplied with nee The Roghoouftthgungc bazar stands next. The bazars of Mirzapore 
and Notungungc have got a good supply In the smaller bazars the supply is reported to 
be scanty The supply of food-giams in the bazars and principal h&ts m the jurisdiction 
of the Rampoie Hat Mib-division is reported to be sufficient for local consumption In thana 
Khurgaon the supply is less abundant than in the other thanas, but still no want is felt by 
the people In the Lalbaugh sub-divmou the bazars in thanas Assaupore, Shahanuggur, 
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Mannllabazar and Bhugwangolah continue to be abundantly supplied with "grains of all 
descriptions ; but the supply m thana Bhudrihaut still continues to be deficient. Advances 
of Government grain are being made to shop-keepers for sale in this thaiAi. In btfier 
thanas, where supplies appeared to be deficient, the local dealers have not come forwaM, 
and under recent orders sales will be opened at the golas of Rangamattee in Gokurn, and of 
Sukteepore in Bhurtpore, and if necessary at Shahapore in Bhudrihaut, at Nobogram m 
Kalyangunge, and at Kandi and Jangipore. 

2. Kind and price of grain selling at one or more principal marl *. — The price of common 
nee is lower m the head quarters aub-diviBion than at the date of the last fortnightly 
report. The average of twelve of the principal marts is 11 £ seers per rupee, it is cheapest at 
Jellmghee and Gowas, being 1G and 14 seers respectively at those places, which of course lowers 
tho average rate very much, and dearest at Satoon and Kalyangunge, where it is 9 and 
9$ seers per rupee respectively Wheat is nearly the same price as last foitmght and gram 
is cheaper being 16£ seers per rupee. In tho Jangipore sub-division, in the Roghoonathgungc 
Bazar, common rahn ncc is 13 seers per rupoe, whilst good rice is 12 seers per rupee. At 
Sooty rice sells at 12$ seers. At Dcwan Serai bazar bhadoi sells at 12 seers and rahn 
and purbi at 11 seers per rupee At Mirzaporo rice is at 12 seers, and it would there- 
fore appear that the backwardness of the crops m part of that thana has not as yet had any 
effect m raising the price of the article In the Rampore Hat sub-division the prices of 
coarse rice vary frora*ll£ to 12 £ seers per rupee, and those of best rice from 9$ to 10| seers 
per rupee In the Lalbagh sub-division the prices of best, common, and aous ncc m the 
several maikets vary from 9 to lli, to 12, and 13 to 13i seers per rupee respectively 
those of wheat, barley, and gram from 10 to 13 1, 20 to 22, and 16 to 18 seers per rupee 
respectively . 

3. Any information obtained regarding the amount and hind of gram believed to be m stork 
in the hands of zemmdai % trade? s, ryots and othos.— No trustworthy information on this 
subject is available, but there is reason to believe that the supplies m the hands of zemindars 
and traders is sufficient for present wants, though tho poorer ryots have probably voiy small 
supplies A few days ago I was informed that tho effect of the fall of prices and of the 
anticipation of a further fall when the aous rice comes into the market had had the effect 
of bringing out some stoics of old amun rice which had probably been kept back m view 
of a rise in prices. 

4. Rainfall, if amj — There was some rain, but generally very slight, m every station m 
the head-quarters sub-division during the fortnight under report Tho want of a real good 
downpour to soak the ground thoroughly and flood the rice fields is much felt, as the rice 
crops have been, and are being, much damaged, especially on the stiff clayey npil west of the 
Bhagiruttee. The rainfall at Jangipore, where it has been heaviest, has been 6 50 inches 
during the fortnight, and on the 7th instant tho quantity of rainfall was 3 28 inches In the 
Ramporo Hit sub-division there has not been a sufficient fall of rain, but m thana 
Khurgaon, m which it appears to have been most deficient, tho ram that has fallen has enabled 
the cultivators to carry on agricultural operations evoisywhere In the 1 Lalbaugh sub-division, 
during the foituight under report, the rainfall at the head-quarters was 4 hi inches, and as 
stated in my preliminafy remarks, deficiency is mostly felt in the high lands of Bhudrihaut. 

5 # State of the crops — i have written on this subject in my preliminary remarks The 
future of the winter rice crop, and, to a certain extent, of the aous crop, depends very much 
on the weather of the next few days With heavy continuous ram much of the urnun whit h 
is now greatlyjmperillcd may he saved, but I fun that a certain portion has been damaged 
irreparably. In me Jaugipoic sub-division the harvest of bhadoi ncc has commenced, but no 
bhadoi rieo has as yet come into Rogboonathguiige or Jangipore market. In spite of loss 
by submersion m the part of the sub-division between the old and new entrances of the 
Bhagirfithee, the harvest is expected to be a bumper one The prospect of hymunto nee 
is not good m parts of Mirzapore and Western Sooty, and those parts are much the same aa 
those that suffered most from last year's drought The woist tract m Mirzapore is the tract 
between Simla and Zmdgi, about 5 miles long, and between Daspora and Matkhaukra, about 
a miles broad Throughout tins tiact little hymunto rice has been transplanted. The 
sub-divisional officer has been informed that advances must be especially made m these bad 
parts The sub-divisional ofheer reports, as a consoling feature, that the seedlings in the 
nursenes at four of the villages still look well. At a eeitain village of which he heard the worst 
accounts hqv found remarkably fine seedlings. The sub-divisional officer of Rampore Hit 
reports that generally speaking the state of tho crop is not bad, although the progress of 
the agricultural operations m some places lias been somewhat retarded owing to the deficient 
fall of ram during the fortnight In thana Pulsah the state of the aous paddy and 
sugarcane is not bad, but it has boen reported that owing to the want of sufficient rain, 
transplanting has, to a certain extent, been stopped In thana Rampore Hit the state of 
the amun crop has been reported to be good, and the sugarcane an$ mulberry crops are 
also m a thriving state Only m thana Khurgaon the report is somewhat unfavorable, 
but on account of the late rams agricultural operations are going on pretty satisfactorily 
The sub-divisional officer of Lalbaugh states that the indigo is very nearly all cut, and the result 
of the season, especially m Bhagwangola, likely to be most satisfactory. The aous in that 
thana promises, up "to the present time, a capital outturn. The cro£s in thana 
Bhadnhaut are somewhat backward for want of ram, and a considerable portion of the 
land in the villages bordering on the Kalyangunge thana have not yet been transplanted 
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from the same cause. The prospect of the crops to the north of the line of the Branch 
Railway is, however, far more pleasing. * * 

6. Condition of the people . — There is no improvement in the condition of the 
poorer classes, who are still severely pressed by tne high price of food, and distress, 
as exhibited by the flocking of larger numbers of people to the poor-houses and 
centres for relief, is undoubtedly on the increase m Bhurtpore and other western 
than as, and m the southern part of the Burwah thana In the Jangipore sub- 
division there is distress in the interior of Mirzapore and in western Sooty. It is being 
actively relieved by the Relief Committees at Mirzaporo, Beluria, Hilora, and Jangipore. 
The people who attend the Jangipore cook-house at Roghoonathgunge are, for the most part, 
Mirzapore people The sub-divisional officer of Bampore Hit reports that there is no change 
to report m the condition of the people, but their wants have been in a great measure 
supplied by the assistance given them in the shape of relief works now going on in numerous 
places m the jurisdiction of this sub-division and by gratuitous relief The agriculturists 
are now busily engaged in their works in the fields Khurgaou is unquestionably the worst 
thana m this sub-division, and the sub-divisional officer has been directed to scud the officer 
specially engaged for the purpose of enquiring with regard to advances to ryots to this 
thana In tho Lalbaugh sub-division the inhabitants of thana Bhadnhaut are, the 
sub -divisional officer believes, as a rule, poorer than the • inhabitants of the other thanas, 
and having suffered more from last year's drought they require, as might be expected, more 
assistance than the people of the other thanas of the sub-division. Tho relief works 
and the small advances which arc being made, as well as the charitable relief will, however, 
support the laboring classes and small cultivators to surmount the distress which they would 
otherwise have experienced 

7. Actual facts as to any known cases of misery and starvation — A report of three deaths 
from starvation was received from Andoolbarcen, a village of Burwah, at no great distance 
from Beldanga, where there is a relief centre The relief officer who enquired into the matter 
found that one of the men had died of fever and the two others of diarrhoea, caused 
apparently by eating shama, The relief officer asked to be shown the worst cases of 
distress, and a man was brought suffering from fever, but who was said to be starving, ii* 
whose house the relief officer found 10,000 cocoons, gram, bullocks, &c. 

8. Gram-thefts or robberies — Twelve eases of petty theft of gram were reported during 

the fortnight in the head-quarters sub-division In the Jangipore sub-division three persons 
were punished for grain-theft There wore two cases of grain-theft reported during the fort- 
night m the IJampore Hat sub-division. In the Lalbaugh sub-division there was no case of 
grain-robbery or theft reported since tho submission of the last narrative. A crime 
statement is annexed • 

9 Condition of any spinal tracts — Cholera has almost disappeared, and there are very 
few eases of sinall-pox still lingering m the head-quarters sub-division In the Bampore 
H&t sub-division cholera and small-pox are still prevalent, but they are m a very mitigated 
form Owing to the coming in of the aous crop distress is greatly mitigated m the 
eastern thanas, and is most intense m the western thanas of Bliurtpore, Gokurn, 
Kalyangunge, Bhadnhaut, Mirzapore, and part of Sootcc • All the relief officers and 
assistants are now employed m that part of the district. 

(B )— Relief Works. 

• 

Two statements, one showing the average number of persons at work on the several 
works and other particulars, and the other the expenditure in money with explanatory notes, 
are herewith submitted It will be observed that tho number of laborers on the Gwabazar 
southern dram has greatly increased A month ago, when the prospects of the aous 
and amun crops alike were so good, the cultivating classes would not resort to this work, 
and many laborers could not be tempted to work for rice payments When, however, 
prospects became worse, owing to want of rain, the numbers rapidly increased. Many of the 
laborers are women, and there can be no doubt but that the execution of this work has been 
most beneficial in providing employment for the inhabitants of the vicinity of Bcrhampore 
In some parts of the district, m the Jangipore sub-division for instance, the numbers of 
laborers on relief works will probably fall off, but m others they will, I think, increase, and 
it is in my opinion better that these works should he kept open than that the laborers should 
come (as I beliovo many would) on the purely gratuitous relief list Much, however, 
depends upon the character of the weather during the present week. Heavy ram would 
doubtless relieve the works of many laborers who would have employment m agricultural 
operations on their own account or on account of others. 

• (0 )— Transport of Food. 

From the returns furnished by the Traffic Manager, East Indian Railway, at Jamalpore, 
it appears that 24,628 maunds of rice have been imported to, and 6,811 maunds of nee have 
been exported from, the jurisdiction of the Ramporc Hat sub-division during the fortnight 
under report This large importation has to a certain extent kept down the price of rice m 
the hilts and bazais. No purbi rice is said to have been imported into the Jangipore 
sub-division during the fortnight.

There is still great difficulty in procuring transport for supplying nco to moles m the 
interior The cargo of rice received from Calcutta by the steamer Success (9,750 bags) 
has enabled me to distribute large supplies to the various golas on the banks of the Bhagi- 
ruthee. Annexed is a statement showing the storage and consumption of gi am in the 
district. I note that in the printed copy of the last fortnightly statement, the columns opened 
by me, showing advances to zemindars, was omitted J have therefore included those advances 
in the column of advances to ryots m the present statement, 

- E. — Advances toTmvail Parties and their Results. 

There were 20 applications pending at the close of the last fortnight in the head-quarters 
sub-division Twenty-five fresh applications have been received during the foitnight under 
report. Out of the total 45, orders for payment have been passed in 9 cases, and the remaining 
36 cases are under investigation Cheques for payment in rice have been issued to the aggre- 
gate amount of Rs *0,798 to nine zemindars The above is exclusive of the advances made to 
the ryots direct for small amounts In the Jarigiporc sub-division 881 maunds and 27 seers 
of rice have been advanced to 453 ryots, and 70 maunds to a zemindar of .Joroor, to enable 
him to make advances to his ryots. The Sub-Deputy Magistiate and Collector and the 
Sub-Inspector on special duty actively exerted themselves to induce eorno zemindars to stand 
as securities tor their ryots, but they have failed The Sub-divisional Officer himself lias been 
equally unsuccessful. It is woithy of notice that Rai Dhunput Singh Bahadoor, Baboo 
Pulm Behan Sen, and Kao Jogendro Naram Roy arc lending money to their ryots without 
taking advances from Government In the Ham pore Ilftt sub-division, m 51 applications 
orders have been passed for giving 579 maunds of nee to ryots, and 1,103 maunds 37 seers 
of nee to 13 zemindars for making advances to their ryots In the Lalbaugh sub-divi^on 
advances have been made to the chowkeodars of Assanpore and Bhadrihaut tiianns, mi the 
understanding that the amount should be repaid m money at the mid of next harvest m 
December or January, and with the stipulation that it may be levied at once tor any neglect 
of duty The Relief Sub-divisional Officer of Kandi has made advances to zcmindats and 
ryots to the amdunt of 40t maunds 20 ^eers, actually given out, besides other giants sanc- 
tioned, but m which the rice has not been taken Unless prospects alter matcually for the 
better in the; bad parts of the district, it will, I think? be ncccssaiy to make considerable 
advances in some village; , but the rainfall is so capricious and unceitam that it would, 1 
think, he better to defer such grants on anything like a large scale foi a shoit time, until it 
can be gscoi tamed m what parts the crops have been wholly or very matcually dam iged 
Even m adjoimug villages there are gieat differences between the prospects of the ciops 
owing to greatei or less deficiency of rain, and much more relief may hereafter be required 
in one part of asfcjjaHa than another, though both may have suffered equally fiom the failure 
of last year. 

F — Charitable Relief. 

The statement prescribed by Government No. 1251 — S R , dated the 5th March last, is 
annexed* 

A separate report with accouuts lip to the end of June last, cdlod for m Government 
No 4640 — S It , dated the 22nd ultimo, will be submitted as early as practicable, as they 
are not ready for submission aloug with the narrative, owing to some accounts having been 
received too late, and to want of some information called for from the sub-divisional officers 
of Jangiporc and Ram pore II§,t

In the ^andi relief sub-division there has been an mciease m numbers owing to the 
want of rain and had prospects of the crops 

In the Lalbaugli sftb-divismn the Hindu and Mahomed an cook-homes at Rhahanuggur 
and Mohimaporc arc being continued The laboring classes have generally plenty ol 
employment' on relief works Several relef roads have been stilted m thana 
Bhadrihaut. Rice is distributed at Sagnrdigliec in thana Bhaduhaut and lumabig 
m thana Assanpore, to persons who are unable lo work Small loans of its 5 each 
have been made to ryots of several villages under tins head, as the u -payment in most 
instances will he by labor on relief roads Of the total number of persons lelievtd, shown 
in the statement, 3,737 persons were relieved under heading {b) 9 628 under heading (d) t and 
1,287 under heading (c) There are 25 relief roads on winch these persons wei; at weak. 
The total receipts of the sub-divisional relief fund amount to Rs 4,761-1-8, and the total 
expenditure Rs. 567-8-6, leaving a balance of Rs 4,196-12-2 at the close of tin? fortnight 
As regards the Ramporo Hat sub-diviMon, a new poor-house has been started at Bosowahm 
thana Ramporc H&t, and a poor house at Jaiporc in thana Khargaon has been abolished 
during the fortnight under report The above poor-house was abolished simply because 
there are other poor-houses m its neighbourhood, where people incapable of work, andically 
needy, could easily obtain relief. The total receipts of the sub-divisional relief lund amount

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to R« 996-4-3, and the total expenditure Its. 623-14-3, leaving a balance of Rs 372-6

ment grain was -therefore disposed of ; on the next h&t day grain was not procurable, and 
purchasers had go to a Government golah, some way off, to have their wants supplied. It ta 
^ the same in most places, the supply very irregular, and, on the whole, deficient, it is to ho 
"tooted, however, that prices show a downward tendency It would appear that there are still 
some stocks in hand, which are gradually being disposed of by the holders, as they see future 
prospects continually brightening T^e weather has been on the whole most favoiablo tor 
the crops, and reports from all the circles are most encouraging, and everywhere it is reported 
that the bhadoi just ripening is a magnificent crop , some of it has been cut, and a little has 
already oome mto the market. The winter crop is also reported os doing well ; a large proportion 
of it has been transplanted, and the operations with respect to it are in a veiy forward state 
From DoorgapoicCucleonly do I hear that the winter crop is backward. Mr. Pollen complains 
what there the transplanting has boon begun indeed, but the work is not so well forward as 
it ought to be I would remark, however, that most of Dourgapore lies very low, and the late 
floods so completely submeiged many paits of it as to stop work altogether for some time. 
During the past fortnight we have had no heavy rain , what there has been, has consisted of 
showers sufficient to refresh and keep t alive the young rice plants, but not sufficient to flood 
the rivers* there is a cry of want of rain, but tbore has been no such defioicncy as to cause 
damage. The prospects of the winter crop are on the whole most oucout aging, and if only 
we get heavy* showers during Septembei and the early part of Octobei, we may expect a 
good harvest. In Thakurgaon to the north, prices show a downward tendency, but fall 
very slowly, they range liom 7 \ to 11 seers pei rupee, the general rate being 8 to 9. 
Mr. Scanlan has taken advantage of this spell of comparatively dry weather to push in 
supplies of Government gram, and at Thakuigaon alone last week disposed of Its. 6,730 worth 
of rice without causing any particular alteration in the market selling late Tho bhadoi 
is only just coming into the market m Thakurgaon , as soon as it does comein, the demand tor 
Government gram will fall off, and lelief operations foi tint part, of the country may be closed. 

In Beergunge some bhadoi ib coming into tho market fiom the Iiungpore district; the 
consequence is that the demand for Government gram is beginning to fall off there. Tho 
people m eveiy instance prefer their own country rice, it they can get it, and that they have 
so long been dependent on Government sale*, is of itselt evuleneo that other gram was not 
procurable I omitted to mention m my last report that in Thakuigaon a series of grain 
robberies had occurred a number of bad characters banded together and began a systematic 
plunder of their fellow villagers' grain godowns, Ihieats ot personal violence doterred the 
earlier victims from complaining, information, however, did reach the police, and the result has 
been that a considerable number of persons have been sentenced by the Sessions Couit. From 
the evidence adduced in these casts, it appears that many of the Thakurgaon villagers have 
grain stored in their houses, sufficient for their own wants, and with a biuplus to provido for 
contingencies. On the whole, during the past lortnighjf, the condition of the people has 
bettered, rain hiy* fallen m sufficient quantities to prevent damage to the winter crop, the 
bhadoi is now safe, and is a # very good ciop, jute also has turned out well, while puces aie 
slowly declining. 

• B.— Relief Works 

Of actual work on the roads there is next to none Mi Scanlan istr\ing to improve 
the existing road If^waen Thakuigaon and Bonban, so that ram may interfere as little as 
possible with future transport arrangements In Becrgunge and Bochagunge cnclcs too, coolies 
are employed m trying to finish off uncompleted roads, while m Bmdol, Mi PasHnn 
finds some employment in the euuie way. The coolies employed aie partly men who do not 
live by agnctilture, and partly agricultural laborers, who have failed to be absoibed by the 
labor market. The largest numbers are at Bmdol, and are persons that, Mi Fasson says, he 
must find employment for, as they cannot get it elsewhere. 1 know there are a great number 
of villagers in the Bindtl Junction, who generally at this tune ut the ycai go down to Putin- 
tolla and the south to obtain work m the fields , this year there being no demand for their 
labor, they can find no employment numbeis of these men passed through the station as 
usual going to seek employment, but they did not all obtain it, foi 1 know some of them 
leturned, finding no demand feu then sei vices. The difficulty is to find woik for laborers at 
this time of the ypar employment, however, is found for them in dressing roads, filling up 
holes, improving village foot-path^, &o , and in no case on any of tho works is a higher sum 
paid than can he earned by an agricultural laborer m the vicinity Wages m this district 
vary from 2 annas to 4 annas a day with food twice a day as well. On our woiks, on the other 
hand, a man cannot earn more than one seer of rice per day , m fact Mr. Fasson has been trying 
the experiment of only giving { a seer per day fora certain amount of work done we may lest 
assured, therefore, that our works are not attractive/ Every effort will be made to get rid of 
what laborers there are I may add that Mr. Fasson gives employment to several men 
who come across the Nagor river fiom Purneah every day, and who assert that they cannot get 
work near their homes, neither in the fields, nor on Government works , the addition of these 
helps to swell his list. 1 

C.— Transport. 1 

There have been some transport operations going on nee has been sent into Thakurgaon ; 
there was also an unexpected run on some of the Ram^ankoil goluhs from the Purneah district, 
which necessitated further supplies being thrown into that cucle. Such supplies must go 
from Baigunge, but as Mr* Pollen has nothing to spare, whatever he sends away must 
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be made good.' Oar Maldah rcservo has been all sent away, tbc deficiency therefore must be 
made good from Neetpore and Godagari. The reserve at Sahibgunge to the abiount of some 
5,000 or 6,000 maunds will have to be moved up to Putnitolla to supply the place of some of 
the rice sent from theie to Beergunge Circle. The Railway authorities have also just made 
over to us IQ, 000 maunds of nee on the Atrai, of this 2,000 will be carted to Chmtamon m * 
Habra Circle, aud the balance 7,000 be landed at any point in the Patiram Circle that 
Mr. Finucane wishes to have it stored. Our stores have bqen on the whole judiciously placed, 
but it has been impossible to avoid moving a few thousand maunds bore and there as occasion 
arises. Very little grain has been imported into the district , some was brought up the Koratoya 
river into the fihaduna Circle from the eastern districts, and this had the effect of lowering 
prices considerably the fall of the rivers has apparently stopped this traffic, or, it may be, the 
coming m of the bhadoi has warned traders that prices will fall below what they can 
afford to sell at A little nee at one time came up the Atrai to Patiram and Putni- 
tolla, not giam imported by any mahnjims residing at any of the marts on that river, 
but brought by boats sent out from Dacca and elsewhere, with instiiiotions to sell wherever 
a market offered The imports into Bhaduria were of the same nature , the relief afforded, 
therefore, was only afforded to persons residing on the banks of the two rivers Atrai 
and Koratoya, ana did not touch those living in the interior: such importation has now 
stopped, and nee is nowhere reported as coming into the District from outside Prom 
the very first all the substantial traders, whose agents reside in the marts orf the Atrai, 
Jamoona, Koratoya, and Poornabhaba, have declared their intention of not impotting, and this 

I they have adhered to throughout, so that such chance importation as I have noted above, plus 

* stocks m hand, have been all that could be depended on to meet the emergency. 

D — Stohage 

During the last few weeks gram has had to be moved about from one circle to another, 
the surplus of one being made available for the wants of another These movements have been 
effected without difficulty, for m selecting sites for golahs, when gram was first stored, the 
necessities of future t ansport were kept in view, and our main depots have always been on the 
banks of rivers, navigable during the rams. It is satisfactory to find that our golahs have 
been fairly well built, and the rice properly stored no loss has resulted from the Burmah 
rice heating and becoming black and unsaleable I have not received specific answers to my 
circular on the subject issued on receipt of Government letter, but I am sure I would have 
heard of it, had such damage occurred to any extent. Owing to the steady demand for 
Government grain, our stoics are fast running out, and a question has been raised as to the 
sufficiency of our supplies to last up to the time when the ripening of the winter erop restores 
things to their normal condition. Out of the total amount stored, which, counting what has 
been received from the Railway, amounted to about 1 1 lakhs of maunds, there are not, allow- 
ing for wastage, much over 1 \ lakhs remaining m hand , if so much, it is a matter for serious 
consideiation therefore whether such amount is sufficient for out reqm foments until such time 
as the people are no longer m want of help. Of course if the weather is not propitious, if the 
rainfalls us in September and October, it i* pcifeetly oeitam that no amount of gram now 
at our disposal will aveit a great calamity , but supposing nothing unfoieseen occurs, will our 
supply hold out to the end ? I am inclined to think they wilb The bhadoi crop is now safe, 
the outturn is a good one, aud twice the usual breadth has been sown , allowing for loss by 
the late flood and damage done by too much sun, we may count on abAufe* ’.avice the usual 
amount of bhadoi passing into the bands of the ryots In ordinary vcais the bhadoi is kept by 
the individual cultivator for his own consumption, any suiplus he may have only being disposed 
of* such fcuiplus generally lasts about six weeks, ic , till the first week m October, the 
supply for the period that intervenes between the beginning of October and the com- 
ing in of the earlier sorts of w intei nee being met by issue of old stocks. It is feared 

* that much the same will happen this >car, %e y that the ryots will only sell surplus stocks, 
that such surplus will only lust until October, that our supplies will have been exhausted, and 
that after that there being no stocks to fall back upon, prices will rise and gieat distress be 
the result. I have discussed the matter with most of my Circle officers, and the result arrived 
at is as follows The Bhadoi will this year come in very gradually, having been sown at 
different periods according as the iyots found means to purchaso seed. The last of the 
Bhadoi will not be reaped until the middle of September, and the coming in* of the orop 
is sure to decrease sales of Government nee, more especially if the latter be not pressed 
on the market. Again a larger area than usual having been sown this year, there will 
be more surplus to be disposed of, and also fewer eventual purchaser, inasmuch as 
more persons will have stock in hand to last until the Hemanta comes m. The prices in 
November are expected to rise, but not to the s ime extent as they have done, and the people 
being then certain of a winter crop, there will' be no panic, and money will be procurable 
from mobajuns. The Bhadoi will come into the market moie gradually than usual, but there 
will of course be a natural anxiety felt by all to dispose of their surplus, before prices fall 
further. Theie is no doubt that many would prefer to buy good clean rice at 14, in preference 
to BhadoiM a cheaper rufe. In order then to avoid all possibility of competition, I would 
raise the price of Government rice to the rate at which clean country sells m the bazir here, viz . 

12 seers lor the rupee , this raising of price would also enable us to keep a reserve in case prices 
show a disposition to rise during the latter end of October. By acting on the above suggestion, 
our present supply will, I think, be found more than sufficient, out sales being thus reduced to a 
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minimum during the period the bhadoi is in the market, allowing the people* during that 
period to depend on their own resources. If after the Bhadoi goes out, there is any demadd 
amongst those who have none of that crop to fall back upon, we will be prepared to supply the 
demand ; if, as I hope, prices will not rise so very high, we can always dispose of any stook in 
hand. It would be unpolitio to^dispose of our gram until wl see what happens in November, 
and it would be unfair to the ryots to keep open our golahs at rates, likely to interfere with 
the disposal of tbeir*prodnce j both difficulties, it seems to me, will be avoided, by raising 
our selling price, and thus reducing our sales I may add that the rice now m our store is, 
I am told, mostly good mugi and ballam rice, which the dealers would be glad to buy m 
any year, and the sale of which at 14 seers per rupee, must interfere with sale of bhadoi. 

The Relief Commissioner has been moved to address Government on the subjeot, with 
what result is not yet known 

. E —Advances 

I subjoin the remarks of the District Relief Officer under this head, and I may add that 
the Circle Officers have, from the first, watched carefully the effect of this system of relief, and 
are unanimous in expressing their opinion that advances have been a great boon to the people, 
and that Government liberality has.not been abused Some few cases have been reported, 
where the recipients of advances were found selling Burmah nee in order to purchase seed 
gram ; and in a few isolated instances, attempts have been made to obtain advances on forged 
receipts, or by hypothecating anothers land. In some of these cases legal steps have been 
taken , in others, the nee or its value has been returned Gram advances supplied a real want, 
and though m some few instances designing persons may have imposed on the officials, 1 am 
sure the grain, as a whole, has been consumed in a manner that Government intended 
it should be. 

fr The following statement shows the ahiount of grain issued on account of advanoes in 
the different circles of the district durmg the past weeks It will be seen that in all but four 
circles the issues have now receded to a compaiatively msiguifioant amount, and (except 
Thakurgaon, where they were somewhat delayed by the short stores of gram,) these arc the 
circles in which the Relief Officers arranged to give out the total amount of the advance in 
two or in threw instalments. It must then be borne in miud that ouly a very small portion of 
the issues during the last week was on account of newly granted advances to fresh borrowers, 
or of supplementary advances to previously successful applicants, but rather that nearly the 
whole amount had been previously promised by Government As soon as the liberal conces- 
sion of lower rates became known to the public, many applications f »r new or further advances 
were presented , but following the instructions issuod, the Relief Officers have beei\ particularly 
strict m their enquiries, and very few applications are now granted, only m cases where au 
absolute wait of tjiem is apparently proved With tuo coming into the market of the 
early bhadoi, the necessity of completing the second instalment is disappearing, and virtually 
the work of giantmg advances may now be considered a§ at an end 
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This is a favorable opportunity for placing on record a short account of the way in whioh 
the granting of these advances has been conducted 

Immediately after the orders of Government authorizing the granting of these advances 
were received, the intention to make these advances was communicated to the zemindars, the 
necessity of the measure was show# to them, and they had pointed out to them how self- 
interest and humanity alike needed their exertions To these calls almost with unanimity they 
turned a deaf ear , many of these zemindats are non-resident, and their agents replied that 
answets could not be expected for a month or mote ; others did not answer , a few promised, 
but did not follow up their ptomises by a single sign of preparation, and nearly all of the rest 
said they had no objection to Government making these advances, but they would not, or 
could not, do it of themselves. It has since been found that m a few instances zemindars, 
who would not hold up a finger to help their own tenantry, and so to maintain the prosperity 
of their own estates, even resorted to threats towards their tenants of their resentment, if not 
worse, should they ask for aid from Government. 

It may be as well to exhaust this unpleasant part of the account — the conduct of the 
zemindars— and have done with it 

Since the advances have been given out, some of the zemindars have come forwnid to 
undertake the obligations of their tenants, heie and there ostensibly to' prevent their people 
lncurnng unnecessary debts on the security of their tenures, but, in general, with the expectation, 
or rather ceitainty, of reaping where they huve not sown, of getting a huge margin of profit 
without the expenditure of any capital, or trouble or labom The following is an example. 
Since the zemindar of has heard from some source that either £5 per cent, commission 

will be allowed to zemindars, or that they will be at hbeity to take bonds from the ryots at any 
rates they chose, after themselves leeeivmg at 1G and 18 seers per inpee, he was veiy anxious 
to become secunty, in the hope of gaining a large suiu of money without incurring any expense 
or trouble 

The following sentence embodies the views of all the relief otliceis who have noticed this 
side of the question “The lyots aie afraid that if they be left entirely to the mercy of the 
zemindars tlieie will be no end of oppression to them, and that they will never be able to get 
rid of their liability, but become the bounden slaves of the zemiudais ” He continues — “ My 
experience of the locality leads me to believe that the apprehensions of the ryots are not 
groundless, and that it is desirable to make agreements dnect with the ryots, and then'make 
over the bonds to then zemindars to realize the amount due from them ” It is now reported 
from different quaiters that the landlords have already commenced to take opptessive proceed- 
ings to git from the ryots the rent, for the possibility of obtaining which they aie indebted to 
the exertions of ’Government, which has preserved, lor their benefit, the ryots whom they, with 
short-sighted apathy, would have allowed to starve 

In A district like this, where there still exists a competition on the part of zemindars for 
cultivators, rather thfcn one of cultivators foi lands, it is clear that by the advances the 
zemindars are immensely benefitled, and that the zemindars are now in many instances willing 
to take over the obligations to Government is a clear proof that the amounts of the advances 
have been very modeiate, and only what was absolutely lequued 

While the answers of the zemindais, when thus appealed to, to do then duty, *were 
awaited, the circle officers through their staff were quickly collecting the data on which 
advances could he safely given. To have delayed this till the zemindars' answers were 
received would have proved a fatal mistake As boon as it was evident that the 
zemindars were not going to avail themselves of the very liberal offeis of loans in money 
or m giain, wheiewith to give loans to their rjots, nor to become sureties for 
the advances which Government, was preparing to lend, applications from village 
committees, profeired by their lespeetive mandats and leading men, began to be enter- 
tained. As a nile, the applications were tendered to the relief officers, and reports based 
on the previous enquiries taken from the inspectors, or more generally wntten after a second 
enquiry in the villages whence the applications came Lists of all those who joined m the 
applications, together with a rough estimate of the value of each individual's pioperty, the 
extent and natuie of their holdings, the number of individuals m each family, together with 
their latest receipts of lent paid to then landlords, weie taken, and then submitted to the 
relief officeis, who fixed, in consultation with the leading men of the village, the amount of 
gram to be lent. Alter this was done, the conditions were all again explained to the appli- 
cants, and a formal agreement, embodying these conditions and the hypothecation of their lands, 
tenements and poisonal property, was duly executed and taken. This was followed, as quickly as 
might be, by an Older on the most convenient store for the delivery of the amount engaged for, 
or in some cucles of an instalment of it. Of course there have been some slight variations 
m the procedure In some circles, it. is believed, the enquiries were nearly all made by the 
circle officers, either at their head-quarters or on tour. In some the lists of the subordinate 
applicants under the mandals and leading men have not been invariably filed , m some the 
latest receipts of the zemindars have not been always retained. In some of the agreements 
taken the boundaries of all the separate tenements hypothecated have not been fully entered 
according to the requirement# of the Registration Act ; but in all, the several and joint 
responsibility o C all the borrowers for the full amount of the advance appeals to have been 
clearly laid down. 

In two or three circles only have the relief officers noticed anything like a general idea that 
Government would not insist on the payments of the loans. In Laskerhaut, where m one or two 
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cases the zemindars were willing to help their tenants, the latter obstinately said they would rather 
starve than touch their money or gram, while they were clamouring for Government advances, 
hoping never to be forced to pay them : and again in Patiram, the circle officer* noticed * stoi y 
that His Excellency the Viceroy would travel through the country to tear up all the bonds f and 
another, that those who did not apply for advances would be men marked down ior future 
taxation. But the judicious conduct of both of these officers speedily corrected these absurd . 
s stories and such like follies. Mr Finucane, reporting of this Patiram cu ole, observes “ I have 
taken particular jare to inform the rvota that it is not for their interost to encumber themselves 
more than they can help, and indeed generally they show no inclination to do so. I think ll 
there ever was a notion among them that Government would not insist on being paid the 
price of gram advanced, that notion pievails no longer If ryots ate convinced that they 
will have to pay, it is inconceivable that they Bhould ask for more giam than is absolutely 
necessaiy, for they must have sense enough to see that they are receiving infenor gram at 
probably foui-times the price which they will be able to realise lieicafter horn their own 
‘superior rice.” Agaiu, m respect of this and the Bhaduna circle, wheie zcmindais have come 
toiward more freely to take advances for their cultivators, we have the check ‘of the estimates 
fiamcd by the zemindars of the i equipments of eaoh village and again, m general, the 
zemindars have given either an explicit or implied acquiescence m the amounts about to hi 
granted to their cultivating communities That the zomindais have been alive to their own 
interests, m watching that their people did not get excessive grants, is shown by those install' es 
where they have come forward to give their own lands and estates as security, when they 
became really alarmed lest the ryots weie about to borrow on the security of their tonures 
too heavily 

In the Doorgapore circle one oi the zemindars, a leading man, who had at first refused 
to stand security lEor the advances then granted to his lyot*, afterwards became convinced 
that tho fust supply was inadequate and brought his people up for a second supply, becoming 
suicty for the amount of both loans 

Mr. Pollen wntes " I have taken the greatest caie to impiess on the people tho necessity 
of avoiding all unnecessary debt, and have given them plainly to understand th it whatever 
becomes of their rent to the landloid, the Government dues must be paid in full. I have 
not held out the slightest hope of a compromise of any kind, and I have pointed out, over 
and over again, that in case of one of their number dying, the test of the community 
must make good his quota.” Mr Fassou writes “ The mandals have almost everywhere 
taken up the cause ol their pooler villagers who needed advances The whole bvstem 
of the advances Ins l>»en based on the co-operation of the mandals, and their conduct 
throughout has athuded a btiong contrast with that of the /emindais In many cases tin 
mandals submitted a complete list of the landholding population, marking off* those who did 
not need nee The mandal having submitted the list, consents to become secunty jointly 
with foui or fiye of the principal inhabitants ” It follows, us they would be the first and 
heaviest, perhaps the only loseis, and to the extent of then whole property, that they would 
take every eaie to picvent any unpobition oi extravagant icquisitions. In 1 ’oish i the uliej 
oflieer at <fne time expressed a fear, not that the people were asking foi too much, but for too 
little. From Thakurgaon came particulai accounts of the people, suggesting that it wa^ 
iiveloss arranging for instalments foi lejjaymeut, tor they would be able and only too glad U 
clear n he debt hum t be first Idiadoi crop , and both in that urelo ami m the Sudder arch 
tonsidciable tiacts, wheie last year’s ciops weie tolerable, have not furnished one application foi 
advances iur lelicf walks or for relief In the Suddei cucle I have myself seen among the 
applicants thfh atixiely not to be suspected of over-valuing the property they weie offering 
at secutit), and the pains taken by the iclief officer m keeping them in miud of the stnetness 
of their t lodgements It is geneiully supposed in this circle that the amount is to be repaid 
witlua thiee months. 

It I** needless to adduce further opinions, for we may assert that the advances were tirnelv 
given— -an ample mquiiy on collective and good seeuiity— and not prodigally, but rather witu 
a prudent pat simony Tne number oi persons to be maintained for so many days guided the 
officer m fixing the minimum, and the maximum was, I think, estimated in money at H tunc*, 
the annual rents paid by the whole of the associated eultivatois 

l think we may assert that the borrowers have evt ty wish and intention to act up to thou 
engagements, but t he question is, whether the /onnud irs, undi 1 the piesent slate of the law, with 
their pnorjiensfor rent aud power of attaching the standing eiops, will not foies tall every effoit 
of the Government, or even whethei they would not tiy to tru-.li ate the reah/afiou of Govern- 
ment loans horn a spun of uppr&ition It would be hud if ill the dneet bun fits should be 
reaped by tho /emmdirs, while the Government loses labor, cqnttl md prestige, with unit the 
advantage ot a eousuqumt cuhaurement of the stibility of the lind levonue, the discharge of 
a debt to humauilv, and the temper it y reduction oi 0111 iclnl work guigs. The giving out < 
advance© lntufeud with no trade, aud it his been icmaiked that the expenditure of Government 
giam diuiug the tune when ls^ut© weie being mule scarcely exceeded that of a previous peiiod 
of equal duiation 

Without tnose advances cultivation must have been veiy b ickwaid almost all ov^r thi 
district, to the piobngmj ut the penod of didrei©, and the total aiea ot 'Cultivation must have 
been Kr less than what it now i- # t 

Tne unmediite icMilt was to fre*oiu iclief works of nearly all persons belonging to the 
cultivating classes aul agucultuial labouiers, as is proved by the state ok the pauper rolls ot 
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Beergunge, Bochagunge, Thakurgaon, and Phulbari, where advances could not be given out 
early, and where the pauper rolls continued to be very heavv until they were given out 
It is greatly to be desired that the matter of registration of these agreements should be at 
once decided, as the delay will cause further legal difficulties, and perhaps something should 
he done to facilitate and remove from the regions of chance the recovery ot tue value of this 
•5,30,000 maunds of rice. I hope in my next report to give some account of the number of 
.tdvances given, and the households to which this help has reached, and also to give the names 
nt the few zemindars who have behaved well in helping their tenantry. 

P.— CnARiTABLB Relief. 

The district relief officer has furnished the report under this head. 

A copy of the Government telegram to scrutinize our chantable relief lists has just 
been placed* in mj hands, and I have much pleasure m reporting that every direction m it, 
applicable to this district, has been foiestalled, and that the moment it became safe to do 86, 
the cuclc officers were directed to take these measures with a persistence which some among 
tnorn appeared not altogether to like. 

The result of this scrutiny and of the more favorable aspect of affairs has been that, 
iluiing the past fortnight, the number of persons in receipt of charitable relief has decreased 
trom considerably over 81,000, probably 87,000, to 53,881,— a decrease of 30,426 m the fort- 
night. Three weeks ago the numbers stood at more than double this, being over 1,13,000. 
The subjoined statement shows that the decrease has been general and progressive, and this 
gives room for expecting a continued decrease arising from scrutiny, m addition to the ease- 
ment which must follow the harvesting of the bhadoi crop 1 have shown with tolerable 
accuracy the numbers under the simple classification of— 

]st — Those receiving gratuitous relief. 

I ml — Those employed on out-door labour 

,\rd — Tho-e employed in-doors in making thread, gunny-cloth, or in husking nee or 
the like 

There are shown 3, as employed in tins last way The probability is that much of 
the expenditure now applied m finding these people employment will be recovered from the sale 
nr the manufactured ai tides, while it affmds employment at home for some few thousands of 
women who, on account of age, domestic cares, or caste prejudices, are unable to work on rondel. 
These are all people who aie on the eh iritablo lelief rolls and are paupers. If no employment 
were found foi them, they would he none the less on our hands, getting something less as 
giatmtoub relief The rates of their remuneration vary slightly in different localities, but it 
r. found impossible to fix one scale As far as I can make out, a woman must he particularly 
jndustnous to earn by m an u fact me much more than another woman would, working on the 
roads in turfing or the like The number employed on out-door light labour, m turfing, 
improving, or repanmg road* made a* relief woiks is 14,458 

These only get a working subsistence allowance, one seer of cleaned rice a day for adults, 
half that quautity for childten, while a rough sort of task work is mststed on. A gang have a 
reasonable quantity of work shown them as their day's task, and no one is paid till it is quite 
finished. In two or three euelcb theic are a few men among these gangfc employed on higher 
rates, as the work is particularly hard, such as bruiging, clearing jungle off roadways, &c 
Such work cannot be done by weak men or women, and able-bodied men have to be 
employed at, or nearly at, the ordinary wages paid by the cultivators to hired labourers. 
Again, among the gangs of women and children some proportion of strong men must 
be* kept to break up earth or the like, so as to keep the weaker ones fully employed. These 
have to be paid higher when they are particularly wanted. It will be seen from the list 

in the margin what are the prevailing rates m 
the different circles for hired labor. Where 
daily wages are m vogue, 1J anna a day or 
Rs. 2-12 a month is the lowest rate of wage 
anywhere given , but m addition to this is food, 
two meak a day, over and above the amount of 
the money wage It is clear that the people 
have every inducement to find other employment 
than that on our roads, obtaining, under the 
irksomeness of the ticket system, something 
like teal hard labor, with only a seer of rice a 
(>, IV ] do not believe the remuneration could be brought lower, and that the men on 
our *\ork<- now me (save the ispecially retained men, probably not altogether 200 in 
jmmbci) on)} those who positively cannot obtain iu this year any other employment 
»lor tlu imial empluvers ot labor are now, of course, working harder themselves and hiring 
Jp^), or they are men not strong enough to go afield, though not reduced to accept gratuitous 
relict The composition of the gangs will best be shown by a few examples—*

Vint* sb/nv*. that the men are but very tew compared with the women and children. And 
On wnk 1‘iev ,ti< doing, the proper consolidation and turfing of the roads, is very important 
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and valuable. Still I look to this class as that m which reductions can most easily be made, and 
the attention of the Doorgapore and Bochagunge officers is especially requited to tjhis matter. 

In the remaining class we have the blind, maimed, mfiira, in short the mendicants, thy 
poor beggars, and the sturdy beggars, besides some poor relations of poor people who are east 
on to gratuitous relief till better times return, and they can again be supported by their 
friends These get only half a seer of rue a day for adults and half that foi cluldien, and 
flSpice m cash is added occasionally to those whose condition is at all bad 

As for the professional beggars, theie arc ]ust now verv few who can nffnd to give 
They may, however, be soon cast off* when the) cm safely be trusted to shift for themselves , 
while the infirm and mendicants must be kept on till public chanty revives with returning 
abundance. It is hoped that the next fortnight will see our pauper list showing a total 
below 30,000 people. 

The following descriptions will show the slight variations m the system of diautihle 
relief organization 

* Tamboii Ctrcie. 

Distribution is effected by mandals, superintended by inspectors and assistant in- 
spectors. There are seven sub-circles, six under assistants, ono under an inspector, who 
also occasionally visits and reports on the assistant’* charges. Besides this, the inspector 
have various duties. , 

The work began by the inspectoi and assistants visiting every ullage of each sub-circle, 
and settling what persons were to be brought on to chintable relief The lists then foimcd 
rre the basis of the lists of to-day, having been added to oi decreased as circumstances demand- 
ed. They next selected one village mandal to distribute rice to all the paupus oi: a contiguous 
group of villages. 8ucb mandal had a copy of the original lists given him This has been 
amended from time to time. Each assistant compiled a register for his own ( barge, corrected 
after each circuit. 

Each selected mandal has to distribute for sonic four or five villages There are 80 such 
distributors, who get rice to the value of Its 5 a month where they wish for an > reinunciatiou 
The mandals are always m communication with the nssistant inspectors, and give lnfoimitum 
and aid m many ways. In the west central sub circle, boiduing on Duigapou, the mandils 
came forward and engaged m writing to support all thur indigent without my aid from Govern- 
ment. This they have done. Ir^Mhypal, the work being heavier at the commencement, a 
paid mohunr had to be stationed, and at tin lr heed-quarters the assistant inspectors m person 
distribute. This distribution is made once, a week — nil the vilhgeis of the hub gioup attend- 
ing on the same day* — as this lakes up only one day of the raanchl’s time, and allows the 
sub-inspectors to time their visits so as to be generally present on distribution dayd 

Having selected the distributors and the recipients, the sub-mspeetois supplied the 
distributors in the first instance with rice calculated to last two months , this sloi k has from 
tipe to time been replenished from the regular gulas The Sub-inspectors aie all men 
particularly fitted by reason of their local influence and experience, all but one being iesi- 
dents of their sub-circles and of the landholding clasps. They are paid Its 10 a month, 
and have no xfiohurirs or peons found for them They all come personally with their papers 
and accounts every Tuesdfy to the circle relief officer. 

The manufacture of cloth imd gunny (mostly by women) is superintended by theso sub- 
inspectors, and the raw material is given out by, and returned to, and paid for by the sub- 
inspectors at their head-quarteis. 

The recipients o£ gratuitous relief get at the rate of half a seer of nee a day for adults, a 
quarter seer for children, and cash has not been deemed necessary f u them. 

Those on light labor are on task work ; with indiistty a very little over a seer cau be earned 
a day by an adult. A small piopoition of cash is given to these per pic 

No cooked food haB been given. Theie. m a few oi phans whose pirents have died of 
cholera on the charitable relief lists, getting rather over the ordinary dole They areboirded 
out with respectable people, and will, no doubt, le readily adopted as soou as general 
prosperity returns.

Mr Hasson, from Bmdol, wntes fh it limit d 1c nlitf is ldinimstcrul on the village system 
The mandalb have alwa) s undmuken the relit t ot then own villages without pay. The 
mandals of 127 villages distribute at the same rati as is given in Tambooh to those wlio are 
verv poor and. cannot woik or find any other livclihoid Gratuitous relief has been rat hr r 
strictly limited to the distubution oi nee to the in urnid md diseased, the very old and viry 
young Every one who could work was mule i > work m tin out-d »or g*uigb Pjlc weie given 
sparingly, as people did not seem to wint it. In the onl) case m winch the people asked lor 
pice, thev fixed their own requirements at one pice a \ve»k only , ( lothing, too, was not lavish* d, 
a redundancy of clothing not being m fashion, and then wire very few mdetd reduced to 
wearing ragfe Relief work was afforded as near as possible to then homts, and care takr u to 
prevent the crowding ot paupers in anv one locality *rom the end of June all out works 
were reduced to subsistence ratc9 of one m oi for adults ind hilf a seei for thrldien 

The villages were formed into groups of 20 or «j() villagf s, under gioup bupcrmtcndi nts 
on Rs 15 a month These visit their villages regularly and report carefully The mandals 
all do tbeir work well : many of them bang in authority over two or three villages, distribute 
for all ot them. Just before the rain set rn, i month's supply was sent to each village During 
the rains much attention ha6 been paid to finding employment at their homes by manufactures, 
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and at their villages by minor improvements under the supervision of the mandate. People of 
lespectable cUstes, unwilling to work, but reduced to distress, were not found in this eirole. People 
cl higher castes are fairly well off, and having land, were relieved sufficiently by gram advances 
The circle officer observed that there were oi phans, but not the result of the famine, and 
many might be collected no doubt, were it desired, but just all had some one to lookafter them. ^ 
In some respects the Putmtolla arrangement differs ; local agency .not being so muoh 
employed. The villages in this circle are divided into groups, containing from 60 to 180 ‘in 
each group, according to the ascertained severity of the distress, and the particular portion of 
the circle m which the group is situate Over each group is a supenntendent, a man of good 
character, and accustomed to work m some respectable public post. Maudals aie not much 
employed, as the cucle officer was not so satisfied with their efficient, or character as a class, 
as to feel warranted in entrusting them with such responsibilities There are 18 group 
superintendents, getting each 30 Its a month. Tbeir working is supervised by the two 
inspectors and by Mr Sneyd himself 

They fiist of all went from village to village and compiled lists of all persons then re- 
quiring gratuitous relief Tins was the starting point Superintendents travel daily through 
their groups, submitting leports to the circle officers every Sunday. Every village is visited 
once a week, and they superintend the distribution of gram. The amount given m this circle 
seems to be m excess of what is allowed in other circles, and the reduction of staff is imminent. 

The superintendents in tins circle are (besides the circle officer's personal observation) the 
general suppliers of intelligence. 

In Durgapore, Mr Pollen does his work first through his five inspector, each wtfh y, 
division of from fit) to 100 villages, each with several assistants, — local men, — patwanes, getting 
from Ks 10 to 15 a month. The old and infirm draw their daily 'subsistence allowance • 
fioin the mandate, who at the outset got supplies sufficient to last two months 

In Tliakurgaoii, where relief had somewhat lately to be opened out, Mr Scanlan remarked 
that all good men were employed elsewhere, and nothing but the leavings of men were avail- 
able for him, of whom be would entcitam but very few, and have the work done as far as 
possible bv the village communities alone, wiLh the supervision of his inspectors, all accounts 
being lendeied dnect to head-quarters. 

In Lu&kerhaut, undei the group superintendents, the mandate do all the work of supervision 
and dicti lbutiou “Mandate aie never paid m* cash foi * their remuneration in my circle, 
indu d, i ice piyments are made to very few Those who arc really poor get double pauper 
allowance Many asked tor remuneration, but I have set my face against it, for, if we were 
one c to concede it, there would be no end to then demands, and the result would be that 
oiu paupei expenditure would bo eclipsed by our payments to mandate v 

In ( luitamon the maudals are nearly all paid Equal firmness would no doubt have got 
the village headmen to give their services gratuitously In both circles the amount of their 
services, individual^ considered, is not very great I have mostly noticed -the arrangements 
m circles under European officers, but it would be unjust not to add that generally I am as 
■well satisfied with the airangements made by the othei circle officers I conclude with a 
brief account of the arrangements made in the Sudder cnole, which come before my notice dull} 

The circle has four divisions, each under a sub-inspector', each sub-inspector has 
grouped the villages iu his division JBefoie this was done, all the mandate were m pay, 
getting G or 4- lls a month, each representing his own village The cucle has now f>5 
groups, m each of which the ablest or most willing mandal in the group of villages is 
selected, and though only getting pay in gram, equivalent to 7 Rs ,a nj^nth in nee, doe® 
every thing which a group superintendent would do, besides being the actual distubutors of 
the gram As m other circles when groups were formed, initial pauper rolls weie prepared 
Tncse have been under continued revision and amendment, whether on the recommendation of 
mandate or the sub-inspectors Each mandal has a complete list foi all the villages under 
him, duplicates of these are with the sub-inspectors, and finally a general register of all the 
circle is compiled, and always kept undei the supervision of the circle officers and a special ins- 
pector of chai stable relief, under the headings gratuitous lelief, out-door relief, and in-door relief 
The sub- inspectors, all local men, live out m their sub-circles, visiting each village at 
least once m two days. They submit diaries every other day, supervise the distribution 
of gram, see to the sufficiency of supplies, the condition of the paupers, and recommend 
or scrutinize all coriections and additions to the pauper roll To provide for any emergency 
in the interim, at a time when transport may bo veiy difficult, each sub-inspcctor has a reserve 
stoie m his division of 200 maunds, and they generally supervise the light labour gangs 
At the outset, eaoh distributor was ptovisioned for three months' expected requirements 

Most of the work connected with relief by spinning and weaving is conducted m godowns 
close by the circle officer’s* residence Payments aie there made, and raw material issued , 
but in the interior mandate take and return material, pay and manufacture articles for their 
owu people m account with the central godown. They arc especially of use in bringing this 
lorm ol relief to the women who have prejudices to against appearing in public 

The correction of lists of paupers of out-villages falls generally to the sub-inspectors 
whose energies aie enlivened by occasional and unexpected visits and scrutiny of inspectors 
At Jhnagepoie where, on account of the city, begguis and mendicants and impostors 
do mostly congregate, besides the vigilance of the circle officer and his alien inspectors, there 
ait two great checks against imposition Close by the Government charitable relief office 
a poor-l&oube maintained by liai Dhunput Singh Bahadoor, where cooked food is daily given 


> 
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away. All of his agents and servants are well able to discriminate the desoiying applicants * 
from others, aftd they work in perfoct unison with the circle officer. About 250 persona of 
the mendicant class are daily fed by him, and these cannot possibly get assistance a second 
time from Government and vice vend. 

\ Next, a few professional beggars, instead of being given a subsistence allowance and 
unemployed, are^elamed on trifling pay, and make themselves very useful, in giving private 
information of cases of imposition. Enquiry ueaily always pioves them to* bo correct 

Money and clothing, in addition to food, are veiy sparingly given j light labour is indeed 
pretty hard work ; and always task work, and a very gteat deal of asistauee in quarters when* 
much is required, though not clamoured for, is afforded by tho manufactures at a minimum 
expense to Government or the Central Committee 

Lieutenant Proudfoot speaks highly of the willingness and efficiency of the mandate. 

' I must mention the good example of Karim Bux, a zemindar in ltaneesonkoil, who has 
volunteered and done particularly hard work in connection with ehautablo lelief, without 
asking for any remuneration or recognition. I regiot that, owing to the lateness when the 
Government circular came into my hands, the accounts of all expenditme for charitable lelief 
arc not vet ready, returns from some of the circles not having been received. The accounts 
will be forwarded as«oon as compiled

I have the honor to forward my report for the fortnight ending the 7th instant. ^ 

A.— State op the Country, &c. 

During the past fortnight some of the bhadoi has b^en cut, though the greater part still 
remains to be reaped , it will nearly all be harvested during the next fortnight. The outturn 
is very good, seven or eight maunds a beegnh. 1 went over the north-east part of the district 
towards Ohanchal ; the bhadoi there could hardly be better than it is, very little damage ha(| been 
done by the use of the Mahan uddee. Mr. Roily told me that a good deal of the crops towards 
the west part had been eubmeigcd and destiojed, but that part had a capital rubbi crop last 
year, so the people can bear the loss very well. The ryots are beginning to cut their Indian 
turn ; this crop is very good, and is chiefly sown m the west part of the district. The small 
quantity that has been sown m the Baund has turned out very well. 

The prospects of the hymunti ciop, as far as one can say, continue good, though rain is 
required in the north-east part to complete transplantation.^ This complaint of waut of rain is 
pretty general ; however, I do not think that the prospects of ibis crop are yet materially 
affected ; transplantation goes on up to the end of this month, and there seems to be every 
likolihood of there being moie ruin. Besides fins, the ryots, taught prudence by the scanty 
iain(all v of last year, have bunded up their tanks so as to letain the water for ung&ting their 
crops. Until the end of this month it 16 impossible to say how the hymunti will turn out. 

The Sanitary Commissioner of Bengal went through the district from Chanohal to 
Nowabgunge, and lias given a very favorable repoit of the condition of the people. The following 
is au extract fiom Ins report — “Thu aVeiage health of ten villages was 18 percent, with 
spleen enlarged ; 12 per cent, nimmic , 2 pci cent, emaciutcd, 4 per cent aged, and 64 per 
cent, in normal health.” 

Dr. Coates ob&enes that this is n large percentage of anaemia, and that those most affected 
were the town school boys uno^c parents were in easy circumstances. He attubutes the loss of 
physique in these children to the want of muscular employments The next most affected 
weie the people o t the southern villages, where the anmuiia vaned fiom ten to tlmty per 
rent, of those examined. This, and the presence of some orphans at Gomashtapore, is the only 
evidence of thcie having been any scarcity in Maldah The native doctois of Nowabgunge, 
Old and New Maldah and Chanchal, all eoneuried in telling Dr. Coates that there had been 
no deaths and no diseases the i e^ult of seaieity. Dr Coates adds their hospital records show 
the same thing. There has been a very slight increase m the deaths from diarihou and 
dysentery, while those from cholera have been much less than in the previous year in 
corresponding months % 

In Chanchal Mr. Reily reports that theie was more than an average crop of bhadoi. The 
supplies in the local m&ikets are increasing, and prices have fallen below the rates at which 
Government is selling, so that Government sales have fallen off a.good deal during the last 
throe or four da) s. 

During the past foitnighl the puces of rice have been shghtly lower than during the 
pievious foitmght The circle ofticei of Nowabgunge, Baboo Dhan Chunder Sim, reports 
that traders who have hitherto held back their stores are now eager to sell, and tTiat lately 
they have exported a huge quantity of nee to Calcutta One man broagMf a boat load of 
230 maunds of paddy to English Bazar fiom Dmagepoie ; he told me he had brought it from 
a place callod Sihal, thana Bansia, where ho gave Rs. 2 a maund, and was retailing it here 
at IS seers for the lupce.

Dunng the foitmghtthc rainfall has been scanty, the quantity recorded at head-quarters 
being onl\ 2*57 inches, and at Chanchal 1*59. On the whole, the health of the people has 
been good/ though at blubgunge some deaths from fever are reported. 

B — Relief Works. 

The number of people on relief winks under the Department Public Works has slightly 
increased during the foituight, the daily avei&ge being 1,118 against 1,088. For the Sudder 
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eub-di vision there i s a Blight decrease, the daily average number being 1,361 against 1,479 
last fortnight. In Chancbal there has been an increase in the number, the daily average being 
1,260 against 476. 4 * 

There will probably be a great falling off next fortnight, since the people will get employ* 
ment in reaping the bhadoi crop ; and 1 have recently reduced the daily wages of coolies not 
on task-worc to J of a seer a day, that being mere subsistence allowance

Tins, I think, with 
the quantity distributed to the several circles, will he quite sufficient foi the wants of tins 
district, for rice is getting cheapei, and wheat is now selling at 16 seers for the rupee, i e , 
only one seer less than at this time last* > ear 

*A)1 the hired godowns have been given up, and the only establishment retained is the one 
at head-quarters directly under the district gum officer During the fortnight Lieutenant 
Baitou cau% rnynd and recommended that some of the rice stoiod in English Buzar should he 
removed and stored in the tianspoit golas at Old Maldab I found that this step was not 
necessary, since a f-w days after Lieutenant Baiton left theie was plenty of room here 

With refeiencc to paragraph 5 of Government letter No 4741 — S.Ii of the 3 1st ultimo, 
no eoFious damage has been done to'any of the rice stored in this district, a few bags only 
have been healed and damaged by iats, but theie is now ample room m the godowns, so that 
there is plenty of veuiilation

E. — Advances to Private Parties. 

No advances of money have been made during the fortnight. The quantity of gram 
ndvanud to r\ois for the Sudder sub-division was 4,197 mds. 20 srs., and for Chanchnl 706 mds , 
total 5,503 mds 20 srs , and thus the total advanced up to date is 23,988 mds 25 srs 4 ohs. 
The value of the immovable propeity pledged as security for these loans is, for the most part, 
less than Be. 100, so that generally it is not necessary to register the bonds In Chancbal, 
the ryots who are beginning to sell their jute and bhadoi are already beginning to icpay these 
advances. Mr. Reily originally advanced the nee at 10 and 12 seers for the i*upee, I have 
told him to allow the borrowers to pay at the more favorable rates of 12 and 14 seers, these 
being the rates subsequently sanctioned.

I have the honor to submit herewith my Narrative for the fortnight ending the 8th 
instant. 

f 

A.— State op the Country. r 

The supply of rice in the markets throughout the district is ample. Importations at all 
the river-side marts along the Ganges, Godagaree alone excepted, have been extensive. Singra 
and Nattore have also received largely from outside. Prices are gradually falling. There 
was a report, when prices rose suddenly m the end of July, that the supplies at Dacca were 
failing, and that the merchants were closing their stores ; but subsequent large and continued 
lmpoitations soou removed this idea and caused the prices to fall. They range at present 
from 10 to 15 seers (80-tolah weight) per rupee. The highest of these prices (10 seers) 
prevails at some of the marts in Tannorc, Manda, and Bagmara ; while m Singra and 
Brauleah nee is procurable at 15 seers Iu Manda potatoes are selling at 22 seers 
8 chittacks per rupee. The aous crop has been cut in several parts of the district, and the 
rice is comiug into the markets Mr Clay reports that it is selling at Runbagha at 20 seers 
per rupee r l here has been a decided insufficiency of rani The weather has been unusually 
clear for this time of year This, though advantageous for the silk bund, has not 
improved the prospects of the amun rice crop, regarding which fear has been expressed 
by many After the first rise, the water m the rivers sank very low, but the Ganges has 
since risen gradually, and is now higher than the highest level which it attained in the first rise 
This gradual me is good for the deep-water ncc. For the transplanted nee m the Bhurmd 
and the north ot Singra, rain is much wanted , and unless there is a more plentiful rainfall 
hereafter than there has been lately, it will sutler greatly Jute has been cut in the north of 
the district, and the Sub Divisional Officer of the North Bhunnd reports very favorably ou 
it All other crops In the ground promise well Mr Mamsty reports that maize is 
ripening in his sub-division, “and has afforded relief to not a few persons, but the greater 
part of it will not be ready foi another ten days or so Poultry has become scarce m most 
parts owing to the Mussulman population having lived m an unusually large measure upon it 
this year I am informed that field-coolies are paid a considerable portion of their wages 
m poultry, the ryots not having the means to pay the whole in rice/ 1 

The condition of the people continues the same In the south and south-east of 
Tanuoic, m* Bagmara, the north of Pootea and Beauleah thauas, distress is undoubtedly 
severelj felt by many The numbeis at the poor-houses m this part are still large, but they 
have been considerably reduced at Khooshadanga, where at one time they ,were enormously 
high That distress is really more severe m the parts above specified than it was a month 
ago, is certain , that it is acute, is proved by the fact that men, women, and children seek eagerly 
for work for even half a seer of rice daily The children have now m many plades to dive for 
kunkcr, still they do dive for it, and bring it to the centres Men who were getting 13 chittacks 
of lice and pice lor dall, salt, &c., were told that they wou!<J now only get 8 ohittacks for 
vvoikiBg on the roads, &c , several refused at first, but in two da\s returned and bfcgged to 
be allowed to work for even half a seer a day Facts like these prove indubitably that 
distress is severe It may seem strange that these people, who were not so^istrcssed when 
prices were higher, and when prospects were not so good, have Xow Suddenly fallen into 
great distress at a time when prices have fallen and rice is plentiful , but it is a fact, and the 
reason is, first, that private stocks have been exhausted, jewels have been pledged, and there 
is no money to buy rice, even though it should fall to 1)0 seers per rupee. Again, ths part of 
the eountiy m question is noted for its silk ; cocoons are raised there m sufficient quantities 
to supply not only the neighbouring factories, but those also at a considerable distance. 
The price of silk has fallen enormously, and the price for cocoons has fallen acpordtngly , 
a man now gets one rupee where before he got two. The silk bunds have not been good 
this year, and the people have consequently suffered The aous crop is also more back- 
ward in this part than elsewhere, but I trust that when it comes in our poor-houses will be 
cleared There has been an increase m crime, but only in a trifling degree, as compared 
with the corresponding portion of last year, and a decrease as compared with 1872. There 
have been no eases of starvation

The gi eater part of the aons rice has lxen housed, and the hat vest has begun on the khair 
lands of Govindgunge. In the north, at Dui warn, the \ icld is expected to he double the average, 
and prices have gone dow u to 24 seers the mpee ‘Exportation to Seiajgunge and Natfcoro 
is now busily going on all along the south, anil puces have risen in Govindgunge where the 
trade is most active to 1(5 seers the mpee, and it is anticipated that there will not be 
much fall again bcfoio the amun is reaped. The muikets aie now assuming their normal 
condition, the rates being cheaper in the north, and increasing giadually to the south, wheic 
the facilities of exportation exist 

The prospects of the amun crop arc lets favouiable The rainfall has been deficient, only 
1*48 during the fortnight JSveiywheie the cry is for rain , transplantation of seedlings is 
being retarded and some are withering In low parts, however, theie is still water m the fields, 
and lit Dnnla, especially, transplantation is actively proceeding, llut unless we speedily get 
rain, we shall have a late harv«st in all the high lands to the detriment of the yield, for the 
people say that rice which is transplanted in Asai yields twice as much as that which is 
transplanted in Srahun, and the tame holds good with itspect to Srabun and Bhadra. The 
dry weather has had one good effect in killing olT the eateipillais, which had \eiy generally 
attacked the youug plants. They have not done miuh damage except in Mdhecgunge aide, 
where it is said to have been considerable 

There is little to note as regards the condition of the people. The leaping of the aous is 
driving awav distress in the north at Dui warn and Dnnl.i Jhrgunge shews a considerable 
improvement The following quotation fiom the Moluug officers report aptly describes the 
state of the greater part ot the district • — 

4t Bai ring thi ir debts to the zemindar, the maluijun and the State, the majority of the 
people are now in a perfectly good condition, then health as good as usual, their stores full, and 
their minds free fiom all anxieties In gome places the people seem so hapjfy thal, if a stranger 
were now to visit the houses of our cultivators, he should certainly be at a loss to perceive that 
there has at. all been a famine in the distutt The mciry songs, the laughs that indicate a 
vacant mind, the pleasant pastoials, and the love ditties that now ring the peasants* tjpmes in 
every village m the evening, arc unmistakable proofs of their light heait and their freedom 
trom all harassing cares of the world ” 

In the pauper circle of Mahigunge alone the numbers continued large, but the lists are 
being carefully scrutiuised

Baboo Aklioy Kumar Sen of Molung thus reports of the work done under the village group 
system . — 

11 Of all circles m the district it was fiist introduced in this division, and of all parts of 
my thana, first m Andwah. 84 villages in that Pergunnah were placed under this system, 
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and the number of labourers averaged about 1,500 per month. The number of village paths 
repaired or oonstrnoted m that pergunnah above is 275. These vary in length from 1 rasi 
of 87} cubits to 10 rssis or 875 oubits and trom 6 cubits to 8 in breadth. It was next intro; 
dooed in Shnrhatta, where 82 villages were grouped for purposes of better inspection. There 
we have 58 paths repaired and constructed, the average length of whioh is 402 yards and 
average breadth 8 feet. 

' “ The expenditure on these paths did not exceed a few hundred rupees m cosh and 2,000 
maunds of rice, and considering the agency at our disposal, and the small encouragement given 
to persona to join the work (the remuneration having becrfn bare subsistence allowance), we 
have, I think, every reason to congratulate ourselves nt the gratifying results produced bv the 
weak-l>odied people, who, till their removal to the villages, were n soit of nightmare to the 
overseers and the supervising agency, and ceitainly a great obstacle to the progress of our 
works on the roads. Besides these roads, 12 bamboo bridges have been constructed by them in 
Shnrhatta, and the work done is certainly creditable to the parties concerned. The work done 
in Andwa came under my notice on several occasions, and I have always had reason to feel 
satisfied with their quality.” *

The gram e^pentiituse during the fortnight has been 30,000 maunds, and that for the 
ensuing fortnight will probably be 15,000 maunds. The disposal of the Cooch fiehar reserve is 
at present under reference. No*gram has been found to he heated in any of the storehouses. 
1 have called for detailed reports, and shall notice the subject more at large in my next. 1 have 
already reported in my previous narrative that insects had attacked the Borobaree balance, and 
that 1 had sold it oiPlocally I hear now that they nave appeared m the 2,000 maunds left 
unsold at Darwani, and 1 am apprehensive that the stocks at Llullakhal, Kallygange, and else- 
where may be attacked m this way I shall have a special examination made in these stocks, 
and do what is possible to obviate any damage , but I think it is desirablo to sell off all the 
clean nee at present market rates, and keep m hand only the cargo rice which is less 
susceptible to attack.

F.— Charitable Belief 
(Prepared by the Ditlrtcl Relief Officer.) 

The olosing of the last private relief centre was reported in the previous 
sanative. During this fortnight six Government public food relief centres have 
have been dispensed with, leaving thirteen still open. The majority of these will probably not 
be retained beyond the next fortnight In Govindgunge charitable relief has been entirely 
stopped, except west of the Kuratoya, and there enquiries are being made in order to effect a 
further reduction.

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In Mulujjunge a large number still remains ; clothes hare been riven to 922 people. 

. In Molting Ks. 1,100 have been expended in the distribution of clothing, and oharitable 
‘relief has ceased there with the exoeption of the village light work, which also it is intended 
to bring to a dose during the ensuing fortnight. The total nuinber is 10,980 against 16,154 
in the last return, shewing a reduction of 6,174 The returns of the expenditure on 
charitable relief, m Form A, have not jet been recoived from the relief officers. The statement 
will bo submitted as soon as possible.

1 have the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative of relief operations which is n<Jw due. 

Condition op the Country and People. 

2 The improvement which 1 have previously reported in the condition of the countiy 
and people still continues. The principal agricultural operation has been the transplanting of 
tbe atnun crop, and the season hitherto has been favorable for it. Up to date, 1 should estimate 
the proportion of amun which has been planted and is in the ground at nine-tenths of the 
whole. The rainfall during the past fortnight has amounted to 3 12 inches. It has been 
somewhat deficient for the time of vear, and this deficiency is shown in the great subsidence of 
the water level in rivers and tanks throughout the district However, I am glad to be able to 
report that the comparative dryness of the last fortnight has as yet done no injury either to 
the aous or the young amun. In fact, the hhiar soil of this district retains moisture so long 
that many lvots have told me the young amun would not he materially injured if we had no 
ram for another eight days. The aous has ripened well, und the outturn of grain has come up to 
tbe great expectations which were formed of it. The aous rice is being now extensively cut, and 
b> finding its way into the markets in very large quantities As I anticipated, its effects upou 
the selling puce of food has been very gre<it In many parts of the district the new aous rice 
has been selling at from 18 to 24. pucka seers the rupee. As was' to be expected, this great 
cheapening of the price of food m the local bazars bas still farther diminished our sales of 
Government gram to the public.

Relief Wonts 

4. As I reported in my last fortnightly narrative, these have been entirely stopped. 
During this fortnight the operation of giving a subsistence allowance m nee to the laborers who 
were turned ofl^tipPworks was continued, and has now been completed The expenditure of grain 
in this duugflj^rill be shown under the head of gratuitous lelief The supervisors and other 
^bo^Piabl^inent which the Executive Engineer entertained, have been discharged 
J^HRIohave been closed, and no bad results have followed , there has been no demoralization of 
toe laboring population. This fact has keen proved by the singular activity with whioh agri- 
cultural opeiations have been prosecuted universally throughout the district during the 
past fortnight. 

5* The most important operation duuug this foitmght has been the completion of the 
payment ol a subsistence allowance to the thousands who were turned off our roods. 1 find 
that dining the peuod undei levnnv 15,015 poisons leceivcd this piymunt at the Uogra goto, 
wheie the large quaut it y ol 1 j, j 9S maunds of grain was distributed to them This large 
total of persons was composed of the following, vi/ , (a) ohieflv laboietb on works under the 
Executive Engineer; ( b ) laborcts on works undei the rebel officeis dncct , (c) inefficient 
laborers, chiefly agid person*, who bad been turned off the loads iu pievious months with 
an allowance of from 15 to 20 seers ol rice each, to whom it was found necessary to give another 
advance of grain. 

6. The laboreis who were thus turned off, and to whom these subsistence allowances 
were given, we»e, to judge from their external appearance, exceedingly poor. Very many 
were helpless, from age, or nearly so. In apportioning the grain allowance, the principles 
referred to in paragraph ] I of my last foitnightly narrative have been observed. The average 
amount given to ea^h is below one maund

7. There is really nothing to nanate under this hcad*this fortnight. I have been 
oidered to transfer 20,000 maunds of my stock to the di-tii ct of Rajsh ally e, and steps have 
already been taken to tiled This Thefe have also been movements oJ grain from the reserves 
at Chandanbasia to Bogia, and fiorn Bogra to the intciior go las. The heavy expenditure of 
Government gram which has charactcnzed the last three foitmghts has vety materially 
diminished uur slocks in mauy ol the int"iior golds. I shall be careful to see, However, that 
a reserve is maintained to meet the icappoarance of the scarcity, which I fully expect in the 
end of September or beginning ol October, when the effect of the excellent aous harvest upon 
the jooarkets will probably oeube 

8. As onr relief works are now finally and completely closed, and as the condition of the 
country is steadily improving, I h we been diminishing the numbets of my interior golas. 
In the«Sudder circle no less than six subsidiary golas have been bhut up, and their establish- 
ment dischaiged. Many of the smaller go Ian m the Panclibibi circle have been emptied, and 
they will not be refilled It is my wish to have a stock of grain at only one or two central 
places in each circle, so as to be ready for a rcappcaiance of the scarcity, should such occur.

i 15 1 think the time has now come when 

we may sofely discontinue this form of relief 
I altogether It is an expensive mode of adminis* 
teung relief The raw material (cotton and 
| ]ute) is costly, and is generally worth more than 
the manufactured ai tides which we get back 
fiom the people. The cotton thread and yarn, 
made chiefly by women, is very inferior, and is unsaleable They cannot make better In 

old times, before English cloth had supplanted the native manufactures, the Muautman 
women ot Eastern Bengal were famous as spinners of jam and thread. Our late experience 
has shown that the art is forgotten Machine-made vorn and thread have supplanted the 
hand-made articles Altogether, I think that this ferru of relief should now stop, for it is 
expensive , we are doing little good with it, and the articles we get back are useless upon our 
hands. I have therefote issued the following instructions to curdle officers ■ — 

“1 think the time has now come when we may curtail or shut up altogether our relief 
works on jute and cotton 

“I beg you Will do this according to the best of your discretion. If jou think that this 
form of relief should be continued a little longer, by all means continue it. If you thmk^that 
it is no longer necessary, I beg you will diaoontmue it

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“ 1 notico'that everywhere the numbers of people so relieved are diminishing rapidly, and 
that in some places the numbers have fallen to so low a figure that we are sopreely justified m 
keeping op an bxpensive establishment to look after them. *• 

“You should give the women to whom you discontinue this form of relief an allowance 
of say 20 seers of rice each, whioh will support them till they can discover for themselves 
another means of livelihood* 

“ It will alsO be your duty to get back from the workers all the cotton, jute, thread, twine 
and cloth that they may have in their possession/ 1 

16. Filiate visitation and registration.— &\\ the relief officers have been sufficiently active 
m visiting the villages within their circle. The condition of the country does not now reuder 
necessary a continuance of the registration of those requiring relief, also the group system of 
relief has been discontinued, and the group superintendents have been discharged. 

17. Annackatras . — I give, m the margin, the fortnights figures for them. There is little else 

to be 6aid about them. The Bogra annachatra was 
opened to give a meal to the thousands of laborers 
who were turned off the roads and flocked to the 
gola tate for their subsistence allowance; but it 
is now shut. All the others will shut soon, as there 
is really no necessity for them. 

18. State of the nee stored in the district. — Up 
to date the condition of the Government grain 
stored everywhere in this district continues to be 
favorable. All uur <rolas are dry, airy and ven- 
tilated. They are all furnished with excellent machans or platforms from 15 to 18 inches 
hi gh, upon which the noe bags are placed The golas have been exceedingly well thatched. 
There have been almost no accidents from either fire or storms

The state of the Sudder Division is now satisfactory. There is no actual distress any- 
where. Even in the lately flooded tracts, the destruction, though considerable, has not been 
complete. The prospects of the amun are good, and importations on tho increase. There is 
6ome little siokness, but nothing of a severe type. There has been a considerable fall in prices, 
the latest quotations being as follows : —

Relief woiks have boon stopped everywhere, and the works made over to rite Public 
Works Department. 

C. — Transfort of Government Grain. 

1,000 maunda of rice has been received from Serqjgunj, where there is likely, I think, to 
be a surplus. This amount, with the present improved state, will, 1 believe, be more than we 
shall need tor all requirements. 

D. — Storage of Government Grain. 

The above 1,000 mauttds are stored at the Sadder station of Pubna, Where suitable golas 
have been obtained. 

E. — Advances to Private Persons. 

No advances have been made during the fortnight. 
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P.— Charitable Relief. 


Five hundred and four persona were gratuitously relieved during the fortnight; orders 
have been issued to stop all future grants. Had Wb trusted to the subcommittees, there would 
hav* been still many on our lists. As an experiment, I directed the sub-committee at Pubna 
to stop supplies for a week, directing Jthem at the same time to keep an eye on the lato 
recipients. The result was much what I expected ; no complaints were received till the day 
tor again giving out supplies came round, but as they all appeared m good health, and well 
fed, they were again dismissed grainless, and with no bad results This, together with the 
fact that in the flooded part of the country no such rqjief could be grunted (the recipients 
being, unable to come to the sub-coxmmttee depOt) for more than a week, and that no ill 
consequences resulted from this stoppage, determined me to put a stop everywhere to 
gratmtous relief The sub-committees will, however, keep a strict watch that no suffering is 
caused, but 1 am convinced that no complaints will be received. Distress being now over, I 
propose, With the sanction of the Commissioner, to report monthly only m future, unless 
during the next fortnight my present .ordeia have to be countermanded.

July to 5lh August 1874 

A— State op the Country 

The aous harvest has been nearly completed during the present fortnight, and the outturn, 
which would have been 14 annas, but for the flood, has proved about 10 annas. There have 
also been considerable imports into the Serajgunse bazar ; as though our crop has been tolerable, 
tbit of other districts has been muoh better There is therefore in the subdivision a large 
stock of rice probably sufficient to carry on the people until the winter harvest. The prospects 
of the amun nee is good. The rainfall has been 2 60 inches, which is as much as we needed 

There has been a considerable fall in prices. In the following table this appears m a 
market mdhner at Serajgunge, where prices are governed by general rather than local causes, 
and at Baigunge and Taras, places where no great damage has been done by the flood. At 
UUaparah and Bhazadpore, where the flood has been destruotive, tbeie is no change ae yet, but 
even there imports must soon buog down puces to the general level.

Ae to the condition oi the people, it ih satisfactory elsewhere, but deplorable in the 
flooded tracts. In these the destruction of the aoue crop has often been complete. Where the 
ryot baa sown jute he can live by its sale, but about half the sufferers have no jute. The 
importance of the cultivation of this fibre as a preservation against famine has been shewn 
this season and last. The jute plant resisted the draught of 1878 and the flood of 1874, 
while the nee in the high lands was dried up by the one, that on the low lands swamped by 
the other. 

B.— Relief Works. * 

All road work has been stopped during this fortnight. 

C. — Transport of Food. 

At the request of the Collcotor of Pubna, I sent him 1,000 maunds of nee on the 
25th July 1874. 

D — Storage of Government grain. 

The following statement shows the result of our grain operations up to 25th July 1874 
It includes all petty purchases made by committees for distribution of cooked food. In round 
numbers, we have received 12,000 maunds of rice from Government and bought 15,000 maunds 
ourselves. Wc have sent 1,000 maunds of this to Pubna and spent 13,500 maunds, so that 
our stock is hard on the date to which these figures relate , the 25th July was 12,500 maunds, 
or a little more than the Government grant : —

Zemindars who own flooded tracts, where relief is much wanted, are being pressed to take 
advances. 1 have hitherto refused to advance grain to say ryots except on our own khaa 
estates, or those settled for a very short period. The fldod has been severely felt on the 
Jumbona chur, where there are many khas villages. 

The rates for advance to zemindars fixed by the Commissioner are 16 seers' per rupee 
Bnrmah rioe, and 14 seers cleaned rice. I think they might now be lowered to 18 aeers for 
Burmoh and 16 seers for clean rice, us prices have fallen and aro likely to continue to fall. To 

S ots we leud at the rate ot 14 seers Burmah, and 12 aeers cleaned rice. Thefie prioes are above 
e market rates, the quality of the rioe being taken into aooount.

Daring the fortaight 4,282 persons received relief on the tioket system, that is, they gqt 
an amount of uncooked grain sufficient to last these 14 days ; 183 persons were fed, on a 
daily avenge, at the unnochotras, making a total of 4,415 in receipt of charitable relief. 
The number last fortnight was 5,038, so that there has been a doorcase of 623 paupers. 

Of these, only 558 reside in the Bajgunge circle adjoining Bogra, where the distress was 
at first keenly felt, but is now almost over Ullapara, whioh marches with Rajsbahye, has to 
support the remaining 3,724. They generally belong to the flooded tracts. These have been 
inspected Tillage by village and tickets issued to the mfirm, to women and children without 
protectors, and to others in a simitar state of helplessness When these tickets are presented, we 
will have a moderate increase under the heading of charitable relief. The zemmdare will be 
asked to assist the able-bodied inhabitants of these villages with loans of grain, which they 
can obtain from Government for (he purpose. List of the villages distressed and of the owners 
names have been sent to me by the Superintendent of Ullapara circle. 

Of the 4,415 in receipt of relief, 1,403 work m jute or ootton for their food. We have a 
large stock of the produet of their work, and And it difficult to get a market for it , 2,452 
receive gratuitous relief. * 

Five hundred and sixty arc respectable persons (class D), to whom the rice is advanced as 
a loan. They get it on ticket fortnightly, and not as tho khan ryots in one amount. Their 
difference la that I believe the khae ryots will repay us, and that if they do not do so willingly 
they will be compelled to do so, but the respectable persons m distress will never settle the 
aocount •

Remarks of Magistrate 

Except in the tracts inundated by the late floods, I think we may safely declare all real 
distress to be over. The number receiving gratuitous relief at Raigunge ought now to be 
considerably decreased, seeing that rice is now selling there at 13} seers, and that the amun 
crops have not been injured by tho floods. Importations, too, to the flooded tracts shonld 
render it unnecessary very sboitly to grant such relief at Ullapara and Shazadpore. The 
attention of the sab-divisional officer will be called to this.

• 2. Bankoora — The postscript to the Collector's narrative states that heavy rain bad 
been reported from all sides, including tho north. This makes it unnecessary to offer any 
further remarks. I was m the north of the Bankoora district on the 5th instant, and was 
then satisfied that there was no visible cause for apprehension about the coming crops. 

3. The statement of charitable relief shews a reduction of the numbers relieved in 
Class from 30,255 to 22,101, and in Class D from 2,863 to 1,605 , whilst the numbers under 
class C, from whom light work is required, have risen from 6,230 to 9,096 Thu salutary 
reform is due to the exertions of Mr Macaulay as relief officer, for bo long as Mr. Larramra 
was left without any European subordinate, it was almost impossible for him to pat a sufficient 
check upon the unscrupulous liberality of the village sub-committees, unrestrained, if not 
connived at, by the paid native relief officials ot Government, whose appointments are 
dependent on showing as much distress as possible I believe that within the next fortnight 
the distress insBankoora will be reduced to very manageable dimensions. 

4. Betrbhoom . — The Collector notices the increase of pauperism, which he correctly 
attributes to the increase of native circle aud group relief inspectors, and which will, I hope, 
be checke d when the European relief officers of the district can apply effective supervision. 
The general condition of this district as regards the prospects of the crops is remarkably 
good, bat there is an exception in the small and extreme north-east ebrner of Barwan, 
which adjoins the Moorshedabad district. This unlucky corner of the Beerbhoom district 
has not been favoured with ram, and is at present in need of active relief, which is 
frfl fag provided by the Collector and by the relief officer, Mr. O'DoimeU. 
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^ 5, The three caseB to which the Colleotofr alludes, ih which death is attributed to 
starvation, appear to be palpably false stories, and I think it is unnecessary to offer any 
further remarks on them. 

6. The Collector has omitted to send the usual statement C of the persons employed 
on public relief works He will be called on to submit it. 

7. The average number of the daily recipients of charitable relief Has risen from 
24,515 to 31,195. The increase has been chiefly in class B c from 18,429 to 23,897; but 
theto has been a proportionate increase m class C, from 6,076 to 7,298 The entry in class 
D seems erroneous when compared with the corresponding entry of the previous fortnight. 

8. Burdwan \ — The Collector's narrative is rather meagre, and the report of the 
sub-divisional officer of Culna is written in exaggerated terms, and the facts arc not borne 
out by what 1 he^rd at Burdwan yesterday irora the Collector and the district superin- 
tendent of police When the rainfall in the Culna sub-division is 7 22 inches, and the 
Deputy Collector still wants another heavy shower for the" transplantation of the amun rice, 
he writes nonsense 1 fear that he is jealous of the distress and the amount of the relief 
given in the adjacent sub-division of Cutwa, and lie wishes to make out that his wants are 
as great. I have requested the Collector to give immediate attention to, the real state of 
the sub-division. 

9. The Collector received the narrative of the Cutwa sub divisional officer on 10th 
instant, and he might have delayed his report for it, or have noticed it in a postscript. 
The sub-divisional officer states that upon the whole more than half of an average aous 
crop cauuot bc expected under the most favorable circumstauces, but I must observe that 
this statement seems to me, according to what I saw and heard at Cutwa, to be ridiculous. 
The very liberal distribution of Government gram in this sub-division has produced the 
usual scramble of applicants for advances of gram and charitable telief m any form, and 
unless European agency is supplied I have no hope that it can be thoroughly checked hy 
the native Deputy Collector and his native suboidmates for ichef purposes. 

10. In writing on charitable relief, the Deputy Collector stutes that the average 
attendance at the 29 relief centres m the Cutwa subdivision was 10,710 a day, agtanst 
4,757 of the previous fortnight I quote the following extract from the Deputy Collectoi’s 
report, which beais out my remarks in the previous paragraph 

,f This is owing to a large number of relief-houses being lately opened, and the more 
detailed inquiries made by the inspectors and ameens in the vdlages within their groups 
In the relief-houses that I have visited, I found that the labour-test was not fully enforced , 
the labour returned in lieu of rice leceivcd being nominal I have now ordered that a full 
day's labour should he exacted from all those who aie capable of doing work The greatest 
obstacle to the enforcement of this labour-test is the action of the sub-committees, who are 
averse to co-operate with us m this matter and thus lose the good opinion of their 
neighbours, but I hope to be able to carry it out by the agency of the ameens, who have 
received strict instructions to supervise all paupers working in lelief-houses ” 

11 With regard to the sale of Government rue, to wlucli the Collector refers in his 
narrative, I reported demi-official ly from Itaueegungc that no sales to wholesale dealers had 
been made, although authorized by the Government telegram dated 1st July I am under the 
impression that I spoke to the Kanccgimgc sub-divisional officer on the subject, but it will be 
9een from the postenpt to the Collector's narrative that he has found that 750 r mau&ds have 
been sold at Baneegungc No explanation had been received up to yesterday afternoon, but 
it is believed that this transaction refers to the payment by the district committee for the 
Government rice supplied to them for charitable purposes 

12. I beg to call the attention of Government to the Collector's remarks regarding his 
being held personally responsible by the Controller-General for all advances made by him. 
TJjp Controller-General might be requested to report upon this subject 

13. The average number of daily-labourcis on road-works has risen from 3,334 to 
4,566. The total number of persons receiving charitable relief, as shewn in statement No. 4, 
has risen from 52,771 to 67,895 during the fortnight The chief increase is in thesudder sub- 
division of Burdwan and m Cutwa, as I have already noticed There is a reduction in the 
Bood-bood sub-division from 34,895 to 32,629, which is remarkable and satisfactory, as it 
shews that the number receiving relief m this part ot the district, where distress was most 
felt, is susceptible of reduction I believe that the addition of one or two European officers 
to the Collector's relief stall 1 , as suggested by me m the last narrative, is most desirable, in 
order to reduce the recipients of charitable relief to the proper number The special monthly 
reports on the fever, which are submitted by the Civil Surgeon through me to Government, 
shew that the district has this year been more healthy and free Irom fever up to the present 
date than it has been for the last four years. 

14 Hooyhly — The Collector's report is dated the 1 1th, and there has been jgn to the 18th 
some additional ram in heavy showers, which have helped to improve the pfrftpects of the 
amun crop, which is being planted out as fast as circumstances will permit, and although 
the Beason is backward, 1 think that it is premature to say that the main rice crop 
is m a somewhat critical condition. If the lam was heavier, we should be told of 
injury to the aoutf or early nee c op, which is fair, generally speaking, though patchy, and 
rather short m the stalk in some fields 

15 The total daily average number of labourers on relief-works is 2,667 in the present 
fortnight, against 2,768 (not 2,851) m the previous fortnight. 
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16. *The increase under the head of charitable relief is very large the total having 
risen from 8,194 and 17,768, the chief increase being in class B The Collector saysthyat 
much of the increase is doubtless due to insufficient superv ision. An experienced European 
assistant is wanted, but he will do what he can with his present staff. I believe it would be 
true economy to send to the Collector a good European assistant, it one cau be spared. I 
noticed a few days ago, in reading a police report of a dacoity committed within the 
municipal limits of Chinsurah, that one of the dacoits, who was luckily caught on the spot , made 
the following confession. He had bceu employed as a workman at the CJ our 1 pore jute-mills, 
opposite Hooghly, but finding that he could live for nothing at the Rajah's aunoenmro near 
the Hooghly railway -station, he settled there comfortably until he was unfortunately 
induced to join some other idle friends m a dacoity on a lone woman's house. This story 
necpls no comment. 

17. The narratives from Howrah and Miduapore requite no remarks here, but I would 

recommend their publication •

2. The price of rice has risen m the two chief marts, Bankoora and Bislienporc, hut 
has remain* d stationary elsewhere r Ihe merino in the supply of Government rice for the 
use of relief centres and foi labourers ou ulieM^^s has lessened the pressure throughout 
the district The prevailing rates arc given below™ 
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3. There have been heavy shown s at intervals in the greater part ot the district, but 
in the north tlie nyufall has not be*u nearly enough to allow ot extensive amun cultivation. 
In the extreme south also there arc some small tracts winch have not yet had a sufficient 
supply of moisture The aous crop, speaking generally, is unusually fine, and in Chatna the 
jenar crop is much above the average ami is now being harvested Mr Macaulay reporta 
very favourably of the appearuuce of the crops in the south-east of the district, and heavy 
ram would eveu now make the prospects elsewhere equally good 

4 Much change cannot yet be expected in the general rendition of the people. The 
advanced* of gram to the ryots have done immense good, and wherevu lain has fallen heavily 
labourers have found plenty of woik There is a gi a lual increase in the number of the 
manufacturing classes requiring aid The health of the people continues fair, although 
cases of cholera &ud small-pox arc still reported 

5. OncNacoity, not of a very serious natuic, has been leported 

6. No cases of death by starvation have come to light 

Relief Works. 

7. The return annexed shows an increase m the number of labourers. The Executive 
Engineer reports that the daily totals fluctuate according to the weather. Wheu rain 
holds off the coolies come ou the roads, but are drawn off to the held* by a heavy 
fall. This is satisfactory, as it shows that our rates are not too high One new road, vie. 
from Chatna to SfMuua, has been commcuced, and the road from Onda to Taldangra is being 
widened and metalled. The road from Burjora to Reliatoi will be commcuced in a few 
days, and it is probable that new roads mint be opened in perguunab Moheshra. 

Advances ro Privaib Pieties • 

8. The total amount of gram advances sanctioned up to date i* about Rs 80,000 
This branch of relief operations will shortly be closed, ex< opt m pergunnah Moheshra, when 
it is necessary to go on for a few weeks more.

Storage op Government Grain. 

10. Annexed is a statement showing our receipts and expenditure. The supply is 
now nsfficient to enable us to carry on all our relief operations by means of Government 
grain. It is of course a matter of difficulty and expense to convey rice to some of the 

* outlying centres, but they are now all being regularly supplied. Captain Grant is now 
importing at the rate of 2,000 maonds a day, and we will soon be in a position, if necessary, 
to sell Government grain in pergunnah Mohcshra. 

Charitable Belief. 

11. The numbers relieved are shown below. As I anticipated, there has been a large 
reduction in the number of persons gratuitously relieved, and considerable increase is showu 
under heading C This is due to the efforts ot Messrs Macaulay and Hare, who have been 
working roost successfully. The sub-committees have, as might be expected, shown themselves 
far too hlieral, and in some instances the relief roohunrs have been detected in malpractices, 
and will of coarse be duly proceeded against. I have no doubt that my next report will 
show a still greater reduction, and that the strict enforcement of the labour test will prevent 
the misapplication of our charitable fund.

1874, and to explain that its submission has been delayed by my absence m the interior o 
the district.' ^ 

A — State oi the Countrv 

The most notable fact of the fortnight is the lamentable spread of pauperism 
this is to a great extent due to the operations of the recently appointed circle am 

r ap inspectors, who have added a large number to the lists and taken none oil 
am not, however, prepared to say that their action is not justified by the circum 
stances of the people, as I anticipated a considerable increase this month, the relief work 
ceasing to afford sufficient employment to support the large labouring population of tin 
district, and the operations of ploughing and planting out being nearly completed. Th 
crops generally promise well, but m the north-cast corner of the district, m.the Barwai 
and Moureswar divisions, they are sadly backward, scarcely any ram having fallen over tbs 
tract for the last month. Local distress is consequently rapidly spreading, which I am takin 
immediate measures to relieve by advances of gram to the cultivators and by an extensio 
of relief. The special relief officer, Mr O’Donncl, and the circle inspectoi 

having reported from the spot that the relief given by the agent there was too limited, 
■visited Barwan myself on Sunday, 9th instant, to inspect and give directions regarding th 
charita b l e distribution, and fonnd that the paupers there require to be well sifted, thei 
being probably a considerable amount of imposture mixed up with much real distress. Th 
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can pjily be ejected by a house to house visitation, to which the circle inspector, aided by 
out* of the group inspectors, has been deputed In other respects the history of the fort- 
night 13 uneventful, — with the exception of three reports of deaths from starvation, two of 
• which were said to have occurred some weeks ago, the other on the 8th instant. Of the 
former two— one, that of a fever patient at Krmnahar m Saeooliporc division, was reported 
by the villagers to the circle inspectoi when visiting the village; all he could lc#rn by inquiry 
is that the local chowkccdar states thr man died of (ever, while the widow, backed by the 
villagers, stoutly maintains lie had recovered from thd fever and died ot starvation. The 
circle inspector reported the death a natural one, probably it is one ot those cases which 
must occur at all times aud m all lands as long as poverty continues to exist, in which 
recovery from exhausting illness is impossible on mg to insufficient or mnutritious diet, 
but which it would be almost as gieat a misuse of language to term deaths from starvation 
as to call the death of an invalid who might have been saved by beef-tea oi port-wine a 
death from thirst The second case is the death of a weaver ot the same village said to have 
died of starvation inconsequence of the obduracy of the neighbouring voluntary relief agent 
of Labpore in refusing him advances Singulaily enough no mention ol this case, which 
was reported to the gentleman in ehaige of anothei voluntary agent ywheu visiting the village 
at my request, was made to the circle inspector, though they came within a few days of 
each othei Noth reports are alleged by the icliet ageut at Lab pore to be spiteful inventions 
of the villagers who have taken the oppoitumty of two natural deaths in their commu- 
nity to annoy lum on account of his icfus il to place on his relief list some idle fellows 
among them who applied The < ase of the weaver not having been yet officially investigated, 
the circle inspector has been ordered to inquire and leport ou both cases agam, the laet 
that no other mcinbcis of the tannins of the deceased have died of starvation suggesting 
reasonable doubts of the truth of both stones The last ease reported is that of an old man 
close on 70 years ot age, repotted to me, when on my wav to Baivvau on 9th instant, by 
some of his fellow villagers as having oceuiml owing to his failure to obtain his customary 
dole of lice at the last weekly distribution at Darwin, The umsou of this failute was said 
to be his inability to press through the mob which assembled at the relief-house ou its 
becoming known that the special relief officci, Mi O’Donnell, had taken the distribution 
into his own hands, which, with very praiseworthy zed lie carried on ior two davs, consider- 
ing the local agent to be incompetent The result, however, as Mi O'Donnell described it to 
me, was a colic etion of some hve thousand people, about seven hundred of whom, judging 
from their appearance, at best but an uncertain test, lie considered fit objects for 
relief and brought ou the register Though (listless is undoubtedly spreading in the 
Barwau division owing to the causes given in detail above, the number ot applicants for 
relief cannot be taken either as a guage of the amount of actual distress or a sign of demo- 
ralization, tor 1 fully believe that were the iinnoui to get about at anytime m any part 
of this district that rice w as to be had for the asking, the low taste labouring population, 
the domes, liartes, moochec s, bagdtrs, who with the nipples aud lepers, form the bulk of 
the piupers, would soon crowd in liom all parts of the district, whether m distress or not 
On inquiry into the last-mentioned case ol starvation, 1 found it to be, like the hist, a death 
probably accelerated by insufficient food, hut not* one of $tarvitiou properly so called* 
Though the family was evidently extremely poor, its other members were not in a starved 
condition , and it was admitted that the dt coast d had not been absolutely without food, 
though unable to procure sufficient to kc c p up his uatuiallv failing length The chief 
markets continue steady und sufficiently supplied, and the public health good 2 grain- 
robberies occmrcd dining the fortnight Puces aie given in appendix I

ilantmg of the ncc on the lower lands is nearly finished , that the outturn of maize is 
;ood and sugarcane and krista til are doing well ; that the condition of the ehowkeedars is 
>ad, as they are very irregularly paid ; that emaciation amongst the cultivators is compara- 
lvely rare , that the general health of the people is good, except amongst the pilgrims to 
fuggernath , that no death from starvation lias oocuried 

The Bood-bood sub-divisional officer reports that the supply of rice in the bazars is 
lot abundant, that prices range from 11 seers 13 ehit tacks to 12 seers 11 chittucks poi 
•upee, that the mahajuns hold considerable stocks, but will not produce them, that the 
dtal rainfall m the fbrtnight is 5 02 inches , that the prospects of the crops have improved, 
rat more ram is wanted, especially in the north , that the condition of the people is better ; 
hat no gram thefts or deaths from starvation have come to li»ht The Assistant Surgeon 
>f Shor reported a death from starvation at Oochgram on the 24th ultimo On local enquiry

tation master, who has been rendering us much assistance in rt lief an angements, represented 
bat he found great difficulty in getting rice for the railway employes under him, and m 
Desideratum of his services he was thereupon allowed to purchase a small quantity for their 
use This is the ouly instance m which gram has beeu sold On receipt of the Government 
orders to sell gram, the sub-divisioual officers were called on to report the price which 
should be fixed, and the reports icccived showed that the dealers were not willing to take it 
at a higher pnee than 18 to 20 seers per rupee Of course this was out of tbp case alto- 
gether, and I told the sub-divisional officers that I should not recommend «ny sales at 
cheaper rates than 14 seers clean riceto 16 seers cargo rice per rupee There "the matter 
rests. The only Government groin that has found its way into the market is some small 
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portions of that advanced to ryots or paid to laborers and sold by thorn. It is not 
impossible that the complaints m the paper were a bold stroke on the part of some 
mahajun to effect a rise of prices. Tho knowledge that we were prepared to step in and sell 
at* any moment has, I think, unquestionably had some influence in keeping prices 
down ; and the correspondence of last week, giving rise to a rumour that^Covernment 
had absolutely prohibited the sale of Government grain m any event, at once sent 
prices up in this bazar. On Friday a number of the mooktears and other hangers ori. 
of the cutcherry complained grievously of the suddenly enhanced prices m the bazar, and 
the evil practices of the inahajuns generally But (always'supposmg that the rams continue) 
I think it probable that the rise of prices will not be permanent It may be fairly inferred 
from tho universal unwillingness shown by the mahujuns to purchase Government rice at 
reasonable prices that they have plenty of ncc of their own m store.

I have tno honor to submit tho fortnightly report for tins district for the period ending 
the 8th August. 

2. With the exception of the last two days, rain has fallen almost every day at the 
Sudder station, and has been more or less general throughout the district. At Contai the 
fall has aggregated 15 inches, and has been fully as much as could be desired. At Tumlook 
it has exceeded 8 inches, and there also the reports arc favorable. At Midnapore the fall 
has just exceeded 6 inches, and the cultivators would like more, though they cannot complain 
much , but at Gurbctta tho fall has only amounted to 3 inches during the fortnight, just enough 
to prevent the aous crop from suffering further injury, but insufficient to allow of universal 
transplantation The Deputy Collector, it will be seen, estimates 5 annas of the cultivable 
area as still unsown, but it must be remembered that m an undulating eountry such as 
Gurbctta, it is only m years of excess rainfall that the highest lands can be utilised. 

3 The aous crop throughout the district is variously estimated at from a full average 
to a low average crop, according to soil and rainfall. The prospects of the amun are, of 
course, still entirely dependent on the weather for the next 2£ months, and cannot be fore- 
cast with any confidence 

4. Prices continue to rise almost everywhere , this is due partly to the cessation of 
importation from the west frontier, partly to the great reduction of importation from Orissa, 
partly to the impediment which the rams are to traffic, partly to the difficulty m drying 
rice and preparing it for the market owing to the wet weather 

5. No one believes that there is an actual deficiency of nee m the district/ but all my 
information tends to shew that it is m fewer hands than before, and the owners are slow to 
put it into the market , partly because the price is not yet as high as they wish, partly because 
they have not yet recovered from the panic which was rising three weeks ago from the 
absence of rain, and are still apprehensive of another short crop 

6. The following list contrasting the prices that obtain now with those detaining four

7. It will be teen that the rite hat been very great in the North-West, though the list 
gives the relative prices at the two periods correctly j the absolute prices ere somewhat more 
favourable thfua they appear, as the sales are all by a local measure Called pie, which varies 
somewhat, but which the police of Beenpore and Jhargram convert into seers' at 1J seers per 
pie. To test this, I measured several pies when iu that part of the district, and found that 
they varied from 1 seer 6$ ohittacks to 1 seer 7 \ chittaofcs ; hence, the calculation of 1 seer 
chittacks is undoubtedly too low. 

8 Ret&il*dealers in nee are almost unknown iu the jungle mehafa ; hence, it is found 
that great relief is caused by the retail sale of the nee belonging to the Jambonee estate and 
to the committee when first formed As long as these stores hold out, we are certain that 
all who can pay for rice can procure it while our road works, which are still open, afford the 
assurance that all able-bodied persons can find work. Although, therefore, pinching and 
distress is universal in the north, nnd beyond oil possibhty of question, I hear of nothing 
approaching starvation, and hope that we have safely tided over the year without any actual 
charitable relief to the agricultural or labouring classes. 

9 To the Tantces our relict mcasares are continued, and cannot bo reduced till prices 
fall On the contrary, distress among them is increasing, though relief operations are 
jealously watched. Fever is beginning to appear, not at present in an aggravated form, but 
sufficient to increase # the effects of scarcity

5 From "the above it will be seen that, m the first week, prices fell at head-quarters 
Doomjoor, and Bagnan, and rose at Atnpta and Oolooberiah In the second week they rose 
in J uggutbullubporc, Ampta, Shampore, and Oolooberiah, and fell in Doomjoor. The 
highest prices prevail m Juggutbullubpore, where common rice is Belling at 10§ seers for the 
rupee. It is clieapest at Bagnan. 

6. The District Superintendent's statements of Bums expended on relief show small 
figures One statement shows eight persons relieved at an expense of Rp. 1-6, and the* 
second shows twenty-five perssons to have received Rs 4-4 ; or, for the fortnight, (as far as 
accounts received) thirty-three persons relieved at au erpenditure of Rs. 5-10, an average 
of two and a quarter persons roughly per idem The Deputy Collector of Mohesreekha 
reports the expenditure fiom the moneys with the Khanacool Belief Committee at Rs 9-6-6. 
The number of persons is not stated.

With rcfeience to paragiaph 8 ol Government circular No 154 — SR, dated the 
16th January 1874, I have the honor to submit my fortnightly narrative up to the 9tb instant. 

A — State of the Country. 

Since the date ot my last narrative a favorable change in the weather has again taken 
place, and the crops which were then suffering from want of ram have lecovered, and the 
transplanting of the mam nee crop has agam been resumed. The ram which had held off so 
continuously during the lust fortnight, began to fall agam on the 25th ultimo, and has since 
continued pretty general; but more is now wanted, as the high lands into which nee is trans- 
planted are still in some villages too dry to admit of their being planted out. The accounts 
ot the crops ti^e bettei* from all parts of the district than in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Purulia, which seems generally to got less rain than any other portion ot Manbhoom. 



From Govindpore tbo relief officer writes : " The grave fears that were entertained a 
short time back of another famine hare been dispelled by seasonable and copious shorten, and 
the people ate cheerfully engaged in transplanting their seedling paddy which, should the , 
weather continue favorable, transplanting operations ought to be oVer by the middle of the 
month. The paddy whioh wae first transplanted shows very well at present, and the rnbbee 
Crops are unusually good." From Hughoonathpore it is reported : “ The crops all over 
the country look wonderfully well ; a bumper harvest is expected, and the transplanting 
of paddy is being assiduously pushed on." The relief officer of the Purulia cirole writes 
« During the fortnight the heavy fall of rain has enabled the ryots to make groat progress with 
the planting out of their Becond olass lands, and there is now every hope that the full area ot 
land will be cultivated, and the outturn a more than usually heavy one." The reports from 
Manbozor are also favorable, where, until lately, very little progress had been made in trans- 
planting operations. 

The rainfall during the fortnight bos amounted to 5 57 inches ; and up to the 9th instant, 
from the beginning of the year, to 22 29, which is 8 inches less than the average The 
Puruiia lake is unusually low for the time of the year, and has only risen about 9 inches from 
what the water stood in the month of May ; but what rain has fallen, has been well distributed, 
and very little has run to waste. . 

/ At present, employment in the fields is everywhere pretty abundant, and the wages earned 
by the labouring classes fairly remunerative : it is, however, everywhere reported that the eulti- 
* vators are employing fewer laborers than usual, and that after the transplanting of tbe rice 
crop is over, numbers will again be wanting employment. The demand for loans of Govern- 
ment rice also still continues, which the cultivators allege they require to enable them to pay 
their laborers. They complain that the mahajuus still refuse to make the usual advances, 
except to a few approved customers; but as the gondii and indian-corn crops are being 
gathered, the people are now beginning to obtain a fresh supply of food, and aro therefore more 
independent of the mahajuns and far better off than they have been durtug the last five or rix 
months. It may now be said that the worst effects ot the scarcity, which would have 
developed into famine except for the measures of relief which had been adopted, is now fairly 
over, and that if the season only continues iavorable to the end, prosperity will again resume 
its usual sway. Cnmo still contiuues to bo rather below than above tbe average, and tbe 
publie health is generally good, although a few ea«es of cholera still occur, and small-pox is 
ripe m a few villages which have steadily resisted the introduction of vaccination

It will be seen from the above that prices were higher during the last than the preced- 
ing fortnight, which I believe was entirely owing to the long break in the rams that continued 
up to tbe eud of last month ; since then prices have I believe falleu, and will continue to do so, 
if the weather remains favorable. 

B.— Relief Wokks. 

As ought be expected, the number of people seeking employment on the relief .works 

has greatly decreased. The rate of daily wages, was reduced on all the minor relief works

Womni . J ° 100 cubic feet. The work on village tanks has now been 

” “ stopped, both on account of most of them having partially 

filled with water, and from employment on them being no longer required. The daily rate ot 
wages paid to the laborers on the roads has also been reduoed, as above, during the time 
transplanting is going on, but will be raised to its former rate as soon as that Operation is 
completed. The average number of persons employed on the roads during last fortnight 
was 5,003 against 5,282 during tbe previous fortnight, showing a decrease of 282.

their bills are cashed. It is now taken by them wherever gram can be made available, whicl 
it now is, all over the district where works are going on, except m the Manbazar circle, where 
for want oi roads and bridges, it has not been found possible to convey gram in sufficien 
quantities to meet the requirements of the group officers, sub-committees, the cultivators, an< 
contractors Arrangements are, however, m progress, by which the difficulties there also wii 
J hope soon be overcome. 

C— -Transport op Government Grain. 

The whole of the extra 30,000 maunds of Government gram having been received a 
Burrakar, this is now being caited from there down to a large gold which has been construct e< 
at Desarghat on the north bank ot the Damud&h river * from there it is crossed over to the goli 
at Hijlighat, and then conveyed in carts sent there from Rughoonathpore. The portion of thu 
allotment required for the Purulia crcle is being brought m carts sent from the Sudder station 
None but covered oarts are used, so that the gram is kept perfectly dry and undamaged b] 
the ram 

There being a difficulty about procuring carriage to ^transport grain to the minor gob 
in Murardih in Pergunnah Chowrasi, the cultivators were told that if they wanted more grair 
on loan they must provide the carriage themselves. On this, the rolief officer says . V Carts and 
bullocks and porters, male and female, flooked into Hijli and earned off in a day the local 
allotment of a thousand maunds/ 1 This practice has been found very successful all ovei 
the district where impassable nullahs and rivers have not to be crossed, and the distances ar< 
not very great, and is a pretty fair test as to whethor the gram is actually required.

TheBe*retarns also show there is an increase in the number of persons being provided for 
by the relief committees, but in these, as well as in the returns furnished of the number 
being supplied with rice by the gioup officers, I believe a portion of the increase can be 
accounted for by the fact that the previous returns were incomplete, especially from the 
Manbazar and Govmdpore circles. The nnmber being provided for, which altogether amount 
to 21,948, is I consider far too lorge ; but as up to the date of the returns sent jm by the relief 
officers no gram of any sort had been gathered m, the impoverished classes must have been 
jnst as badly, if not worse, off than they have been at any previous time during the present 
scarcity, so that no reduotion, but on the contrary some increase, was to have been expected.

In continuation of my No* 42 MX, dated 28th July 1874, submitting the fortnightly 
• No 9d8 — sr„ dated loth Augubt narrative of the Collector of Nuddea for the fortnight ending 
18W ' 25th July 1874, I have now the honor to submit the 

Collector's report* for the fortnight ending 8th Augtfet 1874* 

2. I am in hopes that the Collector, in his paragraph 4, has under-estimated the aggregate 
outturn of the aous crop from the district, as other accounts say that the crop is, speaking 
generally, an extraordinarily good one as it stands, and as a very large additional area has been 
sown, after making allowance for the deficiency m the northern part of the distressed tract, 1 
expect the outturn to be decidedly larger than that of au ordinary year. 

3. I find from the relief works returns that there have been considerable fluctuations m 
the number of people employed on the relief works lately. 

4. The mistake made in sending the Government grain from Calcutta to the Bordwan 

"district instead of to Kaleegungo m Nuddea is to be regretted The consequences might have 
been serious. 1

In submitting my narrative of Scarcity and Relief for tbe fortnight ending Saturday the 
8th instant, I have the following remarks to make — 

1. The supply m the bazars continues about the same, and is in most places adequate to 
the demand. The new rice has not yet come into the market, but the harvest has commenced 
in some parts, and the gram is used for private consumption ; where this is tlie case, thejnarkut 
is becoming a little easier. The insufficiency of the stock in the distressed tracts has been all 
along reported. The recent importation of Government rice will give some relief. It is 
reported that the stock of food-grams m thanas Kanmpore and Tehatta, in sub-division 
Meherpon?, and m thana Jaguh in subdivision Ranaghat, is low, but the mahojans are pretty 
Bure to keep nothing in resorve , they will either lend or sell their stocks, and this, with the 
aid of private trade, will suffice to carry the people through till the present aous crop 
is harvested 

2. The subjoined table will show the kinds and prices of gram selling m the principal

The price of rice during the fortnight under review shows a slight upward tendency, due, no 
doubt, to the scantiness of the rainfall. 

3. I have nothing to add regarding the actual stock m hand to what I have stated m 
my previous narratives. 

4. The jolly dhau, bhura, and checna, have been harvested, and they are cohung into tbe 
market, but the quantity has been so small as not materially to influence prices. There has 
been sufficient ram during the fortnight m the neighbourhood of the Sudder station, but iu 
the district generally there has been much less than is required. The amun dhau is 
being generally thrown back. In the northern part of the distressed tract the deficiency 
of ram has been most lamentable ; and it is estimated that, be the weather as favorable 
as it may, not more than half a crop of aous can be gathered. Even that which 
will be reaped has been delayed at least three weeks or a month by the drought ; 
other parts of the district have been more fortunate, and probably the injury will not be more than 
one-fourth of the crop, if so much ; considering, however, the increased area of land sown this 
year with aous paddy, the outturn of aous will still be equal to a full crop oftun ordinary year. 
The amun seed-beds have somewhat improved m appearance, and to transplant, advantage is 
being taken of the recent ram. Jute is generally thriving ; sugarcane is doing very well ; arhar 
and chillies also look promising ; indigo is being manufactured, and a good outturn is anticipated. 

5. I am far from thinking that upon the whole distress has increased. No special cases 
of misery have been reported. With the rise m the price of nee a certain amount of pressure 
has no doubt been felt throughout the district, but this pressure, I believe, is not so urgent as 
to call for aid from the bands of Government. # 

6. Though the high price of food-grains has had some effect in diminishing consumption 
of excisable articles, yet no marked decrease in revenue is observable. 
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7. It is generally believed by all classes of people that the pressure which they now fee^ 

will cease within the course of two or three weeks tune when the preserft nous ertfp has bgi^A 
gathered. No other tracts, save in which relief works have already been commenced, will need 
any assistance from Government in the shape of relief. * f 

8. The steps taken to alleviate ’the distress that to a certain extent existed in thanas 
Tehatta,K&rimpore and Gangui, m sub-division Meherpore,have proved adequate. No more relief 
measures are required there, as f the aspect of affairs has changed for the bettor The Deputy 
Collector of Bongoog says that he visited some of the villages in thana Moheshpore where 
distress was reported to exist, hut found there nothing to call for Government assistance. 
A serious mistake occurred in the despatch of Government rice from Calcutta, which 
might have led to fatal consequences The supply of 20,000 maunds mentioned m my last 
•narrative was missent to Cutwa, but we, unaware of this, collected carts and boats and coolies 
for its distribution, and day after day anxiously wailed its arrival at Kaleegunge. As no news 
of the shipment arrived, I wa§ obliged, notwithstanding the Government orders, to send 
money, and my having done so was most fortunate, for it was not till I had communicated 
with Mr. Toynbee that the state of the case was ascertained. Mr. Toynbee at once 
despatched another shipment, and m the meantime I applied to the Deputy Collector 
of Cutwa for *5,000 maunds of rice, which he immediately supplied. The relief 
officers husbanded their resources with vely great care, and thig carried the people 
through till the shipment arrived. It is with feelings of great satisfaction that I am able 
to say that no fatal results have followed the temporary diminution of relief, atid that all cause 
for anxiety is now at an end The unpropitious character of the weather has thrown back the 
crops so much that but little can be done this mouth towards diminishing the extent of the 
relief. To stop it or to reduce it greatly at present would merely undo all that we have been 
doing, for it is, I regret to say, quite certain that there are still thousands who musfrdepend upon 
Government and the relief committee for their lives. The Assistant Magistrate of Kooahtea 
thus writes about the effect of the late rise ol the river — “ The losses by inundation in this 
sub-division were not senous, but they have tended to check the downward tendency of prices, 
and rice is now as dear as it was three weeks ago.” 

9 The construction of village roads and embankments is going on in the distressed parts, 
and the number of laborers resorting to them for employment has increased These people, 
however, prefer their own work to ours, and the number will certainly decrease when the 
reaping of the aous and transplanting of the amun begin In consequence of a report from the^ 
Deputy Collector of ltanaghat that the laborers in one portion of his sub-division (which we 
have all along been watching) wore in want of work, I applied for and obtained 500 maunds of 
rice, which was sent up to Uanughat by Mr Toynbee by rail The number of persons now 
employcd.on relief works may bo estimated at 3,500. 

10. Owing to the rise of water m the several rivers that flow by and through this 
strict^ traffic has increased in nearly all the sub-divisions.

Sudder Bulla . — During (he last fortnight a decided change for the worse has jnjmifested 
itself. The number of applicants for relief at the Burdwan Sadder Bnlla has largely increased 
The large daily average of 1 ,590 having been maintained throughout the 14 days. On one day, 
the 24th ultimo, the number was over 1,800. The increase is partly attributable to the rise 
in the price of nee m the bazar, but there is, unfortunately, no doubt that a number of people 
are coming in from the interior, and that this number is daily increasing and is already much 
larger than it was in the early days of the scarcity Fifteen coses of actual distress have 
been reported as presenting themselves, but no particulars were given in the report. A 
further distribution of cloth has taken place and milk is being given to children.

On the other hand, tho number of respectable persons 
receiving chanty has risen to 193. The Darogah reports favourably of tbe condition of the 
paupers. 

CULNA. 

The condition of this place is certainly not improving. There are complaints of distress 
on every side, and though there is, no doubt, a certain element of exageration m them they 
have some foundation. The' people of the town do not appear to be suffering, but it is from 
the hack lying villages the complaints principally come. In consequents) of this state of 
things it has been resolved to establish five additional depfits in thana Cnlna, viz., at the 
'villages Gram Culpa, Mamkbar, Tehatta, Kadpara, Kooshodanga ; arrangements have been 
made for immediately opening these depdts. Uncooked food will be distributed at the rate 
of twelve ehittacks for each adult and bix chittacks for each child, and this relief will be 
distributed m accordance with lists furnished by the Government relief officers to tbe 
Oarogahs in charge of the depdts 

Relief IForh.— Two hundred and twenty-five able-bodied persons have been daily pro- 
vided with employment at various places during the past fortnight.

ANNUAL REPORT ONTHE GOVERNMENT PLANTATIONS IN BRITISH SIIEQf BOB 
THE TEAR ENDING 81 st MARCH LAST 


No. 2894, ctpted Calcutta, the 20th August 1874

I am directed to submit to Government of India, in the Departmeu 
of* Agriculture, Revenue and Commerce, the accompanying letter N<v 60C 
dated the 8th June, from Dr. Iting, in charge of Cinchona cultivation in Bengal 
with enclosure, being the (twelfth) annual report on the Government plantation 
in British Sikkim for the year ending 31st March lost. 

2. In layibg this report before the Governor-General in Council, I am to 
express the satisfaction of the Lieutenant-Governor at the degree of success 
whioh has marked the operations of the year. The plantations have arrived 
.at a stage which permits U9 no longer to characterize them as experimental, 
%but indicates plainly that the care and expenditure whioh have been bestowed 
upon them for mo many years will have a praotical result. The canker, 
concerning wbicn fears were expressed before the Cinchona Commission in 
1871, has proved to be simply one of those casual dangers to which young 
plantations are exposed ; while wo have at last learned to recognize the precise 
conditions of soil, &c., under which the tree thrives. The uneven Quality 
of the hill soils is now well understood ; and instead of attempting to 
remedy the patchy appearance of the plantations hitherto regarded as an evil, 
only such spots are now selected for planting as are marked by the known 
condition of success. In the language of Dr. King, “ ttoaunewer plantations, 
therefore, are patchy from the beginning, and are so of cholwBP The Lieutenant- 
Governor does not understand that the intention has been abandoned of 
filling up the numerous blanks in tlio plantations where single trees have 
been damaged or rhoked by grass, but that no attempt will be made to 
replant spots where the trees have died out from the unsuitability of the Boil. 

8. . The hope expressed in the last report, that Mr. Gammie would bo able to 
increase the area under cultivation to nearly 2,000 acres during the year under 
notice, the Lieut enant-Qovernqr observos, has been more than realized, and 
. M Government now possess in Sikkim about 2,000 acres under quinine-producing 
cinchona^” 247,000 trees of the Succirubra variety and 122,000 of the 
Calisaya having been planted during the period. This success has been 
achieved in spite of the early termination of the rains, which brought planting 
operations to a premature close, and indicates much earnestness and activity 
ot» the part of Dr. King’s staff 

4. About three and a quarter millions of trees aro now planted out, 
consisting mainly of the two great varieties — 

* Cinchona Succirubra .. . • 2,550,000 

Cinchona Calisaya .. .. ... • 470,500 

The Government of India will observe that, practically, the plantations are 
now confined to these two varieties, ^ the former producing the red, and 
the latter -the yellow bark of commerce.* O. Offlcinalta and the three or four 
other varieties of which the growth has been attempted have praotically 
been abandoned, the soil being found unfavorable to their growth. Dr. King 
notices, however, the existence on the plantations of a supposed “ hybrid ” 
cinchona, the hark of which, upon analysis, was found to he rich in quinine, 
and every effort is being made to propagate this variety, experience wowing 
that it grows well in Sikkim, and at a higher level than the OalUaya. The 
discovery of this “ hybrid,” which Dr. King thinks may possibly prove to be 
not a hybrid at all, hut a distinct species of cinchona, is an interesting fact of 
the report, and the Lieptenant-Governor is glad to observe that, in addition to 
6,000 plants of this variety in permanent cultivation, there are 34,000 cuttings 
and seedlings in the gardens. 

5. The earnestness with which Mr. Howard, in the correspondence of 
Qctobw last, lately forwarded to this Government by the Government of India 
urgeB upon Her Majesty’s Secretary of State that the Indian C. tomirubre 
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belongs ft) the cinchonidine rather than the quinine-producing varieties of the 
tree, must invest the discovery of any new variety, producing quinine in' 
quantity, with great importance. It is satisfactory, however, to observe in this 
connection that Mr. Howard believes "the sulphate of cinchonidine to bq 
the very best means” the Government possesses m these plantations of 
bringing the medicine in a completely effectual form within the means of 
the people. g* 

His Honor observes that Dr. King’s attention appears hardly as yet to 
have been directed to the value of this more common alkaloid ; and that he 
urges an alternative preparation of bark, in use on some of the plantations 
amongst the coolies, as a means of bringing thq specific within the reaoh of the 
• poorer classes. His remarks upon the matter are so important, that the 
Lieutenant-Governor would bring them to the special notice of the Governor- 
General in Council. He says — 

“ It is sometimes urged (especially in England) that cinchona planting is being overdone, 
and that quinine is not on article for which the demand will increase, simply because it mav 
become cheap. This opinion is, I believe, held in entire ignorance of the fact that quinine, 
the only reliable remedy in the commonest of Indian diseases, is at present almost unobtainable 
by the mass of the population of India Tne annual supply allowed to a charitable dispensary 
(and in most districts the dispensary is the only place whcie quinine can be had) is, as 
lar as my experience goes, equal to tbe actual demand of only a few days m the year This 
medicine is given at a dispensary only to what the official in charge considers f bad oases 
others are put off with doses of chireyta, atees, or some other and inefficient substitute 
for quinine 

“ The consumption of quinine in India is no index to the quantity that is required, but 
only to the quantity which can be afforded of so very costly a drug. But however much the 
cinchona alkaloids may be cheapened, they must (as involving a costly process of manufacture) 
always be comparatively high in price, and I think some of the inferior twig bark, which will 
continue to be yielded on tiie plantations, might be advantageously utilized in making a strong 
decoction or a liquor of bark. Such a preparation might bo concentrated, so that half a 
teaspoonful or. a teaspoonful would, mixed in water, form a dose. A preparation of this sort is 
in use in some plantations known to me, has been tried amongst the coolies m this plantation, 
and is reported an efficient medicine m convalescence from fever, aud in the milder attacks 
even from the beginning.” 


Dr. King will be requested to be good enough to submit a further report 
upon this suggestion, alter communication with Mr. Wood, the Quinologist, 
and upon a review of Mr Howard’s letter referred to above. 

6. The arrival of M r. Wood on the Sikkim Plantations will now place them 
on a footing of equality with those on the Nilgiris, which have for so many 
years had the advantage of a resident chemist, who, by carefyJL'vpd repeated 
analysis of the bark, lias been able to give a more scientific culture to tbe 
plantations than lias hitherto been possible in Sikkim. The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to observe that owing to the delay in forwarding from home 
the apparatus and chemicals for the laboratory, Mr. Wood’s operations have 
.been greatly delayed. 

7. In Mr. Secretary Hume’s letter No. 208, dated 21st June 1873, the 

Government of India has estimated that with 2,000 acres of successful planting, 
there will be a steady yearly supply of not less than 150,0001bs. of dry bark 
available for the analyst from the end of 1877 ; but Dr. Henderson, who was in 
charge of the plantations during Dr. King’s absence, estimates Mr. Wood’s 
requirements at half a ton of bark per working day, or 336,0001bs. a year, fully to 
utilize bis services and appliances. The Lieutenant-Governor observes from the 
present report that about 36,0001bs. of dry bark were obtained during the last year 
from thinnings and prunings of the plantations, and that the yield will probably 
be 70,000ibs in tbe present season from the same operations. *

9. As this undertaking is now passing out of the purely expen* 

mental into the commercial stage, it becomes necessary that a set of 
account books should be opened on the plantations, and an annual balanoe 
Sheet prepared, in whici^tbe expenditure and receipts, tho cost of cultivation 
and manufacture, the produce stock, and sales of the plantations, should be 
clearly recorded. The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to receive an 
expression of the views of the Governor-General in Council a9 to tho form in 
which the accounts should be started, as it may be expedient to open 
them with a debit balance of such proportion of thoir oost up to date, as 
may be deemed proper. We have entered upon this experiment in the hope 
or being able to prepare this medicine so cheaply, as to place it ultimately 
within reach of the poor ; and it is desirable to mark • the advanoes which 
are made towards the attainment of this purpose, by the keeping of systematic

10. The Lieutenant-Governor remarks that Dr. King appears to have over- 
looked the call made by this Government upon his predecessor iu No. 1899, 

• dated 22nd July 1873, for a statement of the cost at which “ the mapping and 
measurement of the plantations could be effected,” and the estimate will bo 
again called for. 

11. His Honor would have been glad if the report had confirmed the hope 
raised by Dr. Henderson that “ seedlings self-sown” were becoming common on 
the plantations and in the neighbourhood. Dr. King will be asked to notice 
the point in his next report, which the Lieutenant-Governor also hopes will 
contain some information concerning the prosecution of experiments with 
manure under Mr. Wood’s direction. 

12. I am to add that Sir Richard Temple is greatly obliged to Dr. King 
for his interesting report, and trusts that the Governor-General in Council will 
be satisfied with the energy which has marked all the operations of the year 
on tho part of Dr. King, Dr. Henderson who acted for him in his absence, 
and the staff.

1 Condition of th plantation. — This is, on tho whole, very satisfactory Tho disease, 
concerning which suoh fears were expressed m borne of the evidence given before tho Cinchona 
Commission in 1871, is found, as I anticipated, to be comparatively harmless. Here and 
there, even in fair soil, a tree is attacked by it, but on outting down the diseased stoni healthy 
shoots ore found to spring readily from tho stump 1 think this disease may, therefore, be 
classed with the minor dangers to which all plantations ol young trees ore more or lew 
exposed The older trees continue to grow satisfactorily, and some parts of the newer 
planting, in*thb richer soil and dnor climate ot the lower ond of tho liungjo Valley, aro about 
as fine as oould bo desired.

6. Yield of bark. — No trees have been cut for the sake of their bark ; but in a few plaCM 
where the trees stood too closely together, some thinning and pruning has been done; Theet 
operations have yielded about 16,000 pounds of dry bark, part of wmeh has been ntodeovfd 
to the Quinologist.
